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GENERAL   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Henry  B.  Harrison,  Governor  of  Connecti- 
cut : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  charter  of  the 
Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health,  we  have  the  honor  to  present 
to  you  the  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  concerning 
the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
State,  and  such  other  matters  as  the  law  requires. 

The  sudden  and  untimely  death  of  our  late  Secretary  and 
executive  officer,  Dr.  Charles  W.  Chamberlain,  in  the  midst  of 
his  usefulness  and  before  he  had  prepared  any  part  of  this  annual 
report,  in  a  form  which  could  be  utilized  by  a  successor,  must  be 
our  apology  for  such  deficiencies  and  imperfections  as  this  report 
may  present.

The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  State. 

A  very  accurate  statement  about  the  health  of  the  citizens  of 

the  State  cannot  be  made.     No  facilities  exist  for  obtaining  all 

the  facts  necessary  for  such  statement.     The  usual  chief  source 

of   information  is   the  mortuary   record   as   kept   in  the  towns 
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throughout  the  State.  The  information  which  that  affords  will 
be  presented  in  tabular  form  in  this  report,  in  regard  to  the  year 
1883,  but  for  the  present  year  it  is  unavailable  for  the  reason  that 
the  reports  of  the  mortality  in  towns  and  the  causes  of  it,  are  not 
received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  until  the  records  for  the 
full  year  are  completed  and  an  abstract  for  each  town  made  and 
attested  by  the  registrar. 

The  late  Secretary  was  accustomed  to  receive  from  correspond- 
ents in  various  parts  of  the  State  monthly  statements  of  the  pre- 
vailing forms  of  sickness.  From  these  reports  he  used  to  publish 
a  summary  of  the  condition  of  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth,  with  such  existing  causes  of  sickness  as  his  corre- 
spondents acquainted  him  with.  These  monthly  reports  of  our  late 
Secretary  were  exceedingly  useful  and  widely  read.  Extracts  from 
them  were  published  in  many  of  the  medical  journals,  and  even 
in  the  newspapers  of  the  neighboring  States.  They  not  only 
gave  information  of  the  existing  diseases  in  different  localities, 
but  they  communicated  instruction  to  the  people  in  respect  to 
the  means  which  he  advised  for  the  avoidance  of  disease.  Un- 
fortunately no  list  of  his  correspondents  has  been  found,  and  the 
monthly  reports  received  have  been  so  few  and  infrequent  since 
his  death,  that  the  published  monthly  summary  has  been  neces- 
sarily discontinued. 

Beside  the  sanitary  reports  above  mentioned  and  which  only 
cover  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  Board  caused  to  be  issued  quite 
recently  a  circular  of  enquiry  concerning  the  health  of  localities. 
It  requested  information  as  to  the  occurrence  of  epidemics  dur- 
ing the  present  year,  1884;  as  to  what  diseases  had  been  most 
prevalent,  and  especially  as  to  the  increase  or  diminution  of 
typhoid  fever  and  malarial  diseases.  The  enquiry  concerning 
special  diseases  was  prudently  limited,  lest  by  asking  too  much, 
the  time  and  temper  of  correspondents  would  be  overtaxed  and 
the  responses  few;  while  abundant  opportunity  was  given  to 
those  with  a  ready  pen  and  a  disposition  to  communicate,  to 
enlarge  without  limit  upon  the  general  questions  about  epidemics 
and  the  prevailing  diseases. 

This  series  of  questions  was  sent  to  at  least  one  physician  in 
every  town  in  the  State.  About  three-fifths  so  addressed  have 
sent  replies,  some  of  them  responding  quite  fully  and  giving 
much  interesting  information,  others  more  briefly,  but  all  very 
satisfactorily.     The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  that  part  of 
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the  profession,  who  have  so  kindly  and  promptly  given  the  infor- 
mation asked  of  them.  They  may  be  assured  it  is  highly  appre- 
ciated and  they  must  find  their  further  satisfaction  in  the  con- 
sideration that  what  they  have  contributed  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  State,  is  not  limited  in  its  usefulness 
to  the  present  time,  but  will  go  upon  record  as  reliable  statements 
of  the  general  condition  of  health  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
in  1884,  and  remain  as  a  standard  of  comparison  with  both  past 
and  future  years. 

While  taking  this  opportunity  to  express  thanks  for  the  favors 
received,  the  Board  cannojb  but  feel  some  sense  of  regret  that 
they  have  needlessly  annoyed  the  many  members  of  the  medical 
profession  who  have  not  noticed  their  enquiries. 

The  monthly  summaries  of  the  late  Secretary  for  the  first  half 
of  the  year  and  the  replies  from  the  above  circular,  will  afford  the 
means  for  a  very  close  approximate  estimate  of  the  general  health 
of  the  State,  during  the  year  just  closing. 

In  Hartford  County  there  are  twenty-nine  towns,  sixteen  of 
which  have  responded. 

In  New  Haven  County,  of  twenty-five  towns,  seventeen  have 
sent  replies. 

New  London  County  has  twenty-one  towns  and  twelve  have 
been  heard  from. 

Fairfield  County  has  reported  from  sixteen  of  her  twenty-three 
towns. 

Windham  County  answers  from  seven  of  her  towns,  leaving  ten 
yet  to  be  heard  from. 

Litchfield  is  silent  as  regards  fifteen  of  her  twenty-six  towns. 

Twelve  towns  in  Middlesex  County  have  reported  of  her  fif- 
teen, making  the  best  response  of  all  as  to  the  number  of  i-espond- 
ants. 

And  Tolland  County  reports  the  health  of  eight  of  her  thirteen 
towns. 

While  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  report  has  not  been 
received  from  every  town,  and  particularly  that  some  of  the 
larger  places  have  sent  no  report  of  their  health ;  yet  there  is  no 
very  wide  extent  of  territory  in  the  State  from  which  we  have 
not  heard. 
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Epidemics  Reported. 


Measles  is  mentioned  as  epidemic  in  Bristol  and  North  Man- 
chester in  Hartford  County;  in  Meriden  in  New  Haven  County; 
East  Lyme  in  New  London  County ;  Southport  in  Fairfield 
County;  Killingly  in  Windham  County;  none  in  Litchfield 
County ;  none  in  Middlesex,  but  in  Tolland  and  Mansfield  in 
Tolland  County.  The  type  of  the  epidemic  is  stated  in  almost 
every  case  to  be  mild.  Measles  is  mentioned  as  occurring  also 
in  a  few  other  towns,  and  except  in  Litchfield  and  Middlesex 
Counties,  appears  to  have  prevailed  mildly  throughout  the  State. 

Scarlet  Fever  is  reported  as  moderately  epidemic  in  Hart- 
ford, East  Hartford  and  North  Manchester,  in  Hartford  County  ; 
in  New  Haven  and  Milford,  of  New  Haven  County ;  in  East 
Lyme,  of  New  London  County;  Sandy  Hook,  of  Fairfield  County  ; 
in  Killingly,  Plainfield,  and  Wauregan,  of  Windham  County; 
Portland,  of  Middlesex  County,  and  in  Vernon,  of  Tolland 
County.     None  is  reported  in  Litchfield  County. 

Diphtheria  and  Croup  are  spoken  of  with  some  hesitation 
as  being  of  sufficient  prevalence  to  be  called  epidemic  in  only 
six  towns  in  five  counties  as  follows :  Hartford,  in  Hartford 
County;  Norwich,  in  New  London  County;  Sandy  Hook,  in 
Fairfield  County;  Plainfield,  in  Windham  County,  and  Durham 
and  Moodus  in  Middlesex  County.  They  are  mentioned  as  oc- 
curring with  more  or  less  frequency  throughout  the  State. 

At  Moodus,  however,  there  were  fifty  or  sixty  cases  with  otily 
seven  deaths,  of  which  an  interesting  account  by  Dr.  Bell  will  be 
found  in  another  place.  In  Hartford  during  the  year  1883,  there 
were  234  fatal  cases,  while  during  the  present  year  up  to  Decem- 
ber 1st,  there  were  only  117,  showing  a  very  marked  decrease  of 
these  diseases.  And  of  the  117  in  the  eleven  months  of  the  year, 
seventy  occurred  in  January,  February  and  March. 

Whooping  Cough  has  prevailed  in  an  epidemic  form  more 
generally  than  other  diseases.  It  is  reported  epidemic  in  East 
Hartford  and  North  Manchester,  in  Hartford  County;  in  New 
Haven,  Cheshire  and  Naugatuck,  in  New  Haven  County;  in  Old 
Lyme  and  Salem, .in  New  London  County;  in  Redding,  South- 
port  and  Stamford,  in  Fairfield  County;  in  Pom  fret  and  Wau- 
regan, in  Windham  County;  in  Thomaston  and  Winchester,  in 
Litchfield  County;  in  Middletown,  in  Middlesex  County,  and  in 
Stafford  Springs,  in  Tolland  County.     That  each  county  in  the 
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State  has  had  one  or  more  localities  in  which  it  has  prevailed  as 
an  epidemic,  is  evidence  of  the  wide  extent  of  its  prevalence. 

Mumps  has  been  quite  prevalent  in  some  localities  in  New 
Haven.  It  is  also  reported  as  epidemic  in  Montville,  New  Lon- 
don County ;  Union,  in  Tolland  County,  and  in  Thomaston,  in 
Litchfield  County. 

Dysentery  is  mentioned  as  epidemic  in  three  of  the  towns  and 
in  as  many  different  counties,  while  it  and  other  diarrhoeal  dis- 
eases are  spoken  of  as  prevailing  in  many  parts  of  the  State  with 
more  frequency  than  before.  A  gradual  increase  in  the  number 
of  victims  of  intestinal  disorders  has  been  noticed  during  the 
summer  in  many  and  various  parts  of  the  State.  This  fact  be- 
comes significant  when  considered  in  reference  to  the  threatened 
approach  of  that  most  fatal  of  all  intestinal  diseases,  the  cholera, 
which  is  now  ravaging  some  of  the  cities  of  Europe.  The  tendency 
to  intestinal  irritation  in  years  preceding,  during,  and  following 
cholera  epidemics,  has  been  observed  with  every  invasion  of  the 
disease  in  this  country.  Wherever  we  find  authentic  statements 
of  the  health  of  communities  during  the  first  epidemic  of  cholera 
in  1832,  the  uuiversal  testimony  is  that  bowel  affections  both  pre- 
ceded and  followed  the  cholera,  and  prevailed  far  more  than 
usual  in  localities  in  which  cholera  itself  did  not  occur.  The 
same  fact  has  been  observed  with  constant  uniformity  in  all  the 
succeeding  epidemics  of  cholera. 

The  second  epidemic  of  cholera  came  in  1849  and  illustrated 
the  same  fact  in  a  most  emphatic  manner.  The  year  ending  June 
1,  1850,  covered  nearly  the  epidemic  period  of  that  visitation, 
and  the  deaths  from  cholera  in  the  United  States,  as  returned  by 
the  census  report  for  that  year,  were  31,506. 

As  large  as  is  this  aggregate,  it  is  exceeded  by  the  sum  of  the 
other  forms  of  fatal  disease  of  the  alimentary  passages. 

From  the  same  authority  we  learn  that  during  the  same  period 
there  were  from

64,380 
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So  that  during  that  twelve  months  there  was  a  total  of  64,380 
deaths  from  diseases  of  the  alimentary  passages,  being  19.93  per 
cent,  of  all  the  deaths  reported  for  the  year. 

It  is  well  remembered  by  the  older  physicians  of  New  Haven 
that  in  1849  there  were  many  more  cases  of  dysentery  than  of 
cholera,  and  in  the  preceding  year  before  cholera  had  appeared  at 
all  in  the  city,  intestinal  diseases  were  far  more  frequent  than  usual. 
And  a  peculiar  susceptibility  to  bowel  irritation  continued  also 
gradually  lessening,  for  several  years  following  that  epidemic. 
Dr.  J.  M.  Newman,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  a  report  to  American 
Medical  Association  on  "  The  Sanitary  Police  of  Cities,"  writes : 
"  The  intimate  connections  between  the  causations  of  cholera  and 
those  other  forms  of  disease  of  the  bowels,  is  not  only  distinctly 
marked  by  the  parallelism  between  the  extent  to  which  they  pre- 
vail, and  that  diarrhoea  is  also  the  uniform  precursor,  or  first 
stage  of  cholera,  but  that  precisely  the  same  circumstances  by 
which  and  under  which  cholera  is  developed  are  those  which 
develop  diarrhoea  and  dysentery." 

The  fact  is  very  much  dwelt  upon  that  cholera  pervades  the 
lanes  and  alleys  where  poverty  and  misery  hide,  that  it  reigns  in 
the  hovel  of  the  intemperate  and  makes  its  home  in  the  abodes  of 
the  poor  and  miserable,  and  the  process  is  short  to  connect  the 
causes  and  the  sufferers  together  and  to  argue  that  they  are 
inseparable.  *■ 

This  fact  so  constantly  reiterated,  may  so  impress  itself  upon 
the  minds  of  those  who  are  not  poor  and  miserable  and  degraded 
as  to  give  them  a  false  sense  of  security.  But  these  more  fav- 
ored portions  of  the  community  who  do  not  live  in  hovels  and  in 
the  wretchedness  of  poverty  and  vice  should  remember  that  the 
epidemic  has  appeared  in  localities  not  marked  by  such  condi- 
tions, and  that  "  a  flame  which  has  been  lighted  in  a  hovel  may 
spread  a  conflagration  even  to  a  palace.  The  circle  of  its  influ- 
ence may  radiate  far  from  the  centre  of  its  birth." 

If  such  more  prosperous  people  have  only  a  regard  for  their 
own  safety ;  if  they  can  forget  the  humanity  which  also  dwells 
in  the  sons  and  daughters  of  poverty  and  misfortune,  and  are 
willing  to  leave  such  to  their  fate  without  an  effort  to  alleviate 
their  condition,  let  them  fully  understand  that  the  pestilence 
which  finds  its  most  numerous  victims  among  the  poor  does  not 
wholly  spare  the  rich,  and  their  self  interest  as  well  as  their  duty 
should  impel  them  to  aid  by  their  abundant   means  and  their 
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greater  intelligence  those  who  for  want  of  these  advantages  are 
unable  to  help  themselves.  That  the  greatest  security  for  their 
own  precious  selves  lies  in  putting  every  part  of  a  town  or  city 
in  which  they  may  live  in  such  good  sanitary  condition  that  the 
contagion  can  find  no  resting  place  within  it. 

The  wide-spread  and  increasing  prevalence  of  intestinal  dis- 
orders is  an  omen  which  the  wise  and  prudent,  in  whatever  sta- 
tion in  the  social  scale,  would  do  well  not  to  disregard.  Although 
it  is  .easy  to  recognize  cholera  in  its  fully  developed  form  as  a 
specific  disease,  yet  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  closely  related  to 
other  forms  of  intestinal  disorders  such  as  diarrhoea  and  dysen- 
tery which  at  all  times  and  in  all  places  with  few  exceptions  pre- 
cede and  attend  and  follow  its  epidemic  prevalence.  We  are 
told  in  the  able  Report  of  an  English  Board  of  Health  :  "  That 
in  every  European  town  where  cholera  appeared  it  gave  warning 
of  its  approach  by  the  increased  prevalence  of  zymotic  diseases, 
such  as  influenza,  scarlet  fever,  dysentery  and  diarrhoea,  and  that 
the  last  named  as  a  premonitory  symptom  invariably  prevailed 
extensively  before  the  cholera  broke  out."  This  fact  has  been  so 
uniformly  observed  not  only  in  Europe  but  everywhere  that  there 
can  be  no  question  that  there  is  an  etiological  connection  between 
the  cholera  and  the  diarrhoeal  diseases  which  precede  it. 

The  Board  think  it  wise  to  emphasize  at  this  time  the  relation 
of  an  increased  prevalence  of  diarrhoeal  diseases  to  cholera  for 
the  purpose  of  impressing  upon  the  public  and  especially  upon 
those  charged  with  the  care  of  the  public  health  the  importance 
of  energetically  taking  those  precautions  during  the  present 
winter  which  are  known  to  afford  the  best  protection  against  the 
invasion  of  the  dreaded  scourge. 

From  the  sources  of  information  which  the  Board  possesses,  it 
would  appear  that  the  diseases  which  have  prevailed  throughout 
the  State  in  an  epidemic  way  have  been  mild  in  their  type  and 
not  particularly  destructive  of  human  life.  The  Board  is  not 
informed  of  any  wide  spread  or  specially  destructive  form  of  dis- 
ease afflicting  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  during  the  year. 
Of  those  disorders  which  have  not  been  called  epidemic  there  is 
nothing  peculiar  to  report.  They  are  the  usual  endemic  diseases 
which  we  have  always  with  us  in  their  season,  viz  :  lung  and 
bowel  troubles,  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system — rheumatisms 
and  heart  affections,  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  are  frequently 
mentioned  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  catarrhal  ills. 
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Malarial  Disorders. 


Whatever  the  morbid  influence  is,  which  by  universal  consent 
is  called  malaria,  the  scientists  have  not  yet  been  able  to  tell  us. 
They  are  still  working  at  the  problem,  and  in  the  dialect  of  sports- 
men, believe  they  are  on  the  right  trail. 

Although  still  ignorant  of  the  essential  nature  of  this  great 
disturber  of  human  happiness,  the  people  of  Connecticut  cannot 
disclaim  a  familiar  acquaintance  with  the  misery  it  has  been  capa- 
ble of  producing  during  the  last  ten  or  twenty  years.  It  seems 
to  possess  an  eminently  social  nature  and  unhesitatingly  joins 
forces  with  almost  any  and  every  malady  prevailing  and  con- 
tributes additional  suffering  to  the  victim  of  any  other  disease. 
It  is  capable  of  acting  alone  or  of  stamping  its  character  in  some 
degree  upon  almost  every  form  of  illness.  It  is  so  varied  in  its 
modes  of  action  that  the  most  experienced  clinician  is  often  in 
doubt  whether  it  is  the  chief  assailant  of  his  patient,  or  only 
masking  'the  processes  of  some  other  disease.  Looking  back  a 
decade  and  recalling  the  wide-spread  prevalence  of  malarial  dis- 
eases in  the  commonwealth,  it  is  with  no  small  degree  of  satisfac- 
tion that  the  Board  are  enabled  through  the  information  they 
possess  to  state  that  its  power  is  weakening,  its  health-impairing 
activity  is  on  the  whole  decidedly  abating.  From  the  ninety-seven 
correspondents  who  have  replied  to  the  enquiries  of  the  Board  on 
this  point,  fifty-five  from  as  many  different  localities  report  its 
presence  as  less  than  last  year.  Six  other  respondents  say  it  has 
not  occurred  at  all  during  the  year  in  their  respective  towns. 
Twenty-three  say  its  activity  has  not  appreciably  changed  and  in 
only  fifteen  localities  it  is  said  to  be  more  prevalent  than  before. 

Our  gratification  however  must  be  tempered  by  the  reflection 
suggested  in  the  following  quotation  from  an  authority  on  the 
epidemics  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Michigan.  He  says :  "  There 
was  a  remarkable  decrease  of  miasmatic  disease  during  the  years 
1849,  1850  and  1851;  indeed  they  almost  wholly  disappeared  in 
those  localities  where  cholera  prevailed  to  any  great  extent  dur- 
ing either  of  the  above  years." — Trans.  Am.  Med.  Ass.,  1854,  p. 
309. 
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Typhoid  Fever. 


The  laws  which  govern  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  are  very 
obscure.  Previous  to  the  invasion  of  Connecticut  by  malarial 
disease  typhoid  fever  was  endemic  and  the  most  general  and  fatal 
of  any  form  of  fever  to  which  the  people  were  subject.  During 
the  most  active  period  of  the  malarial  influence  there  was  a  very 
marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  typhoid  fevers,  and  in  some 
localities  it  wholly  disappeared.  Latterly  with  the  abatement  of 
malaria  there  has  been  a  revival  of  the  activity  of  the  typhoid 
form  of  fever.  It  has  been  noticed  not  only  in  our  own  State 
but  also  in  neighboring  States.  The  most  ready  and  natural 
inference  was  that  the  relation  of  the  two  diseases  to  each  other 
was  more  or  less  antagonistic.  While  this  may  or  may  not  be  so, 
it  is  altogether  too  simple  a  law  to  explain  fully  the  facts,  and  it 
is  quite  evident  that  their  relations  to  each  other  are  much  more 
complicated,  and  far  from  being  understood. 

It  is  quite  evident  so  far  as  Connecticut  is  interested  that 
malarial  diseases  have  been  much  diminished  during  the  year  just 
closed  as  compared  with  previous  years.  It  is  also  equally  evi- 
dent from  the  same  sources  of  information,  the  same  ninety-nine 
correspondents  in  as  many  different  parts  of  the  State,  that  the 
prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  has  diminished  in  almost  equal 
degree. 

The  comparison  stands  as  follows  :

Hence  it  would  seem  that  both  diseases  have  been  less  preva- 
lent during  the  past  year,  and  the  abatement  of  one  has  given  no 
increase  to  the  other. 

In  another  part  of  this  report  will  be  presented  a  more  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  health  of  the  towns  from  which  informa- 
tion has  been  received. 

The  general  conclusions  to  which  the  Board  have  arrived  from 
the  various  soux-ces  of  knowledge  which  they  possess,  are  that  no 
severe  epidemic  has  afflicted  the  people  of  the  State  during  the 
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year — that  those  diseases  which  by  their  local  prevalence  have 
assumed  more  or  less  of  an  epidemic  character,  have  on  the  whole 
been  mild  in  type,  and  more  than  visually  sparing  of  human  life. 
That  taken  in  the  aggregate  the  health  of  Connecticut  has  been 
quite  as  good  if  not  better  than  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years. 

While  the  above  report  of  the  health  of  the  people  .of  Connec- 
ticut during  the  past  year  is  not  unsatisfactory,  neither  is  it  on 
the  other  hand  quite  so  satisfactory  that  the  people  may  com- 
placently rely  upon  its  continuance.  The  Board  desire  most 
emphatically  to  express  the  belief  that  the  next  summer  will  be 
a  time  of  a  great  deal  of  sickness  in  the  country.  But  that  the 
character,  of  the  threatened  sickness  will  be  such  that  its  preva- 
lence will  depend  very  largely,  if  not  almost  wholly,  upon 
conditions  which  people  themselves  can  control.  That  the  pre- 
diction may  confidently  be  made,  that  in  those  sections  of  the 
State,  and  in  those  localities  in  towns  and  cities  in  which  the 
laws  of  hygiene  are  neglected,  where  the  atmosphere  is  polluted 
and  the  drinking  waters  contaminated  by  accumulations  of 
excrement  and  other  filth  in  the  soil,  there  will  be  the  greatest 
amount  of  sickness  and  the  largest  mortality.  And  it  can  be 
predicted  with  equal  confidence  that  in  those  places  in  which 
cleanliness  is  the  rule,  and  all  unsanitary  conditions  are  sought 
for  and  removed  the  people  will  be  proportionally  exempt  from 
illness.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  country  have  such 
timely  warnings  been  given  of  a  threatened  invasion  of  pesti- 
lence. Never  before  has  so  much  time  and  opportunity  been  had 
to  prepare  for  its  approach.  Never  before  have  the  laws  which 
govern  the  progress  of  a  pestilence  been  so  well  understood  or 
the  means  of  escaping  it  so  well  known.  Never  before  has  there 
been  so  grand  a  chance  to  prove  the  power  of  public  hygiene  to 
protect  the  people  from  a  pestilence  as  the  present  affords. 
Never  before  has  there  been  so  much  responsibility  resting  upon 
the  health  authorities  as  is  now  imposed  upon  them  in  the  face 
of  this  threatened  danger. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  desire  therefore  to  urge  upon  every 
city,  town  and  borough  in  the  State  to  organize  the  health 
authorities  in  the  manner  the  general  statutes  provide  for,  in 
their  several  places,  and  to  take  actively  and  promptly  such  steps 
for  careful  sanitary  surveys  of  all  inhabited  places  and  the 
removal  forthwith  of  every  condition  liable  to  endanger  the 
health  of  people. 
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It  is  within  the  power  of  any  three  citizens  in  any  town  to 
require  an  organization  of  the  constituted  health  authorities  in  such 
town.  And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  where  such  action  is  not 
undertaken  voluntarily,  at  least  three  citizens  in  every  place  will 
arise  to  exercise  their  rights. 

The  following  eleven  propositions  were  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  lately  convened  at 
"Washington  :        , 

"First. — That  all  surface  wells  should  be  closed  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  that  great  care  should  be  taken  that  the 
water  supply  of  all  cities,  towns  and  villages  shall  be  of  un- 
doubted purity. 

"Second. — That  all  privy-vaults  should  be  abolished  wherever 
water-closets  can  be  supplied,  and  that  wherever  the  existence  of 
such  vaults  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  rendered  water 
tight  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  saturation,  not  only  of 
the  ground  surrounding  them,  but  also  of  the  materials  of  which 
they  are  built,  and  that  the  contents  of  such  vaults  should  be 
kept  constantly  disinfected,  and  removed  to  a  proper  place  at 
frequent  intervals. 

"Third. — That  all  stagnant  ponds,  when  practicable,  should  be 
disinfected,  and  when  possible  the  water  removed  by  drainage  or 
pumping,  and  the  further  accumulation  prevented  by  filling 
with  fresh  earth,  or  other  material  free  from  garbage  or  other 
filth. 

"Fourth. — That  great  care  should  be  exercised  to  keep  at  all 
times  clear  and  free  from  obstruction  all  sewers,  into  which 
passes  the  refuse  from  dwellings,  factories  and  other  buildings, 
and  that  such  examinations  should  be  made  as  will  detect  imper- 
fect plumbing  in  all  buildings  and  the  defects  immediately 
corrected.  In  this  connection  special  attention  is  directed  to  the 
necessity  for  the  thorough  ventilation  of  all  soil  and  waste-pipes, 
and  to  the  dangers  connected  with  untrapped  and  unflushed  soil- 
waste  and  overflow-pipes. 

"Fifth. — That  extraordinary  care  should  be  exercised  in  refer- 
ence to  all  tenement  houses,  lodging  houses,  and  in  general,  all 
places  where  large  numbers  of  human  beings  congregate,  that  no 
accumulation  of  garbage  or  other  filth  be  permitted  in  cellars  or 
yards,  and  that  frequent  and  thorough  cleaning  and  white- 
washing of  such  structures  be  required  ;  and  that  householders 
should  frequently  and  thoroughly  examine  their  yards,  cellars, 
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closets  and  other  out  of  the  way  places,  to  see  that  no  filth  of 
any  kind  has  been  deposited  there. 

"Sixth. — That  the  food  supply  be  vigorously  watched  to 
exclude  from  the  market  all  unwholesome  meat  ;  all  milk  adul- 
terated or  from  diseased  animals  ;  and  all  unripe  fruits  and 
vegetables  ;  and  that  cow  stables  be  kept,  at  all  times,  clean, 
well  whitewashed  and  free  from  all  excremental  accumulations. 

"Seventh. — That  all  garbage,  kitchen  and  household  refuse 
should  be  promptly  removed  from  dwellings,  stores  and  other 
buildings  to  a  proper  place,  where  it  may  be  destroyed  by  fire  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  to  occasion  no  nuisance. 

"Eighth. — That  such  material  should  never  be  used  in  the  fill- 
ing of  lots  or  disposed  of  by  throwing  the  same  in  streets  or 
vacant  property  where  it  may  decompose  and  exhale  offensive 
and  deleterious  gases. 

"Ninth. — That  the  attention  of  the  authorities  of  all  institu- 
tions, both  public  and  private,  and  of  individuals  as  well,  be 
drawn  to  the  great  inrportance  of  maintaining  a  habit  of  personal 
cleanliness  in  the  persons  under  their  charge,  as  being  one  of  the 
most  efficient  means  of  warding  off  an  attack  of  cholera,  or  if  it 
has  once  appeared,  of  greatly  reducing  its  virulence  and  fatality. 

"  Tenth. — Should  the  cholera  appear  in  any  place  in  this  country, 
the  health  authorities  of  the  place  should  have  immediate  notice 
of  the  first  cases  in  order  that  prompt  action  may  be  taken  for 
complete  isolation  and  disinfection. 

"Eleventh. — That  all  authorities  of  states,  cities  or  villages  be 
urged  to  adopt  measures  which  will  result  in  the  amelioration  of 
all  conditions  such  as  have  been  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  pro- 
positions, with  the  warning  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  conference 
such  conditions,  if  permitted  to  continue,  will  greatly  promote 
the  spread  of  cholera  when  it  comes,  and  with  the  assurance  that, 
if  requisite  measures  are  promptly  taken  to  remove  them,  the 
disease  will  be  less  likely  to  attack  a  community  so  prepared,  and 
if  attacked,  such  a  community  will  be  better  able  to  cope  with 
the  disease  and  to  reduce  its  ravages  to  a  minimum." 
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The  Care  of  Neglected  and  Dependent  Children. 

The  law  recently  enacted  by  which  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the 
members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  cooperate  with  the 
Board  of  Charities  and  the  County  Commissioners  has  been  put 
in  execution  ;  and  homes  for  such  children  have  been  established 
in  every  county  in  the  State.  The  success  attending  their  opera- 
tion has  varied  in  different  counties,  and  like  all  new  enterprises, 
lacking  the  advantages  of  practical  experience,  will  improve  as 
these  advantages  are  acquired. 

Much  good  has  already  been  accomplished  in  providing  care 
and  wholesome  training  for  many  waifs  that  otherwise  would 
have  been  neglected  to  have  become  the  almost  inevitable  victims 
of  degradation  and  vice.  The  death  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  during  the  year,  viz:  Hon.  A.  H.  Lippitt  and  Dr..C.  W. 
Chamberlain,  leaves  the  counties  of  New  London,  Windham, 
Litchfield  and  Tolland  without  any  representative  on  the  part  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  This  deficiency  in  those  county 
organizations  will  probably  be  corrected  at  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  good  results  already  accomplished  through  the  operation 
of  this  law,  promises  well  for  greatly  increased  usefulness  in  the 
future,  and  under  judicious  management  it  will  surely  become 
one  of  the  most  valuable  and  economical  of  the  philanthropic 
enterprises  of  the  State.  One  of  the  most  successful  phases  of 
the  undertaking  has  been,  as  was  expected,  the  rescuing  from  the 
evil  influences  of  pauper  houses  many  children  in  every  town, 
whose  social  surroundings  and  exposures  could  only  conduct  them 
into  a  future  of  hopeless  association  with  poverty  and  ignorance 
and  probable  crime.  The  preservation  of  any  citizen  of  the 
State,  from  such  a  fate,  at  almost  any  cost  of  dollars  and  cents, 
and  training  him  up  to  be  a  useful  member  of  society,  is  econ- 
omy of  the  truest  kind,  even  if  the  computation  is  made  only  in 
dollars  and  cents. 

Op  the  Work  of  the  Board  during  the  tear. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  quarterly  meetings,  the  Board  have 
held  four  special  meetings  through  the  year. 

One  of  the  most  important  acts  of  the  legislature  in  the  interest 
of  public  health  and  safety,  was  enacted  by  that  body,  through 
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the  influence  of  the  Board,  viz:  the  act  forbidding  the  sale  of 
ice  cut  from  any  part  of  river  or  other  body  of  water  in  which 
there  is  danger  of  contamination  by  sewage. 

Other  bills  looking  to  the  perfection  of  the  registration  of  vital 
statistics  were  proposed  for  enactment,,  but  the  effort  to  have 
them  adopted  was  not  attended  with  gratifying  success. 

The  Secretary  in  his  official  capacity  has  responded  to  many 
calls  from  various  parts  of  the  State  to  investigate  the  causes  of 
local  epidemics  and  advise  as  to  the  improvement  of  the  hygiene 
of  localities.  Notably  among  others  he  went  by  direction  of  the 
Board  to  investigate  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses 
of  Norwalk.  The  advice  of  the  Board  having  been  asked  con- 
cerning the  matter  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  that  town. 
Without  doubt  had  his  valuable  life  been  spared,  full  reports  of 
this  kind  of  work  would  have  been  rendered  in  writing ;  but 
they  have  not  been  found  among  his  papers  since  his  decease. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  alive  to  the  danger  of  a  pestilence 
invading  the  country,  directed  its  Secretary,  together  with 
another  medical  member  of  the  Board  to  prepare  a  circular  for 
distribution  among  the  people;  the  object  of  the  circular  was  to 
give  them  information  of  the  threatened  danger,  and  to  instruct 
them  as  to  the  best  means  of  escaping  it.  This  was  printed  and 
freely  distributed.  Also  a  previous  circular  on  the  use  of  disin- 
fectants was  reprinted  with  amendments  and  distributed  at  the 
same  time,  as  being  so  important  an  element  in  the  means  of 
protection.  % 

Still  later  in  the  year  another  urgent  appeal  has  been  made,  by 
a  direct  communication  to  every  town  in  the  State,  urging  the 
oreat  importance  of  organizing  sanitary  work  in  their  towns,  by 
means  of  local  health  boards,  health  officers  and  sanitary  inspect- 
ors. It  aimed  to  impress  upon  the  local  health  authorities  the 
fact  that  cholera  would  come  to  the  country,  and  that  no  town  in 
the  State  could  be  held  as  wholly  secure  from  a  visitation  of  it. 
That  no  town  in  the  State  was  so  free  from  unsanitary  conditions 
that  it  did  not  possess  many  unwholesome  places,  which  if  not 
corrected,  would  present  inviting  localities  for  the  lodgment 
and  propagation  of  the  germs  of  .this  infectious  pestilence.  That 
organization  and  preparation  for  its  reception  was  necessary, 
because  it  might  appear  in  the  most  secluded  hamlet  first,  and 
instant  measures  should  be  adopted  for  the  proper  care  of  such  a 
case  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  from  it  to  others. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  answer  to  this  appeal  many- 
towns  in  the  State  have  responded  and  announced  their  purpose 
to  act  at  once  upon  the  suggestions  of  the  Board.  It  is  not  so 
gratifying  to  know  what  the  last  circular  has  developed  in  answer 
to  certain  enquiries  contained  in  it,  viz  :  that  there  are  also  many 
towns  in  the  State,  mostly  the  small  ones,  in  which  no  organiza- 
tion, such  as  the  law  provides  for,  has  been  attempted  for  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  the  public  health.  The  residents 
of  these  places  should  not  rest,  confiding  in  the  belief  that  their 
seclusion  exempts  them  from  danger.  Some  of  the  most  destruc- 
tive visitations  of  cholera  have  been  made  upon  the  working 
people  of  small  and  secluded  settlements.  The  circulars  above 
referred  to  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  Report. 

In  accordance  with  the  expressed  duty  of  the  Board  it  has,, 
through  special  committees,  caused  to  be  inspected  some  of  the 
large  public  buildings  in  process  of  ei'ection  in  various  parts  of 
the  State.  Such  inspection  having  special  reference  to  healthful- 
ness  of  site,  the  plumbing  and  drainage  and  the  ventilation.  The 
law  makes  it  the  duty  to  inspect  the  architect's  plans  before  they 
are  carried  into  execution.  Among  others  thus  examined  have 
been  the  new  Court  House  at  New  Haven,  completed  during  the 
year;  the  new  High  School  and  the  additions  to  the  Reform 
School  in  Meriden. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  records  or  memoranda  of 
these  various  ways  in  which  the  Board  has  been  active  and  made 
its  influence  felt  throughout  the  State,  which  the  late  Secretary 
must  have  made,  are  not  yet  found.  In  consequence  of  which  the 
Board  is  now  unable  to  give  as  full  and  detailed  account  of  the 
work  accomplished  as  would  seem  desirable.  But  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  the  organization  of  the  Board  has  been  an 
accomplished  fact  for  seven  years.  That  during  that  time  it  has 
been  an  active  working  body  with  a  steadily  growing  influence ; 
winning  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  people  by  its  unob- 
trusive earnestness  to  improve  their  temporal  condition  and  pro- 
mote their  health  and  happiness.  During  this  period  much  of 
the  work  has  become  regular  systematic  duty,  which  is  no  longer 
novel  or  eventful  but  only  routine  practice,  which  calls  for  no 
special  comment  or  record. 

The  work  of  the  sanitarian  is  as  a  rule  almost  unnoticed,  it  is 
quiet,  unostentatious,  not  attended  by  "  the  pomp  and  circum- 
stance of  war,"  but  carried  on  often  in  by-places,  which  others 
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much  avoid.  Among  the  poor  and  the  neglected  his  labors  are 
most  effective.  The  foe  he  fights  comes  not  with  the  clang  of 
trumpets  and  the  waving  of  banners,  but  he  battles  with  the 
pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness  and  the  sickness  that  de- 
stroyeth  in  the  noonday.  The  contest  is  a  silent  one,  few  under- 
stand his  tactics,  and  none  celebrate  his  victory. 

The  first  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  in  conse- 
quence of  the  sad  event  of  the  death  of  its  Secretary,  and  to  take 
such  action  as  was  thus  made  necessary.  Dr.  Lindsley,  after  a 
formal  announcement  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Chamberlain  and  a  few 
remarks  upon  the  serious  loss  which  the  Board  thereby  sustained, 
offered  the  following  minute,  which  was  unanimously  directed  to 
be  put  on  record. 

"  In  entering  on  the  records  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  the 
death  of  its  late  Secretary,  Charles  Walter  Chamberlain, 
M.D.,  which  occurred  August  21,  1884,  the  members  of  the  Board 
desire  to  express  a  deep  sense  of  the  abiding  loss  thereby  sus- 
tained, and  especially  to  make  entry  of  the  appreciation  in  which 
they  held  him,  for  his  sterling  worth,  his  manliness  of  character, 
and  his  earnest  devotion  to  the  cause  in  which  he  had  enlisted 
the  best  energies  of  his  life.  His  late  associates  would  bear  wit- 
ness that  the  Connecticut  State -Board  of  Health  is  largely  the 
product  of  his  personal  efforts,  both  in  its  origin  and  in  its  growth  ; 
that  by  his  quiet  zeal,  tempered  by  prudence,  by  his  persistent 
industry,  made  effective  by  good  judgment,  by  his  scientific 
attainments  and  his  broad  and  just  views  upon  public  sanitation, 
he  has  contributed  far  more  than  any  other  individual  to  create 
and  fix  in  the  public  economy  of  this  State  a  new  institution, 
scarcely  inferior  to  any  other  in  its  relations  to  the  welfare  and 
prosperity  of  the  commonwealth.  That  although  cut  off  in  the 
midst  of  a  very  earnest  and  very  useful  life,  Dr.  Chamberlain  has 
left  a  name  honored  in  his  profession,  distinguished  in  the 
specialty  to  which  he  was  devoted,  and  holding  a  place  in  our 
memories  which  we  shall  always  cherish  with  sentiments  of 
esteem  and  respect." 

On  the  same  occasion  the  death  of  the  Hon.  A.  H.  Lippitt  of 
New  London  was  also  announced  as  having  taken  place  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Board.  Several  of  his  colleagues  made 
appropriate  remarks  respecting  his  high  character  and  past 
services  to  the  Board,  and  expressive  of  their  deep  regret  at  his 
loss. 
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There  being  no  person  known  to  the  Board  at  this  time  to  fill 
the  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  Treasurer  and  Secretary  made 
vacant  by  the  death  of  the  late  incumbent,  they  were  temporarily 
filled  by  appointing  Hon.  A.  E.  Burr,  Treasurer  pro  tern.,  and 
Prof.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D.,  Secretary  pro  tern.,  both  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  offices  until  permanent  officers  should  be 
appointed. 

Up  to  the  present  writing  these  offices  are  still  held  by  their 
temporary  incumbents. 

In  September  the  vacancy  in  the  Board  made  by  the  death  of 
Hon.  A.  H.  Lippitt  was  filled  by  the  Governor's  appointment  of 
Hon.  Elisha  Johnson  until  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature.

I  shall  depend  upon  you  only  for  the  desired  information  respecting 
your  town  or  borough,  and  shall  be  very  glad  if  you  will  supplement 
these  queries  with  additional  facts  or  illustrations.

QUESTIONS. 

1.  Has  any  epidemic  prevailed  in  your  town  or  borough  during  the 
present  year  1884  ? 

2.  If  ao,  what? 

3.  Describe  its  extent  and  special  features  as  fully  as  you  feel 
inclined. 

4.  Has  typhoid  fever  prevailed  more  or  less  than  in  former  years  ? 

5.  Do  you  know  of  any  cases  illustrating  its  origin  from  foul  drink- 
ing water,  or  other  local  conditions  ? 

6.  If  so,  please  give  particulars. 

1.  Is  there  more  or  less  of  malarial  disease  than  in  1883  ? 

8,  What  have  been  the  most  prevalent  diseases  since  January  1st, 
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About  one  hundred  responses  have  been  received  from  the  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  they 
give  more  direct  and  satisfactory  information  of  the  amount  of 
sickness  which  the  people  have  suffered  than  could  easily  be 
obtained  in  any  other  way. 

It  is  believed  that  the  reports  from  these  correspondents  which 
are  herewith  appended  will  be  read  not  only  with  interest  and 
instruction,  but  in  many  instances  as  relating  the  personal  and 
direct  experience  of  the  writers,  will  confirm  the  teachings  of  the 
best  sanitarians  in  regard  to  the  close  and  dependent  relation  of 
disease  to  surrounding  conditions.  That  soil,  water  and  air,  pol- 
luted with  the  filth  of  human  excrement  and  sewage  are  very 
often  the  active  agents  in  the  propagation  and  perpetuation  of 
fatal  diseases.  That  infectious  diseases  of  all  kinds  would  be 
rare  indeed,  if  the  above  named  factors  in  their  spread  and  preva- 
lence could  be  wholly  escaped. 

The  following  reports  therefore  have  a  value  to  the  general 
reader  in  that  they  are  not  the  utterances  of  sanitary  specialists 
whose  judgments  may  be  suspected  of  being  warped  by  their 
one-sided  studies  ;  they  are  not  the  effusions  of  theorists  and 
hobbyists,  but  they  are  the  simple  plain  statements  of  the  facts 
observed  by  the  hard-working  doctors  in  their  daily  duties  among 
their  patients  in  the  towns  and  villages  of  Connecticut. 

The  accumulation  of  evidence  of  this  sort,  upon  the  dangers  of 
filth  exposure,  has  already  made  its  impress  upon  the  public 
mind,  and  as  the  evidence  is  multiplied  by  such  reliable  witnesses, 
the  people  are  steadily  becoming  educated  to  the  acceptance  and 
approval  and  support  of  such  sanitary  legislation  as  experience 
and  science  teach  to  be  necessary  for  the  public  protection. 

It  is  safe  to  make  .the  prediction,  that  the  time  is  not  remote, 
when  the  health  department  in  the  economic  administration  of 
towns  and  cities  will  be  held  in  as  high  estimation  and  be  con- 
sidered quite  as  essential  to  the  public  welfare  as  the  fire  depart- 
ment or  the  department  of  police. 

Dr.  Irving  A.  Watson,  the  accomplished  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  New  Hampshire,  writing  upon  the  advan- 
tages of  public  hygiene  says  :  "  A  community  that  gives  close 
attention  to  personal  cleanliness  and  domestic  sanitation  is  a  cul- 
tured, refined  and  moral  community.  Morality  is  slow  to  be 
absorbed  by  a  dirty  skin,  and  refinement  keeps  out  of  slovenly 
dwellings.     The  effect  of  a  good  hygienic  administration  in  a 
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town  or  city  reaches  far  beyond  the  domain  of  physical  life.  It 
is  incompatible  with  ignorance  and  moral  obliquity  and  helps  to 
rear  upon  a  better  physical  foundation  the  supremest  qualities  of 
manhood  and  womanhood." 

Note. — A  few  communications  have  been  received  from  correspond- 
ents who,  with  that  disregard  for  conventional  customs  so  characteristic 
of  true  genius,  have  omitted  to  sign  their  names  or  indicate  what  towns 
they  represented  ;  these  very  valuable  reports  have  regretfully  though 
necessarily  been  excluded  from  publication.  Some  reports  have  been 
received  too  late  for  the  printer,  and  more  are  expected ;  a  few  may 
come  even  after  this  volume  is  printed  and  distributed.  Some  doctors 
are  so  slow. 

The  following  reports  on  the  health  of  towns  are  grouped  by  coun- 
ties ;  and  the  towns  in  each  county  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 
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Bristol.— H.  E.  Nay,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Limited  ;  mild  type. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  formerly  ;  although  what  we  have 
christened  typho-malarial  has  much  prevailed  ;  is  early  fatal.  Re- 
covers much  quicker  with  quinine  than  without.     Called  to  see 

Mrs.  D .     The  disease,  zymotic  fever  ;    after  ten  days  or  so 

attendance  was  discharged  for  saying,  what  I  very  well  knew, 
that  the  affection  depended  upon  impure  water,  food,  or  filth 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity.  This  person  after  a  very  long  sickness, 
recovered.  The  cause  of  my  unceremonious  discharge  was  my 
request  that  Dr.  Chamberlain  of  Hartford  see  the  patient  with  me. 
After  a  while  this  house  was  vacated  and  occupied  by  a  new  family 
who  were  very  soon  taken  sick.  Two  children  and  father  died 
within  two  weeks  ;  mother  long  sick.  It  was  finally  discovered 
that  the  cesspool  was  leaking  into  the  well. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  think  less  this  year  rather  than  more. 

Diseases  most  prevalent. — Measles,  malarial  fever,  bronchitis. 

Canton  and  vicinity.— Geo.  F.  Lewis,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Do  not  at  this  writing  recall  any  severe  cases 
for  past  eighteen  months. 

Malarial  Disease. — Not  any  ;  and  for  past  eighteen  years  have 
not  known  a  case  indigenous  here. 
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Prevailing  Diseases. — In  our  town  and  its  vicinity  for  the  past 
year  and  a  half  health  has  been  the  rule  not  the  exception.  The 
Collins  Company,  the  ruling  and  guiding  motive  power  of  this 
village,  have  acted  promptly  on  the  suggestions  of  the  local 
board  of  health,  and  the  result  of  their  promptness  and  liberality, 
a  minimum  of  disease.  Of  diseases  of  children,  as  cholera  infan- 
tum, etc.,  during  the  past  year  but  few  cases,  and  those  promptly 
amenable  to  treatment.  Of  those  incident  to  a  New  England 
climate,  as  bronchitis,  phthisis,  etc.,  less  than  the  usual  number. 
In  short,  this  is  not  a  paradise  for  M.D.'s  who  like  work  and 
plenty  of  it. 

East  Hartford. — G.  E.  Markham,  M.D. 

Epidemic.  —  Slight  epidemics  of  scarlet  fever,  measles,  and 
whooping  cough.  The  cases  that  I  saw  were  of  medium  severity 
and  I  do  not  know  of  a  fatal  case. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  before. 

Malarial  Disease. — Rather  less,  I  think,  than  last  year  ;  but 
there  have  been  many  cases  of  intermittent  fever  this  fall. 

Most  prevalent  Diseases. — Malarial  diseases  and  various  lung 
troubles. 

East  Windsor. — Broadbrook. — H.  O.  Allen,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None  to  any  extent. 

Typhoid  Fever. — More  than  in  former  years.  In  one  case  the 
only  assignable  cause  was  or  seemed  to  be  due  to  wading  and 
playing  in  and  about  an  old  muck  pond.  The  case  appeared  to 
be  one  of  purely  enteric  fever  without  any  malarial  complication. 
Recovered  after  four  weeks  sickness. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Has  been  a  particularly  healthy  year.  A 
few  cases  of  pneumonia,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria, 
have  presented  themselves. 

Glastonbury. — Julius  E.  Griswold,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Do  not  know  of  any  cases  of  typhoid.  Think 
there  have  been  more  cases  of  malarial  troubles  with  typhoid 
symptoms. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — A  few  cases  of  diphtheria  in  January  and 
February.  Also  of  scarlet  fever  later,  and  diseases  mostly  caused 
bv  malaria. 
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Granby.— Mrs.  E.  for  the  late  G.  W.  Edward,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Have  been  none. 

Typhoid  Fever. — I  should  judge  fewer  cases  than  for  a  year  or 
two. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia  or  lung  troubles  in  the  various 
forms. 

Hartford. — James  Campbell,  Jr.,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — During  the  early  part  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of 
diphtheria  which  had  prevailed  for  some  months  previous  con- 
tinued until  March  or  April.  Since  then  we  have  had  occasional 
cases.  The  following  is  the  record  of  deaths  from  diphtheria,  at  the 
Registrar's  office  up  to  the  first  of  December,  1884  :  January,  21  ; 
February,  25  ;  March,  20  ;  April,  13  ;  May,  9  ;  June,  6  ;  July, 
5  ;  August,-  5  ;  September,  0  ;  October,  1  ;  November,  2.  The 
disease  prevailed  quite  extensively  in  various  parts  of  the  city 
and  was  described,  I  believe,  by  Dr.  Chamberlain.  We  have  also 
had  a  considerable  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  of  mild  type  which 
has  continued  through  the  autumn. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Rather  more  than  for  eight  or  ten  years  pre- 
vious. For  a  few  years  we  were  almost  entirely  exempt  from  the 
disease. 

Malarial  Diseases. — There  is,  I  think,  less  chills  and  fever  than 
in  1883  ;  but  subacute  manifestations  of  the  malarial  poison  are 
quite  as  pi*evalent. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Since  January  1st  :  malarial,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  measles,  with  the  usual  amount  of  bowel  difficulties 
during  the  summer  months.  Early  in  the  year  there  were  quite  a 
number  of  fatal  cases  of  rheumatism  in  young  persons  who  had 
never  suffered  from  the  disease  before.  Two  cases  in  young  girls 
under  16  years  of  age.  During  the  winter  and  spring  months 
pneumonia  prevailed  to  a  moderate  degree. 

New  Britain. — B.  N.  Comings,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — There  has  been  no  prevailing  epidemic  that  has  be- 
come general,  though  the  city  has  hardly  been  free  from  diphthe- 
ria and  scarlet  fever  at  any  time.  Had  not  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  city  been  generally  good  these  diseases  would  have  been 
likely  to  have  prevailed  much  more  extensively.     In  relation  to 
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local  causes  of  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases  I  can  state  some 
facts.  In  every  instance  that  has  come  to  my  knowledge  there 
has  been  sink-water  sewage  in  some  form.  In  1883  the  whole 
number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  was  24.  Of  these  only  two 
were  in  streets  in  which  sewers  have  been  constructed  ;  22  were  in 
streets  in  which  were  no  sewers.  Again,  of  28  deaths  from  cholera 
infantum,  25  were  in  the  unsewered  streets.  Once  more,  of  20 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  only  6  were  in  the  sewered  portion  of  the 
city.  During  the  same  year,  1883,  113  deaths  were  under  5  years 
of  age  ;  of  this  number  90  were  in  dwellings  not  connected  with 
any  sewer.  And  more  than  half  of  the  dwellings  in  the  city  have 
access  to  the  public  sewers. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  last  year.  >  Only  four  cases  to  my 
knowledge.  Two  cases  were  in  a  new  block  of  brick  stores  where 
were  formerly  privies  and  cesspools  and  a  large  amount  of  filth. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Lung  and  bowel  complaints  chiefly. 

Manchester  ;  North  Manchester. — R.  M.  Griswold,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping  cough. 

Scarlet  fever  began  in  January,  1884,  in  northern  part  of  the 
town.  First  cases  were  very  severe.  Three  out  of  first  five  cases 
died.  It  lessened  in  severity,  but  increased  in  number  of  cases 
till  about  April  1st.  Think  there  have  been  some  cases  within 
town  limits  every  month  since  January  1st,  with  about  twelve 
deaths  within  that  period. 

Typhoid  Fever. — From  my  personal  observation,  should  say 
that  both  typhoid  and  typho-malarial  had  been  less  frequent  than 
at  any  time  since  1881. 

Malarial  Disease. — Less  than  in  1883.  In  my  practice  about 
25  per  cent. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Since  January  1st:  Intermittent  and 
malarial  fevers,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  and 
bronchitis,  and  during  the  past  six  weeks  political  monomania. 

Manchester  ;  South  Manchester. — J.  N.  Parker,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — It  has  been  more  frequent  than  since  1880 — 
then  it  was  epidemic. 
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There  have  been  a  number  of  artificial  ponds  dry  from  lack  of 
rain,  which  has  no  doubt  helped  the  trouble  along,  .if  not  the 
whole  cause. 

Malarial  Disease. — There  has  been  in  my  opinion  50  per  cent, 
more  malaria  in  this  place  than  ever  before.  The  doctors  have 
been  kept  busy  from  last  August  till  nearly  November.  There 
have  been  a  few  cases  of  what  seemed  to  be  typhus  fever.  There 
have  been,  as  near  as  I  can  get  at  it,  between  thirty  and  forty 
cases  of  typhus  and  typhoid  fever.  The  chills  and  fever  amount 
to  the  hundreds,  but  usually  yielded  to  treatment  quite  easily. 
Now  and  then  a  case  would  hardly  get  well  under  any  treatment 
— not  until  change  of  climate. 


Plainville. — J.  N.  Bull,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Only  two  cases. 

Malarial  Disease. — I  think  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — A  few  mild  cases  of  scarlatina.  Diphthe- 
ria, medium  severity,  quite  general.  Malaria,  intermittent  and 
continuous  fevers,  chronic  poisoning.  No  congestive  cases,  term- 
inating rapidly  fatal  as  in  previous  years.  Pertussis,  numerous 
cases.  Suppurative  tonsilitis  (quinsy),  more  cases  this  year  than 
for  four  preceding  years  together.  A  peculiar  epidemic  of  colds, 
the  bronchitis  severe  and  lasting. 

This  year  two  (2)  cases  of  typhoid  have  been  diagnosed.  I  did 
not  see  them.  These  are  the  only  cases  to  my  knowledge  for 
five  years. 

I  did  see  three  (3)  cases  of  continuous  malarial  fever,  running 
one  case  for  one  week,  two  cases  two  weeks,  attended  with  diar- 
rhoea and  abdominal  tenderness,  mild  delirium  and  many  other 
nervous  phenomena,  but  I  was  positive  in  my  belief  of  no  typhoid 
poisoning. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  comparative  good  health  for  the 
people  (and  consequent  discouragement  for  the  physician),  the 
diseases  prevailing,  mild  ;  fatality  small,  not  the  usual  number  of 
phthisical  troubles  developing  ;  but  few  accidents  in  child-birth  ; 
but  few  surgical  accidents. 

Taking  a  careful  retrospect  of  the  year,  I  think,  in  my  own 
practice,  gonorrhoea  has  been  the  most  prevalent  disease  and  the 
greatest  source  of  income. 
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Rocky  Hill. — Rufus  W.  Gbiswold,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None  except  a  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  of  a 
mild  character. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  last  year,  more  than  in  the  average 
of  years  since  1872,  hut  much  less  than  in  the  average  of  years 
previous  to  that  time. 

Malarial  Disease. — About  the  same  as  in  1883.  Not  much 
difference  for  the  last  three  years,  but  a  falling  off  of  half  or  more 
from  the  years  from  1872  to  1880. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Those  of  a  so-called  malarial  type,  but 
these  mostly  of  a  mongrel  character.  Still  some  cases  of  typical 
intermittent ;  but  these  gradually  diminishing,  and  hybrid  forms 
appearing  instead  ;  fevers  lacking  the  characteristics  of  either 
typhoid,  typhus,  intermittent,  remittent,  or  any  other  special  form 
described  by  the  writers — some  of  them  protracted,  under  any 
kind  of  treatment ;  some  getting  well  in  a  few  days,  no  matter 
how  treated  ;  not  often  fatal  ;  cases  to  which  the  patients  and 
friends  wish  you  to  give  s.ome  name  with  which  they  are  familiar, 
but  to  which  no  name  we  have  in  all  particulars  correctly  applies. 

Simsbuby  ;  Tabiffvtlle. — G.  W.  Sanfobd,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  in  former  years. 

Malarial  Disease. — About  the  same  as  last  year  but  of  a  milder 
form. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Early  in  the  season  a  few  cases  of  typhoid 
pneumonia,  later  in  the  season  more  cases,  but  of  a  milder  form 
of  pneumonia  owing  to  the  sudden  changes  of  temperature  ;  still 
later  in  the  season  a  number  of  cases  of  cholera  infantum  and 
diarrhoea  among  children. 

SoUTHINGTOK. 1.    P.    FlSK,    M.D. 

Epidemics. — Scarlatina,  mumps,  pertussis-varicella.  Scarlatina 
during  the  spring  of  1884,  mumps  and  whooping  cough  and 
chicken  pox,  during  the  late  fall. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Has  prevailed  very  much  less  than  formerly. 
Now  only  occasionally  a  case. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Rather  more  prevalant.  Has  been  found 
less  amenable  to  quinine. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Scarlatina,  mumps,  pertussis,  dysentery, 
cholera  infantum,  intermittent  fever,  typhoid  fever,  and  pneumon- 
itis. 
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Suffield. — J.  K.  Mason,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — More. 

Malarial  Diseases. — JLess  of  the  uncomplicated,  but  a  recog- 
nized element  in  very  many  cases. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Catarrhs,  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  rheuma- 
tism, malarial  and  typhoid  fevers,  dysentery  and  diarrhoea. 

I  have  said  .above  that  there  has  been  no  epidemic  in  town 
the  past  year.  We  have,  however,  had  some  rather  frequent  and 
peculiar  forms  of  disease,  in  regard  to  which  a  word  or  two  may 
not  be  devoid  of  interest. 

First,  I  would  mention  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of  rheuma- 
tism affecting  the  right  arm  and  shoulder  ;  some  only  moderate, 
others  severe  and  obstinate,  utterly  rebellious  and  defiant  to  every 
mode  of  treatment.  In  this  latter  class  the  pain  has  been  most 
excruciating  and  persistent  for  weeks  and  months,  and  has  been 
followed  by  an  almost  paralyzed  condition  of  the  arm,  with  the 
joints  of  the  fingers  stiffened  and  enlarged  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
render  the  hand  quite  useless.  Whether  this  be  rheumatism  or 
neuralgia  ;  whether  complicated  and  aggravated  by  a  malarial 
element  (as  I  believe),  or  whether  of  a  cerebro-spinal  origin,  I 
leave  the  reader  to  judge  for  himself — merely  stating  in  support 
of  this  latter  theory  (which,  however,  I  do  not  advocate),  that  in 
one  of  the  worst  cases,  a  distinct  and  unmistakable  paralytic 
shock  did  occur,  suspending  all  motion  and  pain  in  the  arm  for  a 
fortnight,  after  which  a  protracted  convalescence  was  entered  upon 
and  is  still  progressing. 

We  have  also  had  this  fall  in  one  section  of  the  town  and  on 
one  street,  a  dozen  or  more  cases  of  fever,  occurring  simultane- 
ously and  without  known  cause.  Some  from  their  mildness  and 
duration  have  been  styled  "  slow  fever  " — some  from  a  recognized 
malarial  element,  "  typho-malarial,"  and  a  few  "  typhoid,"  with 
all  the  symptoms  and  characteristics  of  that  disease  quite  severe. 
These  cases  all  occurred,  as  I  have  said,  on  one  street  (Crooked 
Lane),  and  in  nearly  half  the  houses  on  the  street  for  a  mile  in 
extent.  It  is  one  of  the  healthiest,  highest,  and  dryest  localities 
of  the  town,  remote  from  swamps  or  ponds,  and  with  absolutely 
no  unfavorable  sanitary  surroundings.  All  recovered.  There 
has  been  but  one  death  from  typhoid  fever  in  town  this  fall. 

In  another  remote  section  of  the  town  four  cases  of  very  severe 
congestion  of  the  lungs — broncho-pneumonia — have  recently  oc- 
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curred  in  three  neighboring  houses,  with  only  one  recovery. 
These  houses  were  all  located  near  a  stream  of  water,  and  two  of 
them  on  rather  low  ground.  In  these  cases  a  strong  malarial 
element  was  believed  to  have  operated. 

Wethersfield. — A.   S.  Warner,  M.D, 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Not  a  single  case,  I  think. 

Malarial  Disease. — Less,  notably  so,  till  the  warm  weather  in 
September. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Has  been  really  very  little  sickness. 
Peritonitis,  general  or  partial,  has,  I  think,  been  more  common, 
but  more  noticeable  perhaps  from  the  unusual  freedom  from 
other  disease.  I  think  there  have  been  more  cases  of  peritonitis 
than  any  other  one  disease,  some  of  them  quite  circumscribed  in 
locality.  In  the  prison,  inflammation  of  the  liver,  in  some  form, 
has  been  more  frequent  than  formerly,  following  I  think  more  or 
less  remotely  malarial  fever. 

In  the  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever  that  have  come  under  my 
notice  (in  the  two  or  three  years  before  this,  1883)  which  I  have 
termed  malarial,  the  "  typhoid  "  part  has  not  been  well  marked. 

Consumption  (phthisis)  is  much  less  frequent  than  formerly. 
This  is  true  in  a  marked  degree  in  the  prison.  I  can  almost  say 
there  is  nothing  of  the  sort  there. 

Bowel  troubles  were  not  frequent  in  the  summer.  I  may  per- 
haps say  that  most  of  the  malarial  attacks  have  been  recurrent 
attacks.  I  mean  the  patient  had  formerly  suffered  from  the  same 
disease. 

Windsor  Locks. — S.  R.  Burnap,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — More. 

Malarial  Fever. — Much  less. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Phthisis,  rheumatism,  pneumonia,  bron- 
chitis, dysentery,  malaria,  typhoid  fever,  and  diphtheria. 

There  has  been  nothing  like  an  epidemic  of  any  form  of  dis- 
ease in  the  town  of  Windsor  Locks  during  the  present  year  1884  ; 
and  I  am  not  aware  that  there  has  been  even  a  case  of  either 
small-pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  or  whooping  cough  in  town, 
during  the  last  twelve  months. 
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Of  diphtheria  we  have  had  a  few  cases,  one  fatal,  out  of  a 
family  of  four  children  attacked.  To  the  fatal  case,  however, 
no  physician  was  called  till  a  few  hours  before  death,  the  family 
mistaking  the  disease  for  a  quinsy.  The  ages  of  the  children 
ranged  from  one  to  ten  years,  the  eldest,  a  girl,  dying  after  an 
illness  of  about  two  weeks.  One  child,  a  boy  of  four  or  five 
years,  not  yet  attacked  was,  by  my  advice,  sent  away  from  home 
in  order  to  ^escape  the  disease.  This  child  continued  in  good 
health  so  long  as  he  remained  away  from  home,  but  was  seized 
with  diphtheria  shortly  after  his  return,  although  the  disease  in 
the  family  had  terminated  three  weeks  previously,  and  the  house 
had  been  in  the  mean  time  thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  drinking  water  with  which  the  family  were  supplied  came 
from  a  well  in  the  middle  of  the  road  in  a  thickly  settled  and 
rather  dirty  street  in  the  centre  of  the  village,  and  was  very  pos- 
sibly contaminated.  No  other  cause  for  the  disease  could  be 
assigned.  A  few  other  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  town 
mostly  of  a  mild  type  and  attended  by  scarcely  any  fatality. 

Malarial  fever  is  becoming  more  and  more  infrequent.  It  is 
now  quite  rare  to  meet  with  a  new  case  of  the  disease,  though  it 
still  occurs  now  and  then. 

Typhoid  fever,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  quite  common  here, 
this  fall,  there  having  been  not  less  than  ten  cases,  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October,  all  of  which  have  happily 
recovered,  and  I  know  of  no  case  of  the  disease  at  present  in 
town.  The  disease,  as  it  appeared  here,  was,  for  the  most  part, 
rather  mild  in  type,  but  protracted  in  duration,  and  characterized 
by  a  high  temperature  as  compared  with  the  other  symptoms ; 
there  being  in  several  cases  but  slight  delirium,  and  in  a  few  no 
delirium  at  all,  with  a  temperature  of  103  in  the  morning,  and 
104  or  even  104^  in  the  evening.  In  one  case  the  well  water 
was  contaminated  with  sewage.  A  sewer  pipe  being  broken  and 
the  sink  water  escaping  into  a  porous  soil  in  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity of  the  well,  which  was  in  the  cellar,  the  water  being  low  and 
stagnant.  In  another  case  water  from  two  kitchen  sinks  was  dis- 
charged upon  the  surface  of  the  ground  just  outside  the  building 
and  within  a  few  feet  of  a  well  in  the  cellar,  so  that  the  water 
could  not  escape  pollution.  And  in  several  other  cases  the  sur- 
roundings were  such  as  to  excite  strong  suspicions  with  regard 
to  the  purity  of  the  drinking  water.  I  think  there  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  one-half  the  cases  were  caused. by  drinking  water 
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contaminated  with  sewage  either  through  broken  drain  pipes  or 
the  leaking  of  sewage  from  the  surface  into  the  well.  Except 
typhoid  fever  no  particular  disease  has  prevailed  to  an  unusual 
extent. 


NEW  HAVEN   COUNTY. 
Bradford. — C.  W.  Gaylord,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — -None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Rather  more  prevalent  than  last  year. 

Malarial  Diseases. — About  the  same  as  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — The  ordinary  diseases  of  the  seasons 
have  prevailed  about  as  usual.  Throat  affections,  acute  pharyn- 
gitis and  tonsilitis,  have  been  more  prevalent  than  usual. 
Pneumonia  also  has  been  more  prevalent  than  usual — cases  more 
frequent  in  early  summer  and  fall. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  more  or  less  prevalent  during  the  whole 
year — not  in  epidemic  form — but  isolated  cases  all  over  the  town. 
Frequently  in  a  family  of  four  or  five  children  only  one  suffered 
with  the  disease  although  others  freely  exposed.  Another  char- 
acteristic of  cases  has  been  that  a  very  large  per  cent,  have  been 
complicated  with,  or  followed  by  rheumatism  (scarlatinal).

Epidemics. — Whooping  cough. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  in  former  years. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Somewhat  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Malarial  diseases,  tonsilitis,  pertussis, 
diarrhoeal  diseases.  The  latter  not  yielding  so  readily  to  treat- 
ment as  in  former  years.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — I  think  typhoid  fever  has  been  more  preva- 
lent than  any  year  since  this  locality  was  invaded  by  malarial 
diseases.  For  several  years  when  we  were  suffering  most  from 
malarial  troubles  we  had  no  typhoid  fever.  As  malaria  is  gradu- 
ally disappearing,  the  typhoid  type  is  returning  as  we  saw  it 
twenty  or  thirty  years  since.  It  is  dependent  upon  some  cause 
too  subtle  for  me  to  detect.     We  are  drinking  the  same  water 
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that  we  were  before  we  had  malaria,  and  all  our  local  sur- 
roundings are  much  the  same,  although  the  general  sanitary 
condition  of  the  town  is  much  better  than  formerly.     In  August, 

1883,  a  family  by  the  name  of  H were  all  sick  with  typhoid 

fever,  two  of  them  dying,  when  it  seemed  that  the  cause  might 
have  been  foul  drinking  water.  They  all  drank  from  a  well  near 
the  back  door.  They  were  in  the  habit  of  throwing  slops  out  of 
the  door  upon  the  ground.  The  eaijth  around  the  well  was 
washed  away  §o  that  more  or  less  of  the  surface  water  run  into 
the  well.  During  the  dry  weather  the  water  in  the  well  was 
very  low  and  was  offensive  to  both  taste  and  smell.  The  family 
resided  in  Bethany,  Conn.  The  mother  and  oldest  daughter  were 
first  attacked,  and  both  died  in  about  fourteen  days.  The  father 
and  his  three  surviving  children  came  immediately  to  this  place, 

where  they  came  under  my  care.     Mr.  H ,  and  his  daughter, 

aged  five  years,  were  attacked  as  soon  as  they  reached  here,  and 
the  son,  aged  eleven,  about  a  week  later.  All  recovered  after 
twenty-one  days.  The  only  member  of  the  family  that  escaped 
was  a  babe  one  year  old.  The  question  about  the  well  being  the 
cause  of  the  cases  is,  it  had  been  in  the  same  condition  for  an 
indefinite  time  and  no  one  had  suffered  from  it.  The  well  was 
low  every  year  during  the  dry  season,  and  always  when  low  the 
water  was  offensive.  The  family  had  drank  the  same  water  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  enjoyed  perfect  health.  The  well  was  in 
the  same  condition  when  they  moved  into  the  house,  five  years 

previous.     So  far  as  Mr.  H knew,  no  one  had  ever  had 

typhoid  fever  there  before. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Much  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — -Typhoid  fever,  summer  diarrhoea,  dysen- 
tery, chronic  malaria,  and  some  scarlet  fever.

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  in  former  years. 

Due  to  local  conditions. — Mr.  F.  and  sons,  living  in  the 
north  part  of  the  town,  had  typhoid  fever  in  September,  October 
and  November,  1883,  and  were  ill  with  the  disease  several  weeks. 
They  attributed  their  sickness  to  using  (drinking)  stagnant  water 
near  where  they  were  engaged  at  work.     All  recovered. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  in  previous  years. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — During  the  spring  months,  pneumonia 
was  quite  common  ;  since  that  time  malarial  diseases,  diarrhoea, 
and  dysentery  to  some  extent  have  prevailed.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Typhoid  fever  seems  to  be  on  the  increase. 
My  colleague,  Dr.  E.  D.  Swift,  informs  me  that  during  the  years 
that  fever  and  ague  were  so  prevalent,  he  never  saw  a  single 
case  of  typical  typhoid  fever,  but  most  of  the  malarial  fevers  were 
complicated  with  typhoid  symptoms.  The  malarial  diseases  have 
been  on  the  decrease  for  several  years  to  such  an  extent  that  not 
more  than  one  case  is  met  with  now  where  a  few  years  ago  a 
dozen  would  come  under  the  doctor's  care.  Notwithstanding  the 
decrease  of  malaria,  we  still  have  to  deal  with  that  disease  much 
oftener  than  with  any  other.  The  year  1884,  taken  as  a  whole, 
has  been  exceptionally  healthy.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Have  seen  no  cases  in  Fair  Haven. 

Malarial  Diseases. — No  more  than  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Scarlet  fever  has  been  seen  more  or  less 
during  the  year.  There  were  the  usual  diarrhceal  disturbances 
in  the  summer,  with  perhaps  a  tendency  to  the  symptoms  of 
cholera,  rice  water  discharges,  etc.,  with  a  persistence  of  the 
attack  more  marked  than  for  several  years.  There  was,  at  the 
same  time,  some  dysentery  ;  more  than  usual,  I  think.

Epidemics. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  con- 
siderable prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  mumps  and  whooping  cough 
among  children,  continuing  during  the  spring,  with  the  addition 
of  measles  in  the  latter  part  of  the  spring.  In  July  and  August 
there  was  a  considerable  prevalence  of  diarrhoeal  diseases,  in  July 
there  having  .been  seventy  deaths  from  this  class  of  diseases,  and 
in  August  twentjr-seven,  of  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Typhoid  Fever. — More.  In  1883,  from  January  1  to  November 
1,  there  were  twenty  deaths  from  this  cause  ;  in  1884,  thirty, 
during  the  same  period. 

Local  Causes. — In  a  boarding-house  in  this  city  on  James 
street,  a  six -family  house,  five  cases  occurred,  of  which  several 
died,  some  having  been  taken  to  the  hospital  and  some  to  the 
almshouse.  The  well,  about  twenty -five  feet  in  depth,  was  situ- 
ated within  twenty  feet  of  a  row  of  privies,  while  an  unventilated 
cesspool,  located  between  the  privies  and  well,  was  within  ten 
feet  of  the  same.  Although  city  water  was  supplied  to  the 
house,  there  was  good  reason  for  supposing  the  well  water  was 
used  for  drinking  purposes,  to  .  some  extent,  at  least.  Otherwise 
the  house  and  surroundings  were  in  fair  sanitary  condition.  At  a 
recent  inspection  of  the  well  the  water  was  seen  to  be  covered 
with  a  dark  scum,  it  not  being  in  use  at  the  present  time,  which 
would  plainly  indicate  contamination.  A  subsequent  analysis  of 
the  water  by  Dr.  E.  H.  Jenkins,  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  showed  that  it  was  largely  polluted  with  sewage. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less.  Acute  forms  have  not  been  preva- 
lent. Malaria,  in  its  varied  forms,  has  prevailed  as  in  years  past, 
but  probably  less  actively  than  last  year.  In  1884,  to  November 
1,  there  were  four  deaths  from  typho-malarial  fever  ;  in  1883, 
seven  ;  from  malarial  fevers  during  the  same  period  in  1883, 
twenty-one  ;  in  1884,  seven  ;  thus  indicating  less  prevalence  of 
the  malarial  elements  in  1884  in  disease. 

Prevalent  Diseases.— -The  diseases  mentioned  above,  also  bron- 
chitis and  pneumonia,  have  caused  a  considerable  number  of 
deaths.  Phthisis  has  prevailed  as  usual.  There  have  been  thirty- 
five  deaths  from  diphtheria  to  November  1.  Besides  these  the 
usual  forms  of  disease  have  occurred.

Epidemics. — Severe  catarrhal  diseases  in  early  part  of  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Rather  less  prevalent  than  in  former  years. 

Local  Causes. — In  one  family  two  cases  typhoid  in  1882,  with 
other  cases  of  mild  type  and  short  duration  in  same  family. 
In  1883  one  of  same  cases  running  a  severe  course.  In  1884  one 
new  member  of  same  family;  all  marked  cases.  Cesspool  20  or  25 
feet  from  well,  constructed  of  wood,  overflowed,  pipe  from  sink 
(no  trap)  to  wooden  trough,  open,  running  under  kitchen  floor  to 
cesspool  just  outside  cellar  wall  in  1882.  Cesspool  was  taken  up 
in  1883  and  removed  farther  from  house  and  ventilated,  pipe  from 
sink  remains  untrapped  and  wooden  drain  still  remains.  These 
cases  were  all  quite  severe,  and  terminated  with  a  tedious  con- 
valescence. 

One  family  in  Mt.  Carmel,  Hamden,  in  my  practice  illustrates 
well  the  importance  of  sanitary  surroundings.  Five  members 
of  same  family  out  of  seven  were  sick  with  typhoid  fever,  all 
severe  cases,  one  fatal  complication  with  pneumonia.  Cause, 
a  general  unsanitary  condition.  One  more  case  in  same  region 
illustrates  same.  A  woman  five  months  pregnant  taken  sick  with 
severe  typhoid,  miscarried  in  early  part  of  sickness,  terminated 
fatally.  A  defective  drain  pipe  leading  from  upper  story  under 
floor  of  first  story;  on  removing  boards  in  floor  a  most  intolerable 
stench  emanated  from  the  drain-pipe  long  obstructed  by  sink 
wash  from  upper  floor.  Three  or  four  years  previously,  possibly 
five  years,  a  death  occurred  in  same  house  from  typhoid  fever. 
I  mention  these  as  typical  cases  and  because  of  the  unmistakable 
cause  being  traced  to  the  unsanitary  condition  of  locality,  and 
also  that  in  a  locality  where  malarial  diseases  are  prevalent,  the 
natural  tendency  is  to  recovery  where  the  sanitary  conditions  are 
good. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Increase  over  1883,  during  the  fall  months. 

Prevalent  Diseases.  —  Malarial  diseases  marked  increase  in 
latter  part  of  summer  and  fall. 
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Madison.— D.  M.  Webb,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — No  epidemic  has  prevailed  in  this  vicin- 
ity during  the  year  past,  though  I  have  had  a  steady  run  of 
practice.  Since  the  middle  of  January,  diseases  have  been  a  few 
sporadic  cases  of  diphtheria,  pneumonia,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis, 
dysentery,  dysenteric  diarrhoea,  follicular  pharyngitis  and  ton- 
silitis,  typhoid  fever.  I  would  however  say  that  malarial  disease 
in  some  of  its  forms,  has  been  more  prevalent  than  any  other 
disease.  But  few  cases  were  attended  with  well-marked,  cold, 
hot  and  sweating  stages,  but  took  the  form  of  general  malaria 
with  neuralgic  pains  in  different  parts  of  the  body  and  yielding  to 
free  catharis  followed  by  large  doses  of  potassic  iodide,  quinia  and 
sometimes  moderate  doses  of  arsenious  acid.  No  death  has 
occurred  in.  Madison  since  May  1st,  except  one,  an  old  man  who 
died  without  a  doctor.     Supposed  cause,  carcinoma  of  stomach. 

I  have  a  large  practice  in  Clinton,  the  adjoining  town,  and 
there  has  been  about  the  same  amount  of  sickness  in  that  place  as 
in  Madison,  and  the  same  diseases  have  prevailed.

Report  upon  the  Epidemic  and  other  Diseases,  occtirring  during 

the  year  1884. 

The  year  1884  has  been  remarkable  in  Meriden  for  its  freedom 
from  severe  epidemic  disease.  We  had  a  mild  form  of  scarlatina 
in  the  earty  spring,  occurring  sporadically,  feebly  contagious, 
and  rarely  followed  by  dangerous  sequela?.  During  March  and 
April,  pneumonia  prevailed  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  espe- 
cially among  those  advanced  in  years.  This  affection  showed  a 
tendency  to  a  typhoid  type,  but  lacked  the  severity  and  fatality 
of  the  cases  we  encountered  in  the  previous  years. 

The  gastro-intestinal  diseases  of  infancy  and  childhood,  which 
largely  increase  our  mortality  during  the  summer,  spared  us  their 
annual  visitation  ;  those  cases,  which  we  met,  assuming  the  char- 
acter of  indigestion  and  mal-nutrition,  rather  than  the  more  viru- 
lent form  of  cholera  infantum  and  dysentery. 
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By  the  middle  of  July,  however,  commenced  what  may  per- 
haps be  termed  an  epidemic  of  malarial  fever,  more  or  less  simu- 
lating typhoid  ;  this  continued  through  the  remainder  of  the 
summer  and  autumn.  These  cases  were  characterized,  at  first, 
by  an  absence  of  the  cerebral  symptoms,  except  some  headache 
for  a  day  or  two,  but  by  violent  and  long  continued  gastric  irrita- 
tion, with  excessive  vomiting,  epistaxis,  and  hemateinesis,  these 
symptoms  terminating  only  with  the  abrupt  subsidence  of  the 
fever  on  the  sixth  to  the  eighth  day.  Later  in  the  season  the 
enteric  symptoms  assumed  importance,  and  tympanitis,  diarrhoea, 
and  intestinal  hemorrhage,  with  occasional  delirium  and  coma, 
attested  the  presence  in  greater  amount  of  the  typhoid  element. 

During  the  fall,  also,  occasional  cases  of  genuine  typhoid  fever 
occurred,  running  their  regular  course,  giving  no  tangible  evi- 
dence of  malarial  complication.  The  fatality  during  this  epidemic 
has  been  small,  and  no  autopsies  have  been  reported.  With  the 
late  autumn  commenced  an  epidemic,  of  measles,  Avith  a  profuse 
eruption,  and  severe  catarrhal  symptoms,  which  epidemic  con- 
tinues at  the  present  time  and  promises  to  be  very  extensive. 
Many  people  have  feared  that  the  removal  of  the  dam  and  the 
consequent  lowering  of  the  waters  of  Harbor  Brook,  would  be 
followed  by  an  increase  of  virulent  disease  during  the  warm 
months  ;  but  it  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  those  fears  have  not  been 
realized.  Some  cases  of  gastritis  and  low  forms  of  fever  have 
been  attributed,  seemingly  with  entire  justice,  to  the  emanations 
from  the  slaughter  houses  in  the  north  part  of  the  city  ;  and  we 
have  undoubted  evidence  that  defective  house  sewerage  has  been 
the  direct  cause  of  sickness  in  several  cases  ;  but  our  experience 
gives  us  no  direct  evidence  to  warrant  a  claim  that  typhoid  fever 
takes  its  "  origin  from  foul  drinking  water  or  other  local  condi- 
tions." 

With  regard  to  the  comparative  prevalence  of  malaria,  the 
opinion  of  the  physicians  of  the  longest  experience  in  the  city  may 
be  summed  up  as  follows  :  acute  cases  of  malaria  are  becoming 
much  more  rare,  while  we  still  find  but  little  diminution  in  the 
number  or  variety  of  the  chronic  forms  of  the  affection.  Whether, 
with  the  subsidence  of  acute  malaria,  typhoid  fever  is  assuming 
its  old  time  importance  in  the  table  of  medical  statistics,  is  a 
mooted  question.  Thus  far  the  general  opinion  would  seem  to 
be,  that  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  frequency  of  its  occurs 
rence  over  former  years, 
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Milford. — E.  B.  Heady,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever  during  February,  1884  ;  several  fatal 
cases. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Has  prevailed  more  than  at  any  other  time  for 
several  years,  during  the  fall  of  1884. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Are  less  frequent  than  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Scarlet  fever,  pneumonia,  and  typhoid 
fever.  There  has  been  some  cases  of  measles  of  a  mild  type,  and 
some  dysentery. 

Naugatuck.—  A.  E.  May,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever  ;  mild. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Much  less  prevalent.  I  can  learn  of  only  three 
cases  during  the  year.  In  1882  forty-seven  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
occurred  in  town  ;  17  in  my  own  practice.  More  were  antici- 
pated in  1883,  and  again  in  1884,  but  none  have  occurred.  I  have 
had  but  one  single  case,  which  occurred  in  one  of  the  best  families 
in  town,  located  on  an  eminence  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
house  and  surroundings  the  very  best ;  the  water  supply  pure  and 
untainted,  and  I  was  quite  unable  to  find  any  cause  for  the  disease. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Malarial  troubles  have  decreased  steadily 
since  1879,  and  at  this  time  I  very  rarely  have  a  case  of  the 
disease. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  and  during  the  summer 
months  those  diseases  incident  to  childhood,  as  cholera  infantum, 
intestinal  catarrh  of  infancy,  etc. 

Orange. — West  Haven. — J.  F.  Barnett,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Rather  less  prevalent  than  in  former  years. 

Sanitary  Conditions. — Within  the  past  year  three  fatal  cases 
of  typhoid  have  had  their  origin  at  the  West  Haven  beach  in  some 
unsanitary  condition  of  the  surroundings  or  more  likely  from  con- 
tamination of  the  drinking  water.  In  one  case  of  dysenteric 
trouble  in  this  part  of  the  town  examination  of  the  well  water 
proved  it  to  be  impure.  (Hydrant  water  has  recently  been  intro- 
duced the  whole  length  of  the  beach.) 

Malarial  Diseases, — A  decrease  since  1883. 
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Prevalent  Diseases. — Different  forms  of  malarial  disease  (of 
milder  type)  have  as  in  preceding  years  been  most  prevalent.  No 
other  class  of  disease  can  be  said  to  have  specially  prevailed 
though  many  kinds  (of  diseases)  have  occurred  to  make  up  the 
total  of  sickness  for  the  year.  The  most  serious  troubles  have 
been  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  (capillary).

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — None. 

Malarial  Diseases. — About  the  same  as  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Two  deaths  from  cardiac  dropsy  ;  two 
phthisis;  three  only  under  20;  infantile  diarrhoeal  diseases  and  innu- 
trition. 12  deaths  in  all ;  1  at  90,  one  at  83,  11,  and  one  imported. 
Our  farmers  are  many  of  them  reading  men  and  all  are  influenced 
to  look  well  to  the  supply  of  water,  and  the  care  of  kitchen  refuse, 
slops  and  malodorous  places.  Twenty  years  since  and  even  later, 
the  farmer's  kitchen,  water  closet,  and  pig  sty,  were  too  conven- 
iently close  ;  now  an  attempt  is  made  at  sanitary  ai'rangement, 
and  drinks  are  scrutinized,  malodors  suppressed.  People  study 
more  how  to  keep  well  and  not  to  get  well,  after  they  find  them- 
selves under.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — About  the  usual  number  of  cases.  I  have  had 
three  cases  of  typho-malarial  fever  in  one  family  which  were  un- 
doubtedly due  to  impure  drinking  water.  The  well  was  under 
the  house,  a  part  of  it  where  there  was  no  cellar.  The  water  was 
drawn  by  a  pump  and  the  well  closed.  The  only  way  to  get  to  it 
was  through  a  trap  in  the  kitchen  floor.  The  water  from  the  sink 
was  discharged  on  the  ground  within  twelve  feet  of  the  top  of  the 
well  and  had  been  for  a  long  time.  The  soil  about  the  well  was 
completely  soaked  with  it.     The  first  case  was  a  boy  J 1  years  old. 
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The  disease  was  very  grave  from  the  first  and  the  boy  died  after 
several  severe  hemorrhages  on  the  17th  day.  The  mother  con- 
tracted the  disease  and  took  to  bed  one  week  before  the  son  died. 
The  disease  ran  a  severe  course  but  she  recovered  after  having  had 
three  severe  hemorrhages.  Another  son  who  lives  away  but 
watched  with  his  mother  now  has  the  disease,  though  of  a  some- 
what milder  type.

Southbury. — South  Britain. — W.  S.  Miller,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Ileo  colitis.  The  first  case  I  had  was  the  first  week 
in  August,  and  during  the  next  four  weeks  I  prescribed  for  between 
40  and  50  cases,  not  all  in  the  town  of  Southbury.  The  usual 
duration  was  from  3  to  5  days,  but  some  of  the  more  severe  cases 
from  1  to  2  weeks.  Four  of  the  cases  had  dysenteric  movements. 
One  thing  peculiar  about  the  epidemic  was  that  when  the  catarrhal 
movement  ceased,  as  they  generally  did  on  the  third  day,  the  next 
two  days  the  patients  suffered  from  most  distressing  nausea  and 
vomiting,  which  were  controlled  with  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  ;  as 
soon  as  this  was  overcome  they  made  a  rapid  recovery.  All  ages 
were  subject  to  it,  children  but  a  week  old  as  well  as  adults  between 
70  and  80.  Two  cases  had  three  attacks  at  intervals  of  from  7  to 
10  days,  and  five  cases  had  two  attacks.  In  only  one  case  was 
life  at  all  endangered,  one  of  the  cases  with  dysenteric  movements. 
I  have  not  been  able  to  assign  any  cause,  except  in  a  few  cases. 
One  family  which  I  attended  in  an  adjoining  town,  Roxbury, 
were  made  sick  by  eating  pickled  tongue,  and  one  laid  the  cause 
of  his  sickness  to  eating  chicken.  I  hardly  think  this  to  be  the 
case,  as  five  other  members  of  the  family  partook  of  the  same 
chicken  and  suffered  no  ill  effects.  I  noticed  that  a  majority  of 
the  cases  had  eaten  heartily  of  green  corn  from  24  to  36  hours  be- 
fore the  attack.  A  certain  per  cent,  of  the  cases  approached 
cholera  morbus  in  the  manner  of  the  attack.  After  the  second 
week  in  September  there  were  no  cases.  I  have  prescribed  for 
patients  suffering  from  intestinal  difficulties  since  then,  but  they 
have  presented  an  entirely  different  train  of  symptoms. 

Typhoid  Fever. — About  the  same  as  for  the  past  three  years  ; 
but  more  than  for  the  ten  years  preceding. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — G-astro-intestinal  difficulties,  rheumatism,

Malarial  Diseases. — No  forms  have  prevailed  during  the  year. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Perhaps  the  most  prevalent  form  of 
trouble  during  the  year  has  been  disease  of  the  air  passages, 
catarrhal  in  character  and  apparently  located  high  up.  The  dis- 
ease has  not  yielded  readily  to  treatment,  still  no  fatal  cases  are 
known  to  have  occurred.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — In  18V 9  and  1880  typhoid  fever  was  quite 
prevalent,  and  could  in  many  instances,  in  my  opinion,  be  traced 
to  bad  drinking  water  or  unsanitary  surroundings.  Would  men- 
tion two  tenement  houses  in  particular.  They  are  separated  from 
all  others  by  three  hundred  or  more  feet  ;  on  higher  ground, 
sandy  soil.  In  these  houses  eight  families  lived,  four  in  each  house, 
all  used  water  from  one  well,  which  stood  between  the  houses  and 
privies.  In  1879  there  were  eight  cases  of  typhoid  fevep.  In  1880, 
August  and  September,  there  were  twenty  cases.  That  season  I 
succeeded  in  having  all  the  sink  drains  turned  on  top  of  the 
ground,  cesspools  filled,  and  privies  frequently  cleaned,  especially 
sink  drains  on  the  surface.  They  were  unsightly  and  sometimes 
smelled  badly,  but  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  in 
either  house  since  ;  though  the  tenements  are  all  occupied  and  by 
different  families.  In  1882  I  had  in  those  houses  several  cases  of 
dysentery.  In  less  than  a  fortnight  the  sink  drains  were 
obstructed  ;  on  being  cleared  no  more  dysentery  appeared. 
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There  were  numerous  cases  during  those  two  seasons  where 
bad  drainage  was  sufficient  cause.  On  one  street  (a  continuation 
of  the  street  where  the  two  houses  I  have  spoken  of  stood)  where 
the  privies  were  located  on  higher  ground  than  the  wells,  though 
near  by,  where  the  drainage  was  so  bad  that,  in  the  spring,  water- 
stood  in  the  cellars  of  some  of  the  houses,  I  had  a  number  of 
cases.  On  another  street  one  house  in  particular.  The  sink  of 
an  upper  tenement  was  directly  over  the  bedroom  of  the  tene- 
ment below,  occupied  by  the  man  and  his  wife.  The  drain  pipes 
leaked,  so  that  the  escaping  substance  ran  over  the  side  of  the 
house  around  the  lower  bedroom  window,  both  the  man  and  his 
wife  had  typhoid  fever  in  a  very  severe  form,  while  the  rest  of 
the  family,  a  large  one,  escaped. 

There  were  several  cases  at  farm  houses  that  year  where  drain- 
age was  bad,  sufficient  to  contaminate  drinking  water. 

I  recall  one  family  where  I  persuaded  the  husband  and  wife  to 
give  up  a  bedroom  6  X  1  where  they  had  slept  for  over  thirty 
years.  The  husband  then  had  typhoid  fever.  The  room  was  on 
the  ground  floor,  opened  out  of  the  kitchen,  and  the  window  was 
close  by  the  cesspool.  In  the  house  were  six  rooms,  the  smallest 
16X20,  none  used  as  sleeping  rooms.  The  lady  demurred  at 
changing  her. bedroom,  saying,  "the  old  one  had  been  used  over 
twenty  years  with  only  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever,"  but,  finally, 
added  that  it  made  her  think  of  an  old  lady  who  had  an  uncurbed 
well  that  was  perfectly  safe  ;  it  had  been  so  twenty  years  and 
only  two  children  drowned. 

I  am  reminded  of  another  well  at  a  farm  house.  It  was  very 
badly  located  and  before  I  could  persuade  the  owner  to  dig  a  new 
one,  the  family  had  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  scarlet  fever,  diph- 
theria, and  typhoid  fever.  Since  using  the  new  well  there  has 
been  no  sickness. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  prevalent. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  dysentery,  diarrhoea,  rheuma- 
tism.

Typhoid  Fever. — More  than  since  1878,  but  it  has  been  wholly 
confined  to  foreigners,  mostly  Swedes,  who  have  been  in  this 
country  but  a  few  months. 

Malarial  Diseases. — There  has  been  a  decrease  since  1876. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  measles,  and  scarlatina.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  has  not  been  a  single  case  in  this  town 
during  the  year.  I  have  practised  here  thirteen  years  and  have 
every  year  before  seen  more  or  less  typhoid  fever. 

Malarial  Diseases.— -There  have  been  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — In  the  early  months  of  the  present  year 
(January  and  February)  diphtheria  prevailed  in  two  families. 
The  distance  between  the  houses  of  the  two,  was  sufficient  to 
remove  any  suspicion  of  its  having  its  origin  in  the  same  local 
cause.  There  was  free  intercourse  between  these  families  at  the 
time  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  was  communicated.  There  were  six 
cases  in  these  families  with  a  mortality  of  two.  The  first  fatal 
case  occurred  before  I  was  called,  and  was  not  recognized.  I 
should  think  died  from  paralysis  of  the  heart.  The  second'  I 
attended  from  the  beginning  of  the  attack,  and  it  was  fatal  from 
extension  to  the  larynx.  No  satisfactory  local  cause  could  be 
found  for  these  cases  appearing  in  this  place,  and  being  confined 
to  this  neighborhood.  The  hygienic  surroundings  being  better 
than  an  average. 

Malarial  diseases  seem  to  be  decreasing  without  that  compensa- 
tory increase  of  typhoid  fever  which  I  have  heard  of  in  other 
places  where  malaria  has  prevailed,  and- is  now  waning. 
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New  London. — A.  W.  Nelson,  M.D. 

Population,  11,000.  Births  to  October  1,  191.  Deaths  to  Octo- 
ber 1,  in. 

The  following  diseases  have  proved  fatal  this  year  up  to  Octo- 
ber 1  : 

Consumption,  20  ;  pneumonia,  12  ;  general  atrophy,  11  ;  apo- 
plexy and  paralysis,  11  ;  old  age,  14  ;  diseases  of  heart  and  dropsy, 
13  ;  cholera  infantum,  10  ;  cancer,  5  ;  scarlet  fever,  5  ;  typhoid 
fever,  4  ;  croup,  4  ;  diphtheria,  2  ;  erysipelas,  3  ;  rheumatism,.  1  ; 
intermittent  fever,  1  ;  still  born,  6.  Other  causes  give  one  or  two 
deaths  only. 

The  list  itself  proves  the  absence  of  any  epidemic  of  fatal 
disease.  There  has  been  less  typhoid,  less  scarlatina,  less  diph- 
theria, and,  I  think,  less  cholera  infantum  than  in  the  previous 
years.  Yet  we  have  much  reason  to  be  afraid  of  zymotic  diseases 
and  epidemics.  We  have  a  full  supply  of  water,  carried  through- 
out the  city  limits,  with  sewers  in  only  a  few  streets.  Fortu- 
nately it  has  been  voted  to  make  a  complete  survey  with  reference 
to  a  general  system.  The  number  of  foul  drains  and  cesspools  is 
large.  The  latter,  within  a  square  mile  having  a  population  of 
9,000,  reach,  by  count  2,400.  Few  wells  furnish  drinkable  water, 
and  few  only  are  so  used.  The  city  water  has  always  been  pleas- 
ant and  healthy  to  drink,  with  the  exception  of  one  season,  when 
the  fresh-water  sponge  fouled  it.  A  year  ago  a  young  man  came 
here  from  a  neighboring  city  to  be  severely  sick  of  typhoid  fever. 
He  barely  recovered.  The  dejecta,  carefully  disinfected  (and  the 
water  closet)  with  sulphate  of  iron,  passed  to  the  cesspool.  A  year 
later  a  sister  died  of  the  same  disease.  The  plumbing  and  situa- 
tion and  surroundings  of  this  house,  standing  alone,  would  seem 
to  be  very  perfect.  The  water  of  the  well,  agreeable  and  appa- 
rently pure,  was  more  or  less  drank,  but  it  is  far  from  any  source 
of  contamination.  It  is  not  known  that  chemical  analysis  has 
been  made  use  of.  The  others  in  the  family  have  escaped  all 
sickness.  And  yet  it  would  seem  necessary  to  prove  absence  of 
cause  in  closet  or  well  before  future  safety  could  be  assured. 

Nbwithstanding  our  general  good  health,  an  impression  obtains 
that  malarial  affections  are  increasing.  Drs.  Braman,  Stanton, 
Cornwell,  Fuller,  Beckwith,  Cronin  and  myself  have  observed 
this   in  our    recent    experience.     Drs.  Manwarring    and    Hobron 
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admit  that  the  region  hereabout  has  not  the  exemption  it  formerly 
had.     Dr.  Porter  has  not  observed  this  increase. 

The  intermittents, — many  certainly  irregular  intermittents — in 
the  observation  of  others  and  myself,  have  not  been  very  severe, 
with  perhaps  a  few  exceptions,  but  were  sufficiently  marked  to 
insure  diagnosis.  They  occur  in  different  places  here,  showing 
the  general  diffusion  of  the  cause,  more  frequently  at  various 
exposed  points,  near  drains  and  their  outlets  and  about  moist 
grounds.  In  old  people  and  those  with  wasting  diseases,  and 
especially  in  subjects  of  the  alcoholic  habit,  some  such  subtle 
cause  seems  to  lessen  their  resistant  power,  viz  :  medacatrix  natu- 
rae. This  malarial  influence  should  not  be  overlooked  in  the 
treatment  of  any  form  of  sickness.  The  year  has  plainly  brought 
such  experience  to  me,  in  the  following  instances  : 

1.  A  middle-aged  man.  His  bad  living  and  hard  drinking 
resulted  in  a  very  limited  pleuro-pneumonia.  Delirium  tremens 
occurred,  and  death  soon  ensued. 

2.  A  hard  worker  and  a  hard  drinker,  of  sixty,  was  taken  with 
severe  dysentery  and  vomiting.  Coma  and  death  soon  came,  in 
spite  of  every  care. 

3.  An  old  drunkard,  in  a  recent  debauch,  broke  his  leg — com- 
minuted fracture  of  tibia  and  fibula.  Eleven  years  ago  he  broke 
the  other  leg  in  another  bebauch.  The  result  in  this  second 
fracture  was  soon  delirium  tremens,  coma  and  death. 


Norwich. — L.  S.  Paddock,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — As  far  as  my  observation  extends,  I  think  no 
epidemic  has  prevailed.  For  a  short  time,  recently,  diphtheria 
has  been  more  common  ;  yet  I  believe  there  are  very  few  cases  in 
the  city.  There  have  been  well-marked  cases,  and  some  diphthe- 
ritic croup  ;  but  doubtless  many  cases  of  tonsilitis  or  pharingitis 
have  been  allowed  to  pass  as  diphtheria,  to  add  to  the  reputation 
of  those  who  boast  of  never  losing  a  case  of  the  latter. 

Typhoid  Fever.— I  have  seen  a  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever, 
which  occurred  on  premises  where  the  sink  spouts  poured  their 
contents  just  under  the  kitchen  window.  I  cannot  say  that  this 
excited  the  disease  ;  it  may  have  done  so. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Very  little  that  could  be  traced  to  malaria 
has  occurred  in  my  practice. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Rheumatism  and  diphtheria. 
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Norwich.— Dr.  Peck. 

Epidemics. — Not  in  my  pi-actice. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Has  prevailed  a  little  more,  so  far  as  I  know. 
Concerning  its  origin,  I  have  attended  two  cases  where  it  ap- 
peared as  if  the  disease  might  have  been  caused  by  drinking  water 
from  a  well  which  was  situated  not  more  than  fifteen  to  twenty 
feet  from  two  or  three  privies.  Last  year  typhoid  fever  seemed 
to  be  epidemic  in  a  little  cluster  of  houses  surrounding  a  small 
court,  one  side  of  which  was  occupied  by  privies,  and  in  the 
center  of  which  was  the  well.  The  house  in  which  my  patient 
lived  was  supplied  with  city  water,  but  she  drank  of  water  from 
the  well  once  or  twice,  and  not  long  after  came  down  with  the 
disease.  No  one  else  drank  water  from  that  well  that  I  am 
aware  of. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Have  prevailed  decidedly  more. 

Norwich. — S.  L.  Sprague,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Diphtheria,  small  extent. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Have  heard  of  more  cases,  but  have  seen  less 
in  my  own  practice. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  think  the  same  as  last  year. 
Prevalent  Diseases. — Typhoid  fever  and  rheumatism. 

Norwich. — L.  B.  Almy,  M.D. 

Ep  idemics.  — None . 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Malarial  complications  of  puerperal  cases, 
follicular  tonsilitis,  less  dysentery,  a  few  cases  of  choleriform 
diarrhoea. 

The  above  statements  concern  only  my  own  practice. 

Norwich. — W.  S.  C.  Perkins,  M.D. 

Epidemics.— So  far  as  my  knowledge  of  the  health  of  Norwich 
and  vicinity  extends,  the  year  has  not  been  noticeable  for  any 
serious  epidemics.  The  only  disease  occurring  as  such  has  been 
of  a  malarial  character,  and  by  its  influence  has  often  retarded 
the  convalescence  from  other  diseases.  I  think,  however,  that 
there  has  been  less  of  it  in  Norwich  than  in  1882  and  1883. 
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Typhoid  Fever. — I  have  seen  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever, 
none  of  them  directly  traceable  to  local  causes. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  acute  rheumatism  was  preva- 
lent, also  scarlatina  and  diphtheria.  The  cases  of  scarlatina  were 
generally  quite  manageable  ;  some  few  of  a  malignant  type 
proved  fatal. 

The  fatal  cases  of  diphtheria  proved  so  from  the  extension  of 
the  disease  to  the  larnyx. 

Although  these  cases  of  scarlatina  and  diphtheria  could  not  be 
directly  traced  to  local  causes,  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  the 
surroundings  were  usually  very  defective  as  regards  sanitary 
arrangements. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  some  cases  of  pneumonia  have 
appeared,  noticeable,  as  the  disease  seldom  occurs  here  during  the 
fall  months.

Epidemics. — The  only  epidemic  has  been  mumps,  which  has 
been  interesting  from  its  tendency  to  metastasis  in  male  and 
female  young  adults,  a  half  dozen  cases  having  been  seen  by  me 
or  reported  to  me  of  orchitis   and  ovasitis  of  moderate  severity. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Know  of  -no  cases  originating  in  the  town 
during  the  year. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Catarrhal  forms  of  inflammation. 

Salem. — Charles  F.  Congdon,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Whooping  cough  and  varieties  of  typhoid. 

Typhoid  Fever  and  local  causes. — One  of  the  public  district 
schools  was  kept  a  year  ago  in  a  dark,  close,  damp  room,  during 
the  winter.  The  building  was  very  large,  having  formerly  been 
a  seminary.  Three  or  four  families  were  quartered  in  various 
parts  of  the  house.  Eighty  rods  from  the  building  several  head 
of  cattle,  which  had  died  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  had  been  half 
buried  during  the  previous  few  months.  The  stench  from  these 
decaying  cattle  polluted  the  air  and  was  observed  half  a  mile  off. 
Four  feet  from  the  door  where  the  children  entered  the  school 
apartments,  there  stood  a  privy  which  served  the  whole  house. 
The  vault  was  full  and  ran  over  onto  the  ground,  and  I  never 
heard  of  disinfectants  beinsr  used. 
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Typhoid  malaria  broke  out  in  the  family  of  one  of  the  tenants 
of  the  house,  and  did  not  wholly  leave  till  they  quit  in  the 
spring.  The  disease  soon  cropped  out  in  the  school  and  over 
half  were  sick.  When  the  school  left  its  filthy  quarters,  the 
typho-malaria  went  to. 

One  peculiarity  of  this  disorder  was  that  in  nearly  every  case 
the  left  porotid  gland  was  swollen,  and  if  measures  were  resorted 
to,  to  reduce  the  swelling,  the  other  symptoms  were  worse.  There 
were  no  deaths.  I  think  every  town  needs  an  active  board  of 
health,  with  at  least  one  physician  among  the  number,  and  hope 
our  Legislature  will  take  the  matter  in  hand.  As  it  is,  sanitary 
science  receives  no  attention  outside  of  the  cities,  and  though 
country  air  is  supposed  to  be  pure,  many  country  houses  of  the 
poor  are  mere  dens  of  filth. 

There  has  not  been  a  case  of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  or  chicken 
pox  in  this  section  during  the  past  year. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Seem  masked  in  the  system  and  do  not 
develop  until  some  acute  disease  appears  which  very  often  as- 
sumes an  intermittent  form. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  whooping  cough,  cholera  in- 
fantum, typhoid  and  typho-malaria,  peritonitis  and  catarrh. 


Stonington. — Charles  E.  Beayton,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None.  My  practice  does  not  extend  all  over  the 
town  of  Stonington,  being  especially  confined  to  the  borough  and 
about  three  miles  around  it.  We  are  here  exposed  to  the  sea  on 
three  sides,  and  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  abound  in 
bronchial  affections  caused  by  sudden  changes  of  the  wind  and 
great  changes  in  the  temperature.  We  do  not  have  severe  colds, 
but  the  high  winds  are  very  severe  on  weak  persons,  very  little 
snow  remains  on  the  ground  as  the  salt  air  decomposes  it  at  once. 
During  1884  I  think  there  was  about  as  much  bronchial  trouble 
as  common,  but  no  more.  A  large  number  died  in  this  place 
during  the  year  from  many  diseases,  mostly  those  with  "high 
sounding  and  peculiar  names,"  they  being  under  the  care  of  an 
irregular  practitioner  who  has  settled  here.  There  has  been  no 
epidemic  during  the  present  year,  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
confined  to  three  families,  with  no  deaths. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  has  been  no  case  in  town  this  year  that 
I  am  certain  of.     Two,    so-called,   but   doubtful.     We    are  not 
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afflicted  with  this  disease.  During  eleven  years  of  practice  I 
have  had  sixty-two  cases,  and  the  most  in  any  one  year  was  in 
1875,  when  I  had  twenty-two  cases  during  the  autumn  months. 
No  deaths  in  all  of  the  sixty-two  cases. 

Malarial  Diseases. — In  all  my  practice  here  I  have  seen  but  one 
case  of  malarial  fever  that  originated  here  and  that  was  a  case 
that  lived  near  a  small  stream  two  miles  from  the  borough. 
Have  not  had  a  case  in  the  borough,  although  many  cases  that 
contracted  the  poison  south  and  west,  as  we  have  a  large  number 
of  people  from  those  sections  staying  here  during  the  summer 
months. . 

As  to  "  typho-malarial  fever,"  so-called,  from  foul  drinking 
water  or  sewerage,  contaminated  air  or  water,  there  has  been  less 
this  year  than  last.  In  fact,  I  know  of  but  one  case  this  year, 
against  seven  cases  in  1883,  and  all  of  them  were  caused  by  bad 
sewerage. 

We  have  no  system  of  sewerage  that  can  be  called  even  decent, 
and  I  often  wonder  that  the  water  supply  (which  is  from  wells), 
has  not  been  ruined  long  before  this  time,  and  attribute  our 
escape  to  the  hardness  of  the  soil,  it  being  here  a  very  compact, 
blue  gravel,  almost  as  hard  as  rock,  and  there  being  from  five  to 
fifteen  feet  of  this  before  water  is  struck,  and  therefore  the  sur- 
face water  must  be  well  filtered  unless  allowed  to  run  in  at  the 
top  of  the  well,  and  then  the  very  high  winds  which  prevail  most 
all  the  year  must  bring  in  pure  air  from  the  ocean,  and  that  keeps 
down  the  "  germs "  of  disease,  that  as  "  good  luck,"  keeps  this 
place  in  good  health,  for  good  management  does  not,  as  we  do 
not  have  it.

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Typhoid  Fever. — As  to  typhoid  fever,  my  impression  is  that  for 
the  past  four  or  five  years  there  has  been  more  of  it  than  for  the 
five  years  previous  to  that  time.  We  are  not  now  having  as  much 
as  in  1882.  In  that  year  I  had  a  case  which  would  seem  to  have 
been  caused  by  foul  drinking  water.  The  house  was  supplied 
by  water  from  the  reservoir  through  pipes,  but  the  father  of  the 
child,  thinking  to  get  a  purer  supply,  sought  it  at  a  neighboring 
spring.  This  spring  was  in  the  side  of  a  hill,  and  above  it,  at  a 
distance  not  greater  than  fifty  feet,  was  a  privy  vault  used  by  two 
families.     This  certainly  was  cause  enough  to  explain  the  origin 
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of  the  disease.  On  examining  the  cellar  of  the  house  where  the 
sick  girl  lay  I  found  that  the  joints  of  the  soil  pipe  had  only  been 
closed  by  cement.  This  had  cracked  off,  and  foul  gases  from  the 
closets  and  sinks  could  be  seen  oozing  out  into  the  air. 

Malarial  Diseases.— I  believe  that  malarial  diseases  have  not 
only  diminished  in  frequency,  but  that  they  are  changing  in  form. 
Instead  of  the  intermittent  and  remittent  fevers,  we  are  having 
neuralgias  of  eveiy  form  and  situation,  dumb  ague,  loss  of  appe- 
tite, nausea,  and  malaise.  We  have  had  no  epidemic  aside  from 
those  of  children's  diseases,  which,  like  the  poor,  we  always  have 
with  us.   .

Typhoid  Fever. — Fewer  cases  than  in  former  years.  Also  less 
malarial  disease. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Diphtheria  of  a  mild  form  has  been  quite 
prevalent,  but  has  terminated  fatally  in  but  a  few  cases.  About 
one  month  since  I  had  a  case  of  diphtheritic  croup.  A  boy  aged 
three  years,  youngest  of  three,  died  the  third  day  after  I  first  saw 
him.  I  gave  directions  not  to  have  the  other  two  go  into  the 
room,  but  in  one  week  the  oldest,  a  boy  aged  about  ten  jrears,  was 
taken  with  diphtheria  ;•  was  very  sick  four  or  five  days,  but  in  one 
week  was  convalescing,  and  is  now  quite  well.  The  third,  a  girl 
about  seven  years  old,  was  taken  with  a  diphtheritic  sore  throat 
(slight)  ;  was  only  confined  to  the  room  four  or  five  days.  And 
during  the  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  cases,  mostly  mild, 
uothing  worth  noting,  as  a  rule.  But  generally  even  the  mild 
cases  have  been  taken  with  a  general  depression,  headache,  back- 
ache, etc. 

New  Canaan. — W.  G.  Brownson,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — I  would  state  that  we  have  had  but  little 
of  typhoid  fever  in  this  town  since  the  introduction  of  malarial 
diseases  some  dozen  years  ago.  For  several  years  following  1871-2 
typhoid  was  almost  unknown  among  us  ;  for  three  or  four  years 
past  a  few  cases,  and  those  generally  of  very  severe  character. 
During  my  absence  from  home,  second  week  in  September,  a  man 
twenty-eight  years  of  age,  residing  in  New  York,  whose  parents 
reside  here,  was  brought  home  sick  and  delirious,  and  died  within 
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a  week  of  typhoid.  I  did  not  see  him.  Soon  after,  September 
22,  I  was  called  to  his  mother  (same  house);  a  characteristic 
typhoid  case  ;  age,  sixty-two  ;  running  about  an  ordinary  course 
until  the  evening  of  October  25,  when  copious  hemorrhage  of  the 
bowels  set  in,  followed  by  collapse  and  death  next  day  afternoon. 
Cellar,  well,  and  surroundings  generally,  carefully  examined  ; 
cellar  in  good  condition.  The  well,  too  near  the  house,  was 
shaded  by  apple  trees,  the  water  covered  with  leaves,  many  apples 
also  floating  upon  the  surface  ;  had  not  been  cleaned  in  many 
years.  A  most  foul  and  offensive  pig-sty,  some  five  rods  from  the 
house  and  three  or  four  rods  from  the  well,  sent  a  sickening  odor 
through  the  house  and  over  the  premises  generally.  Whether  to 
attribute  the  second  case  to  contagion  from  the  first,  or  to  the 
surroundings,  or  to  both,  is  a  question.  I  incline  more  to  the 
former,  notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  surroundings. 

October  2,  called  to  a  gentleman,  teacher,  age  twenty-four,  just 
home  sick  from  Yalesville,  where  he  had  been  teaching  one  and  a 
half  or  two  years.  Was  delirious  from  the  first,  coming  down  slowly. 
By  letter  from  Dr.  McGaughey,  of  Wallingford,  who  saw  him  a 
week  previous,  I  learned  that  typho-malarial  diseases  were  prevail- 
ing in  Yalesville.  He  declined  steadily  from  his  arrival  home, 
never  for  a  day  free  from  delirium.  Died,  October  31,  a  charac- 
teristic typhoid  case.  These,  I  believe,  are  the  only  cases  we  have 
had  so  far  this  autumn,  and  it  seems  evident  that  they  did  not 
originate  here  in  New  Canaan. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  frequent  than  in  1883.

Epidemics. — We  have  had  nothing  epidemic  in  our  town  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Scarlet  fever  has  appeared  at  different  times 
since  January  1,  but  only  in  a  sporadic  manner,  and  usually  in  its 
simple  form,  with  the  exception  of  one  family,  in  which  I  learn  it 
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assumed  malignancy,  resulting  fatally  in  four  cases  out  of  six. 
Whooping  cough  during  the  winter  and  spring  months  prevailed 
quite  generally,  yet  unattended  with  complications  (two  cases 
excepted)  influencing  the  mortality. 

Malarial  Diseases. — In  comparing  malarial  diseases  in  the 
present  year  with  1883,  we  find  little  or  no  change.  We  have 
year  by  year  less  of  the  marked  cases  of  intermittent  fever,  many 
assuming  the  malarial  form,  with  an  absence  of  the  cold  and 
sweating  stages. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  has  not,  to  my  knowledge,  been  a 
single  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  our  town  during  the  past  year. 

Prevalent  Diseases.  —  Scarlet  fever,  dysentery,  pneumonia, 
whooping  cough,  rheumatism.

Prevalent  Diseases. — Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  pleuritis  pre- 
vailed, not  epidemically,  but  above  the  average.  The  latter  part 
of  the  spring  and  summer  has  been  healthy.     Following  the  dry 
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September,  early  in  October  dysentery  appeared  with  some  sever- 
ity and  prevailed  to  some  extent.  At  this  time  also  the  continued 
fevers  appeared,  and  we  have  had  and  are  having  typho-malarial 
and  typhoid  fevers.  Recently  there  has  been  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  tonsilitis,  and  influenzas  have  been  abundant.  Diphthe- 
ria also  is  present,  and  I  think  we  see  more  of  it  now  than  for 
quite  a  time  back.  During  the  year  we  had  about  our  customary 
average  of  malaria.  Perhaps,  on  the  whole,  a  little  less  than  in 
previous  years.  Most  of  the  cases  have  been  chronic,  but  there 
have  been  primary  attacks  and  typical  intermittents.  There 
have  been  during  the  year  sporadic  cases  of  scarlatina  and  local 
epidemics  of  pertussis.  I  think,  with  the  exception  of  October 
and  the  present  month,  the  health  of  the  town  has  been  fully  up 
to  the  average  of  former  years.

Epidemics.  —  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  had  an  epi- 
demic of  whooping  cough  of  a  severe  type,  with  quite  a  number 
of  secondary  cases.

Typhoid  Fever. — Malaria  has  completely  squelched  typhoid 
fever  in  my  practice.  Ten  or  twelve  years  ago  I  always  had 
typhoid  on  hand,  but  for  the  last  five  years  I  have  not  had  any. 
Malarial  miasma  must  have  removed  our  filth  and  purified  our 
drinking  water  very  effectually  to  have  produced  such  marked 
results  ;  results  very  agreeable  when  we  think  of  the  departed 
typhoid,  but  not  so  pleasant  when  one  is  the  possessor  of  a  gener- 
ous quotidian.  May  the  time  soon  come  when  "  low  places  "  shall 
be  shunned  and  "  decaying  vegetation  "  cease  to  be,  for  then  mala- 
ria will  have  to  go — and  our  occupation  will  be  gone  (?)  "  to  some 
other  self-denying  M.D." 

Malarial  Diseases. — Prevail  to  about  the  same  extent  only  more 
irregular  in  symptoms.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Have  had  only  two  cases  in  six  years.  One 
was  typho-malaria  and  typhoid  was  secondary  the  case  ;  recov- 
ered. The  second  was  a  man  of  44  years,  who  had  just  moved 
into  a  new  house,  so  there  could  be  no  fault  in  the  drainage.  The 
well  was  situated,  like  all  old  wells,  at  the  back  door,  where  slops, 
etc.,  are  thrown  out.

— I  think  we  have  had  no  disease  of  sufficient  pre- 
valence to  be  entitled  to  the  term  epidemic — although  in  the 
spring  months  I  saw  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of  German 
measles,  and  this  fall  several  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  which  assumed 
a  severe  type,  but  no  deaths  so  far. 

Typhoid  Fever. — I  have  seen  more  typhoid  cases  this  year  than 
in  any  one  year  since  1876,  at  which  time  I  commenced  practice 
here.  Could  not  say  I  found  its  cause  in  any  given  case  to  be 
from  foul  water  or  other  local  conditions,  some  of  the  cases  occur- 
ring in  the  most  salubrious  and  cleanly  parts  of  the  town. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Decidedly  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  bronchial  affections  and  rheu- 
matic fever  in  the  colder  months,  and  rather  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  dysenteric  and  other  affections  of  the  intestinal  tract, 
during  the  summer  and  early  autumnal  months.  Taking  every- 
thing into  consideration,  it  has  been  a  tolerably  unhealthy  and 
consequently  fairly  profitable  season.

Epidemics. — The  epidemic  of  remittent  fever  began  in  the  second 
week  of  September  and  lasted  about  a  month.  The  duration  of 
the  disease  varied,  being  from  two  to  four  weeks,  and  character- 
ized by  the  following  symptoms  :  The  attack  came  on  suddenly 
with  acute  pain  in  the  epigastric  region,  attended  by  vomiting  of 
bile,  and  in  some  cases  purging,  high  fever,  from  102°-104°  fol- 
lowed by  profuse  sweating,  no  chill ;  but  chilly  sensations  running 
up  and  down  the  spine.  Daily  remissions — tenderness  for  several 
days  in  epigastric  region.  Dizziness  on  attempting  to  get  out  of 
bed.  The  attacks  left  patients  very  weak  and  convalescence  was 
protracted.  Quinine  and  mercurials  gave  the  best  results.  In 
1883  there  were  only  two  pronounced  cases  of  remittent  fever  in 
Westport,  and  both  of  them  lived  not  more  than  three  rods  apart, 
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diagonally  across  the  main  street.  There  is  a  small  stream  running 
near  the  houses  occupied  by  the  patients  into  which  the  refuse 
from  a  tannery  empties  at  one  end,  and  the  sewage  of  two  adja- 
cent houses  farther  down ;  any  one  passing  the  street  could  detect 
the  foul  emanation  from  the  stream,  especially  at  night.  The 
fact  that  there  were  only  these  two  cases,  and  both  similarly  loca- 
ted, almost  proves  the  causation  to  be  in  the  said  stream. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Very  much  less  than  in  former  years.  No 
cases  so  far  this  year. 

Malarial  Diseases. — More  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Various  forms  of  malaria,  a  few  cases  of 
scarlatina  and  measles,  pneumonia,  bronchites,  influenza,  cholera 
morbus  and  dysentery.

Typhoid  Fever. — Only  two  or  three  cases  of  a  mild  type  ;  the 
enteric  irritation  very  slight,  as  were  also  the  nervous  and  ataxic 
troubles.  I  think  two  of  the  eases,  being  mother  and  daughter, 
may  have  originated  in  the  occupancy  of  an  old  store  building  as 
a  tenement,  the  well  being  in  the  cellar  ;  they  occupied  the  upper 
story,  having  access  through  the  lower  store-room  where  the  air 
was  quite  foul  and  dead. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  think  less  ;  scarcely  any. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — There  is  no  disease  that  we  could  specify 
as  prevalent,  in  fact  it  has  been  a  year  of  quite  general  health. 
Treatment  of  above  fever  cases,  no  doubt,  is  obvious;  ventilation 
and  general  sanitary  measures,  with  diet,  mineral  acids,  anodynes, 
etc.;  result,  recovery;  duration  about  three  weeks.

Epidemics. — The  only  epidemic  of  special  note  has  been  an 
outbreak  of  bronchitis,  involving  the  smaller  tubes,  which  was  of 
considerable  extent,  and  quite  severe.  There  were  a  few  deaths, 
among  them  some  young,  robust  persons.  The  disease  was  princi- 
pally confined  to  the  village  of  Bantam  Falls.  A  few  of  the  cases 
had  catarrhal  pneumonia.  Generally  there  was  increased  reso- 
nance, or,  at  least,  it  was  not  diminished  ;  respirations  frequent ; 
temperature  high,  etc.  Its  interstitial  character  was  shown  by  the 
severity  of  its  constitutional  symptoms  and  the  slow  convalescence. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Typhoid  fever  has  been  almost  entirely  absent 
this  season.  I  do  not  know  of  a  single  undoubted  case  having 
occurred  within  the  limits  of  the  town. 

Malarial  Diseases. — The  towns  of  Litchfield  and  Goshen  are 
and  always  have  been  singularly  exempt  from  malarial  diseases. 
They  are  never  met  with  except  in  the  persons  of  our  summer 
visitors  or  those  residents  who  have  been  visiting  in  malarial 
districts.  They  don't  enter  into  our  calculations  at  all  ;  there  is 
no  more  nor  less  than  in  1883,  and  that  was  none  at  all. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Dysentery  in  a  mild  form  was  unusually 
prevalent,  and  lasted  until  very  late  in  the  season  ;  some  few  cases 
only  just  convalescent  at  this  date,  November  15.  With  the 
exception  of  the  epidemic  of  bronchitis,  above  referred  to,  this 
has  been  the  most  common  and  noticeable  complaint.

There  have 
been  more  cases  of  intermittent  fever  and  fewer  of  remittent  type. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — On  the  whole,  the  year  has  been  an 
unusually  healthy  one  for  Thoniaston.  In  the  early  spring  we 
had  fewer  cases  of  pneumonia  than  usual,  none  proving  fatal,  so 
far  as  I  can  recollect.  In  the  summer  months  there  were  fewer 
cases  of  enteric  disease  among  infants  than  in  1883.  This  fall 
has  been  very  remarkable  for  the  scarcity  of  cases  of  continued 
fever  of  every  variety.  I  have  had  only  two  such  cases  so  far, 
but  usually  I  have  seen  twenty  or  thirty  such  cases.  Other  phy- 
sicians here  tell  me  the  same  in  regard  to  their  experience.  I 
think  we  have  had  more  cases  of  phthisis  reaching  a  fatal  termina- 
tion than  in  some  former  years.  Rheumatism  is  certainly  on  the 
increase.  A  few  cases  of  scarlatina  have  been  imported  from 
other  places,  but  the  disease  got  no  foothold.  Two  cases  of  diph- 
theria proved  fatal  in  the  spring,  but  they  were  brought  in  from 
a  large  city. 


Toerington. — L.  H.  Wood,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Abscess.  It  is  probably  a  little  unusual  to  describe 
abscess  as  epidemic,  but  five  of  our  cases  occurred  at  so  nearly 
the  same  time  as  to  raise  an  inquiry  in  my  mind  as  to  whether 
they  might  not  be  due  to  some  atmospheric  agency.  There  were 
four  perityphlytic,  one  lumbar,  one  of  abdominal  walls  opened  at 
umbilicus,  two  of  breast,  one  connected  with  ovary. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Not  very  different  than  last  year.  Perhaps 
rather  more.  Eleven  well-marked  cases  of  typhoid  ;  used  water 
from  wells  sunk  in  soil,  contaminated  by  cesspool  and  privy  vaults. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Rather  more  than  less  than  for  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  malaria,  typho-malarial  and 
typhoid  fevers,  and  dysentery  and  cholera  infantum  during  hot 
months.

Epidemics. — Influenzas,  pneumonia. 

Typhoid  lever. — We  have  had  none  this  year. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  have  seen  very  few  cases  this  year. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Mostly  influenza,  pneumonia  and  mumps. 

Washington. — Orlando  Brown,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  formerly. 

Malarial  Diseases. — No  malarial  disease  has  occurred  except 
three  or  four  cases  in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  near  a  mill  pond, 
and  a  few  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Waraumaug. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Diphtheria  and  pneumonia. 

Watertown. — W.  S.  Munger,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — A  few  cases  of  typhoid  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  apparently  the  last  end  of  last  fall's.  Only  one  fatal  case, 
and  that  in  a  damp  underground  room. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  ten  to  twenty-five  years  ago.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  be  assured  of  any  local  cause  in  particular 
producing  the  disease,  it  occurring  in  all  localities  and  among  all 
classes. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  think  about  the  same  as  usual ;  not  a 
great  many. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Rheumatism,  bronchial  troubles  of  vari- 
ous kinds,  diarrhoeal  diseases,  including  a  little  dysentery,  but 
nothing  marked  or  general. 

Winchester.— J.  W.  Bid  well,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — There  has  been  none  except  whooping  cough 
which  has  been  much  inclined  to  stay  or  return  with  slight  provo- 
cation. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less.  Materially  so.  For  some  years,  I  have 
more  often  found  the  cause  most  apparent,  a  foul,  damp  cellar, 
with  decaying  vegetables,  or  decomposing  boards  for  enclosed 
walls. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Not  more,  I  should  say  some  less  than  in 
1883. 
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Prevalent  Diseases. — Inflammatory  diseases,  affecting  mostly 
the  mucous  membranes,  kidneys,  etc.  Inflammations  of  the  air 
passages,  causing  bronchial  pneumonia,  bronchites  and  catarrh  in 
adults  with  laryngismus  stridulus,  etc.,  in  children,  have  been 
unusually  common  early  in  the  season,  as  they  are  also  this 
autumn  ;  however  they  are  not  very  severe,  or  seldom  pi*ove  fatal. 
Consumptives  have  suffered  much  from  this  climatic  condition, 
but  I  do  not  see  an  unusual  increase  of  incipient  tubercular  dis- 
ease. 


MIDDLESEX  COUNTY. 

Chatham,  Middle  Haddam.— A.  B.  Worthington,  M.D. 

Epidemics^— No,  unless  an  increase  of  neuralgia  and  rheuma- 
tism may  be  called  so.  I  have  had  more  rheumatism  and  neuralgia 
during  the  past  year  than  in  any  three  years  before.  I  am  unde- 
cided whether  it  is  the  result  of  malaria  or  not.  We  are  having 
much  less  of  well  marked  malaria  than  we  had  two  or  three  years 
ago,  but  perhaps  more  in  certain  localities  than  we  had  last  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  frequent.  I  have  had  but  few  cases 
until  the  middle  of  October,  then  a  few  cases;  but  all  yielded 
readily. 

Malarial  Diseases. — More  just  now,  but  less  than  in  1881  and 
1882. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Rheumatism  and  neuralgia. 


Chester.— S.  W.  Turner,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — For  nine  years,  since  the  prevalence  of  mala- 
rial diseases  there  has  been  very  little  typhoid.  I  have  had 
almost  none. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less,  although  rheumatism  and  neuralgic 
diseases,  resulting  from  malaria  have  been  more  prevalent. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — There  has  been  no  prevailing  disease  ; 
less  dysentery  ;  less  summer  complaints  of  children.  In  fact 
very  little  serious  disease  in  acute  form.  Some  pneumonia  ;  a 
few  cases  of  croup.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Has  prevailed  very  little  since  the  advent  of 
intermittent. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pulmonary  and  bilious  diseases  of  mala- 
rial type.

Epidemics. — None. 
Typhoid  Fever. — Less  prevalent. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  should    say  nearly  fifty  per  cent,   less 
than  in  1883. 


Durham. — R.  W.  Mathewson,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Diphtheria,  three  deaths,  not  in  my  practice. 

The  first  case ,  about  forty  years  old,  assisted  in  clean- 
ing a  foul  drain  at  the  Durham  Creamery  on  Saturday  ;  was 
taken  on  Sunday,  and  died  Thursday.  The  drain  was  foul  from 
buttermilk.  Two  young  women  died  in  the  same  neighborhood 
in  the  same  month.  Dr.  McGaughey  of  Wallingford  attended 
both  ;  I  did  not  attend  either  woman.  The  husband  of  one  had 
it  and  recovered,  is  now  paralyzed  partially. 

Typhoid  Fever. — About  the  same  as  usual,  no  deaths  in  my 
practice. 

Malarial  Diseases. — There  were  more,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  especially. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — The  mortality  in  Durham  has  been 
unusually  large  for  two  years,  more  than  two  per  cent,  of  popula- 
tion. The  deaths  from  chronic  diseases,  Cancer  takes  the  lead. 
In  chronic  disease  malaria  came  in  at  the  last  and  was  the  imme- 
diate cause  of  death. 

Two  young  people  have  become  insane  during  the  year,  hope- 
less cases.     Insanity  on  the  increase. 

The  south  half  of  Middlefield,  in  which  my  practice  extends,  is 
much  like  Durham  excepting  diphtheria. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  to  bowel  complaints,  dysentery, 
diarrhea,  and  cholera  morbus — none  fatal.

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  frequent  than  in  previous  years* 
Malarial  Diseases. — Less  of  the  acute  form  than  in  1883. 
Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia,  rheumatism  (sub-acute),  inter- 
mittent fever,  dysentery,  malarial  disorders. 


Haddam. — M.  C.  Hazen,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — No  general  epidemic  has  prevailed  in  Haddam 
during  the  year  1884.  In  the  northern  part  of  the  town  during 
winter  and  spring  months  scarlatina  and  diphtheria  prevailed 
somewhat  and  there  were  quite  a  number  of  fatal  cases  from 
each. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  have  been  fewer  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  than  usual. 

Malarial  Diseases. — There  has  been  less  malarial  trouble  than 
for  many  years — considerably  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — It  has  been  an  unusually  healthy  year,  the 
most  prevalent  diseases  have  been  pneumonia  and  kindred 
catarrhal  troubles. 


Moodus.—  A.  W.  Bell,  M.D. 

Diphtheria. — The  first  case  of  diphtheria  that  came  under  my 
care  was  on  the  18th  of  June,  after  which  I  saw  no  more  until 
about  the  middle  of  July,  from  that  time  there  were  some  fifty  or 
sixty  cases  up  to  the  first  week  in  November.  The  majority  were 
of  a  mild  type.  There  have  been,  I  think,  seven  deaths  ;  the  first 
on  the  fourteenth  day  from  cardiac  thrombus  ;  the  second,  in  a 
child  with  a  scrofulous  diathesis,  succumbed  on  the  fifth  day  ; 
the  third  died  on  the  fourteenth  day  from  asthema  ;  the  fourth  on 
the  tenth  day,  having  entensive  enlargements  of  the  sub-maxil- 
liary  glands  and  overwhelmed  by  the  diphtheritic  poison  ;  the 
fifth  .died  on  the  same  day  from  apparently  the  same  cause  as  the 
fourth.  The  two  remaining  cases  were  not  under  my  care  except 
at  the  commencement,  the  first  for  five  days  and  the  second  I  saw 
but  once,  as  I  was  then  taken  with  the  disease  myself.  The  first 
of  these  two  lived  about  one  month  from  the  commencement  of 
the  attack,  most  of  the  time  under  the  care  of  an  irregular  ;  the 
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second  was  taken  on  September  30th,  and  recovered  sufficiently  to 
be  about  and  work  in  a  cotton  mill,  but  was  obliged  to  leave  on 
account  of  weakness  and  attacks  of  vertigo.  She  died  November 
16th,  so  that  but  six  have  died  from  the  effects  directly.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  in  this  village  were  on  or  near  the  banks  of 
a  stream  which  furnishes  the  power  for  twelve  cotton  mills.  This 
stream  is  supplied  by  three  reservoirs,  one  situated  to  the  north- 
east and  the  second  to  the  southeast,  some  two  or  three  miles 
from  the  village.  These  two  empty  into  the  third,  which  has  been 
constructed  within  the  past  two  years  and  contains  considerable 
decaying  vegetable  matter.  There  were  also  about  a  dozen  cases 
about  a  mile  south  of  the  village  away  from  this  stream.  A  lady 
who  attended  the  funeral  of  her  sister's  child,  dying  of  diphtheria, 
and  was  at  the  house  some  days,  had  a  child  of  her  own  sick  with 
it,  followed  by  three  children  living  in  the  same  house,  and  these 
followed  by  the  sickness  of  four  children  in  a  neighboring  house, 
and  finally  by  a  mother  and  her  four  children  at  another  neigh- 
bor's. There  have  been  several  cases  at  a  village  some  three  and 
a  half  miles  south  in  this  town,  which  I  had  nothing  to  do  with 
and  can  give  no  report  of.  I  examined  the  premises  thoroughly 
in  several  cases  and  found  them  in  good  sanitary  condition.  The 
worst  place  of  any,  and  where  there  were  eight  cases  in  the  same 
house,  the  house  was  very  much  shaded  so  that  the  sun  never 
shone  on  the  parts  usually  occupied  by  the  family.  Several  of 
the  cases  have  been  tardy  in  recovering  the  voice,  and  perhaps 
three  or  four  have  had  trouble  with  the  eyes  ;  one  had  internal 
strabismus  and  the  others  complained  of  the  letters  being  blurred 
when  they  attempted  to  read.  I  can't  give  the  proportion,  but  in 
quite  a  number,  the  membrane  extended  to  the  nose,  and  in  one 
of  my  cases  it  seemed  to  extend  to  the  larynx.  In  one  case  (my- 
self) it  covered  the  buccal  mucous  membrane  and  extended,  pre- 
sumably, to  the  larynx,  as  the  voice  was  reduced  to  a  whisper, 
and  with  difficulty  could  articulate  then.  I  have  omitted  to  men- 
tion of  one  case,  the  second  that  occurred.  I  was  called  to  see  it 
July  18th  and  saw  it  only  that  day,  being  called  out  of  town,  and 
the  case  fell  into  another's  hands.  The  child  lived  until  the 
second  week  and  died  from  exhatistion.  Including  this  it  makes 
eight  deaths  out  of  about  sixty  cases,  the  majority  of  whom  ran 
the  usual  course.  Some  of  the  cases  had  but  little  membrane 
and  quite  an  amount  of  the  febrile  and  prostrating  effect  of  the 
disease.     The  treatment  was  usually  tinct.  iron  applied  locally  in 
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form  of  gargle,  chlorate  potass,  steam,  permanganate  potass,  tannic 
acid  and  alcohol.  Stimulants,  quinine  and  iron  being  used  as 
general  treatment,  with  milk,  beef,  eggs,  etc. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Have  not  seen  a  case  in  town  this  year. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  was  not  here  in  1883,  but  judging  from 
reports,  should  say  they  were  decreasing. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Pneumonia  in  the  spring  and  diphtheria 
in  August,  September,  and  October. 

Middletown. — D.  A.  Cleveland,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Whooping  cough.  It  has  been  general  through 
the  community,  and  so  far  as  my  observation  has  extended,  it  has 
been  very  severe. 

TypJwid  Fever. — Neither  more  or  less  than  formerly. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Should  say  less  frequent  than  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Malarial. 

Portland. — C.  E.  Hammond,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever,  mild. 

Typhoid  Fever. — More  than  in  former  years. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — During  the  winter  and  spring  months  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratory  organs  have  been  more  frequent  than 
usual,  with  a  much  larger  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia,  gener- 
ally of  a  typhoid  type.  February  and  March  we  had  quite  an 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  of  a  mild  form.  Several  of  the  schools 
were  closed  for  a  few  weeks.  In  April  it  abated,  but  has  lingered 
along  with  diphtheria  until  the  present  time.  There  has  been  more 
typhoid  fever  here  than  in  former  ye'ars  and  less  malarial  diseases. 
In  August  and  September,  dysentery  and  cholera-infantum  pre- 
vailed much  more  than  usual.  The  mortality  was  larger  with 
children  the  past  season  than  it  has  been  for  several  years. 

Saybrook. — E.  Bidwell,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — A  few  cases  of  continued  fever  have  occurred 
scarcely  worthy  of  being  called  typhoid,  yet  presenting  some  of 
its  symptoms. 
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Malarial  Diseases. — The  sick  list  may  be  said  to  have  been 
composed  of  a  lessened  number  of  cases  of  malaria,  as  compared 
with  former  years. 

Prevailing  Diseases.  —  Two  cases  of  cerebral  meningitis  in 
young  children,  each  accompanied  with  effusion  and  resulting  in 
death,  one  after  three  weeks  and  the  other  after  four  weeks  from 
the  date  of  the  attack.  An  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  one  family 
of  four  children.  Three  of  the  children  were  seriously  ill,  one 
of  which  died.  The  fourth,  a  delicate  girl,  aged  about  eight 
years,  was  but  slightly  affected.  I  need  not  say  that  the  hygienic 
surroundings  were  not  of  the  best.  A  small  old  house  much  out 
of  repair,  with  a  sink  spout  emptying  into  a  puddle  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  house. 

Westbrook. — T.  B.  Bloomfield,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Dysentery  to  a  limited  extent  only. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  than  in  previous  years. 

Malarial  Diseases. — This  fall  malaria  seems  to  have  taken  a 
fresh  start  and  no  intermittent  cases  have  been  seen,  all  are 
restricted  in  type.  I  have  noticed  an  absence  of  typhoid  symp- 
toms in  all  these  cases,  and  yet  they  were  long  in  getting  around 
in  nearly  all  the  cases,  longer  than  seemed  necessary. 

Prevale?it  Diseases. — Remittent  types  of  malaria  and  dysen- 
tery among  the  children  brought  here  from  abroad  this  summer, 
cholera  infantum  did  not  rage.  This,  in  my  experience  in  this 
section  for  eight  years,  is  noteworthy,  as  I  have  generally  been 
kept  busy  in  the  summer  mainly  with  this  disease,  'while  during 
the  past  season  only  two  cases  came  under  my  care  and  required 
very  little  attention. 
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TOLLAND  COUNTY. 

Bolton. — C.  F.  Sumner,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — None. 

Typhoid  Fever. — About  the  usual  number  of  cases. 

Malarial  Diseases. — We  have  but  very  little  malaria  in  this 
town. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — We  have  had  no  deaths  among  children 
this  year.  From  paralysis,  1  ;  old  age,  1  ;  phthisis,  1  ;  typhoid 
fever,  1.     Pneumonia,  dysentery,  a  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

Coventry — South  Coventry. — H.  S.  Dean,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Bronchitis  and  inflammatory  diarrhoea  among 
children. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Two  cases,  one  fatal  occurred  in  a  house 
under  which  the  contents  of  the  pipe  attached  to  the  sink  accu- 
mulated, and  made  a  very  filthy  place.  Possibly  the  typhoid 
germs  developed  there. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Have  lessened  since  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — Last  spring  and  during  the  last  six  weeks 
quite  a  large  number  of  cases  of  bronchitis  occurred  in  this  place. 
During  the  three  months  commencing  about  the  first  of  last 
August,  or  a  little  earlier,  there  were  in  this  vicinity  some 
twenty-five  or  thirty  cases  of  inflammatory  diarrhoea  among 
children.  Cases  of  pharyngitis,  or  mild  diphtheria,  as  the  disease 
is  often  called,  have  been  common  here  for  several  years.  No 
fatal  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  this  place  to  my  knowl- 
edge during  the  last  ten  years,  unless  a  few  cases  of  croup  can 
be  rightly  called  diphtheritic.  We  are  having  a  very  healthy 
time  just  now,  the  bronchitis,  etc.,  seeming  to  have  disappeared. 

Mansfield. — F.  E.  Johnson,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Measles  ;  no  fatal  cases. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Not  so  many  cases  as  usual,  and  of  a  mild 
type. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Have  not  heard  of  a  case,  either  in  1883 
or  1884. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Catarrhal  diseases,  tonsilitis,  influenza, 
etc.     Has  been  very  little  sickness  in  this  town  this  year. 
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Stafford. — Wm.  N.  Cdark,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — No  epidemic  has  prevailed  in  this  town  to  any 
extent  for  a  great  number  of  years.  This  locality  is  regarded 
as  usually  very  healthy. 

Typhoid  Fever. — This  disease  appears  sporadically  every  year, 
more  or  less.  There  have  been  comparatively  but  few  cases  in 
town  this  season.  Rather  more  fatal  cases  in  propoi-tion,  I  think, 
than  is  usual.  Our  town  is  quite  mountainous,  or  hilly,  and  we 
have  in  general  very  pure  water.  Some  wells  contain  what  is 
called  '•'  hard  water,"  but  nothing  that  is  regarded  as  unhealthy. 
We  have  many  excellent  springs  arising  at  the  base  of  high 
and  ranging  hills,  affording  abundance  of  very  pure  water.  Many 
districts  are  supplied  with  this  water  in  aqueducts. 

Malarial  Diseases. — There  are  many  cases  called  "  malaria  " 
nowadays,  which,  in  my  opinion,  are  not  malaria,  and  the  cause 
for  the  symptoms  of  the  so-called  disease  should  be  sought  for 
locally  in  some  important  organs  of  the  system,  and  treated  as 
local  obstructions,  based  on  a  skillful  diagnosis  ;  then,  I  think,  the 
difficulties  which  many  have  in  managing  those  cases  of  so-called 
"  malaria  "  would  be  got  along  with  very  much  sooner  and  easier 
for  all  concerned.  In  this  hilly  country  of  ours  we  should  hardly 
expect  the  air  we  breathe  could  be  so  impregnated  with  miasma  to 
generate  that  disease  which  is  denominated  "malaria."  That 
name  seems  to  include  (in  many  cases)  all  those  cases  that  are 
difficult  to  diagnose. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — There  have  been  no  particular  diseases 
prevailing  since  January  1  to  any  extent. 


Stafford  Springs.— C.  B.  Newton,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Measles  and  whooping  cough. 

We  had  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  winter  of  1883-4 
and  soon  became  general  throughout  the  town.  Was  nothing  of 
malignancy  in  its  character.  The  principal  thing  we  had  to  guard 
against,  being  in  winter  season,  was  bronchial  and  pneumonic 
complications  from  exposure  to  colds  and  rapid  chilling  of  the 
patient.  Except  from  these  causes  were  no  fatalities  so  far  as  I 
know.  Found  the  disease  most  prevalent  in  the  tenement  houses, 
where  no  regard  was  given  to  isolation  of  sick  from  the  well,  and  of 
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course  in  many  cases  this  was  difficult,  and  the  appearance  of  a 
single  case  in  a  tenement  house  of  many  families  and  many 
children  always  signified  measles  to  all  those  liable  to  the  disease. 
Whooping  Cough  also  prevailed  quite  extensively  later  in  the 
season.  Disease  confined  to  infants  and  children.  In  this  class 
had  some  fatal  cases  from  broncho-pneumonia  and  capillary  bron- 
chitis as  complications. 

Typhoid  Fever  visited  us  in  early  fall,  as  usual  ;  hence  its  best 
descriptive  name",  autumnal  fever,  as  it  appears  with  early  days  of 
autumn  and  begins  to  subside  as  winter  approaches.  I  have  often 
noticed  that  a  certain  atmospherical  condition  of  burning  hot  sun 
at  midday,  and  a  rapid  decline  of  temperature  just  as  the  sun 
touches  the  horizon,  seems  to  inaugurate  this  fever,  and  persons 
especially  liable  to  contract  it  are  those  who  most  expose  them- 
selves to  these  changes.  Exposure  they  take  in  June  and  July 
with  impunity  is  attended  with  danger  in  September. 

If  a  medical  almanac  were  arranged  after  that  of  old  Dr. 
Thomas  we  would  write  upon  the  September  page  "  Look  out  for 
typhoid  fever  about  this  time,"  beginning  at  the  top  of  the  column. 
The  best  prophylactic  is  no  doubt  flannel  worn  next  to  the  skin 
and  extra  clothing  at  sunset,  also  paying  regard  to  diet.  Why 
this  disease  prevails  most  at  this  season  is  a  question.  If  from 
micro-germs  they  are  certainly  more  virulent  and  abundant  then. 
If  germinal  solely,  attention  to  the  vital  functions  of  the  skin 
would  not  avail  to  repel  the  disease.  One  thing  is  evident,  the 
greater  the  exposure  to  climatic  influences  and  changes,  the  greater 
the  danger,  and  not  so  much  regarding  filth  conditions.  We  find 
this  fever  in  a  house  upon  high  ground,  sanitary  conditions  as  per- 
fect as  our  present  knowledge  allows,  water  from  the  well  coming 
up  from  bed  rock  by  blasting  ;  wall  of  the  well  laid  up  in  water 
cement  from  the  rock  ;  water  tight  to  surface  drainage,  and  well 
guarded  at  the  top.  Sewerage  perfect,  carefully  trapped ;  its 
exit  into  a  stream  fifty  rods  away  ;  no  piggery  or  other  nuisances. 
Surface  water  flowing  from  the  house  all  around.  The  children 
had  not  been  in  sick  room  and  had  hot  been  away  ;  three  of  them 
were  attacked  with  this  fever,  the  parents  and  attendants  escaping, 
the  children  were  attacked  about  the  same  time  ;  no  other  cases 
near  and  had  not  been  for  ten  or  twelve  years  ;  the  house  new  ; 
we  could  perceive  no  foul  smell ;  the  cause  was  so  well  hidden 
that  it  could  not  be  found  unless  in  the  fact  that  they  kept  their 
rooms  at  too  high  temperature  and  insufficient  ventilation;  and 
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when  the  chills  of  the  early  September  evenings  came,  the  differ- 
ence of  the  indoor  and  out-of-door  temperature  was  not  fully  met 
with  extra  clothing.  We  also  find  no  fever  among  people  who 
have  the  most  insalutary  surroundings.  The  city  of  Springfield, 
Mass.,  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Ludlow  reservoir  which 
has  the  taste,  color,  and  smell  of  water  from  a  swampy  source,  yet 
the  physicians  there  do  not  report  unusual  prevalence  of  this 
fever  since  its  introduction  many  years  ago.  In  the  fields  of  re- 
search for  microscopic  organisms,  it  is  evidently  not  certainly 
known  at  the  present  time  in  what  soil  typhoid  germs  do  best 
germinate.  They  may  originate  even  within  the  intestinal  tract, 
and  inflammation  of  the  glands  of  Peyer  result,  something  as  the 
mucor  mucedo  attacks  vegetable  and  animal  substances  under 
favoring  conditions  of  decay — this  zymotic  action  favored  by 
diseased  conditions  from  unsuitable  foods  and  exposure — or  a  fer- 
mentation analogous  to  that  of  sugar  under  the  influence  of  the 
growing  yeast  plant. 

Typhoid  lever. — Don't  think  there  has  been  much  change  in 
its  frequency. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Fully  as  much  ;  don't  think  it's  increasing  ; 
is  in  a  mild  form. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Whooping  cough  and  measles. 


Tolland.— W.  H.  Clark,  M.D. 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever  and  measles  have  been  quite  preva 
lent.  The  former  have  been  mostly  of  the  mild  form,  with  some 
few  cases  of  malignant. 

Typhoid  Fever. — About  the  usual  number  of  cases. 

Malarial  Diseases. — About  the  same  as  in  1883. 

Prevalent  Diseases. — Scarlet  fever,  measles,  dysentery.

Epidemics. — Parotidites.  The  special  features  of  this  epidemic 
were,  first,  high  temperature,  rapid  pulse,  with  what  Professor 
Flint  tei*ms  an  unusual  accompaniment,  viz  :  swelling,  pain  and 
soreness  of  the  testes.  This  was  very  marked,  and,  indeed,  1 
thought  much  of  the  fever  was  due  to  this  ;  it  accompanied  every 
case  with  the    exception   of   two  little   boys  from  five  to  sevei. 
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yeai-s  old.  This  epidemic  commenced  in  the  north  part  of  the 
town  and  spread  south  and  west. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Typhoid  fever  occurs  but  rarely,  due  much, 
no  doubt,  to  the  absence  of  small  lakes,  or  ponds.  It  is  on  very 
high  ground,  some  parts  of  it  being  the  highest  point  of  land  east 
of  the  Connecticut  river. 

Malarial  Diseases. — By  much  inquiry  I  ascertained  that  back 
some  time  in  the  year  1800  one  case  of  malarial  fever  occurred  ; 
this,  probably,  was  brought  from  a  distance.  Occasionally  a 
case  of  fever  and  ague  comes  from  a  distance  ;  no  cases  originate 
in  this  town. 


Verjston  (including  Rockvilxe). 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever.  Not  extensive  (about  150  cases); 
mostly  mild  ;  about  5  per  cent,  of  deaths.  The  epidemic  has  been 
scattered,  and  but  few  cases  at  any  one  time. 

Typhoid  Fever. — More,  I  think,  than  in  former  years.  Eight 
or  ten  cases  have  occurred  within  twenty  rods  of  each  other. 
Sink  drains  from  some  two  or  three  dozen  families  on  a  higher 
street  were  conducted  down  and  along  Main  street  in  an  open 
ditch  in  which  sink  water  was  running  every  hour  in  the  day.  On 
both  sides  of  this  street  occurred  as  many  as  ten  cases.  A  family 
of  emigrants,  recently  arrived,  suffered  most.  Every  one,  four  in 
all,  of  that  family  died.  Want  of  care  and  non-acclimation  to  our 
climate  were  doubtless  causes  of  the  fatality.  It  is  fair  to  say 
that  the  aforesaid  ditches  of  sink  water  have  been  properly  cared 
for  at  private  and  public  expense. 

Malarial  Diseases. — I  think  less  than  in  1883. 

Prevailing  Diseases. — With  the  ordinary  occurring  nearly 
everywhere,  there  have  been  rather  an  unusual  number  of  cases 
of  apoplexy,  also  considerable  chronic  rheumatism. 


CASES   ILLUSTRATING   THE   PROPAGATION   OF 

Typhoid  Fever,

Typhoid  Fever. 


The  following-facts,  illustrating  the  origin  of  typhoid  fever  from 
foul  drinking  water,  were  partially  prepared  for  publication  three 
years  ago :  x 

On  the  27th  of  February  I  was  called  to  see  a  family  living  five 
miles  out  of  the  city  in  a  secluded  spot  one-fourth  of  a  mile  off 
from  the  main  road,  their  nearest  neighbor  being  one-eighth  of  a 
mile  distant,  and  the  next  nearest  neighbor  one-half  of  a  mile 
distant. 

The  house  was  situated  on  the  brow  of  a  hill  and  near  its  crest. 
The  hill  presented  a  sharp  declivity,  broken  only  by  a  narrow 
plateau  on  a  line  with  the  house.  The  house  was  a  one-story 
structure  with  a  basement  opening  to  the  east. 

I  found  the  father  aged  42  years,  and  the  oldest  son  aged  16 
years,  both  sick.  The  former  had  been  sick  two  days,  and  the 
latter  four  days,  both  with  such  symptoms  as  led  me  to  suspect  the 
invasion  of  typhoid  fever.  And  without  going  into  details  of  each 
day's  record,  I  will  simply  say  my  suspicions  were  confirmed  in 
relation  to  these  two  cases,  and  together  with  those  which  followed, 
presented  in  a  large  measure  the  pathognomonic  symptoms  of 
typhoid  fever. 

The  order  of  invasion  was  as  follows  :  One  on  the  23d,  and  one 
on  the  25th  of  February,  two  March  1st,  one  March  7th,  one 
March  8th,  and  one  March  19th,  making  seven  in  all,  father  and 
mother  and  five  children,  ranging  in  ages  from  six  to  forty-two 
years. 

When  those  came  down  March  1st  I  began  to  cast  about  for  a 
cause  for  the  appearance  of  the  disease,  which  promised  to  and  did 
run  through  the  entire  family. 

Commencing  within  doors  I  noticed  that  the  house  was  clean 
and  tidy  in  all  its  parts.  The  ventilation  was  superabundant, 
the  outside  door  opening  directly  from  the  living  room,  with  a 
generous  space  between  the  bottom  of  the  door  and  the  thresh- 
hold.  The  old  windows  rattling  in  their  casings,  admitted  an 
abundance  of  keen  frosty  air,  and  the  whole  internal  problem  was 
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not  how  shall  ventilation  be  secured,  but  how  shall  the  cold  air  be 
kept  out  ? 

I  next  investigated  the  cellar,  which  I  found  clean  and  contain- 
ing no  offensive  material. 

I  next  turned  my  attention  to  the  out-of-door  surroundings. 
The  house  as  I  have  stated,  was  situated  near  the  crest  of  the  hill, 
extending  for  about  one  hundred  feet  south,  on  a  line  with,  and 
the  width  of  the  house  was  a  level  plateau,  from  one  side  of  which 
the  hill  rose  rather  abruptly,  and  on  the  side  and  crest  of  the  hill 
was  a  patch  of  raspberry  bushes.  From  the  other  side  of  the 
plateau  the  hill  descended  in  a  rather  sharp  declivity  to  the  ravine 
below.  Thirty  feet  from  the  house  and  near  the  upper  border  of 
the  plateau  was  situated  the  well  from  which  the  family  obtained 
their  water  supply.     On   examining  the  ground  above  the  well  I

found  that  there  were  two  miniature  water  courses  whose  location 
described  two  sides  of  a  triangle,  the  base  of  which  would  be 
thirty  or  forty  feet  long  upon  the  top  of  the  hill,  and  the  sides 
converging  to  a  point  within  a  few  inches  of  the  upper  side  of  the 
well.  The  space  within  the  triangle  gave  evidence  of  having  been 
washed  by  the  rains  and  the  water  having  been  conducted  to  the 
point  where  the  sides  of  the  triangle  met.  At  this  point  I  noticed 
a  small  hole  in  the  ground,  and  with  a  little  effort  I  broke  through 
the  crust  around  the  hole  and  revealed  a  cavity  about  two  feet  in 
diameter  which  extended  down  back  of  the  well-stones,  nearly  to 
the  level  of  the  water  in  the  well.     On  making  enquiry  about  the 
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disposition  of  the  house  slops,  I  learned  that  while  the  family  had 
been  generally  careful  to  pour  the  slops  where  they  would  run 
away  from  the  house,  they  had  during  the  previous  autumn 
emptied  some  of  them  upon  the  raspberry  patch  above  the  well  in 
order  to  enrich  the  earth.  The  consequence  was  that  the  heavy 
autumnal  rains  had  washed  this  material  down  the  hill  to  the 
point  where  the  two  water  courses  converged,  and  from  that  point 
it  had  found  its  way  into  the  well.  The  family  had  used  this 
water  for  drinking  as  well  as  for  all  other  purposes,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence seven  members  of  the  family  were  stricken  down  with 
typhoid  fever. 

The  disease  ran  a  severe  course  as  each  day's  record  shows. 
Fortunately  none  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

In  addition  I  would  say  :  the  family  had  lived  quietly  in  this 
place  since  the  previous  April.  They  had  enjoyed  good  health  up 
to  February  23  d,  and  had  not  seen  a  case,  or  been  exposed  to  the 
influence  of  typhoid  fever.

FIRST  AND  SECOND  NATIONAL  CONFERENCES  OF 
STATE  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 


As  the  delegate  from  the  Connecticut  Board  of  Health  to  attend 
these  gatherings,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  American  Public  Health  Association,  as  its  name  implies, 
is  an  organization  of  national  importance.  The  wide  range  of 
subjects  for  investigation  and  conference  is  only  limited  by  those 
which  concern  the  health  of  the  whole  American  public.  The 
association  is  the  national  outgrowth  and  product  of  the  extended 
and  growing  interest  in  public  health  questions.  It  is  the  reason- 
able and  appropriate  result  of  a  spontaneous  tendency  to  sanitary 
organization  for  the  better  and  more  systematic  effort  for  the 
improvement  of  public  health  of  cities,  towns  and  villages.  It  is 
the  effect  of  an  affinity  strongly  felt,  and  irresistibly  drawing 
together,  men  of  widely  different  pursuits  and  occupations  by  a 
common  interest,  to  organize  their  forces  and  defences  against  the 
common  enemy, — disease. 

The  American  Public  Health  Association  is  an  eminently  prac- 
tical body.  It  is  mostly  composed  of  representative  men  not  only 
of  the  medical  profession,  but  of  men  from  all  the  various  depart- 
ments of  learning  and  experience  by  which  sanitary  science  and 
the  public  health  service  are  promoted.  They  are  all  earnest  men, 
zealous  workers,  in  pursuit  of  definite  objects  ;  giving  their  time 
and  their  money  to  the  work  as  a  labor  of  love,  without  expecta- 
tion of  pecuniary  returns.  Active  sanitarians,  that  is,  those 
engaged  in  real  sanitary  work  as  health  officers  and  members  of 
boards  of  health,  in  the  United  States  and  many  in  Canada,  are 
members  of  this  Association.  The  membership  of  the  body  now 
numbers  nearly  100. 
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In  an  introductory  note  to  the  second  volume  of  papers  pub- 
lished by  the  Association,  the  secretary  dimly  predicted  an  event 
which  has  since  become  a  reality.  He  then  said,  "  the  necessity 
"  for  centrally  organized  and  harmonious  methods  of  enquiry  and 
"  action  concerning  exotic  and  contagious  diseases  must  eventu- 
"  ally  call  into  existence  a  national  conference  of  sanitary  officers? 
— Vol.  II.,  Public  Health  Reports,  p.  8  ;  introductory  note  by  Dr. 
Harris.  That  necessity  has  already  been  experienced — earlier, 
perhaps,  than  was  expected  by  him  who  predicted  it ;  so  great 
and  general  has  been  the  advance  in  practical  sanitary  work 
throughout  the  country.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  held 
one  year  ago  at  Detroit,  the  prophetic  words  of  the  late  Dr. 
Harris  took  form  in  the  meeting  of  delegates,  during  the  session, 
from  the  State  Boards  of  Health,  to  devise  some  methods  for 
concerted  action.  The  result  of  this  meeting  was  a  committee, 
of  which  our  late  secretary,  Dr.  Chamberlain,  was  the  chairman, 
appointed  "to  prepare  a  plan  to  secure  concerted  action  among 
"  State  Boards  of  Health,  and  a  closer  affiliation  of  State  Boards 
"with  the  Association,  so  that  something  could  be  gained  each 
"  year  in  practical  suggestions  and  improved  methods  by  compari- 
"  son  of  the  ways  taken  by  different  Boards  to  accomplish  similar 
"ends."  Under  the  direction  of  this  committee,  the  first  "Na- 
tional Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health "  was  held  in 
Washington,  May  7,  1884,  during  the  session  of  the  American 
Medical  Association.  At  this  first  conference  much  consideration 
was  given  to  the  form  which  the  organization  should  take,  and 
especially  to  avoid  the  danger  of  its  becoming  antagonistic  in  any 
degree  to  the  purposes  and  objects  of  the  American  Public  Health 
Association.  The  unanimous  desire  being  expressed  that  it 
should  in  no  way  supersede  that  body,  be  a  competitor,  or  at  all 
retard  the  efforts  or  diminish  the  interest  in  the  very  useful  work 
which  that  body  was  doing.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  believed 
that  the  new  organization  should  and  could  be  so  managed  that 
both  might  act  in  concert  harmoniously  and  effectively,  each  in 
its  own  way  as  the  auxilliary  of  the  other.  It  was  therefore 
concluded  to  organize  in  the  simplest  possible  way,  merely  by  the 
election  of  a  president  and  secretary. 

The  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks,  of  New  York,  was  elected  president 
and  Dr.  J.  McCormack,  of  Indiana,  secretary.  Considerable 
discussion  followed  on  plans  and  modes  of  work,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned  to  convene  again   in  Washington,  in    the   following 
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August,  but  for  satisfactory  reasons  the  meeting  was  not  held  at 
that  time,  and  the  second  conference  was  called  to  meet  at  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  on  the  13th  of  October,  the  day  previous  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Public  Health  Association. 

It  convened  on  that  day  at  Liederkranz  Hall,  and  held  daily 
sessions  on  the  13th,  14th  and  15th,  the  last  being  held  conjointly 
with  the  Public  Health  Association.  There  were  present,  on  the 
opening  of  the  conference,  the  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks  presiding, 
one  or  more  delegates  from  eighteen  different  State  Boards  of 
Health,  and  also  delegates  from  the  provincial  Board  of  Health 
of  Ontario,  Canada,  the  whole  number  being  twenty-eight.  Of 
the  New  England  States,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connec- 
ticut and  Rhode  Island  were  represented. 

The  president  opened  the  meeting  with  a  brief  address,  con- 
gratulating the  members  for  the  large  representation  present,  on 
the  rapid  growth  and  widespread  and  intelligent  interest  mani- 
fested in  sanitary  questions,  mentioning  that  in  his  own  State 
(New  York)  he  was  happy  to  say  that  local  organizations  have 
been  completed  in  900  towns,  in  nearly  every  one  of  the  240 
villages,  and  in  twenty-four  of  its  cities.  And  this  had  been 
'  accomplished  rather  by  persuasion  than  by  force,  although  the 
State  gave  them  unlimited  power  to  establish  organizations  in 
the  various  towns  and  villages. 

After  some  discussion  respecting  the  advisability  of  hearing 
papers,  or  reading  them  before  the  larger  body,  it  was  decided  to 
hear  the  papers  at  once  which  had  been  specially  prepared  for  this 
conference  read  and  considered. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Rauch,  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Illinois,  pre- 
sented the  first  paper.  It  was  an  earnest  argument  in  favor  of  the 
efficacy  of  vigilant  quarantine,  especially  with  reference  to  emi- 
grants from  infected  ports  ;  asserting,  as  the  result  of  his  long 
experience,  that  cholera  is  conveyed  chiefly  by  means  of  infected 
persons  and  their  baggage,  and  that  there  is  little  need  of  quar- 
antining merchandise,  rags,  etc.  He  also  spoke  emphatically  of 
the  rights  of  States,  declaring  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  of 
Illinois  had  the  power  and  the  purpose,  in  case  of  neglect  of  quar- 
antine in  regard  to  emigrants  at  New  Orleans  or  elsewhere,  in 
consequence  of  which  cholera  should  reach  St.  Louis,  to  close  the 
bridge  across  the  Mississippi  and  prohibit  travel  through  the 
State  from  that  city.  So,  also,  if  from  similar  neglect  in  Canada 
or  the  northern  parts  of  the  United  States  cholera  should  invade 
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the  country  on  the  other  side,  they  would  just  as  promptly  inter- 
cept railroad  passage  from  that  direction. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Lindsley,  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Tennessee, 
spoke  in  the  same  strain,  and  as  decidedly  with  reference  to  his 
State.  He  said :  "  The  people  of  Tennessee  have  given  the 
State  Board  of  Health  of  Tennessee  the  power,  if  one  case  of 
cholera  appears  in  Chicago,  of  stopping  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
way. If  one  case  of  cholera  occurs  in  New  Orleans,  the  State 
Board  will  stop  the  same  vehicle  from  the  South.  If  one  occurs 
in  New  York,  the  same  thing  will  happen,  and  six  great  lines  of 
transportation  from  North  to  South  and  at  least  a  billion  of  dollars 
will  be  stopped  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours." 

Dr.  Rauch,  in  his  paper,  went  on  to  say  : 

"  When  an  epidemic  actually  exists  and  industry  and  commerce 
are  paralyzed,  there  is  then  no  question  in  the  public  mind  as  to 
the  desirability  of  sanitation,  no  hesitancy  in  making  appropria- 
tion. But  Rabelais  told  us  nearly  400  years  ago  what  the  devil 
did  when  he  got  well.  The  Forty-eighth  Congress  adjourned  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  an  epidemic  was  staring  us  in  the  face,  after 
rendering  inoperative  all  previous  legislation  on  sanitary  matters. 
It  is  now  our  imperative  duty  as  sanitary  officers  to  awaken  public 
interest  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  epidemic  of  Asia 
to  our  shores." 

He  concluded  by  advising  that  Congress  be  urged  to  reorganize 
the  National  Board  of  Health,  or  to  provide  an  efficient  substitute 
supplied  with  ample  means  and  clothed  with  power  to  maintain 
an  effective  system  of  modern  sanitary  quarantine,  both  for  the 
exterior  seaports  and  also  for  the  great  highways  of  travel  by  rail 
and  river  ;  and  to  give  judicious  and  substantial  aid  to  States  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  epidemic  diseases  within  the  States 
themselves.  He  also  urged  the  importance  of  arousing  the  in- 
terest of  State  Legislatures  to  provide  such  legislation  as  will 
enable  local  health  organizations  to  best  combat  the  enemy. 

Dr.  Charles  Smart,  surgeon  of  the  United  States  Army  and 
member  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  next  read  a  paper, 
describing  generally  the  methods  of  disinfection  and  quarantine 
used  by  the  National  Board  of  Health. 

The  basis  of  their  rules  and  regulations  was  as  regards  the 
introduction  of  cholera,  certain  facts  regarded  as  established  and 
settled  ;  among  them  the  following  :  Cholera  is  caused  by  a 
specific  germ,  which  gemi  may  be  destroyed  and  made  harmless, 
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That  quarantine  detention  need  exist  no  longer  than  to  discover 
the  presence  of  such  germ  or  infection,  and  apply  the  necessary- 
means  for  disinfection.  That  ships  are  great  carriers  and  prop- 
agators of  infectious  diseases  and  the  modern  emigrant  ship  emi- 
nently so,  and  affords  an  extensive  and  most  fruitful  field  for  the 
cultivation  of  pestilence.  That  sanitary  service  should  begin 
before  the  loading  of  the  vessel  in  foreign  ports,  to  secure  a  clean 
vessel  and  an  uninfected  freight.  That  not  only  a  most  vigilant 
inspection  and  when  necessary,  isolation  and  disinfection  be  ob- 
served on  arriving  in  the  United  States,  but  in  cases  of  suspected 
pestilence,  detention  long  enough  to  cover  the  period  of  incuba- 
tion of  the  suspected  disease,  and  from  seaports  into  which  a 
pestilence  has  gained  admittance,  measures  should  be  adopted  to 
prevent  its  spreading  from  thence  to  other  places,  by  establishing 
sanitary  supervision  upon  sea  coast,  river  and  railroad  travel  and 
transportation. 

Dr.  Smart  is  a  sincere  believer  in  the  value  of  modern  quai*an- 
tine  with  the  known  appliances  for  disinfection  as  a  most  essential 
part  of  the  means  we  have  to  protect  the  country  from  an  epi- 
demic of  cholera. 

These  papers  elicited  a  free  discussion  on  the  topics  they  pre- 
sented, and  were  by  vote  referred  to  a  special  committee  which 
shall  consider  them  and  report  upon  them  on  the  following  day. 

The  Second  Day. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Chancellor,  of  Maryland,  presented  a  paper  to  the 
conference  defending  the  non-contagiousness  of  cholera  and  the 
uselessness  of  quarantine.  He  declared  that  the  experience  of  the 
world  had  demonstrated  the  failure  of  quarantine  efforts  and  its 
utter  inability  to  exclude  cholera  from  a  country.  Dr.  Chan- 
cellor cited  a  great  number  of  instances  of  the  total  inadequacy 
of  quarantine  as  a  protective  measure  ;  claiming  that  its  chief 
effects  were  to  derange  and  destroy  commerce,  and  give  to  the 
people  a  false  sense  of  security.  He  said  there  was  hardly  an 
instance  of  more  stupendous  folly  than  the  attempt  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  cholera  by  a  system  of  sanitary  cordons. 

He  insisted  that  the  only  practical  means  of  protection  con- 
sisted in  the  most  rigid  and  scrupulous  attention  to  the  conditions 
which  influence  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Our  chief  safety  lies 
in  making  our  sanitary  surroundings  as  nearly  unobjectionable  as 
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possible.  Sanitary  inspectors,  intelligent  and  thorough,  to  be 
multiplied  in  every  community  and  set  at  work  at  once.  Ventil- 
ation and  drainage  were  insisted  upon.  Temperance,  regularity 
of  habits  and  hygienic  living,  with  tranquility  of  mind,  were  the 
only  reliable  sources  of  safety. 

The  sentiments  of  Dr.  Chancellor's  paper  in  regard  to  quaran- 
tine met  with  but  little  favor,  although  all  endorsed  his  views  of 
the  importance  of  good  sanitation.  The  value  of  quarantine, 
managed  under  modern  ideas,  was  almost  unanimously  conceded 
to  be  a  means  of  safety  and  protection  which  it  would  be  criminal 
to  neglect. 

After  Dr.  Chancellor's  paper  was  read  and  discussed,  the  com- 
mittee to  which  was  referred  the  previous  papers  and  the  general 
subject  of  "  the  practical  work  required  for  the  prevention  of 
cholera  in  this  country,"  made  a  written  report. 

Dr.  Baker,  chairman  of  the  committee,  read  the  report,  in 
which  he  said  that  there  were  three  essential  factors  to  the  prev- 
alence of  cholera  :  First,  its  importation  by  ships  ;  Second,  local 
unsanitary  conditions,  and  Third,  persons  sick  with  it  or  things 
which  such  sick  persons  have  infected.  In  view  of  the  impend- 
ing invasion  of  cholera,  it  was  the  sense  of  the  committee  that 
the  Government  should  establish  an  effective  quarantine  system 
and  maintain  a  national  health  service  ;  should  appoint  medical 
officers  at  foreign  infected  ports,  to  give  timely  information  ; 
should  prevent  the  landing  of  emigrants  until  the  safety  of  it  was 
assured.  The  committee  approved  of  the  methods  advised  by  the 
National  Board  of  Health,  relating  to  the  quarantine  service  and 
sanitary  inspection.  The  committee  also  recommended  that 
where  indicated  State  sanitary  inspectors  should  be  appointed  to 
visit  all  towns  and  cities  especially  exposed  to  cholera  to  consult 
with  the  local  authorities  as  to  the  best  methods  of  protection. 
The  report  emphatically  urged  the  great  importance  of  a  vigorous 
prosecution  of  this  work  before  the  disease  reached  the  American 
shores.  And  finally  the  committee  recommended  that  this  con- 
ference meet  again  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  December,  to  influ- 
ence action  on  the  part  of  the  national  authorities,  and  it  was 
decided  by  vote  with  the  adoption  of  the  report,  to  meet  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  December. 

The  only  difference  of  opinion  developed  by  the  discussion 
related  to  the  efficacy  of  quarantine  and  the  requirements  needed, 
upon  all  other  essential  parts  of  the  report  the  conference  was 
unanimous. 
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Dr.  Covington,  of  Toronto,  Canada,  thought  that  although 
quarantine  might  not  prove  successful  in  wholly  excluding  the 
disease,  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  abolish  it,  and  lose  whatever 
advantages  it  could  confer.  The  quarantine  of  the  to-day  was 
very  different  from  the  barbarous  system  of  past  years,  which 
was  so  destructive  to  commerce  and  inimical  to  the  comforts  of 
those  quarantined. 

Dr.  Holt,  of  New  Orleans,  defined  quarantine  as  sanitation, 
that  modern  quarantine  related  chiefly  to  cleansing  and  disinfec- 
tion, and  need  not  with  modern  appliances  be  attended  with  long 
detention.  He  insisted,  however,  upon  a  most  vigilant  watchful- 
ness of  our  maritime  gateways  and  a  most  thorough  conscientious 
and  unrelenting  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  every  infected 
vessel  and  everything  it  contained. 

This  closed  the  separate  sessions  of  the  conference  of  State 
Boards.  Another  meeting,  conjointly  with  the  Public  Health 
Association,  was  held  on  the  following  afternoon. 

THE   AMERICAN  PUBLIC   HEALTH  ASSOCIATION. 

The  twelfth  annual  meeting  convened  promptly  at  10  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  14th  of  October,  and  was  called  to  order 
by  the  president,  Dr.  Albert  L.  Gihon,  medical  director  of  the 
United  States  Navy. 

Dr.  Spiegelhalter,  of  St.  Louis,  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Arrangements,  announced  an  extended  list  of  invitations  and 
entertainments  to  which  the  members  were  welcomed  by  the 
hospitality  of  the  citizens  of  St.  Louis. 

The  usual  routine  business  necessary  to  the  beginning  of  such 
conventions  being  transacted,  the  Association  proceeded  to  the 
hearing  of  papers  and  the  discussion  of  their  subjects. 

The  first  paper  read  was  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Chancellor,  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Maryland,  and  was  entitled 
"  The  Squalid  Dwellings  of  the  Poor  ;  a  Social  and  Sanitary 
Reproach." 

It  was  a  logical,  well  written  paper,  argumentative  and  sound 
in  its  premises  and  conclusions.  He  urged  that  overcrowding 
should  be  strictly  prohibited  under  a  heavy  penalty,  and  houses 
used  for  crime  at  once  closed.  Whenever  it  became  necessary  to 
purchase  unsanitary  houses  to  effect  public  improvements,  a  price 
should  only  be  paid  commensurate  with  the  letting  value  of  the 
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property  for  legitimate  purposes,  and  not  the  added  value  in  conse- 
quence of  the  owners'  winking  at  the  use  of  their  property  for 
illegal  and  immoral  purposes  or  in  consequence  of  its  being  let  to 
more  persons  than  it  was  capable  of  properly  accommodating. 

He  went  on  to  say  :  If  investigation  should  be  carried  on  and 
a  report  made  on  the  dwellings  of  the  poor  in  our  cities,  it  would 
reveal  fearful  degradation  and  vice.  Public  inquiry  would  reveal 
places  where  decency  is  a  physical  impossibility,  and  where  men, 
women  and  children  are  schooled  in  vice.  At  times  whole  streets 
are  blockaded  against  the  police.  Over  Saturday  and  Sunday  the 
inhabitants  of  these  rookeries  give  themselves  up  to  debaucheries 
of  all  kinds.  If  we  turn  our  eyes  to  the  difficulties  in  our  own 
country  we  are  at  once  impressed  with  the  melancholy  convic- 
tion how  little  has  yet  been  done  to  improve  the  human  race. 
The  poorest  individuals  are  the  most  intemperate,  but  there  is 
really  no  a  priori  cause  why  the  poor  should  be  addicted  to  drink 
unless  it  is  the  sense  of  their  own  misery.  The  poor  are  the 
backbone  and  sinew  of  the  nation's  strength.  There  are  two 
primary  and  fundamental  considerations  upon  which  a  nation 
must  depend  :  First,  health  ;  second,  education.  Therefore,  let 
no  government  be  without  a  health  department,  presided  over  by 
health  officers  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  enforce  wise  laws.  A 
nation  such  as  ours  of  fifty-five  millions,  with  vast  manufactur- 
ing industries,  and  a  great  commerce  to  attract  the  attention  of 
our  people,  cannot  afford  to  waste  the  lives  of  our  citizens.  Dis- 
ease paralyzes  labor  and  wastes  capital ;  it  should,  therefore,  be 
the  primary  object  of  a  humane  government  to  prevent  disease. 
Never  before  was  the  misery  of  the  poor  man  more  pressing  or 
his  daily  life  more  degraded  than  at  the  present  time  ;  and  here 
is  a  boundless  field  for  philanthropists.  The  streets  and  alleys  of 
our  crowded  cities  furnish  examples  of  squalid  misery  which  are 
the  disgrace  of  our  civilization.  It  is  here  that  the  fever  diseases 
are  to  be  found  that  cause  the  deaths  that  figure  so  largely  in 
official  reports.  Here  people  are  absolutely  ravaged  by  fever, 
living  and  dying  amid  terrible  squalor.  The  atmosphere  is  foul 
in  the  extreme,  and  unless  one  has  a  strong  stomach  it  is  difficult 
to  remain  in  the  houses  over  a  minute.  The  lecturer  graphically 
outlined  the  evils  of  the  tenement  houses,  and  showed  how  land- 
lords, when  their  property  was  declared  a  nuisance  and  condemned, 
exacted  from  the  cities  an  exorbitant  value  for  the  condemned 
property.  The  remedy  for  all  these  evils  lay  in  the  proper 
enforcement  of  rigid  sanitary  laws,

This  was  followed  by  a  paper  on  "  The  Hygiene  of  the  Habita- 
tions of  the  Poor,"  by  Major  Samuel  A.  Robinson,  Inspector  of 
Plumbing  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

It  was  a  well  written  practical  paper  dealing  with  practical  mat- 
ters of  the  highest  sanitary  import.  He  took  the  ground  that 
sanitary  authorities  should  be  clothed  with  power  to  exercise  a 
stringent  supervision  of  the  dwellings  of  the  pooi\  That  drain- 
age and  proper,  ventilation  should  be  made  a  requisite  of  land- 
lords renting  to  the  poor.  That  the  whole  system  of  plumbing 
should  be  under  authoritative  supervision.  He  made  many  prac- 
tical and  useful  suggestions  in  regard  to  construction  of  tene- 
ment houses  ;  and  particularly  insisted  upon  the  propriety,  justice 
and  economy  of  removing  all  kinds  of  refuse,  including  ashes, 
from  the  houses  of  the  poor,  at  the  public  charge.  He  claimed 
that  until  such  attention  was  given  to  the  habitations  of  the  poor 
as  would  greatly  improve  their  hygienic  conditions,  and  give 
them  light,  airy  and  clean  houses  the  schoolmaster  and  minister 
will  labor  in  vain,  for  degradation  and  disease  produce  crime. 
It  is  a  good  home  that  makes  a  good  man.  He  alluded  to  the 
success  attending  erection  of  Peabody  and  other  model  dwellings 
in  London,  and  said  as  a  result  of  the  regard  to  sanitary  condi- 
tions which  had  been  observed  in  the  erection  of  those  buildings, 
the  mortality  among  the  occupants  of  them  was  lower  than  the 
rate  of  mortality  in  London  generally,  and  lower  than  among  the 
residents  in  the  houses  in  the  better  parts  of  that  great  city. 
There  had  not  been  a  single  case  of  typhus  fever  among  the 
adults  living  in  the  model  dwellings. 

Dr.  Wm.  K.  Newton,  Health  Officer  of  the  city  of  Paterson, 
N.  J.,  read  the  next  paper,  which  gave  in  detail  a  systematic  and 
thorough  method  of  making  an  inspection  of  a  house  with  refer- 
ence to  its  sanitary  condition.  It  was  an  eminently  practical 
paper,  evidently  the  result  of  personal  knowledge  and  experience. 
If  boards  of  health  in  populous  cities  could  have  an  annual 
written  statement  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  every  house  in 
said  cities,  made  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  Newton's  plan,  it  could  be 
made  the  means  of  more  successful  effort  in  saving  lives  in  most 
cities  of  this  country  than  all  the  resources  which  the  curative 
powers  of  medicine  can  offer. 

The  foregoing  group  of  papers,  being  on  kindred  subjects,  was 
then  discussed.  The  discussion  was  opened  by  Dr.  Hunt,  of  New 
Jersey,  and  continued  by  Mr.  E.  Brooks,  of  New  York  ;  Dr.  Read, 
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of  Ohio  ;  Dr.  Fee,  of  Kansas  City  ;  Dr.  Bell,  of  New  York  ;  Dr. 
Raymond,  of  Brooklyn  ;  Dr.  Briggs,  of  St.  Louis  ;  Dr.  G.  Dev- 
ron,  of  New  Orleans  ;  Dr.  Bryce,  of  Toronto  ;  and  Dr.  Cook,  of 
Nashville,  Tenn.  In  the  main  the  discussion  was  with  regard  to 
the  details  of  sanitary  work.  Mr.  Brooks,  however,  introduced 
the  question  of  the  licensing  of  plumbers.  He  said  in  the  State 
of  New  York  the  Legislature  adopted  a  bill  three  or  four  years 
ago  compelling  plumbers  to  hold  licenses.  The  bill,  when  intro- 
duced, was  strenuously  opposed  by  the  plumbers,  but  now  that  it 
had  been  in  force  a  few  years  the  plumbers  themselves  were  in 
favor  of  it,  as  they  held  that  it  kept  incompetent  men  out  of  the 
business.  Mr.  Brooks  urged  that  it  was  as  important  that 
plumbers  should  hold  licenses  as  to  their  competency  as  it  was 
that  doctors  should  hold  diplomas. 

After  the  discussion  the  reading  of  papers  was  renewed.  Pro- 
fessor Geo.  H.  Rohe,  of  Baltimore,  offered  the  first  paper  of  the 
second  series  on  "  The  Hygiene  of  Occupations."  It  was  one  of 
the  most  interesting  read,  and  occupied  itself  with  a  discussion  of 
the  relative  longevity  of  men  in  different  professions  and  pursuits. 
He  prefaced  his  remarks  by  alluding  to  the  paucity  of  literature 
and  statistics  with  reference  to  the  subject.  He  based  his  assump- 
tions upon  the  statistics  on  the  subject,  prepared  at  the  instance 
of  the  Massachusetts-  Legislature,  which  cover  the  thirty-one 
years  and  eight  months  between  May  1,  1843,  and  December  31, 
1874.  The  total  number  of  deaths  during  that  period  was 
144,954,  and  the  average  age  of  each  individual  50.9  years.  These 
statistics  showed  that  cultivators  of  the  soil  and  brain-workers 
had  good  expectations  for  long  life.  Dealing  with  the  various 
occupations  and  their  influence  on  the  health  of  those  engaged  in 
them,  he  said  those  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  chlorinated 
lime  were  subject  to  chronic  chlorine  poisoning.  Persons  engaged 
in  the  vulcanization  of  India  rubber  were  very  much  troubled 
with  pneumonia,  and  had  a  predisposition  to  rapidly  succumb 
to  consumption.  Lead-workers  suffered  from  poisoning,  and 
painters  were  especially  liable  to  the  same  disease.  Mirror-makers, 
fulminate-makers,  hatters  and  others  inhaling  dust  were  liable  to 
consumption,  and  brass- workers  to  a  peculiar  disease  termed  brass- 
founders'  ague. 

Stone-cutters  in  Germany  live  to  the  average  age  of  363-^ 
years,  but  the  figures  showed  that  in  this  country  the  average 
length  of   life   was  40-j^-   years.      Rag  and    wool-sorters   were 
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liable  to  a  peculiar  disease,  which  was  probably  anthrax.  The 
aevrage  life  of  millers,  according  to  Hirt,  was  45^,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  Massachusetts  figures,  57  J-fe.  Workmen  in  grain 
elevators  suffered  from  catarrh,  and  brush-makers  were  peculiarly 
liable  to  phthisis.  Firemen  on  steamers  suffered  from  pulmonary 
diseases  and  from  heart  disease.  Statistics  showed  that  brain- 
workers  had  higher  expectations  of  life  than  any  class  of  men. 
In  conclusion,  Professor  Rohe  suggested  that  the  Association 
should  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the  question  of  the  effects 
on  health  of  the  various  avocations,  and  that  each  member  should 
give  the  result  of  his  researches  at  their  annual  meeting. 

The  next  regular  paper  was  by  Dr.  Adolph  Alt,  of  St.  Louis, 
entitled  "Protective  Spectacles  for  Workingmen,"  in  which  he 
showed  the  danger  that  existed  constantly  of  chips  flying  off  and 
striking  the  eye  of  the  employe.  The  doctor  mentioned  the 
effects  that  would  follow  if  a  chip  entered  different  parts  of  the 
eye,  and  showed  that  very  often  total  loss  of  the  eye  followed. 
The  agony  caused  a  wounded  man  by  the  efforts  of  fellow  work- 
men to  extract  the  chip  were  als_o  commented  upon.  It  is  often 
the  case  that  by  sympathetic  ophthalmia  the  other  eye  is  lost  also, 
and  families  are  thus  left  without  the  means  of  support.  This 
sympathetic  ophthalmia  occurred  in  many  cases  when  the  injured 
and  entirely  useless  eye  was  not  removed  ;  the  wife  most  strenu- 
ously objected  to  such  operation  being  performed  on  the  husband, 
until  by  sympathetic  action  the  other  eye  was  also  lost.  Mica 
spectacles  would  remedy  all  this,  and  had  greatly  reduced  the 
liability  in  Germany,  where  they  are  in  common  use.  Dr.  Alt 
said  employers  should  be  made  to  pay  all  damages  arising  in  cases 
where  they  did  not  insist  on  their  workingmen  wearing  spectacles. 

The  very  important  subjects  of  "  Heating  and  Ventilation  "  was 
next  considered  in  a  paper  by  Dr.  Chas.  Curtman,  of  the  Missouri 
Medical  College.  He  reviewed  at  some  length  the  merits  of  the 
various  systems  of  heating  and  ventilating  public  rooms,  and 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  hot  air  principle  is  the  one  best 
adapted  for  public  buildings. 

The  concluding  paper  of  the  day  was  on  the  much-neglected 
subject,  "  The  Sanitary  Management  of  Cars  and  Stations,"  by 
Surgeon  W.  Thornton  Parker,  U.  S.  A.  In  the  absence  of  the 
author  the  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  Conn,  of  New  Hampshire. 
The  article  treated  on  the  dangers  of  the  present  system  of  pas- 
senger  traffic   on    all   railroads,  whereby   healthy   persons   were 
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brought  into  close  contact  with  people  suffering  or  just  recovering 
from  contagious  diseases,  often  of  the  most  virulent  type.  The 
panacea  for  this  danger  was  a  system  of  sanitation  on  all  large 
railroads  and  the  general  introduction  of  hospital  cars.  He  also 
called  attention  to  the  present  very  many  objectionable  features 
in  the  construction  and  arrangement  of  railway  car  privies,  and 
insisted  that  a  radical  change  was  imperatively  necessary. 

The  concluding  papers  were  warmly  discussed  by  various  mem- 
bers,, after  which  the  meeting  adjourned  until  8  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

The  evening  session  was  enlivened  by  the  presence  of  a  full 
band  of  music.  A  full  audience,  composed  largely  of  citizens  of 
St.  Louis  with  their  lady  friends,  listened  to  an  address  of  wel- 
come from  his  Honor  Wm.  L.  Ewing,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  St. 
Louis,  and  afterwards  to  an  address  by  his  Excellency  Thos.  T. 
Crittenden,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Missouri  :  following  this, 
another  written  by  the  Chancellor  of  Washington  University, 
Rev.  W.  G.  Eliot,  D.D.,  but  being  absent  by  sickness  the  paper 
was  read  by  his  son. 

Next,  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri 
addressed  the  convention  in  brief  but  happy  terms  of  welcome. 
All  the  above  addresses  were  able  and  eloquent  and  indicated  on 
the  part  of  the  speakers  a  high  and  appreciative  sense  of  the 
importance  of  the  work  in  which  the  Association  was  engaged 
and  the  philanthropic  spirit  which  stimulated  its  activity.  After 
these  warm  addresses  of  welcome  came  the  opening  address  by 
the  President  of  the  Association,  Dr.  Albert  L.  Gihon  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy.  His  subject  was  "  the  Sanitary  responsibilities  of 
the  Citizen." 

After  introducing  his  subject  with  some  spirited  and  pleasant 
remarks,  the  President  said  the  last  year  had  made  sad  havoc  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Association.  Thirteen  members  had  been  re- 
moved by  death,  five  of  whom  were  of  the  advisory  council.  He 
mentioned  the  names  of  the  deceased,  with  fitting  remarks  on  each 
and  paid  a  merited  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  late  lamented 
Secretary,  Dr.  C.  W.  Chamberlain.  He  then  enlarged  upon  the 
work  of  the  Sanitarian  and  of  the  Public  Health  Association, 
saying  that  it  denounced  intemperance  in  every  form  and  coun- 
seled temperance  in  all  things.  It  showed  how  crime  was  begot- 
ten by  sin,  sin  by  disease,  disease  by  filth,  and  filth  by  ignorance. 
The  health  of  the  community  was  only  the  health  of  individual 
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members,  and  health  was  only  that  condition  of  well  being,  well 
feeling,  and  well  doing  of  each  man,  woman  and  child  which 
enabled  him  or  her  to  enjoy  pleasure  and  communicate  it  to 
others — to  be  happy  and  make  others  happy. 

The  means  of  improving  the  health  of  those  who  lived  in 
cities,  the  President  said,  was  simple.  They  should  organize, 
and  by  concerted  systematic  work  much  good  could  be  accom- 
plished. He  had  no  special  plan  of  organization  to  suggest, — 
there  were  many  roads  to  Rome  ;  one  should  be  chosen  and  all 
should  travel  together  ;  in  time  the  shortest  and  safest  road 
would  commend  itself.  The  organization  of  the  first  State 
Board  of  Health  was  alluded  to  and  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  boards,  as  well  as  their  effective  efforts,  was  described.  He 
spoke  at  length  of  the  methods  that  should  be  adopted  by  the 
State  Boards  to  secure  good  results,  and  followed  with  a  resume 
of  the  cause  of  epidemics  in  the  past  ten  years.  This  portion  of 
the  address  was  particularly  interesting  ;  in  fact,  the  address 
throughout  was  filled  with  most  valuable  information  regarding 
sanitary  measures  and  the  methods  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
disease.  In  conclusion  he  said  :  "  Nature  is  wasteful,  germs  of  all 
living  things  are  born  in  needless  profusion  and  perished  unnum- 
bered with  the  forest  leaves,  and  the  myriad  swarms  of  the 
microscopic  world.  Only  the  fittest  ultimately  survive  and  it 
should  be  our  aim  not  merely  to  add  a  span  to  each  poor  puny 
life,  but  to  make  the  strong  stronger  till  the  evolution  of  the  race 
into  the  highest  order  of  which  humanity  is  capable  shall  have 
been  accomplished.  Every  human  being  cannot  be  made  to  live 
threescore  years  and  ten  ;  some  are  doomed  from  birth  to  pre- 
maturely die  and  we  cannot  save  them,  but  we  can  and  ought  to 
save  those  that  have  a  right  to  live  who  are  now  slaughtered  in 
hecatombs  by  preventable  diseases." 

The  evening  exercises  closed  with  a  march  by  the  orchestra. 

Wednesday  morning.  The  Association  was  called  together 
promptly  at  9.30,  and  after  the  usual  routine  business,  Dr.  Gihon 
read  a  paper  on  "the  Hygiene  of  Eyesight  of  School  Children," 
prepared  by  Dr.  S.  O.  Richey  of  Washington.  He  declared  that 
myopia  was  increasing  in  America  so  fast  as  to  urgently  demand 
that  its  causes  should  be  studied  and  avoided.  He  gave  some 
results  of  enquiries  as  to  the  extent  of  the  evil,  and  said  it  was 
due  to  excessive  and  injudicious  use  of  the  eyes  at  school,  in  bad 
positions   and  with  defective  light.     He   said  schools  were  now 
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protected  against  pronounced  contagious  diseases,  but  not  so  well 
protected  as  they  might  be  against  disease  which  was  not  so  well 
detected.  He  contended  that  more  protection  against  the  less 
pronounced  but  almost  equally  dangerous  disorders  should  be 
provided,  and  recommended  that  each  child  admitted  to  a  school 
should  be  subject  to  a  medical  examination,  and  any  subject  to 
contagious  disease  of  any  kind  refused  admission.  Children  suf- 
fering from  trachoma  attended  school  and  frequently  used  the 
same  wash-basins  and  towels  as  the  other  healthy  children,  who 
were  thereby  exposed  to  the  disease.  With  regard  to  the  strain 
on  the  eyesight  of  young  children  attending  school,  he  thought  it 
should  be  obviated  by  not  permitting  children  to  attend  school 
until  after  the  age  of  second  dentition.  The  time  so  apparently 
lost  would  be  compensated  for  by  increased  bodily  health,  and 
the  eyes  would  then  be  much  more  settled,  both  constructionally 
and  f unctionarily. 

The  next  paper,  by  Professor  Chas.  E.  Monroe,  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  J.  D.  Beugless,  on  "Cotton-seed  Oil  as  a  Food."  It  was 
woi'thy  of  investigation  as  promising  an  addition  to  our  dietary 
list  of  a  cheap  and  nutritious  natural  home  product. 

Professor  D.  A.  Sargent  of  Harvard  University  submitted  a 
report  of  the  Committee  on  School  Hygiene,  in  which  he  stated  a 
wide  and  varied  field  of  defective  hygiene  existed,  and  advised 
before  an  extended  report  should  be  made  that  information  should 
be  obtained  by  means  of.  circulars  of  enquiry,  to  determine  the 
kind  and  extent  of  unsanitary  conditions  in  school  houses  through- 
out the  country.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee 
increased  to  seven  members. 

This  report  was  followed  by  another  paper  on  the  same  subject, 
"  School  Hygiene,"  by  Dr.  Felix  Formento,  of  New  Orleans. 
This  was  a  very  interesting  and  practical  paper.  He  reviewed  the 
progress  of  the  public  school  movement  in  America,  and  said  it 
was  estimated  that  there  were  9,800,000  children  attending  the 
schools.  But  education  was  of  little  value  without  school 
hygiene.  The  study  of  sanitary  conditions  had  a  marked  influence 
upon  the  whole  after-life  of  the  children,  who  should  be  taught 
what  led  to  health,  as  they  were  taught  what  led  to  fortune.  The 
physical  qualities  should  be  cultivated  as  much  as  the  mental 
qualities,  and  the  physical  development  should  precede  the  mental 
development.  Ignorance  or  the  neglect  of  hygiene  in  the  school 
life  of  children  caused  many  physical  infirmities  and  deformities. 
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The  greatest  attention  should  be  paid  in  schools  to  the  sitting- 
postures  of  the  children,  to  the  length  of  the  various  lessons,  and 
to  the  habits  of  the  children.  The  teaching  of  calisthenics  should 
be  made  compulsory  in.  every  public  school,  both  for  boys  and 
girls,  as  it  was  important  for  the  latter  as  it  was  for  the  former. 
It  was  not  necessary  to  have  a  complicated  and  expensive  appa- 
ratus. A  few  horizontal  bars  and  ropes  were  all  that  were  neces- 
sary. Such  exercises  should  be  continued  only  for  a  short  time, 
and  should  never  be  allowed  to  exhaust  or  fatigue  the  children. 
Hygiene  should  be  made  a  study  in  all  schools.  The  children 
should  be  impressed  with  the  importance  of  good  health,  and 
taught  the  best  ways  of  preserving  it  and  promoting  it.  Through 
the  school-children  the  ideas  would  reach  the  family  and  thus 
greatly  benefit  the  whole  community.  He  urged  that  there  should 
be  a  system  of  compulsory  medical  and  sanitary  inspection  in  all 
schools.  The  work  should  be  intrusted  to  competent  and  reliable 
men,  and  the~cost  of  the  inspection  borne  by  the  school  boards, 
or  the  city  and  county  authorities.  The  inspection  should  be 
made  at  least  twice  per  month,  and  in  addition  to  examining  the 
children  the  inspectors  should  pay  particular  attention  to  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  school  houses. 

The  following  time  table  of  study  hours  was  recommended, 
being  the  same  as  used  in  Belgium  and  recently  adopted  in  Lon- 
don :

Still  another  paper  relating  to  schools  was  read  by  Dr.  E.  S. 
Elder,  of  the  State  Board  of  Indiana,  entitled  :  "  The  Sanitary 
Survey  of  the  School  Houses  of  Indiana."     The  system  of  Indiana 
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is  a  pride  to  the  people  of  that  State,  but  it  was  found  that  many 
defects  existed  in  the  10,000  school-houses  of  the  State.  Circu- 
lars were  sent  to  all  school  teachers  throughout  the  State  and 
very  suggestive  reports  were  received  in  return.  Most  of  the 
school-houses  were  at  least  seven  years  old,  and  nearly  seven- 
tenths  of  the  school -house  grounds  were  too  small,  being  less  than 
one  acre.  All  thoughtful  persons  will  see  the  necessity  of  having 
school-yards  fenced,  yet  reports  proved  that  47  per  cent,  were  not 
fenced.  Few  were  drained,  underdraining  was  entirely  wanting, 
and  in  14  per  cent,  large  pools  of  stagnant  water  were  allowed  to 
accumulate.  Thirty  per  cent,  of  the  Indiana  school-houses  had 
no  proper  means  of  ventilation.  Of  the  stoves  in  use  for  heating 
puposes  17  per  cent,  were  out  of  order,  thus  endangering  the  lives 
of  the  children.  The  stoves  are  generally  in  the  center  of  the 
room,  and  those  near  them  suffer  from  excessive  heat  and  those 
distant  from  excessive  cold.  Wrongly  placed  black-boards,  bad 
windows,  and  pure  water  supply  are  causes  of  great  trouble. 
Twelve  per  cent,  of  school-houses  depended  on  ditches  for  water 
supply,  and  many  of  the  wells  were  polluted  with  the  bodies  of 
dead  animals,  with  drains  from  cesspools,  grave  yards,  etc. 
Closets  were  also  usually  very  badly  arranged.  Vaccination  was 
a  most  important  feature,  and  no  child  should  be  allowed  to  enter 
a  school  without  being  successfully  vaccinated,  and  in  Indianap- 
olis, where  the  rule  is  enforced,  not  a  child  was  ever  attacked  by 
small-pox,  but  in  12  per  cent,  of  the  schools  no  law  against  con- 
tagious diseases  was  enforced.  The  requirement  of  doors  swing- 
ing outward  is  seldom  insisted  upon,  and  in  fact  most  country 
school-houses  are  flat,  square  boxes,  located  on  land  too  poor  to 
be  used  for  farming  or  anything  else.  A  few  weeks  ago  a  state- 
ment was  made  in  New  York  that  three  thousand  children  in  that 
State  lost  their  lives  on  account  of  faulty  hygiene.  The  educa- 
tion in  hygiene  cannot  be  effected  by  the  present  literary  course, 
and  in  schools  around  universities  there  was  the  most  flagrant 
disregard  of  common  requirements  of  health.  The  schools  of 
Indiana  are  in  a  better  hygienic  condition  than  ever  before,  and, 
dark  as  is  the  picture  presented  by  the  survey,  it  is  certain  that 
the  same  state  of  affairs  exists  in  all  adjoining  commonwealths. 
We  should  endeavor  to  remedy  the  grosser  evils  first  and  depend 
upon  a  pure  hygiene  for  improved  result. 

Dr.  Raymond,  of  Brooklyn,  opened  the  informal  discussion  of 
the  papers.     He  said  too  much  attention  was  paid  to  the  public 
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and  too  little  to  the  private  schools.  One  trouble  is  that  private 
dwellings  are  often  used  as  schools,  and  contagious  diseases  aris- 
ing in  the  family  are  suppressed,  because  the  publication  of  the 
matter  would  close  the  schools.  The  same  danger  exists  in  public 
schools  where  janitors  live  in  the  building.  A  rule  ought  to  be 
made  prohibiting  any  person  from  living  in  the  buildings  used  as 
schools.  No  child  in  Brooklyn,  recovered  from  any  contagious 
disease,  is  allowed  to  return  to  school  without  a  health  permit 
from  the  proper  sanitary  officer. 

Hon.  Erastus  Brooks,  of  New  York,  said  that  sanitary  educa- 
tion was  just  as  important  as  mental  education.  Seven  millions 
of  children  attend  the  schools  of  our  thirty-eight  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  224,000  teachers,  irrespective  of  private  schools.  In 
New  York  there  are  11,000  school  districts  and  the  same  number 
of  schools,  and  a  much  larger  number  of  teachers.  Nothing 
could,  therefore,  be  of  more  importance  than  a  discussion  of 
school  matters.  The  state  of  affairs  in  Indiana  is  perhaps  no 
worse  than  that  in  other  States  ;  four  years  ago  some  schools  in 
New  York  were  fully  as  bad  as  those  in  Indiana.  One  trouble  is 
that  school  commissioners  are  strong  politicians. 

Dr.  Thompson,  of  Kentucky,  said  that  he  had  never  seen  a 
school-house  ventilated  as  it  should  be  in  Indiana,  New  York  or 
Kentucky.  Children  are  crowded  into  school-rooms,  tortured  by 
teachers,  and  such  conduct  sanctioned  by  parents.  Children  are 
often  murdered  in  large  towns  by  having  to  clime  steps  four  or 
five  times  a  day.  Tall  school-houses  are  the  worst  evils  in  the 
world,  especially  to  girls,  and  the  ill  effects  are  felt  through  life. 

Dr.  Reed,  of  Ohio,  said  he  listened  to  the  papers  with  intense 
interest.  He  painted  some  of  the  evils  of  country  schools  in 
Ohio  :  low  ceilings,  poor  windows,  water  derived  from  a  well 
near  which  animals  made  themselves  perfectly  at  home — nothing 
to  prevent  disease  from  breaking  out.  Owing  to  the  terrible 
state  of  affairs  in  a  State  school  he  once  taught,  the  mumps  broke 
out  and  he  was  the  first  to  catch  the  disease. 

Dr.  Gihon  indorsed  the  views  of  Dr.  Thompson.  He  never 
entered  a  school-room  but  what  he  detected  the  mawkish  odor  of 
overcrowding.  He  remedied  the  matter  by  admitting  fresh  air 
without  creating  a  draft.  The  injury  done  by  bad  printing  has 
not  been  overestimated.  Most  of  the  reading  of  books  is  done  at 
home  by  poor  gas  light,  hence  all  home  studying  should  be  inter- 
dicted. 
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Dr.  J.  H.  Bryce,  of  Toronto,  said  that  when  the  schools  of  his 
city  were  well  ventilated,  disease  diminished.  Fifty  per  cent, 
of  sickness  reported  in  Hamilton  was  caused  by  colds — caused  by 
bad  air. 

Dr.  A.  M.  Bell,  of  New  York,  said  it  was  the  easiest  thing  in 
the  world  to  get  close  air  into  a  room.  If  we  had  to  choose 
between  chilling  air  and  bad  odors,  we  would  all  prefer  the  bad 
atmosphere.  Cold  air  comes  into  a  room,  making  the  floor  cold 
and  stirring  the  dust,  when  ventilating  flues  are  made  near  the 
floor. 

Rev.  Dr.  Jacokes,  of  Pontiac,  Mich.,  said  he  never  lived  in  a 
house  unless  he  could  get  a  sufficiency  of  good  air. 

Robert  Moore,  of  St.  Louis,  introduced  Mr.  Lyndon  A.  Smith, 
of  Washington,  who  spoke  briefly  on  the  subject.  He  said  Pro- 
fessor Packard,  of  the  Bureau  of  Education,  was  preparing  a 
series  of  questions  to  be  sent  to  all  school-teachers  of  the  country 
on  the  subject  of  school  hygiene.  Questions  with  regard  to 
rooms,  building,  lighting,  sunlight,  climate  of  rooms,  and  other 
essential  points  were  included. 

Dr.  G.  P.  Conn,  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  had  but  a  few  words  to 
add,  and  no  theoiy  to  advance.  It  seemed  strange  to  him  that 
all  who  have  spoken  have  forgotten  that  oral  teaching  is  the  best 
manner  of  reaching  the  pupil.  If  we  could  have  less  study  and 
more  of  recitation  we  would  have  less  ill-health  among  the  little 
ones  who  go  to  the  schools. 

Dr.  Wm.  Bailey,  of  Louisville  :  There  are  many  little  things 
necessary  to  the  comfort  of  children  in  the  school-room.  The 
child  should  not  be  allowed  to  come  through  wet  and  rain,  and  to 
sit  for  hours  with  cold  feet  and  body.  But  we  should  not  feel 
discouraged  at  the  little  progress  we  have  made  thus  far.  One 
does  not  find  all  medical  men  even  who  obseiwe  hygiene. 

Dr.  Early,  of  Indiana,  said  the  American  idea  was  that  the 
child  should  be  at  school  from  the  moment  it  can  begin  to  toddle. 
The  young  child  is  not  physically  fit  to  be  cast  into  the  school 
world  ;  its  little  brain  is  not  mature  enough.  Ten  years  of  age 
was  the  earliest  period  at  which  a  child  ought  to  be  sent  to 
school.  It  should  be  led,  not  driven,  to  a  point  where  it  absorbs 
all  information.  He  does  not  know  whei-e  a  public  building, 
north,  south,  east  or  west,  is  properly  ventilated,  and  that  is  the 
cause  of  the  whole  trouble. 

Dr.  Fee,  of  Kansas  City,  said  that  all  papers  that  have  been 
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written  on  the  subject  of  myopia  have  had  oculists  for  their 
authors.  All  diseases  which  contribute  to  the  nutrition  of  the 
brain  and  eye  have  not  been  placed  among  the  causes  of  myopia, 
and  he  protested  against  it  all  being  set  down  to  poor  school- 
houses.  There  is  not  a^  teacher  in  St.  Louis  or  Missouri  that  does 
not  know  better  than  to  teach  a  child  in  the  first  or  second  grade 
from  written  or  printed  copies.  There  is  not  a  teacher  but  that 
has  a  good  idea  of  hygiene,  and  he  protested  against  all  myopia 
being  charged  to  school-teachers  and  buildings. 

Dr.  Gust.  Devron,  of  New  Orleans,  said  people  desired  to  get 
rid  of  their  young  children,  and  thus  save  a  nurse.  The  rich 
wish  to  get  rid  of  the  noise  and  annoyance  of  the  little  ones. 
When  the  rich  are  made  to  keep  the  children  at  home  and  houses 
are  established  where  the  babies  of  the  poor  can  be  kept  during 
the  day,  much  will  have  been  accomplished.  Much  fault  could 
also  be  found jwith  the  management  of  school  funds.  School 
boards  should  be  composed  of  representative  men — educators, 
workingmen  and  sanitarians. 

The  next  topics  considered  were  cheese  and  milk. 

Professor  V.  C.  Vaughan,  M.D.,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Michigan,  read  a  paper  on  the  "  Study  of  Poisonous  Cheese." 
It  is  well  known  that  cases  of  severe  illness  follow  the  eating  of 
some  cheese,  especially  in  North  Germany  and  America,  but  in 
France  no  such  cases  are  found.  In  Michigan  within  the  last  six 
months,  over  three  hundred  cases  of  cheese  poisoning  have  been 
reported.  The  symptoms  produced  are  dryness  of  throat,  nausea, 
vomiting,  diarrhoea,  headache  and  double  vision — the  same  symp- 
toms as  gastro-intestinal  poisoning.  No  cases  of  cheese  poison- 
ing are  fatal,  six  deaths  in  three  hundred  and  forty-three  cases 
occurring  in  Holland  in  1874,  a  little  over  two  per  cent.  Cheese 
that  may  be  harmful  to  man  may  be  eaten  by  lower  animals  with- 
out danger,  and  a  cat  once  ate  cheese  that  had  poisoned  thirty 
people,  but  the  feline  experienced  no  toxic  effect.  Coloring 
cheese  with  anato  may  be  looked  upon,  perhaps,  as  a  justifiable 
adulteration.  Samples  of  cheese  that  had  poisoned  many  people 
indicated  the  presence  of  acids,  litmus  paper  turning  red.  The 
indications  then  were  that  the  poison  was  caused  by  chemical 
acids  and  not  by  bacterial.  Microscopic  examination,  however, 
revealed  the  presence  of  a  spherical  bacillus  subtillus  which  did 
not  affect  a  cat  when  injected  beneath  the  skin.  Only  poisonous 
cheese  violently  reddens  litmus  paper,  and  this  is  a  test  easy  of

application.  Every  grocer  should  try  the  experiment  when  he 
cuts  a  new  cheese.  The  following  are  the  conclusions  :  1.  The' 
toxic  material  in  poisonous  cheese  is  a  chemical  compound  soluble 
in  alcohol.  2.  The  production  of  this  poisonous  material  is  due 
to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  bacillus  subtillus.  3.  The  difference 
between  poisonous  and  non-poisonous  new  cheese  is  one  of  degree 
rather  than  of  nature. 

"The  Milk  Supply  of  large  Cities,"  by  J.  Cheston  Harris, 
M.D.,  of  Philadelphia,  was  the  last  paper  read.  The  failure  of 
the  wheat  crop  would  be  less  serious  than  if  the  milk  supply  was 
cut  off.  Is  it  pure  or  foul  ;  does  it  carry  with  it  the  germs  of 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  of  other  diseases  ?  These  are  the 
great  questions.  The  profits  are  so  small  that  the  farmer  skims 
the  milk  in  order  to  get  even  with  the  middle-men.  Milk  kept  for 
forty-eight  hours  is  sold  as  new,  and  in  400,000  gallons  of  milk  in 
New  York,  120,000  were  of  water.  Swill-fed  cows  are  another 
cause  of  impure  milk,  but  the  detection  of  adulteration  of  milk 
is  so  difficult  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  punish  the  criminals. 
The  young  children  are  the  ones  who  suffer  most,  and  in  New 
York  36.94  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age  die  annually. 
The  largest  number  of  these  children  die  of  diarrhoea,  caused 
mostly  by  adulterated  milk.  The  net  rate  was  reduced  to  36.73 
in  1883  in  New  York  by  the  rigid  inspection  of  milk.  The 
adulterations  are  made  by  the  middle-men  through  whose  hands 
the  milk  passes.  In  1873  the  proportion  of  the  death  of  children 
was  48  per  cent.  ;  in  1883  it  was  reduced  to  40  per  cent.  Out  of 
1,000  analyses  of  milk,  two-thirds  were  deficient  in  cream.  In- 
vestigation shows  that  the  producers  were  honest,  but  poorly 
paid  ;  the  large  shippers  were  not  to  blame,  but  the  middle-men 
were  the  adulterators. 

At  least  one-fifth  of  the  death  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age  are  directly  traceable  to  bad  milk,  so  that  in  1882  at  least 
25,000  lives  could  have  been  saved  had  milk  been  properly 
inspected.  The  death  list  of  children  in  St.  Louis  last  year 
amounted  to  3,500,  and  at  least  seven  hundred  of  these  could 
have  been  prevented.  Dairy  companies  are  good  institutions,  and 
the  shipment  in  quart  glass  jars  from  the  farmer  direct  to  the 
consumer,  and  the  advanced  price  is  gladly  paid  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city.  The  jars  are  carefully  sealed  and  shipped  to 
the  city,  twenty  in  a  box,  for  distribution.  The  milk  must  be 
clean  because  the  dirt  would  show  in  the  glass  jars.     In  the  forty- 
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gallon  buckets  used  by  milkmen  the  filth  that  accumulates  at  the 
bottom  is  something  terrible,  but  we  cannot  see  it.  This  dirt 
must  produce  intestinal  irritation.  Each  customer  receives 
exactly  a  quart  of  milk  with  his  exact  proportion  of  cream.  The 
system  has  been  a  great  pecuniary  success  with  the  author,  and 
with  others  in  Paris  and  other  cities.  The  method  is  very  prac- 
tical and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  be  adopted  in  other  cities. 

Dr.  Geo.  M.  Sternberg,  U.  S.  Army,  opened  the  informal  discus- 
sion by  approving  the  conclusions  of  Professor  Vaughan  on  the 
poisonous  cheese  question. 

Dr.  B.  F.  Davenport,  milk  inspector  of  Boston,  related  the  diffi- 
culties experienced  by  the  authorities  in  that  city  in  combating 
the  sale  of  skim-milk  for  whole  milk. 

Dr.  S.  W.  Abbott,  of  Boston,  recounted  the  twenty-five  cases 
of  cheese  poisoning  reported  in  Boston,  and  said  that  he  was 
happy  that  a  simple  means  of  detection  had  at  last  been  found. 
The  symptoms  in  the  case  were  almost  identical  with  those 
of  cholera  morbus. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Raymond,  of  Brooklyn,  said  he  had  met  with  two 
cases  of  cheese  poisoning,  and  thought  Dr.  Vaughan's  test  a  good 
one.  He  thought  there  were  other  causes  at  work  in  affecting 
infant  mortality  besides  impure  milk,  varying  temperature  being 
among  them.  The  dealers,  and  not  the  middle-men  alone,  were 
responsible  for  adulterations. 

Dr.  Reed,  of  Ohio,  found  that  the  cases  of  cheese  poisoning  in 
his  State  were  similar  to  those  of  persons  sick  from  eating  fer- 
mented fruit.  The  poisoned  cheese  was  over-fermented  and  not 
pressed  dry,  and  the  speaker  was  not  satisfied  that  bacteria?  are 
the  cause  of  the  poisoning.  Fermentation,  he  thought,  was  at 
the  bottom  of  the  trouble. 

Dr.  Newton,  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  gave  a  very  interesting  recital 
of  the  efforts  of  the  health  inspectors  in  his  own  State  to  secure 
good  milk. 

Dr.  Comstock,  of  St.  Louis,  concluded  the  debate. 

The  afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
topics  which  had  engaged  the  conference  of  the  State  Boards 
of  Health.  The  report  on  cholera  and  its  prevention  in  this 
country  was  read  and  accepted  by  the  Association,  after  which 
it  was  discussed  by  States. 

Dr.  Hunt,  of  New  Jersey,  said  the  report  is  an  excellent  one, 
but  if  we  have  to  go  before  the  country  we  have  to  do  more  than 
is  set  forth  in  the  report. 
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Dr.  Gus.  Devine,  of  New  Orleans,  informed  the  assembly  what 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  would  do  in  case  of  an  epidemic.  The 
city  council  had  already  passed  a  resolution  that  the  public  health 
commissioner  should  have  the  power  to  concentrate  his  men  at 
any  point  to  fight  an  epidemic  ;  while  no  specific  fund  had  been 
appropriated,  at  present  the  city  had  ample  funds  at  hand  when 
such  resources  were  needed. 

Dr.  Pinckney  Thompson,  of  Henderson,  Ky.,  said  a  quarantine 
was  one  of  the  hardest  things  to  establish,  and  harder  still  to 
maintain.  Every  wagon  road  and  every  railroad  acted  inimically 
to  quarantine,  and  it  would  take  every  man  in  the  United  States 
to  quarantine  against  New  York,  for  instance.  He  thought  the 
national  government  could  alone  combat  the  epidemic  by  keeping 
it  away  from  the  country,  and  that  no  State  or  municipal  body 
had  equal  power. 

Hon.  Erastus  Brooks  moved  that  the  paper  read  from  the 
conference  be  printed  and  sent  to  the  various  federal  officers, 
senators  and  representatives.  There  were  many  theories  of  the 
causes  of  cholera,  but  people  were  a  unit  as  to  its  effect.  It  was 
the  work  of  the  national  government  to  fight  it,  and  of  the  State 
Boards  to  aid  in  the  fight.  Public  attention  should  therefore  be 
called  to  the  matter,  in  order  to  awaken  the  representatives  of  the 
States  assembled  at  Washington.  The  American  quarantine 
system  was  as  unlike  the  European  system  as  night  was  unlike 
day.  The  system  of  Europe  was  brutal,  cold-blooded,  unnatural 
and  unnecessary  ;  the  American  system  was  merely  the  proper 
care  of  persons  and  goods,  possibly  infected.  There  ought  to  be 
no  prejudice,  therefore,  against  the  quarantine  system  in  vogue  in 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  Brooks'  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.  Hibbard,  of  Indiana,  said  there  should  be  a  revision  of 
methods  of  cholera  cures  in  use  three  years  ago.  He  therefore 
offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  within  a  few  years  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  knowledge 
of  disinfectants,  antiseptics,  and  germicides,  bot,h  abstract  and  practical ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  important  equally  for  practitioners  of  medicine,  for  Boards  of. 
Health,  and  for  the  general  public,  that  the  highest  attainments  of  science  in 
this  department  of  sanitation  should  be  formulated  for  easy  reference  by  all  who 
need  it  for  practical  application,  and  especially  was  this  desirable  in  view  of  the 
probable  visitation  of  cholera  in  the  near  future ;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  subject  of  disinfectants,  antiseptics  and  germicides  in 
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their  relations  to  preventive  medicines  and  sanitation,  and  that  said  committee 
formulate  a  table  of  these  agents  for  the  information  of  those  interested,  the  agents 
to  be  classified  so  far  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  according  to  their  specific 
virtues,  facility  of  application  and  economy  of  use. 

This  resolution,  having  been  discussed  at  some  length,  was 
referred  under  the  rules  to  the  executive  committee. 

Reports  from  States  in  reference  to  the  work  of  the  State 
Boards  were  then  called  for.  Delegates  generally  reported  that 
they  were  doing  their  utmost  to  place  their  States  in  the  best 
possible  sanitary  condition. 

And  the  meeting  adjourned  until  evening. 

Evening  Session. 

This  was  more  fully  attended  than  the  day  audiences  by  the 
citizens  of  St.  Louis  and  ladies.  The  meeting  was  opened  by  a 
paper  by  the  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks  of  New  York,  entitled  : — "  The 
Food  we  Eat — The  Liquids  we  Drink,  and  the  Adulterations  we 
submit  to." 

After  discussing  at  some  length  the  elementary  constituents  of 
various  kinds  of  foods  and  the  physiology  of  digestion  and 
assimilation,  the  learned  lecturer  went  on  to  say  :  That  digestion 
depends  largely  upon  what  we  eat.  The  proper  cooking  of  food  is 
one  of  the  fine  arts,  and  human  happiness  is  largely  dependent 
upon  Avell-cooked  food  ;  and  the  important  and  essential  part  of 
a  true  domestic  home  is  the  kitchen. 

The  most  palatable  and  beneficial  of  our  varied  kind  of  food  is 
milk.  Adulterations  are  found  in  much  that  we  eat,  drink  and 
wear  ;  and,  as  a  general  rule,  we  may  abandon  all  stimulants  and 
most  condiments,  except  when  prescribed  by  a  physician.  The 
extent  of  food  adulterations  is  one  of  the  worst  signs  of  the 
times.  No  country  is  free  from  this  public  evil,  and  it  is  next  to 
impossible  to  reach  and  punish  these  abuses.  Coffee  has  been 
adulterated  until  in  some  instances  there  is  not  an  ounce  of  coffee 
to  the  pound,  and  three-fourths  of  the  teas  sold  are  impure.  Milk 
is  adulterated  in  many  ways,  some  of  which  are  very  injurious, 
and  spices  are  notoriously  largely  adulterated.  The  adulteration 
of  drugs  demands  the  attention  of  health  authorities.  In  spirits, 
especially  in  wines,  the  adulterations  are  much  worse  than  in 
coffee  or  general  articles  of  food,  and  in  1881  fifty-six  per  cent, 
of  3,361  samples  of  wine  examined  were  found  bad,  and  six  per 
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cent,  dangerous.  Butter  should  come  from  the  dairy  and  not 
from  the  fat  of  animals  ;  and  in  New  York  forty  millions  of  pounds 
have  been  sold  in  the  State  in  a  single  year.  In  Bavaria  recently 
an  inspection  resulted  in  the  condemnation  of  33  breweries,  and  in 
fines  ranging  from  $50  to  $250  each,  and  three  other  brewers  were 
sentenced  to  eight  months  imprisonment.  Glucose  may  be  harm- 
less enough,  but  when  35  and  50  per  cent,  are  mixed  with  honey 
and  maple  sugar,  the  deception  is  palpable  and  fragrant..  Most 
kinds  of  oil  are  more  or  less  adulterated  and  the  chief  fraud  is  in 
calling  oils  by  wrong  names.  Cheese  is  adulterated  with  potatoes 
or  bean  meal,  and  the  rind  has  at  times  blue  vitriol  and  arsenic  to 
give  it  the  appearance  of  age.  Other  poisons  are  used  to  give  the 
cheese  a  biting  flavor,  and  lard  cheese  is  made  at  twenty -three  fac- 
tories in  New  York.  Sugars  are  much  less  adulterated  than  for- 
merly, and  adulterations  are  now  limited  more  to  glucose  than  for- 
merly.    The  paper  then  concludes  as  follows  : 

"  There  are  before  me  authorities  showing  the  extensive  and 
carefully  planned  adulterations  in  butter, —  alum,  borax,  barium, 
curd,  fats,  flour,  gypsum,  lard,  lead  carbonate,  lead  chromate,  yel- 
low potato  flour,  salt,  sodium  silicate  or  soluble  glass,  soapstone, 
starch,  etc.  French,  German  and  English  authorities  name  all 
these  uses  and  abuses.  Lard  or  cheap  fats  are  common  adultera- 
tions in  England  as-  in  the  United  States,  where  (see  letters  of  W. 
A.  Croffert)  loads  of  sacks  filled  with  peas  and  beans  are  ground 
and  sold  for  coffee  and  the  sweepings  of  factories  are  used  to  adul- 
terate ginger.  Two-thirds  are  impure  to  one  of  the  pure  articles 
retained.  Old  boots  and  shoes  literally  pass  through  the  heat  of 
the  hottest  ovens  to  be  mixed  with  pepper,  and  old  tannin  removed 
as  a  nuisance  is  ground  into  cinnamon.  This  class  of  domestic 
manufactures  simply  forbids  all  additional  comment  upon  what  at 
times  is  thus  made  and  sold. 

"  Finally,  there  is  no  more  reason  in  truth,  and  there  is  much 
less  reason  in  fact,  why  food  adulterations  should  be  tolerated  or 
excused  than  adulterations  in  gold  or  silver  or  the  use  of  counter- 
feit money  in  coin  of  any  kind.  What  is  sold  as  food  to  eat  or 
as  coffee,  tea,  cocoa,  beer  or  wine  or  more  stimulating  spirits  for 
drink,  should  be  pure.  The  gold  when  adulterated  for  purposes  of 
science  or  manfactures  should  state  the  grains  of  pure  gold  in  the 
coin  or  in  the  article  made,  Avhether  in  jewels  or  any  other  thing- 
manufactured.  The  same  at  least  should  be  true  of  the  silver 
dollar  coined  at  the  mint  and  of  every  article  of  silver.  Even 
more  should  this  be  true  of  what  we  eat  and  drink, 
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"  I  am  not  surprised,  however,  to  hear  the  federal  government 
cited  as  a  successful  example  of  adulterated  money  by  those  who 
practice  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  tainted  and  adulterated  food 
and  drugs.  We  cannot  always  control  the  government,  but  we 
can  at  least  insist  that  the  manf acture  and  sale  of  adulterated  food 
and  medicines  shall  be  exposed  to  the  public  eye  and  punished  by 
public  law." 

The  next  paper  was  by  Surgeon  Walter  Wyman  of  the  U.  S. 
Marine  Hospital  Service,  styled  "  The  Hygiene  of  Sailors  Engaged 
in  the  Coasting  Trade,  and  Especially  the  Hardships  of  the  Chesa- 
peake Oystermen."  The  author  depicted  in  strong  and  graphic 
language  the  hardships  and  sufferings  of  this  class  of  men.  He 
described  the  many  and  dangerous  injuries  and  accidents  to  which 
by  the  peculiarities  of  their  calling  they  were  liable,  the  severe  ex- 
posure they  endured  in  the  winter  with  no  proper  protection  and 
generally  with  very  insufficient  clothing  ;  the  constant  abuse  and 
neglect  which  they  expeiienced  from  those  in  authority  over  them  ; 
receiving  no  care  when  injured  or  sick.  He  asserted  that,  as  a 
class  of  working  men,  they  were  subjected  to  the  most  unjust, 
barbarous  and  cruel  treatment,  which  was  a  glaring  disgrace  to 
the  civilization  and  professed  humanity  of  the  age,  and  calls  upon 
the  State  of  Maryland  for  reform. 

A  paper  on  "  Cremation  as  a  Safeguard  against  Epidemics,"  by 
Rev.  John  D.  Beugless,  chaplain  U.  S.  Navy,  followed  next.  How 
shall  we  dispose  of  epidemics  ?  Various  means  have  been  sug- 
gested and  from  them  all  we  hope  the  best.  Epidemics,  however, 
still  come.  No  cordon  of  soldiers,  no  quarantine,  can  save  us  from 
epidemic,  which  comes  by  usual  and  unusual  channels.  It  conies 
on  the  wings  of  the  winds  and  walketh  in  darkness.  Having  come 
shall  we  hope  to  drive  it  out  by  sending  out  quarantine  vessels 
armed  with  chlorine,  copperas  and  acids '?  You  might  as  well 
pour  upon  it  the  spray  of  sweet  violets.  Shall  we  fumigate  ? 
You  might  as  well  burn  sweet  words.  Disinfectants  often  turn 
out  to  be  boomerangs,  more  dangerous  than  the  disease.  Whether 
microbes  are  the  cause  of  the  disease  of  the  zymotic  type  or  not, 
they  are  always  present,  and  certain  microbae  always  produce 
certain  diseases.  Disinfectants,  freezing,  drowning,  burying  and 
desiccating  do  not  destroy  any  but  the  feeble  microbes.  Moisture 
and  warmth  seem  to  be  necessary  to  their  sustenance  and  our  sys- 
tem of  burial  furnishes  immense  magazines  of  these  microbse  to 
the  earth.     These  exist  for  hundreds   of  years,  and  in  Medina  an 
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epidemic  was  caused  by  digging  up  the  bodies  of  those  who  died 
of  the  epidemic  three  hundred  years  ago.  There  is  one  thing,  no 
disease  germ  can  pass  through  the  crematory  fires  and  live  to  pro- 
pagate its  kind.  Cremation  is  the  only  true  germicide.  Pope 
Clement  V.  escaped  contagion  by  building  a  wall  of  fire  around 
his  palace.  Thirty -three  per  cent,  of  our  deaths  are  caused  by 
zymotic  diseases,  which  can  be  obviated  only  by  cremation.  In- 
stead, then,  of  laying  our  beloved  dead  into  the  cold  bosom  of 
earth,  let  us  incinerate  them  and  thus  return  them  to  the  original 
ashes  from  which  they  rose.  Potters'  fields  are  a  disgrace  to 
civilization  and  a  pest  to  the  community.  Let  crematories  be 
established  in  connection  with  all  public  institutions,  and  let  this 
influential  body  memorialize  congress  for  this  purpose.  But  this  is 
not  enough.  All  garbage,  all  sewerage  of  the  cities  should  be 
cremated,  and  thus  will  our  land  become  the  land  of  the  living, 
and  not  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death. 

A  brief  abstract  from  a  paper  entitled  "  The  Ultimate  Sanitation 
by  Fire,"  by  Hon.  J.  M.  Keating,  Memphis,editor  of  the  Appeal,  was 
read  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Lindsley.  All  methods  of  disposing  of  sewage 
matter  in  vogue  at  present  are  failures.  All  the  great  buildings  in 
London  for  disposal  of  refuse  of  the  Thames  are  far  less  useful 
than  a  simple  crematory.  The  effect  of  sanitation  by  fire  would 
prevent  return  of .  deleterious  matter,  as  is  at  present  the  case  ; 
would  increase  the  water  supply  ;  would  put  a  stop  to  soil  satura- 
tion and  sewer  gas  ;  would  reduce  scavengering  to  minimum  ex- 
pense and  obviate  great  systems  of  sewerage  ;  put  a  stop  to  all 
nuisances  complained  of  from  defective  plumbing  ;  would  prevent 
filling  up  of  harbors  with  excretal  matters  ;  would  prevent  a 
wholesale  destruction  of  fish,  the  poor  man's  free  food  ;  it  would 
put  a  stop  to  the  cesspool  system  in  villages,  hamlets,  towns  and 
cities  ;  it  would  solve  all  problems  that  now  vex  sanitarians  from 
house  connections  by  which  the  sewage  finds  its  way  to  rivers  and 
harbors  ;  it  makes  a  finality  of  all  waste  of  cities. 

Dr.  John  Morris  of  Baltimore  opened  the  discussion.  In  the 
epidemic  of  1855  the  dead  were  buried  only  superficially  in 
trenches  shallow  in  depth.  From  experience  gained  there  he  had 
no  doubt  that  cremation  was  the  proper  thing  to  use  in  time  of 
epidemic. 

Dr.  Felix  Formento  of  New  Orleans  said  cemeteries  were  foci 
of  disease,  and  the  ground  in  which  yellow  fever  patients  had 
been  buried  was  saturated,  a  year  after  burial,  with  the  same 
microbes  present  in  yellow  fever  cases.     The  microbe  theory  is 
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the  correct  one,  the  disease  being  caused  by  the  reproduction  ad 
infinitum  of  the  microbe.  Through  earth-worms  the  microbes 
reach  the  surface  of  the  earth,  and  cremation  is  the  only  means  of 
destroying  them.  He  seconded  the  resolution  indorsing  crema- 
tion. 

Dr.  Geo.  Sternberg,  IT.  S.  Army,  thought  the  reasons  given  for 
epidemics  were  not  entirely  satisfactory.  It  has  been  thoroughly 
demonstrated  that  in  yellow  fever  there  are  no  microbes,  and  in 
materia  examined  within  an  hour  after  death  no  bacterise  were 
found.  The  organisms  of  putrefaction  destroy  the  germs  of 
cholera  and  yellow  fever. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Bernays  of  St.  Louis  thought  cremation  the  best  and 
only  reliable  means  of  destroying  disease.  Within  the  last  ten 
years  the  germ  theory  of  disease  has  been  proved  almost  to  a  cer- 
tainty, that  is,  such  diseases  depend  for  life  and  sustenance  upon 
these  bacillae.  Dr.  Koch  has  shown  bacillae  of  tuberculosis  have 
power  of  subdivision,  and  can  survive  alcohol  and  even  pure  nitric 
acid.  He  also  proved  that  the  only  way  of  sterilizing  any  vessel 
was  a  temperature  of  above  200  degrees  Centigrade,  some  say  250 
degrees.  Whether  the  destruction  of  some  of  the  microbes  by 
cremation  will  remove  the  disease  he  did  not  dare  to  say.  In  a 
watermelon  he  discovered  cytozoa,  or  animals  living  in  a  cell. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Raymond  of  Brooklyn  protested  against  accepting  the 
theory  of  such  men  as  Koch,  who  have  made  experiments  only 
recently,  and  when  he  sees  disinfection  so  long  in  use  laid  aside 
on  the  mere  ipse  dixit  of  men  who  will  in  six  months  be  laid 
alongside  of  men  whose  errors  are  acknowledged,  he  wishes  to 
earnestly  protest. 

Prof.  G.  H.  Rohe  of  Baltimore  added  his  protest  also,  and 
thought  there  was  no  more  reason  why  bodies  should  not  be  as 
properly  buried  during  epidemics  as  burned.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  any  infectious  disease  has  ever  been  communicated  from  ceme- 
teries after  bodies  have  begun  to  decompose. 

Dr.  Wm.  Bailey  of  Louisville  asserted  that  cremation  would  not 
kill  all  organisms,  and  asked  what  would  be  done  with  those  that 
escaped  ?  One  could  not  well  cremate  a  ten  acre  lot  full  of 
microbes. 

Dr.  Formento  read  instances  where  contagious  diseases  had 
been  communicated  from  graveyards.  The  only  way  to  prevent 
a  dead  body  from  becoming  dangerous  is  to  do  in  an  hour  what 
nature  does  in  many  years. 

The  convention  then  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
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Third  Dat. 

Thursday  was  the  third  day  of  the  sessions  of  the  Association. 
It  was  promptly  called  together  by  Dr.  Gihon,  the  President,  at 
9.30  a.  m.  The  Committee  of  Arrangements  announced  still 
further  preparation  for  the  entertainment  of  the  members  by  the 
citizens  of  St.  Louis.  • 

The  first  paper  was  read  by  its  author,  Dr.  W.  B.  Conery  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri,  on  the  "  Sanitary  Care  of 
Stock  in  Transportation."  One  object  of  the  paper  was  to  state 
certain  facts  and  make  some  suggestions  respecting  the  cattle 
pestilence  known  as  Texas  fever  or  Spanish  fever.  Its  origin  he 
claimed  is  among  Texan  cattle  by  which  it  is  propagated  and  car- 
ried to  the  herds  in  other  States.  The  doctor  also  very  graph- 
ically depicted  the  evils  resulting  from  the  too  prevalent  mode  of 
transportation. 

The  number  of  animals  shipped  annually  from  the  ranches  of 
the  West  to  the  great  cities  of  the  interior  and  seaboard  is  enorm- 
ous. The  distance  traveled  is  so  great  that  the  journey,  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances,  would  be  attended  with  most 
insuperable  hardships  ;  as  it  is  actually  performed,  it  is  accom- 
panied by  extreme  suffering  from  want  of  food,  drink  and  space. 
The  cattle  endure  the  agonies  of  a  two  weeks'  journey  in  mid- 
summer, suffering  from  hunger  and  thirst  in  sight  of  green  fields, 
rivers  and  lakes.  It  is  a  common  occurrence  for  cattle  to  be 
shipped  from  St.  Louis  to  New  York  with  but  a  single  rest  dur- 
ing the  entire  journey.  The  cars  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  disinfected  after  every  loading  and  shipment,  and  under  no 
circumstances  should  they  be  overloaded  or  the  animals  crowded 
together.  Such  transportation  renders  animals  unhealthy  and 
causes  much  of  the  disease  now  prevalent.  Fresh  watei',  air  and 
salt-pan  should  be  accessories  of  cattle  cars,  and  the  animals 
should  be  daily  inspected,  and  the  wounded  and  broken  down 
should  be  removed.  There  must  be  a  thorough  inspection  of 
the  food  supply  before  we  can  expect  the  best  results. 

Dr.  Bell  of  New  York  and  Dr.  Holt  of  New  Orleans  reported 
from  the  Committee  on  Epidemics.  The  former  on  the  means  of 
controlling  and  arresting  the  small-pox,  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever,  etc.,  while  Dr.  Holt  discussed  modern  methods  of  quaran- 
tine in  contrast  with  the  older  practice.  He  detailed  at  length 
the  system  in  vogue  in  New  Orleans  ;  described  the  apparatus  for 
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disinfecting  ships  by  forcing  the  fumes  of  sulphur  into  every 
cavity  and  crevice  in  them.  He  insisted  that  tedious  detention 
was  always  unnecessary  and  unjustifiable. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Thornton  of  the  State  Board  of  Tennessee  followed 
with  a  paper  on  the  "  Sanitation  of  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi." 
He  described  the  geological  and  topographical  peculiarities,  and 
spoke  of  their  relations  to  the  prevalence  of  malarial  diseases,  espe- 
cially the  annual  overflows,  and  the  vast  extent  of  marshes.  The 
sanitation  of  the  valley  he  said  depended  upon  :  1st.  The  reduc- 
tion to  the  minimum  of  the  causes  of  malarious  atmosphere.  2d. 
The  improvement  in  the  present  method  of  living,  and  3d.  The 
prevention  of  the  introduction  of  infectious  diseases.  He  then 
discussed  the  ways  and  means  of  accomplishing  these  results  at 
length.  The  paper  was  an  instructive  one,  but  of  more  interest 
to  the  residents  of  that  region  than  to  others. 

"  The  Present  and  Future  of  Water  Analysis  "  was  next  con- 
sidered by  Major  Chas.  Smart,  M.D.,  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  and  of 
the  National  Board  of  Health.  .  The  doctor  has  had  a  large  expe- 
rience in  this  specialty  and  is  one  of  the  most  accomplished  ana- 
lysts of  water  in  this  country.  His  paper  was  an  elaborate  and 
learned  article,  and  he  expressed  the  belief  that  the  great  import- 
ance of  analysis  of  potable  waters  was  becoming  appreciated, 
and  he  strongly  urged  upon  sanitary  chemists  reasons  for  devot- 
ing more  attention  to  the  living  organisms  in  the  water  than  to 
the  chemical  aspects,  as  it  is  in  the  former  that  the  greatest 
danger  lies.  Organic  matter  collected  by  water  is  a  mixture  of 
many  substances,  animal,  vegetable  and  mineral,  carbon  and 
nitrogen  compounds  predominating.  It  is  not  the  dead  organic 
matter  which  makes  our  water  dangerous,  but  the  living  organ- 
isms. They  are  connected  with  vegetable  decomposition  and 
sewage.  The  living  organism  should  become  the  object  of  per- 
severing study,  and  the  presence  of  bacteria?  should  be  carefully 
tested  for.  The  microscope  offers  the  best  solution  of  the  ques- 
tion of  a  good  water  supply. 

Dr.  James  E.  Reeves  read  a  very  interesting  and  practical 
paper  entitled,  "  The  Pollution  of  Upper  Ohio  and  the  Water 
Supply  of  its  Cities  and  Towns."  He  said  "  The  condition  of 
health  and  probable  duration  of  life  of  a  people  may  be  correctly 
measured  by  the  quality  and  quantity  of  their  water  supply. 
There  are  two  cities  at  the  head  of  the  Ohio — Allegheny  and 
Pittsburgh — whose  aggregate  population  is  not  less  than  240,000. 
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Besides  refuse  of  all  kinds,  the  Ohio  is  made  the  convenient  re- 
ceptacle for  the  carcases  of  diseased  animals,  and  thousands  of 
tons  of  corrupting  matter  are  daily  thrown  into  the  stream  which 
supplies  the  water  we  drink.  No  wonder  then,  that  diarrhoeas 
and  typhoid  fever  are  so  common  and  the  death  rate  from  these 
diseases  is  so  high.  Generally  speaking,  waters  that  are  free 
from  the  actively  moving  ciliated  infusoria,  and  that  present  a 
comparatively  dead  microscopic  field,  are  waters  that  have  perco- 
lated through  a  very  pure  or  a  very  impure  soil.  In  other  words 
they  are  very  pure  spring  or  very  foul  well  waters. 

Clear  water  doesn't  always  mean  pure  water.  An  examination 
of  the  Ohio  River  water  showed  fourteen  parts  of  solid  matter, 
while  the  waters  of  a  clear  creek  showed  forty-nine  parts  of  solids. 
Waters  containing  nitrates  are  regarded  by  Franklin  and  Elkin 
of  London  as  dangerous,  even  when  containing  a  small  propor- 
tion of  these  salts,  and  water  containing  nitrates  is  particularly 
to  be  avoided.  It  is  not  the  ordinary  organic  matters  of  decay- 
ing garbage,  animal  fragments,  etc.,  that  are  dangerous  when 
taken  into  the  system,  but  certain  morbific,  micro-organisms 
which  may  accompany  them. 

The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan,  Dr. 
Henry  Baker,  read  the  next  paper  :  "  The  Relation  of  Depth  of 
Water  in  Wells  to  the  Causation  of  Typhoid  Fever."  The  author 
presented  the  observations  of  several  years  on  the  rise  and  fall  of 
ground  water,  as  indicated  by  wells,  in  many  parts  of  Michigan, 
and  traced  an  apparent  close  relation  of  these  variations  to  the 
prevalence  of  typhoid  fever.  The  author  showed  that  deaths 
from  typhoid  fever  were  dependent  in  many  cases  upon  the  low 
state  of  the  water  in  wells,  and  occur  in  very  warm  and  very  cold 
weather.  The  temperature  of  well  water  has  some  slight  effect 
upon  health.  In  1861  in  Michigan,  when  typhoid  fever  raged, 
the  stage  of  water  in  the  wells  of  the  State  was  exceptionally 
low.  The  question  arises,  is  there  a  quantitative  ratio  between 
the  two  observed  phenomena  ?  From  all  obtainable  evidence  it 
would  appear  that  in  Michigan  at  least  there  is  not  the  same  rela- 
tion of  fever  and  levels  in  winter  and  summer.  What  constituent 
of  drinking  water  causes  typhoid  fever?  Bacteria  cannot  exist" 
in  fresh  well  water,  and  the  serious  evacuations  in  cases  of  severe 
diarrhoea  are  probably  the  direct  cause  of  typhoid  fever,  and  in 
Michigan  the  fever  increases  every  autumn  immediately  after 
periods  when  diarrhoea  prevails  extensively.     A  specific  cause  of 
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outbreaks  of  fever  has  been  determined  by  investigations  of 
eminent  microscopists  who  have  cultivated  the  typhoid  bacillus. 
How  does  typhoid  fever  depend  upon  low  water  in  wells  ?  A  study 
of  the  relation  of  closets  and  wells  will  reveal  the  cause,  for  when- 
ever the  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  is  below  that  of  the  fluid 
in  the  closet  there  is  a  tendency  of  the  latter  to  flow  down  into 
the  well  or  into  the  waters  near  the  well.  The  dilution  of  the 
poisons  when  the  waters  in  wells  are  high,  explains  the  decrease 
of  typhoid  fever  during  those  periods.  How  can  typhoid  fever 
be  prevented  ?  The  answer  is  in  four  words  :  Stop  drinking  con- 
taminated water.  To  prevent  contamination  of  well  water  is  a 
much  more  difficult  problem,  and  vegetable  contamination  must 
be  avoided  as  well  as  animal  contamination. 

"  The  True  Value  of  Chemical  Analysis  in  Determining  the 
Hygienic  Purity  of  Potable  Water,"  was  read  by  Thad.  M.  Ste- 
vens, M.D.,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.  It  was  an  interesting  treatise 
on  the  most  successful  modes  of  chemical  analysis. 

Mr.  Henry  Lamb,  of  Rochester,  offered  to  give  the  Association 
$2,000,  to  be  contended  for  next  year  by  those  contributing 
papers,  the  subjects  being  divided  as  follows  : 

First. — "Healthy  Homes  and  Food  for  the  Working  Classes," 
1500. 

Second. — "  On  the  Sanitary  Conditions  and  Necessities  of 
School-houses  and  School  Life,"  $500. 

Third. — "On  Disinfectants  and  Individual  Prophylaxis  against 
Infectious  Diseases,"  $500. 

Fourth. — "An  Appliance  and  Means  for  Saving  Life  and  for 
Protection  against  Injurious  Influences  of  Some  Work  and  Occu- 
pations on  Health,"  $500. 

Essays  to  be  ready  April  5th,  and  to  become  the  property  of 
the  Association.  Mr.  Lamb  also  agrees  to  give  $50  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  a  committee  on  disinfectants.  A  committee  to  con- 
sist of  five  members,  one  to  be  named  by  the  National  Board  of 
Health,  three  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  Public  Health 
Association,  and  one  by  the  president  of  the  conference  of  State 
boards  of  health,  was  asked  to  be  appointed  for  the  examination 
of  essays  and  awarding  of  prizes. 

The  donation  was  accepted  by  a  rising  vote  and  the  matter 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

"  The  Manufacture  of  Soda  Water  from  Polluted  Well  Water  " 
was  the  title  of  a  paper  read  by  Dr.  F.  R.  Fry  of  St.  Louis-  Medi- 
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cal  College.  He  dwelt  upon  the  danger  resulting  from  such  use 
and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  preventing  it,  especially  in  St. 
Louis,  and  asked  the  Association  to  stamp  its  approval  upon  the 
condemnation  of  the  use  of  well  water  in  soda  manufacture  in 
cities. 

Dr.  S.  S.  Herrick,  Secretary  of  State  Board  of  Louisiana,  read  a 
paper  on  "The  Relation  between  Underground  Sewerage  and 
Filth  Diseases." 

Dr.  W.  John  Harris,  of  St.  Louis,-  another  on  the  "Chemical 
Disposition  of  Sewage,"  in  which  he  said  :  It  has  been  stated  that 
sewage,  would  purify  itself  in  three  or  four  miles,  but  in  London, 
in  the  river  Thames,  sewage  was  discovered  fourteen  miles  from 
the  place  where  it  had  been  turned  into  the  river.  Mother  earth 
is  perhaps  the  proper  disinfectant,  but  irrigation  would  not  answer 
in  clayey  grounds.  The  most  feasible  process  is  now  in  use  in 
Tottenham  and  Windsor— quicklime,  potash  and  coal  tar  being 
employed. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Hunt,  Trenton,  K  J.  ;  Dr.  Harris,  St.  Louis  ;  Dr.  J. 
H.  Raymond,  Brooklyn  ;  Dr.  P.  H.  Bryce,  Ontario  ;  Dr.  H.  J. 
Herrick,  Cleveland  ;  Prof.  Vaughan,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  ;  Dr.  Fee, 
Kansas  City ;  Dr.  Robt.  Moore,  St.  Louis,  and  others,  participated 
in  the  discussion  of  papers. 

The  meeting  then. adjourned  until  evening. 

At  the  evening  meeting  there  was  a  large  attendance  who  were 
instructed  and  entertained  by  a  lecture  on  "  Disease  Germs,"  by 
Maj.  G.  M.  Sternberg,  Surgeon  in  the  U.  S.  Army.  His  subject 
was  illustrated  by  means  of  the  calcium  light  projecting  upon  a 
screen  highly  magnified  micro-photographs,  taken  from  life,  of 
various  microbi.  Among  others  a  specimen  of  the  bacillus  tuber- 
culosus. 

The  lecturer  began  by  asserting  his  profound  belief  in  the 
existence  of  disease  germs,  but  he  was  not  prepared  to  go  to  the 
length  of  accepting  all  that  had  been  said  and  claimed  regarding 
them  by  observers  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 

The  speaker  dwelt  on  the  morphology  of  the  pathogenic  flora, 
instancing  their  great  variety  of  form  and  their  modes  of  multi- 
plication by  fission,  budding,  etc.  He  spoke  of  his  labors  in  the 
investigation  of  the  causes  of  yellow  fever  while  a  member  of  the 
commission  which  was  sent  to  Havana  several  years  ago  by  the 
National  Board  of  Health  to  study  the  nature  of  that  disease  in  its 
habitat.     The  multitudinous  forms  of  bacteria,  bacilli,  spirilli,  were 
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spoken  of,  with  suggestions  as  to  the  effect  on  the  human  system 
of  changes  or  evolutions  in  their  lives.  Mention  was  made  of  ex- 
periments on  rabbits  in  the  inoculation  of  gutter  mud  and  septic 
matter  from  various  sources  and  of  different  kinds. 

At  the  close  of  the  lecture  the  speaker  was  highly  applauded  by 
the  audience. 

Dr.  Bremer,  of  St.  Louis,  followed  Dr.  Sternberg,  and  as  pre- 
liminary to  his  paper,  the  subject  of  which  was  "  The  Bearing  of 
the  Discovery  of  the  Bacillus  Tuberculosus  on  Public  Health,"  he 
commented  on  the  views  expressed  by  the  previous  speaker,  ex- 
pressing his  dissent  thereto  in  a  measure,  and  avowing  a  full  belief 
in  the  views  and  claims  put  forth  by  Dr.  Koch  of  Germany.  He 
then  proceeded  with  the  reading  of  his  paper,  which  was  listened 
to  with  close  attention. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  the  meeting  adjourned,  defer- 
ring the  reading  of  other  papers  until  the  following  day. 

The  final  session  of  the  Association  was  called  to  order  on  Friday 
morning  with  still  a  goodly  number  in  attendance. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  foregoing  report  the  writer  desires  to 
express  his  indebtedness  for  valuable  aid  to  the  able  daily  reports 
of  the  proceedings  as  published  in  the  St.  Louis  papers. 

Notwithstanding  the  Association  had  been  fully  occupied  with 
daily  sessions,  there  were  yet  many  interesting  papers  which  there 
had  been  no  time  to  hear.  Of  these  the  most  were  only  read  by 
title.

The  number,  practical  value,  and  variety  of  the  papers  presented, 
the  constant  interest  manifested,  the  steady  attendance  of  mem- 
bers, all  combined  to  render  this  meeting  one  of  the  pleasantest 
and  most  profitable  in  the  history  of  the  organization,  and  augurs 
well  for  the  future  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  the  Association. 

It  is  a  source  of  surprise  that  the  number  of  members  of  this 
body  is  not  many  times  multiplied.

To  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  Town  of 

In  the  act  establishing  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health  it 
is  written  :  "  That  the  said  State  Board  of  Health  shall  take  cog- 
nizance of  the  interests  of  health  and  life  among  the  people  of 
this  State  ;  they  shall  make  sanitary  investigations  and  enquiries 
respecting  the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epidemics. 
*  *  *  *  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  to  give 
all  information  that  may  be  reasonably  requested,  concerning  any 
threatened  danger  to  the  public  health,  to  the  local  health  officers, 
and  all  other  sanitary  authorities  in  the  State,  who  shall  give  like 
information  to  said  Board  ;  and  said  Board,  and  said  officers,  and 
said  sanitary  authorities  shall,  so  far  as  legal  and  practicable, 
cooperate  together  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease." 

The  renewed  outbreak  of  Cholera  in  France,  and  its  progress 
onward,  justifies  the  opinion  so  unanimously  expressed  by  all 
sanitarians,  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  and  opportunity 
when  it  will  appear  in  our  own  country.  The  threatened  ap- 
proach of  this  fatal  malady  seems  therefore  to  give  a  proper  occa- 
sion for  the  exercise  of  the  special  duties  imposed  upon  the 
Board  by  its  charter,  to  caution  and  instruct  the  local  health 
authorities,  and  cooperate  with  them  to  protect  the  people  from 
this  impending  danger.  And  it  is  still  further  enforced  by  a 
communication  from  the  National  Board  of  Health,  through  the 
Governor,  urging  the  most  careful  attention  to  the  same  matter. 
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Let  us  now  briefly  examine  our  defences. 

Cholera  is  spread  by  a  contagion. 

It  does  not  originate  in  any  other  way. 

All  who  can  avoid  the  contagion  are  safe  from  Cholera. 

How  then  can  we  avoid  its  contagion  ? 

Chiefly  through  knowledge  of  its  origin — the  ways  in  which  it 
may  be  carried,  and  the  conditions  favorable  to  its  vitality,  its 
activity  and  its  reproduction. 

All  these  are  now  practically  well  understood. 

Its  origin  is  from  a  person  sick  with  Cholera. 

It  may  be  carried  by  such  sick  person  to  others. 

It  may  be  carried  by  almost  anything  it  has  touched. 

It  is  certainly  carried  in  the  clothing  of  Cholera  patients. 

The  soiled  garments  of  such  patients  are  preeminently  good 
preservers  and  transmitters  of  it. 

The  contagion  is  believed  to  be  a  living  germ. 

It  can  be  killed  by  agents  called  disinfectants. 

It  perishes  on  exposure  to  pure  air. 

Where  everything  is  CLEAN  it  cannot  survive. 

But  on  the  other  hand  its  vitality  is  preserved,  its  virulent 
activity  maintained,  and  it  is  re-produced  in  filth  ;  and  with 
unfailing  certainty  in  the  filth  of  human  excrement  and  sewage. 

That  is  the  whole  story.  Those  are  the  practical  facts  upon  which 
to  base  our  action  in  seeking  safety.     Our  security  then  lies  in  : 

1st.  Keeping  the  disease  beyond  our  borders,  if  it  be  possible. 

2d.  In   giving   it   no  lodgment,  if  it  finds  admission,  but  in 
destroying  it  by  disinfectants.     Let  there  be  no  long  cherished 
filth  pits  or  garbage  heaps  to  receive  it  and  become  centres  of  . 
infection. 

An  emigrant's  bundle  of  dirty  clothes  may  elude  the  most  vigil- 
ant quarantine,  and  some  lodging  house  in  your  own  town  may 
present  the  first  case  in  Connecticut.  It  will  be  your  duty  to  see 
to  it  that  no  other  person  may  incur  the  pestilence  from  that  one. 
It  is  time  now  to  prepare.  There  is  not  a  day  to  lose,  as  regards 
the  condition  of  most  places.     You  may  have  no  time  to  spare  if 
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you  begin  NOW,  and  at  once,  to  remove  the  filth  heaps,  and  to 
empty  and  disinfect  the  filth  pits.  A  single  evacuation  from  that 
Cholera  patient  thrown  into  a  privy  vault  will  produce  a  source 
of  infection  by  which  the  whole  neighborhood  is  endangered. 
Let  it  be  repeated,  there  is  no  time  to  lose.  THE  CHOLERA 
.WILL  COME  TO  THE  COUNTRY.  It  may  reach  your  town 
before  you  have  cleaned  it.  The  history  of  the  world  has  proved 
that  the  most  vigilant  quarantine  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  exclude 
it.  The  Cholera  will  come  !  Now,  when  it  comes,  is  your  Board 
of  Health  organized  for  prompt  and  active  work  ?  Is  your  health 
officer  a  physician,  ready  and  competent  to  visit  at  call  a  suspect- 
ed case,  and  recognize  it  ?  (The  importance  of  this  is  self-evi- 
dent, and  on  no  account  should  be  neglected.)  Has  he  been 
provided  with  means  for  its  proper  care  ? 

Have  hospital  accommodations,  or  means  of  isolation  been 
provided,  or  even  planned,  for  immediate  use,  if  needed.  If  there 
is  no  empty  house  in  your  town  suitable  for  a  hospital,  secure  at 
once  the  command  of  a  good  wall  tent  for  such  use — the  best 
hospital  possible  in  many  respects. 

Is  a  nurse  engaged  to  be  ready  at  command  ?  Are  the  neces- 
sary disinfectants  on  hand  for  instant  use  '? 

In  short,  when  the  first  case  of  Cholera  appears  in  your  town, 
are  you  now  ready  to  meet  it  and  assure  your  frightened  fellow 
townsmen  that  you  can  safely  control  it  f 

To  aid  you  in  this  good  work,  the  State  Board  of  Health  send 
you  the  enclosed  circulars  :  "  Suggestions  Concerning  Cholera," 
and  "  Instructions  for  Disinfection."

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Suggestions  concerning  Cholera, 


Asiatic  Cholera  lias  by  competent  authority  been  declared  to 
have  commenced  its  deadly  progress  westward.  The  same  author- 
ity has  announced  that  its  spread  over  the  European  continent  is 
a  certainty  so  far  as  human  forsight  can  determine.  The  flight 
of  tourists  and  terrified  citizens  who  can  afford  to  leave  their 
homes  is  added  to  the  multitudinous  risks  for  the  spread  of  the 
disease  arising  from  the  commerce  and  intercommunication  between 
all  civilized  countries.  The  history  of  cholera  in  America  shows 
that  its  reappearance  is  more  than  probable  as  the  facilities  and 
possibilities  for  its  introduction  have  increased  rather  that  dimin- 
ished. The  immigration  from  the  Mediterranean  ports  has  rapidly 
increased  and  is  now  a  constant  source  of  danger.  The  ocean  has 
never  been  a  sufficient  barrier,  and  the  resources  of  sanitary  science 
are  too  much  disregarded  in  times  when  no  epidemic  threatens  to 
be  suddenly  made  efficient.  Observers  who  carefully  watched 
the  progress  of  cholera  in  Europe  in  1865,  and  its  invasion  of  the 
United  States,  affirm  that  the  same  threatening  aspects  are  pre- 
sented as  in  August  of  that  year.  While  the  duty  of  guarding 
against  the  admission  of  cholera  devolves  first  of  all  upon  the 
quarantine  officials  of  the  States  bordering  upon  the  Atlantic,  yet 
the  lesson  of  the  outbreak  in  1873,  in  an  inland  State,  from 
the  contagion  conveyed  in  the  clothing  of  immigrants,  is  not  to 
be  forgotten.  The  disease  appeared  two  days  after  the  clothing- 
was  unpacked,  in  one  of  their  children  who  had  previously  been 
in  perfect  health.  We  have  already  called  the  attention  of  the 
quarantine  officers  in  this  State  to  the  importance  of.  a  careful 
inspection  of  all  vessels  that  sail  from  an  infected  port  or  from 
those  adjacent,  nor  should  their  vigilance  be  relaxed  because  a 
clean  bill  of  health  is  required  prior  to  sailing  for  this  country,  for 
the  disease  may  break  out  after  the  vessel  has  started.  The 
efficiency  of  the  service  will  very  probably  be  tested,  and  untiring- 
vigilance  is  demanded. 
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It  has  been  generally  believed  that  cholera  originated  always  in 
a  province  of  India,  from  which  it  was  spread  to  other  localities, 
the  general  direction  of  its  course  being  westward.  In  a  recent 
official  report  it  is  stated  that  it  is  the  almost  universal  belief  of 
the  physicians  in  government  service  in  India  that  cholera  origi- 
nates in  any  part  of  the  East  where  the  essential  unsanitary  condi- 
tions exist.  While  it  is  possible  that  a  visitation  of  cholera  may 
be  escaped  this  year,  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  be  prepared. 
If  all  reasonable'  precautions  have  been  taken  the  public  will  be 
less  likely  to  be  seized  with  that  unreasoning  fear  and  panic  that 
predisposes  to  the  disease,  and  is  a  powerful  adjunct  to  its  spread. 
It  is  also  true  that  all  sanitary  improvements  are  of  lasting  benefit, 
and  if  we  escape  invasion  the  results  of  the  sanitary  work  accom- 
plished will  be  seen  in  a  better  state  of  the  public  health,  less 
sickness,  and  a  lowered  death  rate,  so  that  the  former  neglect 
of  these  unsanitary  conditions  will  seen  to  have  been  almost 
criminal. 

The  value  of  action  before  disease  appears  is  beyond  all  com- 
parison greater  than  that  taken  in  the  presence  of  an  epidemic. 
Public  safety  will  be  best  secured  by  such  preparation  as  is  known 
to  be  the  most  effective,  before  the  approach  of  the  foe.  Fortifi- 
cations cannot  be  erected  while  under  attack  by  the  enemy.  The 
sanitary  barriers  which  defend  from  fatal  disease  are  the  same, 
whether  it  be  Asiatic  Cholera  or  any  other  infectious  malady. 
The  watchword  of  protection  is  cleanliness.  If  we  make  ourselves 
clean,  and  our  surroundings  clean,  the  cholera  may  come,  but  it 
will  fail  to  find  an  abiding  place. 

How  Cholera  Spreads. 

The  contagium*  or  virus  of  cholera  may  be  carried  from  place 
to  place  by  a  person  suffering  from  the  disease,  however  lightly. 
It  is  disseminated  by  the  excretions  of  the  patient,  both  solid  and 
liquid,  chiefly  the  former.  As  the  disease  can  be  scattered  by  a 
person  suffering  from  a  light  case,  that  is,  where  a  choleraic 
diarrhoea  is  the  chief  symptom,  the  facilities  afforded  by  railroad 
travel  for  the  spread  of  cholera  over  a  wide  area  are  evident. 
While  the  contagium  of  cholera  can  be  thus  freely  scattered  it  is 
not  repropagated  outside  the  body  except  in  unsanitary  localities. 
Vile,  filthy,  undrained   or   unsewered   tenements,  filth-saturated 

*  Modern  research  teaches  us  that  the  contagium  of  cholera  is  a  bacillus.  This 
disease  germ  is  of  the  one-celled  variety  which  multiply  rapidly.

soil  from  leaky  drain-pipes,  an  atmosphere  reeking  with  the  gases 
of  decay,  soil  polluted  with  the  putrefactive  compounds  from  gar- 
bage, kitchen  slops,  sink  drains,  shallow,  over-flowing  privy- 
vaults,  and  the  over-crowded  haunts  of  vice  and  crime,  in  which 
misery  compels  the  poor  also  to  seek  shelter,  furnish  in  the  most 
inviting  form  the  essential  conditions  for  the  repropagation  of  the 
contagium  of  cholera.  Less  aggravated  instances  of  unsanitary 
conditions  are  proportionately  dangerous.  A  warm,  moist  atmos- 
phere, into  which  putrefying  organic  matter  is  discharging  the 
gases  of  decay,  is  favorable  to  the  development  of  the  germs  of 
cholera.  The  water  from  wells  polluted  by  filth  from  closely 
adjacent  vaults  or  drains,  and  other  sources  of  water  supply 
defiled  by  sewage,  if  also  infected  with  the  specific  contagion  of 
cholera,  has  long  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  active  agents 
in  the  spread  of  this  disease.  .  Impure  water  prepares  the  system 
for  the  reception  of  cholera,  and  renders  it  less  able  to  resist  its 
course. 

Law  or  Infection. 

Cholera  is  not  contagious  in  the  same  sense  that  scarlet-fever 
and  small -pox  are  contagious  ;  it  is  not  what  is  commonly  called 
"  catching."  If  disinfection  and  other  proper  precautions  are 
used,  there  is  scarcely  any  risk  that  the  disease  will  spread  to 
those  that  nurse,  or  otherwise  closely  attend  upon  the  sick.  With 
the  essential  conditions  of  filth,  moisture,  and  warmth,  the  germs 
are  reproduced  so  rapidly  that  "  the  disease  extends  over  the  whole 
contaminated  region  as  if  by  an  explosion."  Our  control  over 
the  spread  of  cholera  is  complete,  as  the  laws  which  govern  it  are 
so  well  understood.  Were  it  not  that  from  neglect,  and  indiffer- 
ence, unsanitary  conditions  have  been,  and  are,  allowed  to  become 
so  extensive  and  complicated  that  they  cannot  at  once  be  reme- 
died, there  would  be  no  reason  to  fear  this  scourge.  The  conta- 
gion of  cholera  can  be  destroyed,  whatever  its  essential  nature 
may  be,  and  the  disinfectants  that  destroy  it  are  well  known  and 
easily  used.     The  factors  for  an  epidemic  of  cholera  are  :- — 

The  specifie  contagion. 

Moisture  and  warmth. 

Filth. 

If  the  specific  contagion  be  not  excluded  by  quarantine  it  can 
be  destroyed  by  disinfection.  The  filth  factors  can  be  removed, 
or  purified.     While  warmth   and  moisture  are  essential  for  the 
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multiplication  of  the  germs,  they  can  be  preserved  for  an  indefi- 
nite time  in  a  dry  state,  and  again  become  active  if  the  proper 
conditions  for  their  development  are  supplied.  The  limits  of  the 
contaminated  area  mark  the  boundary  of  the  spread  of  cholera. 
With  pure  air,  pure  water,  and  an  uncontaminated  soil,  an  epi- 
demic of  cholera  could  not  be  developed.  Cases  might,  indeed, 
occur,  but  the  disease  would  be  readily  controlled.  The  nearer 
this  standard  is  reached,  the  less  the  danger  from  cholera,  as  well 
as  the  longer  the1  average  duration  of  life.  Cholera  is  a  stern 
teacher  of  the  importance  of  public  hygiene.  It  is  "  the  world's 
great  nuisance  searcher,  as  well  as  a  relentless  destroyer,  silently 
invading  and  smiting  the  people  that  have  left  open  the  door  for 
such  a  visitation." 

The  law  makes  the  selectmen  and  justices  of  the  peace  the 
board  of  health  in  every  town  where  no  other  organized  body 
exists  for  the  care  of  the  public  health.  The  health  boards  are 
the  guardians  ^»f  the  people,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  see  that  these 
avoidable  causes  of  disease  are  removed.  Let  no  town  be  caught 
furnishing  the  essential  filth  conditions  to  start  an  epidemic  that 
will  sweep  the  State.  To  prevent  this,  a  careful  attention  to 
conditions  hitherto  neglected  will  in  many  cases  be  required.  We 
would  call  the  attention  of  health  authorities  in  the  cities 

To  the  public  streets. 

To  the  gutters  where  garbage  is  thrown,  and  those  near  hack 
and  express  stands,  etc. 

To  domestic  animals  in  city  limits. 

To  alleys,  lanes,  and  back-yards,  and  the  disposal  of  garbage. 

To  the  disinfection  of  all  foul  places,  cellars,  and  underground 
quarters. 

To  sewers  and  house  drains. 

To  privies,  dumping-grounds,  and  sewer  outlets. 

The  special  attention  of  health  officers  in  the  country  should 
be  directed  to  privies,  cess-pools,  and  sink-drains  :  garbage-heaps, 
swill-barrels,  etc.  ;  pig-pens  and  farm  yards  ;  and  in  consequence 
of  these,  polluted  wells,  to  cellars,  and  stagnant  water,  and  to 
slaughter-houses.  Disinfectants  should  be  used  freely,  and  no 
new  accumulations  of  filth  allowed. 

Householders  should  carefully  inspect  their  dwellings  and  sur- 
roundings, and  see  that  everything  is  in  a  sanitary  condition.  If 
possible,  remove  all  filth,  and  then  disinfect ;  if  impossible,  in 
every  instance   use  disinfectants  liberally.     Allow  no  foul  spot 
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for  the  germs  of  cholera  to  find,  a  resting-place  ;  for  it  must  be 
remembered  that  these  germs  multiply  in  moist  filth.  A  single 
fecal  discharge  from  a  cholera  patient  would  infect  the  contents 
of  a  full  privy  vault,  as  was  illustrated  in  Kentucky  in  1873, 
when  nearly  every  person  that  entered  the  infected  privy,  if  once 
only,  was  seized  a  few  days  thereafter  with  cholera,  although  it 
had  been  used  but  once  by  a  cholera  patient,  who  was  found  in 
it  in  a  state  of  collapse.  After  thorough  disinfection  no  further 
sickness  was  caused.  Every  vault  used  by  a  cholera  patient 
should  be  disinfected,  and  the  places  he  may  have  visited  should 
be  traced  by  the  health  authorities.  The  fluids  vomited,  or  a 
single  discharge  from  the  bowels  of  a  cholera  patient,  if  thrown 
without  disinfection  into  a  privy  vault,  cesspool,  or  sewer,  would 
infect  their  contents,  and  spread  the  disease  extensively.  In  like 
manner  undisinfected  discharges  may  pollute  wells,  springs,  or 
other  sources  of  water  supply.  It  is  a  duty  every  one  attending 
upon  these  cases  owes  to  the  community,  as  well  as  for  self- 
protection,  to  enforce  the  disinfection  of  all  excretions  from 
cholera  patients.  The  copperas  solution  is  a  cheap  and  efficient 
disinfectant. 

Should  the  cholera  appear,  plain  and  practical  instructions  for 
its  management  will  be  issued  by  the  Board. 


The  circular  of  the  Board  of  Disinfection  will  be  distributed 
free  to  all  applying  to  the  secretary. 


Circular  16. 


Instructions  for  Disinfection. 


Disinfection  is  the  destruction  of  the  poisons  of  infectious^and 
contagious  diseases. 

Deodorizers,  or  substances  that  destroy  smells,  are  not  necessa- 
rily disinfectants,  and  disinfectants  do  not  necessarily  [have  an 
odor.     The  poisons  of  infectious  diseases  seldom  have  any  odor. 
Disinfection  cannot  compensate  for  want  of   cleanliness,  nor  of 
ventilation. 

As  so  many  diseases  are  spread  by  a  poison  or  virus  which  can 
retain  its  virulence  apart  from  the  body  in  which  it  was  formed, 
and  can  be  conveyed  by  infected  articles,  or  by  the  air  or  water  to 
other  localities,  the  importance  of  disinfection,  and  its  power  to 
control  disease,  is  plain.  Scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever, 
epidemic  dysentery,  cholera,  and  like  diseases,  are  spread  by 
poisons  that  can  be  destroyed  by  disinfection. 

Filth  is  one  of  the  chief  predisposing  causes  to  diseases  of  the 
class  mentioned,  if  it  is  not  under  certain  conditions  capable  of 
developing  them  spontaneously.  While  cleanliness  and  the  re- 
moval of  all  filth  are  essential  conditions  of  health,  disinfectants 
serve  a  useful  purpose  in  arresting  putrefactive  decay,  in  rendering 
innoxious  for  the  time  accumulations  of  filth  that  it  may  be  inex- 
pedient to  disturb,  and  in  destroying  contagion.  Infected  articles 
can  be  rendered  harmless  by  the  use  of  disinfectants.  Anything 
that  has  come  in  contact  with  the  infected  person  may  be  the. 
means  of  communicating  disease.  As  a  rule  the  excretions  of  all 
kinds  are  especially  charged  with  the  contagion,  either  in  an 
active  state,  or  in  one  from  which  it  is  rapidly  developed.  The 
degree  of  contact  necessary  for  infection  varies  with  different  dis- 
eases and  the  virulence  of  the  disease;  but  as  we  never  know  from 
what  case  an  epidemic  may  start,  precautions  for  the  genera 
safety  should  be  used  in  all  cases. 
9 
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It  may  be  stated  in  generalthat  moisture  renders  the  low  organ- 
isms, associated  with  the  spread  of  these  diseases,  and  their  germs 
more  readily  destructible  by  disinfectants.  It  has  been  found  that 
the  disinfection  from  the  fumes  of  burning  sulphur  is  more  com- 
plete when  the  air  of  the  room  has  previously  been  rendered 
moist. 

Disinfectants. 

1.  Sulphur;  roll  sulphur,  broken  in  small  pieces,  is  the  best 
form  to  use  for  burning. 

2.  Sulphate  of  iron  (copperas),  dissolved  in  water,  in  the  pro- 
portion of  one  and  a  half  pounds  to  the  gallon;  for  water  closets, 
sewers,  yards,  stables,  etc. 

3.  Sulphate  of  zinc  and  common  salt,  dissolved  in  water  in  the 
proportion  of   four  ounces  sulphate  and  two  ounces  salt  to  the  • 
gallon;  for  clothing,  bed  linen,  and  cotton  goods. 

4.  Heat  is  the  best  disinfectant  known  thus  far.  The  Board 
would  advise  cities  and  towns  to  purchase  furnaces  made  for  this 
purpose,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  laundries,  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  disinfection;  the  destruction  of  many  articles  would  thus 
be  avoided.  A  temperature  of  at  least  240°  is  required.  For 
rooms  in  dwelling  houses  fumigation  by  the  sulphur  process  is 
the  best. 

For  common  use,  and  especially  for  domestic  use  for  the  house 
and  its  surroundings,  the  first  three  on  the  list  are  unqualifiedly 
recommended  as  reliable,  efficient,  and  inexpensive. 

Supplementary  List. 

1.  The  bichloride  of  mercury  dissolved  in  water,  one  part  to  two 
thousand,  has  recently  been  shown  to  be  the  most  efficient  agent  to 
arrest  putrefaction,  and  destroy  low  organisms  and  their  germs. 
It  is  the  most  powerful  germicide  known.  It  is  useful  in  disin- 
fecting the  excretions,  especially  those  from  the  kidneys  and 
bowels.  Bichloride  of  mercury  or  corrosive  sublimate  is  an  active 
poison,  and  must  be  used  intelligently,  and  with  care.  The  dilute 
solution  is  not  particularly  dangerous,  but  for  domestic  use  the 
zinc  solution  is  preferable. 

2.  Solution  of  chloride  of  zinc,  one  part  liquor  zinci  chloridi  to 
200  of  water,  and  solutions  of  the  nitrate  of  lead,  of  varying 
strength,  are  useful  for  sinks,  waste  basins,  sewers  and  the  like. 
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Chlorinated  soda  and  permanganate  of  potash  are  useful  disin- 
fectants. Caustic  lime  (1  part  to  100  of  water)  is  efficient,  but 
leaves  a  sediment;  it  must  be  used  alone;  it  is  useful  dry,  after 
vaults  have  been  cleaned,  and  to  destroy  organic  matter  buried 
with  it,  if  used  freely.  Chloride  of  iron  is  efficient,  but  expensive. 
The  waste  chlorides  of  commerce  can  be  utilized  for  drains, 
refuse  heaps,  and  sewers. 

Carbolic  acid  and  other  agents,  offensive  in  themselves,  are  not 
recommended.  '  Carbolic  acid,  to  be  effective  (1  part  to  100),  is 
also  more  expensive;  for  filth,  stronger  solutions  must  be  used. 

How  to  usb  Disinfectants. 

1.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  disinfectant  can  be  used  to  thoroughly 
purify  the  air  of  the  sick-room  while  in  use,  so  as  to  destroy  the 
contagion.  Many  substances,  however,  contribute  to  that  end  by 
destroying  organic  matter.  The  use  of  such  as  are  offensive 
should  be  absolutely  precluded.  A  sheet  can  be  wet  in  the  zinc 
solution  and  hung  in  the  room  or  entry,  and  besides  the  zinc 
solution  chlorinated  soda,  permanganate  of  potash  and  copperas 
can  be  freely  used.  The  attendants  on  the  sick-room  should  use 
disinfecting  solutions  to  wash  their  hands,  and  it  is  sometimes 
advisable  for  them  to  rinse  the  mouth  and  throat  with  solution  of 
chlorinated  soda,  or  permanganate  of  potash. 

There  are  some  disinfectants  that  can  be  burned  in  occupied 
rooms  and  entries  near  the  sick-room  without  giving  rise  to  offen- 
sive gases.  Turpentine  has  been  recommended  for  use  in  such 
places,  as  follows:  pour  a  little  upon  the  surface  of  a  pan  of  hot, 
water,  using  enough  so  that  the  odor  is  just  perceptible  in  the  air, 
not  so  much  as  to  become  offensive. 

Pure  air  and  thorough  ventilation  are  the  best  agents;  all  others 
are  but  substitutes,  and  can  never  equal  their  principals.  Some- 
times, however,  filth  is  so  concentrated,  and  the  poison  so  strong, 
that  artificial  aid  has  to  be  sought  for  artificial  and  unnatural 
conditions. 

In  the  Sick-room.  The  most  available  agents  are  fresh  air 
and  cleanliness.  The  clothing,  towels,  bed-linen,  etc.,  should,  on 
removal  from  the  patient,  and  before  they  are  taken  from  the 
room,  be  placed  in  a  pail  or  tub  of  the  zinc  solution,  boiling  hot 
if  possible.  After  removal  from  the  solution  they  should  be 
boiled  in  clear  water.  If  soap  is  to  be  used  the  solution  of  chlo- 
rinated soda  is  more  convenient  to  be  used  as  a  disinfectant. 
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All  discharges  should  either  be  received  in  vessels  containing 
copperas  solution,  or  when  this  is  impracticable,  should  be  imme- 
diately covered  with  copperas  solution.  All  vessels  used  about 
the  patient  should  be  cleansed  with  the  same  solution.  The  solu- 
tion of  bichloride  of  mercury  is  advisable  in  case  of  cholera  or  the 
prevalence  of  an  epidemic.  One  advantage  of  the  copperas  solu- 
tion is  that  it  fills  so  many  purposes,  hence  not  so  many  different 
solutions  are  required;  it  is  unqualifiedly  recommended.  The  dis- 
infectant solution  should  be  added  to  the  water  with  which  the 
patient  has  been  bathed  before  the  water  is  thrown  away. 

Unnecessary  furniture,  especially  that  which  is  stuffed,  carpets 
and  hangings,  should,  when  posssible,  be  removed  from  the  room 
at  the  outset;  otherwise,  they  should  remain  for  subsequent  fumi- 
gation and  treatment. 

2.  Fumigation  with  sulphur  is  the  only  practicable  method  for 
disinfecting  the  house.  For  this  purpose,  the  rooms  to  be  disin- 
fected must  be  vacated.  Heavy  clothing,  blankets,  bedding,  and 
other  articles  which  cannot  be  treated  with  the  zinc  solution, 
should  be  opened  and  exposed  during  fumigation,  as  directed  be- 
low. Close  the  rooms  as  tightly  as  possible,  place  the  sulphur  in 
iron  pans  supported  upon  bricks  placed  in  washtubs  containing  a 
little  water,  set  it  on  fire  by  hot  coals  or  with  the  aid  of  a  spoonful 
of  alcohol,  and  allow  the  room  to  remain  closed  for  twenty-four 
hours.  For  a  room  about  ten  feet  square,  at  least  two  pounds  of 
sulphur  should  be  used, — that  is,  two  pounds  for  every  thousand 
cubic  feet  of  air  space;  for  larger  rooms,  proportionately  in- 
creased quantities.  If  the  room  is  large  the  sulphur  should  be 
put  in  several  places  in  separate  vessels.  The  room  should  not  be 
too  cold.  After  fumigation  the  room  should  be  thoroughly  aired 
at  least  twelve  hours.  The  fumes  of  burning  sulphur  cannot  be 
breathed. 

In  case  of  an  epidemic  or  malignant  sickness,  the  woodwork  of 
the  room  may  be  re-painted.  If  there  be  any  wall-paper  it  may 
be  removed  and  burned,  and  the  ceiling  whitewashed  or  kalso- 
mined. 

3.  Premises.  Cellars,  yards,  stables,  gutters,  privies,  cesspools, 
water-closets,  drains,  sewers,  etc.,  should  be  frequently  and 
liberally  treated  with  the  copperas  solution.  The  copperas  solu- 
tion is  easily  prepared  by  hanging  a  basket  containing  about  sixty 
pounds  of  copperas  in  a  barrel  of  water.  The  frequent  use  of 
this  solution  in  privies  and  water-closets  is  advised,  especially  in 
summer. 
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4.  Body  and  Bed  Clothing,  etc.  It  is  best  to  burn  all  arti- 
cles which  have  been  in  contact  with  persons  sick  with  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases.  Articles  too  valuable  to  be  destroyed  should 
be  treated  as  follows: 

(a.)  Cotton,  linen,  flannels,  blankets,  etc.,  should  be  treated 
with  the  boiling-hot  zinc  solution;  introduce  piece  by  piece,  secure 
thorough  wetting,  and  boil  for  at  least  half  an  hour. 

(b.)  Heavy  woolen  clothing,  silks,  furs,  stuffed  bed-covers,  beds, 
and  other  articles  which  cannot  be  treated  with  the  zinc  solution, 
should  be  hung  in  the  room  during  fumigation,  their  sm'faces 
thoroughly  exposed,  and  pockets  turned  inside  out.  Afterwards 
they  should  be  hung  in  the  open  air,  beaten  and  shaken.  Pillows, 
beds,  stuffed  mattresses,  upholstered  furniture,  etc.,  should  be 
thoroughly  fumigated,  and  afterwards  well  aired.  Carpets  are 
best  fumigated  on  the  floor,  but  should  afterward  be  removed  to 
the  open  air  and  thoroughly  beaten.  Heat, — if  a  furnace  as 
before  mentioned,  is  available,— is  the  most  efficient  means  of  dis- 
infecting all  such  articles. 

5.  Corpses  should  be  thoroughly  washed  with  a  zinc  solution 
of  double  strength;  should  then  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet,  wet  with 
the  zinc  solution,  and  buried  at  once.  The  solution  of  bichloride 
of  mercury  is  advised  for  this  purpose  in  very  malignant  cases,  or 
in  presence  of  an  epidemic.  The  burial  should  be  private;  no 
public  burials  should  be  allowed. 

Metallic,  metal-lined,  or  air-tight  coffins  should  be  used  when 
possible;  certainly  when  the  body  is  to  be  transported  for  any 
considerable  distance.  They  are  required  by  law,  unless  the 
burial  is  to  be  immediate,  or  efficient  disinfection.  In  malignant 
cases  the  coffin  should  be  half -filled  with  sawdust,  moistened  with 
the  disinfectant,  and  should  not  be  re-opened. 

This  circular  is  based  on  that  of  the  National  Board  of  Health, 
and  is  largely  as  issued  by  them.  Changes  and  additions  have 
been  made  since  the  first  edition,  which  was  soon  exhausted,  but 
the  press  of  other  work  prevented  a  re-issue.  It  seems  now  to  be 
required,  as  indicated  by  the  demand  for  such  instructions.

Miscellaneous  Subjects 
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By  William  H.  Brewer,  Ph.D.,  New  Haven. 


Glucose  is  the  name  given  by  the  chemist  Dumas  to  grape 
and  starch  sugar.  With  chemists,  the  name  is  applied  to  a  kind 
of  sugar  which  is  found  ready  formed  by  natural  processes  in  the 
juice  of  grapes,  plums,  cherries,  figs  and  many  other  sweetly  acid 
fruits.  It  is  also  produced  in  the  animal  kingdom,  and  it  may  be 
made  by  art  from  certain  organic  compounds. 

Popularly,  fT  is  the  common  name  for  the  sugar  made  arti- 
ficially from  starch  and  which  comes  into  commerce  both  in  a 
solid  and  liquid  state,  and  under  a  variety  of  trade  names.  In 
the  technical  journals  and  in  statistical  reports,  the  solid  forms  of 
starch-sugar  are  usually  called  "grape  sugar,"  and  the  term 
"  glucose  "  restricted  to  the  liquid  and  semi-liquid  varieties.  This 
is  the  general  classification  in  the  German  and  French  journals, 
but  the  varieties  are  sold  under  many  different  trade  names,  each 
large  manufacturer  having  brands  or  names  of  his  own.  Thus 
we  have  "  mixing  glucose,"  "  mixing  sirup,"  "  corn  sirup,"  "  jelly 
glucose,"  "  confectioner's  crystal  glucose,"  etc.,  for  the  liquid 
grades  and  "  grape  sugar,"  "  solid  grape  sugar,"  "  clipped  grape 
sugar,"  "  granulated  grape  sugar,"  "  powdered  grape  sugar," 
"confectioner's  sugar,"  "brewer's  grape  sugar,"  "maize  sugar," 
etc.,  etc.,  for  the  solid  kinds,  but  the  public  call  it  all  "glucose." 
These  various  brands  are  made  by  essentially  the  same  chemical 
process,  and  whether  the  product  is  liquid  or  solid  depends  in 
part  upon  the  degree  of  conversion  and  in  part  upon  the  amount 
of  water  left  in  it. 

The  production  and  consumption  of  starch-sugar  in  this  coun- 
try have  increased  enormously  within  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years, 
and  along  with  the  increase  of  use  have  come  many  charges 
against  its  wholesomeness  when  used  in  food  or  drink.  Very 
sensational  statements  have  been  widely  circulated  in  the  news- 
papers,   as   to   its    alleged   unwholesomeness,    and   much   public 
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alarm  created.  Moreover,  it  lias  been  extensively  used  as  an 
adulterant,  where  such  use  is  unquestionably  fraudulent ;  this  has 
perhaps  increased  the  wide-spread  belief  that  it  is  an  actual  and 
serious  danger  to  the  public  health,  and  many  States  have  passed 
laws  specially  aimed  at  it.  This  State  has  enacted  that  "  No  per- 
son shall  knowingly,  wilfully  or  maliciously  sell,  or  offer  or  expose 
for  sale  within  this  State  any  sugar  or  molasses  which  has  been 
adulterated  with  .  .  .  glucose,  dextrose,  starch,  sugar,  corn 
syrup,  or  other  preparation  from  starch."  (Public  Acts,  1880, 
Chapter  LXXXIV,  p.  543.)  But  I  have  never  heard  of  any 
effort  to  enforce  this  law,  although  it  is  probable  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  table  sirups  used  in  the  State  are  so  adulterated. 
Michigan  has  a  less  sweeping,  but  equally  strict  law  :  "  No  per- 
son shall  mix  any  glucose  or  grape  sugar  with  syrup,  honey  or 
sugar  intended  for  human  food  .  .  .  without  distinctly  marking, 
stamping  or  labelling  the  package  containing  the  same  with  the 
true  and  appropriate  name  of  such  article,  and  the  percentage  in 
which  glucose  or  grape  sugar  .  .  has  entered  into  its  composi- 
tion." (Laws  of  Michigan  relating  to  Public  Health,  213,  Act 
254,  Laws  of  1881,  Sec.  4.) 

In  Germany  where  glucose  has  long  been  an  article  of  manu- 
facture chiefly  from  potatoes,  and  where  it  is  used  extensively  in 
brewing,  several  chemists  have  published  investigations  showing 
that  when  it  is  fermented,  Unwholesome  products  are  found  in 
the  fermented  product.  Other  investigators  have  denied  this, 
but  the  uncertainty  gave  grounds  for  uneasiness  in  this  country 
when  the  manufacture  was  so  rapidly  growing  and  the  subject 
brought  so  widely  and  frequently  before  the  public  mind,  without 
any  authority  as  to  what  the  real  sanitary  relations  of  artificial 
glucose  was,  and  this  renewed  public  interest  has  led  to  a  fuller 
investigation  of  the  whole  subject  than  has  heretofore  been  made. 

The  five  years,  from  1878  to  1882  inclusive,  marked  the  greatest 
expansion  of  this  manufacture,  and  in  April,  1882,  when  perhaps 
forty  thousand  bushels  of  corn  daily  were  being  converted  into 
glucose,  and  when  a  bill  was  before  Congress  "  to  tax  and  regu- 
late the  manufacture  and  sale  of  glucose"  (H.  R.,  3170),  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  asked  the  National  Academy 
of  Sciences  to  investigate  and  report  on  its  "  saccharine  quality 
as  compared  with  cane  sugar  and  molasses  and  also  especially  as 
to  its  deleterious  effects  when  used  as  an  article  of  food  or  drink, 
or  as  a  constituent  element  of  such  article." 
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The  matter  was  accordingly  put  into  the  hands  of  a  special 
committee,  consisting  of  Professors  Geo.  F.  Barker  (Chairman), 
Win.  H.  Brewer,  Charles  F.  Chandler,  Wolcott  Gibbs  and  Ira 
Renisen.  As  bearing  on  the  sanitary  value  of  their  conclusions  I 
may  say  that  all  are  chemists,  four  of  them  specially  eminent 
aiithorities  in  that  profession,  four  have  been  prominently  con- 
nected with  other  sanitary  investigations  and  two  have  had  long 
experience  as  officials  on  Boards  of  Health. 

This  commission  was  in  existence  more  than  a  year  and  a  half, 
the  members  examined  in  person  some  manufactories  and  were  in 
communication  with  very  nearly  all  which  then  existed  in  the 
country  ;  they  bought  such  samples  in  the  markets  as  they  could 
get  and  sent  a  special  agent  through  the  manufactories  of  the 
Western  States  who  examined  the  processes  and  collected  samples 
which  were  afterwards  analyzed  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the 
commission.  Some  other  samples  were  furnished  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue.  There  is  an  enormous  literature 
relating  to  the  chemistry  and  the  technique  of  the  subject,  which 
was  carefully  looked  up  and  collated,  and  this  bibliography  forms 
a  part  of  their  report.  The  material  itself  was  made  the  subject 
of  a  long  investigation  as  to  its  manufacture,  chemical  and  phys- 
ical properties,  and  its  physiological  action.  The  Report  of  the 
Commission  has  recently  been  published. 

As  the  present  paper  is  intended  for  popular  reading,  rather 
than  as  a  scientific  treatise,  and  as  there  is  much  popular  misap- 
prehension on  the  whole  matter  of  its  relation  to  other  sugars,  the 
majoiT.ty  of  people  in  this  country  thinking  that  the  manufacture 
is  new  and  that  the  experience  with  the  product  is  limited,  I 
think  it  fitting  that  the  matter  be  considered  historically  as  well 
as  chemically. 

The  sugars  are  a  group  of  chemical  compounds  which  are 
produced  by  chemical  or  vital  processes  in  nature,  and  are  found 
ready  formed  in  the  juices  of  various  plants  and  animals,  mixed 
with  other  substances.  All  the  sugar  used  in  the  world,  except 
that  which  we  are  now  more  specially  considering,  is  chemically 
speaking,  a  natural  product.  The  various  processes  of  sugar- 
making  are  processes  for  separating  it  from  other  substances  with 
which  it  is  mixed  in  nature,  but  where  it  already  exists  chemi- 
cally formed. 

Chemists  have  described  many  sugars,  having  similar  but  not 
identical  chemical  composition  and  differing  in  their  sweetness, 
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chemical  properties,  texture  and  other  physical  characters.  They 
are  included  in  a  class  of  compounds  known  as  hydrocarbons, 
containing  the  three  elements  hydrogen,  carbon  and  oxygen. 
These  hydrocarbons  are  divided  into  three  groups,  two  groups 
of  which  are  sugars.  1st.  The  cane  sugars  group  or  Sucroses, 
to  which  group  belongs  the  sugars  from  cane,  beets,  maple,  also 
the  sugar  from  milk  and  others  less  popularly  known.  2d.  The 
grape  sugar  group,  or  glucoses  to  which  belongs  the  sweetening 
principle  of  grapes,  figs,  plums,  honey  and  various  other  sweets. 
3d.  The  starch  group  or  amyloses,  which  are  not  actual  sugars 
but  which  includes  starch,  gum,  dextrine,  cellulose,  etc.,  etc., 
some  of  which  substances  may  be  artificially  converted  into 
sugars  of  the  glucose  group  by  chemical  processes.  We  may 
say,  that  as  a  whole  the  sucroses  or  true  sugars  crystallize  easily, 
that  the  glucoses  crystallize  with  difficulty  or  not  at  all,  and  the 
amyloses  not  at  all.  In  the  presence  of  ferments,  the  most  of  the 
sugars'  undergo  fermentation,  and  a  considerable  variety  of  pro- 
ducts result,  depending  on  the  kind  of  sugar,  the  kind  of  ferment 
and  the  conditions  under  which  the  fermentation  takes  place. 
The  glucoses  are  directly  susceptible  of  vinous  fermentation 
without  previous  change,  but  the  sucroses  must  be  converted 
first  into  glucose  before  this  fermentation  takes  place.  It  is 
easy  to  artificially  convert  several  of  the  sucroses  and  amyloses 
into  glucose,  but  difficult  or  impossible  to  reverse  the  process  in 
the  laboratory.  In  nature  and  by  vital  processes,  however,  this 
change  takes  place  on  a  grand  scale. 

Sugar  in  some  form  has  in  these  latter  years  become  such  an 
important  article  of  human  food  that  we  forget  how  modern 
such  common  use  is.  We  no  longer  consider  it  a  luxury,  but 
rather  a  necessity,- a  food,  which  in  the  ordinary  American  family 
ranks  along  with  flour  in  its  cost  and  daily  use.  But  this  abund- 
ance is  very  modern,  and  even  a  knowledge  of  sugar  has  not 
long  been  common.  So  far  as  we  know,  honey  was  the  only 
sweet  known  to  the  ancients,  sugar  as  such  only  appears  in  litera- 
ture after  the  Christian  era,  and  Europeans  obtained  their  first 
practical  knowledge  of  it  in  the  dark  ages,  along  with  the 
Mahomedan  invasion  and  the  Wars  of  the  Crusades.  The  vari- 
ous European  names,  the  authorities  tell  us,  came  through  the 
Arabic  Sok-Jcar  from  the  older  Sanskrit  Sha-hara,  and  that  the 
cane  came  into  southern  Europe  along  with  the  Mahomedans. 
The  Moors  brought  it  to  Spain,  and  the  Arabians  and  Sarracens 
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to  the  islands  of  the  Mediterranean,  from  these,  the  Portugese 
carried  it  to  the  Maderia  Islands  and  the  Canaries  about  1420, 
and  for  nearly  a  century  what  little  sugar  was  used  in  Europe 
came  mostly  from  those  islands.  The  amount  produced  however, 
was  very  small  until  the  cane  was  carried  to  the  West  Indies 
from  Madeira  in  1506,  then  the  production  increased  with  great 
rapidity,  and  for  the  next  three  hundred  years  these  islands 
produced  very  nearly  all  the  sugar  used  in  the  world.  But 
until  well  in  the  present  century  it  remained  a  costly  luxury, 
which  was  more  and  more  sought  after  as  tea  and  coffee  came  into 
more  common  use.  But  sugar  was  entirely  a  tropical  product 
(except  the  local  and  insignificant  supply  from  the  sugar  maple), 
until  well  into  the  present  century,  and  it  was  considered  then 
more  of  a  luxury  because  it  was  not  produced  in  the  countries 
which  used  it  in  the  largest  quantities. 

As  early  as  1747,  Margraff,  a  Prussian,  found  that  beets  and 
various  other  plants  of  northern  and  central  Europe  contained 
small  quantities  of  sugar,  but  no  means  were  found  of  extracting 
it  economically.  The  extraction  of  cane  sugar  from  the  vege- 
table juices  which  contain  it  in  small  proportions  and  along  with 
acids,  is  emphatically  a  chemical  art,  and  could  not  be  devised 
until  there  was  a-  chemical  science,  therefore  all  the  early  efforts 
to  produce  it  on  a  commercial  scale  from  other  source  than  the 
cane  (from  which  it  was  easily  extracted)  were  failures. 

Chemistry  may  be  said  to  have  had  its  birth  as  a  science  with 
the  discovery  of  oxygen  in  1774-75  and  the  consequent  establish- 
ment of  the  modern  theory  of  combustion.  The  new  science 
grew  rapidly,  but  it  was  still  many  years  before  we  had  a  good 
chemical  theory  on  which  chemical  analyses  could  be  founded  on 
a  scientific  basis,  or  chemical  experiments  be  intelligently  directed 
towards  definite  ends.  But  even  before  this  came  about,  and  so 
soon  as  chemistry  began  to  be  a  science,  this  costly  and  coveted 
luxury  began  to  be  investigated  by  the  aid  and  methods  of  this 
new  science. 

In  1790  Tuchten  extracted  a  sugar  from  honey  which  Lowitz 
showed  in  1792  to  differ  from  that  derived  from  the  cane.  In 
1797  Achard  devised  a  process  of  extracting  sugar  from  beets, 
which  his  old  teacher,  Margraff  had  shown  existed  there  fifty 
years  before,  but  the  process  was  not  economically  successful. 
In  1806  Provost  described  the  sugar  in  grapes,  and  between  that 
date  and  1810  Bouillon,  Dombasle,  Lagrange,  Montalivet,  Par- 
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mentier,  Vauquelin  and  Vogel  experimented  and  wrote  on  the 
subject  of,  on  extracting  sugar  from  grapes,  and  the  name 
"  grape-sugar  "  became  a  familiar  term  in  common  speech. 
Deyeux  demonstrated  the  difference  between  grape  and  cane 
sugar  in  1810,  and  by  this  time  it  came  to  be  pretty  well  known 
by  chemists  that  nature  produced  various  sugars  differing  in 
chemical  composition,  and  physical  characters,  and  some  having 
much  greater  sweetening  power  than  others.  The  high  prices  of 
sugar,  and  it's  constantly  increasing  use,  along  with  the  growing- 
use  of  tea  and  coffee,  furnished  a  stimulus  to  these  investigations, 
aside  from  their  scientific  value.  Hence,  the  numerous  processes 
devised  about  that  time  for  the  production  of  sweets  from  Euro- 
pean sources. 

The  next  year,  1811,  Gotlieb  Siegismund  Kirschoff,  a  Russian 
chemist,  discovered  that  sugar  was  produced  by  the  action  of 
dilute  acid  with  moderate  heat,  on  starch.  This  discovery  was 
published  to  the  world  in  1812,  and  before  the  close  of  that  year 
other  chemists  experimented  on  the  subject  and  several  papers 
were  published  pertaining  to  it  in  the  various  European  scientific 
journals. 

This  was  indeed  a  great  discovery.  Heretofore  sugar  had  only 
been  known  as  the  direct  product  of  life,  a  compound  chemically 
produced  only  by  physiological  processes  ;  but  here  was  sugar  as 
a  purely  laboratory  product.  What  had  before  been  made  only 
by  nature  was  now  made  by  man,  independently  of  climate  or 
country,  for  starch  could  be  produced  from  a  great  number  of 
species  of  cultivated  plants,  the  product  of  nearly  every  variety 
of  soil  and  climate. 

The  time  of  this  discovery  was  especially  opportune,  for  owing 
to  the  Napoleonic  wars  and  the  incident  blockade  of  the  continen- 
tal seaports  sugar  had  risen  in  price  until  in  some  towns  it  was 
sold  for  a  dollar  per  pound.  The  new  sugar  was  supposed  to  be 
"real  sugar,"  (or  as  we  now  say  "cane"  sugar),  and  it  was  hoped 
and  believed  that  chemistry  had  made  the  grandest  contribution 
to  the  comfort  of  man  which  the  youthful  science  had  yet  done. 

Under  the  stimulus  of  the  high  prices  and  great  scarcity  of 
sugar  which  then  prevailed  many  manufactories  came  into 
existence,  and  soon  immense  quantities  of  starch  sugar  was  pro- 
duced, and  the  cultivation  of  potatoes  in  Germany,  which  until 
then  had  gained  but  slow  headway  for  food,  rapidly  and  greatly 
increased  as  a  source  of  starch  from  which  to  make  the  new  sugar. 
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All  this,  remember,  took  place  more  than  seventy  years  ago. 
Thus  early  was  extensive  glucose  production  established. 

But  chemists  very  soon  discovered  that  the  new  sugar  was  not 
identical  with  cane  sugar  in  composition  or  properties,  and  its 
consumers  likewise  soon  found  out  that  it  had  much  less  sweet- 
ening power  and  was  not  nearly  so  well  adapted  to  certain  uses 
in  the  kitchen  and  in  the  arts,  and  was  for  many  uses  inferior  to 
the  "  real  "  sugar. 

Then  came  important  political  events  which  changed  all  the 
economical  factors  in  the  problem.  The  downfall  of  Napoleon 
in  1814,  the  peace  and  treaties  of  Is  15,  the  blockade  of  the  conti- 
nental ports  ceased,  cane  sugar  from  the  colonies  in  the  West 
Indies  where  it  had  accumulated  and  become  cheap,  again 
poured  into  the  newly  opened  ports,  there  was  a  great  fall  in 
prices  and  the  manufacture  of  the  inferior  starch  sugar  rapidly 
declined. 

Great  efforts^were  made  to  find  a  market  for  it,  especially  for 
brewing  and  for  increasing  the  strength  and  quantity  of  wine  ; 
nevertheless,  f rom  a  variety  of  causes,  its  manufacture  continued 
to  decline  and  for  a  time  it  practically  ceased  to  be  an  industry  of 
any  importance.  Its  production  did  .  not,  however,  absolutely 
cease.  Some  demand  for  it  continued,  chiefly  for  brewing  and 
for  confections,  the  manufacture  revived  again  and  slowly  in- 
creased and  has  continued  down  to  the  present  time.  It  is  an 
industry  so  well  and  so  long  established  that  it  will  doubtless 
continue  to  be  one  of  great  commercial  and  economic  importance. 

On  the  continent  starch  sugar  is  made  almost  entirely  from 
potato  starch,  and  French  and  German  sorts  from  that  source 
have  long  continued  to  be  imported  into  this  country  for  confec- 
tioners' uses.  Much  "candy"  contains  no  other  sugar  whatever, 
and  for  some  cause  the  certain  foreign  kinds  continue  to  be  pre- 
ferred by  confectioners  to  any  of  American  manufacture. 

The  process  of  making  starch  sugar  in  this  country  where 
maize  is  the  raw  material  used,  is  essentially  as  follows.  The 
starch  is  first  separated  from  the  corn,  as  in  ordinary  starch  man- 
ufacture, by  soaking,  grinding,  straining,  washing,  and  final 
settling  on  long  "  tables  "  or  shallow  troughs.  In  making  com- 
mercial starch  it  is  dried  after  this  washing  and  settling,  but  if 
glucose  is  to  be  made  the  starch  is  not  dried  but  at  this  stage  is 
run  with  water  into  large  vessels  where  it  is  converted  into  sugar 
by  the  action  of  very  dilute  sulphuric  acid  along  with  moderate 
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heat.  The  chemical  action  or  "  conversion  "  is  carried  further  in 
making  the  solid  "  grape  sugar  "  than  in  making  the  liquid  "  glu- 
cose." The  length  of  time  and  degree  of  heat  is  somewhat 
different  in  the  different  establishments  and  is  also  regulated 
according  to  the  use  to  which  the  product  is  ultimately  to  be 
applied. 

The  acid  is  then  neutralized  with  chalk  or  pulverized  marble, 
the  resulting  sulphate  of  lime  is  separated,  the  liquid  solution  is 
clarified,  concentrated  in  vacuum  pans,  and  is  decolorized  by 
bone-black,  just  as  cane  sugar  is. 

The  commercial  product  is  a  mixture,  in  varying  proportions, 
of  two  sugars,  called  respectively  dextrose  and  maltose,  and  of 
dextrin  (starch  gum),  with  very  variable  quantities  of  water,  the 
liquid  forms  naturally  containing  the  most  water.  Some  of  the 
solid  "  grape"  sugars  are  as  white  as  the  finest  "  loaf"  sugar,  others 
(used  chiefly  in  brewing)  are  yellowish.  The  taste  varies  also 
very  considerably.  Some  of  the  liquid  varieties  are  as  colorless 
and  limpid  as  water,  even  when  so  thick  that  they  will  scarcely 
flow,  others  are  honey-colored  or  faintly  yellowish,  and  others 
amber3  the  colors  passing  through  every  shade  of  amber  and 
brown  to  that  of  dark  sugar-house  molasses.  The  colors  are  under 
the  control  of  the  manufacture!',  and  are  ultimately  related  to  the 
uses  for  which  the  special  kind  is  made.  The  greatest  variety  is 
in  the  liquid  forms  or  "  glucose,"  and  the  prejudices  of  ultimate 
customers  are  humored  who  associate  some  particular  color  with 
their  table  sirups,  and  want  their  "pure  sugar  house  sirup," 
"honey  drip"  or  "maple  table  sirup,  warranted  pure"  of  the 
orthodox  color. 

Plow  early  the  manufacture  of  starch  sugar  was  attempted  in 
this  country,. I  do  not  know,  but  while  a  chemical  student,  in  1849, 
I  examined  a  table  syrup  then  being  manufactured  from  corn  in  a 
New  England  city,  and  I  have  had  verbal  accounts  of  several 
earlier  attempts.  There  were  many  later,  but  these  sporadic 
trials  were  probably  unsuccessful  as  business  ventures  until  a 
dozen  years  ago  or  less,  at  any  rate,  the  amount  of  syrup  or  sugar 
produced  from  that  source  in  this  country  was  very  insignificant. 

In  1864  two  patents  were  issued  by  our  Patent  office  for 
improved  processes  for  making  sugar  from  starch,  since  which 
date  a  large  number  have  been  issued,  but  it  was  not  until  about 
ten  years  ago  that  the  manufacture  assumed  any  considerable 
importance.      Before    1875    or    1876  comparatively  little  starch 
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sugar  was  made  in  the  country,  and  then,  particularly  between 
1878  and  1882  the  production  suddenly  assumed  immense  propor- 
tions. 

Previous  to  1880  I  have  no  statistics  of  production  in  this  coun- 
try. Census  Bulletin  No.  304  (1880),  gives  seven  glucose  facto- 
ries, with  a  capital  of  about  two  and  a  quarter  millions  of  dollars, 
and  a  gross  value  of  product  of  over  four  and  a  half  millions  of 
dollars.  Professor  Wiley  states  that  Aug.  1st,  1880,  there  were 
ten  glucose  factories  in  the  United  States,  consuming  about  20,000 
bushels  of  corn  daily,  and  I  think  it  probable  that  some  five  or  six 
millions  of  bushels  of  corn  were  converted  into  starch  sugar  that 
year  and  ten  or  twelve  millions  of  bushels  in  1881.  Various  esti- 
mates have  been  given  of  the  production  in  1882,  few  placing  it 
below  twelve  millions  and  some  as  high  as  fifteen  millions  of 
bushels  of  corn  consumed.  The  Academy  Commission  reported 
32  factories  in  1883,  with  an  aggregated  capital  of  at  least 
$5,000,000  andrthe  average  consumption  of  corn  was  estimated  to 
be  at  least  40,000  or  45,000  bushels  of  corn  daily,  although  the 
amount  fell  off  during  the  last  half  of  that  year,  and  was  probably 
smaller  rather  than  larger  in  1884.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  production  is  a  very  fluctuating  one.  The  commission  was 
able  to  get  a  probably  complete  list  of  the  starch  sugar  manufac- 
tories in  the  country,  but  it  was  found  impossible  to  learn  precisely 
what  the  real  magnitude  of  the  business  was,  and  the  above 
amounts  are  but  estimates  which  were  more  probably  below  the 
mark  than  above  it.  They  are  sufficient,  however,  to  give  some 
idea  of  the  enormous  amount  of  starch  sugar  made  here. 

Regarding  the  production  in  Europe,  statistics  are  very  incom- 
plete and  are  not  continuous,  but  there  are  figures  enough  to  show 
that  the  production  is  enormous.  In  1855,  Payen  in  the  third 
edition  of  his  Chimie  Industrlelle,  placed  the  French  production 
of  starch  sugar  (from  potatoes)  at  5,500  tons  per  annum.  There 
are  many  German  figures  scattered  through  various  publications 
which  show  a  large  production  there.  Wagner  in  his  Chemi- 
sehen  Technologie  states  that  in  1874  there  were  sixty  glucose 
factories  in  the  German  Emph*e,  with  an  annual  production  of 
360,000  centners  (19,800  tons  of  2,000  pounds  as  we  reckon)  of  sirup 
and  500,000  centners  (27,500  tons)  of  solid  sugar.  Post  in  his 
Chemischen  Technologie  places  the  production  of  45  factories  in 
Germany,  during  the  fiscal  year  1877-'78  at  5,931  tons  sirup 
and  8,135  tons  of  solid  sugar.     Wagner's  Jahresbericht  cler  Chem-

ischen  Technologie  for  1877  States  that  2,221  tons  of  starch  sugar 
were  used  in  the  manufacture  of  beer  in  Germany  in  the  previous 
year,  and  in  the  volume  for  1882  he  gives  in  his  s'tatistical  tables 
the  product  of  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years,  in  the  German 
Customs  Union  as  follows  :  for  1880-81,  11,768  tons  "  grape  sugar" 
(solid)  and  17,970  tons  "glucose"  (liquid),  and  for  the  fiscal  year 
1881-'82,  18,384  tons  "grape  sugar"  and  18,782  tons  "glucose." 

These  figures  are  sufficient  to  show  both  that  the  industry  is  a 
large  one  and  a  very  fluctuating  one. 

This  fluctuation  in  quantity  made  is  partly  due  to  great  fluctu- 
ations in  the  demand,  in  part  to  the  relative  prices  of  barley  (for 
malting)  and  of  corn  (or  potatoes)  from  which  to  make  starch 
sugar,  in  part  to  other  causes.  In  this  country  the  manufacture 
is  always  associated  with  that  of  starch,  the  two  going  on  together 
more  economically  than  that  of  glucose  alone  could,  and,  when 
for  any  cause  the  demand  for  glucose  falls  off,  the  establishment 
can  be  used  for  the  production  of  starch. 

What  use  is  made  of  all  this  immense  production  ?  We  rarely 
see  it  offered  for  sale  as  such  in  the  markets;  now  what  becomes 
of  it  ? 

Starch  sugar  if  used  for  nearly  all  the  purposes  for  which 
cane  sugar  is.  It  is  a  constituent  of  much  if  not  the  most  of  the 
table  sirups  now  used  in  the  United  States  ;  it  is  extensively 
used  in  confectionery  ;  it  is  used  as  an  adulterant  of  cane  sugar 
(but  not  to  so  great  an  extent  as  is  often  stated  in  the  news- 
papers) ;  it  is  used  as  a  substitute  for  cane  sugar  in  canning 
fruits  and  in  the  manufacture  of  fruit  jellies  ;  it  is  used  to  adul- 
terate honey  and  even  sold  as  strained  honey  ;  and  so  on  of 
numerous  uses  where  a  sweetening  substance  is  wanted.  In  many 
of  these  cases  the  use  is  perfectly  honest  and  legitimate,  in  many 
others  an  unmitigated  fraud. 

In  all  of  the  above  uses  the  grape  sugar  is  used  directly  as  an 
ingredient  of  food  and  taken  into  the  stomach  as  sugar,  but  its 
largest  use  is  for  fermentation.  As  already  stated,  the  glucoses 
undergo  vinous  fermentation  directly,  and  its  most  extensive  use 
is  in  brewing,  where  it  is  used  along  with  malt  as  a  cheaper  sub- 
stitute. Some  is  also  used  to  doctor  wines,  and  some  also  is 
fermented  into  vinegar. 

The  amount  used  in  the  arts  for  uses  not  related  to  foods  or 
drinks  is  so  comparatively  insignificant  that  it  need  not  be  con- 
sidered,   and   we   may   say  that  practically   the   whole   of    the 
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immense  production  goes  ultimately  into  the  human  stomach, 
either  in  food  or  drink  ;  therefore,  the  importance  of  its  sanitary 
aspects  is  universally  conceded.  Is  starch  sugar,  or  as  .the  public 
calls  it,  glucose,  specially  unwholesome  either  when  taken  directly 
into  the  stomach  with  food,  or  when  fermented  as  an  ingredient 
of  some  drink  ? 

No  one  supposes  that  the  grape  sugar  produced  naturally  in 
fruits  is  unwholesome  ;  no  one  says  that  these  are  dangerous  to 
the  public  health.  Moreover,  inasmuch  as  cane  sugar  as  well  as 
starch  is  converted  into  grape  sugar  {dextrose)  by  the  action  of 
dilute  acids  and  heat,  it  follows  that  grape  sugar  must  often  be 
formed  artificially  in  the  processes  of  cookery  by  the  same  chemi- 
cal reaction  that  converts  starch  into  glucose  in  the  manufactories. 
Furthermore,  it  is  the  grape  sugar  naturally  produced  that  under- 
goes the  vinous  fermentation  in  the  production  of  wine  and 
cider,  and  some  other  fermented  drinks,  and  of  vinegar  and 
other  articles^bf  table  use  against  which  no  charges  are  ever 
brought  of  special  unwholesomeness  because  they  are  made  in 
part  from  natural  glucose.  If  therefore  commercial  starch  sugar 
is  unwholesome  the  deleterious  properties  must  be  due  to  one  of 
three  causes,  viz  :  either  the  plant  from  which  the  starch  is  ob- 
tained also  originates  some  injurious  organic  compound  which  is 
not  removed  in  the  manufacture  ;  or  secondly,  unwholesome 
materials  incident  to  the  manufacture  are  left  in  the  commercial 
product ;  or  thirdly,  when  fermented,  specially  injurious  com- 
pounds are  formed  in  the  fermentation. 

Regarding  the  first  cause  we  need  have  no  apprehension  in  this 
country,  maize  being  the  only  material  thus  far  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  starch  sugar  on  any  considerable  scale.  Regarding  the 
other  two,  the  Academy  commission  made  extensive  and  it  seems 
to  me  thoroughly  convincing  investigations.  Many  starch  sugars 
were  collected  and  analyses  made  in  duplicate  by  different 
chemists  working  in  laboratories  widely  distant  from  each  other, 
neither  knowing  of  the  work  of  the  others  nor  of  the  name  or 
brand  or  origin  of  the  specimen  under  examination.  In  the  nine- 
teen samples  analyzed,  the  product  of  eight  manufactories,  four- 
teen contained  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  inorganic 
material,  and  this  residue  consisted  almost  entirely  of  the  same 
materials  that  are  found  in  the  ashes  of  plants,  i.  e.,  compounds  of 
chlorine,  lime,  magnesia,  and  the  alkalies.  Neither  tin  or  copper 
or  other  metallic  impurities  were  found  in  any  of  the  samples 
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which  came  into  their  hands.  These  were  the  more  carefully 
looked  for  because  of  sensational  statements  that  had  recently 
gone  the  rounds  of  the  press  imputing  these  impurities  to 
"  glucose." 

In  Germany,  where  large  quantities  of  potato  starch  sugar  are 
used  by  brewers,  experiments  have  been  published  which  indi- 
cated that  injurious  substances  (other  than  alcohol)  were  found  in 
the  products  of  fermentation.  There  is  a  conflicting  literature 
relating  to  this,  but  no  experiments  relating  to  fermented  maize 
starch  sugar  had  been  published,  so  whether  or  not  the  public 
health  was  endangered  by  this  possible  source  of  injury  was  in 
doubt. 

This  was  therefore  made  the  subject  of  a  careful  investigation 
by  Professor  Remsen,  of  the  committee.  He  was  fortunate  in 
securing  assistants  who  were  especially  expert  and  skilled  in  fer- 
mentation work,  and  also  in  the  place  where  such  experiments 
could  be  conducted  under  specially  good  conditions.  An  exten- 
sive series  of  fermentation  experiments  was  carried  on  for  some 
months  and  on  a  considerable  scale.  The  concentrated  extracts 
of  the  fermentation  products  were  taken  in  large  quantities  by 
several  persons  without  any  evidence  of  unwholesome  effects  of 
any  kind. 

The  commission  unanimously  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
starch  sugar  produced  in  this  country  from  maize  is  of  great 
purity ;  that  it  does  not  contain  injurious  substances  ;  that 
though  having  at  best  only  about  three-fifths  the  sweetening 
power  of  cane  sugar,  yet  it  is  not  inferior  to  cane  sugar  in 
wholesomeness  ;  that  the  manufacture  of  starch  sugar  is  a  long 
established  industry  scientifically  valuable  and  commercially  im- 
portant, and  they  find  "no  evidence  that  maize  starch  sugar, 
either  in  its  normal  condition  or  fermented,  has  any  deleterious 
effect  on  the  system,  even  when  taken  in  large  quantities." 

That  its  use  as  an  adulterant  is  often  fraudulent— -a  fraud  on 
the  pocket,  there  is  no  question,  but  it  seems  to  me  equally  well 
proven  that  its  use  is  no  special  danger  to  the  public  health. 
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The  germ  theory  of  disease  at  the  present  time  is  having  a  most 
important  bearing  on  the  pathology  of  many  of  the  affections  to 
which  man  isdiable,  and  what  a  few  short  years  ago  was  only 
argued  from  the  standpoint  of  supposition,  and  analogy,  is  now  in 
many  cases  argued  as  facts,  and  the  microscope  with  its  improve- 
ments, both  mechanical  and  optical,  coupled  with  new  and  ap- 
proved methods  of  investigation,  have  given  to  these  minute 
bodies  a  legitimate  standing  as  etiological  factors  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance in  disease. 

When  we  succeed  in  demonstrating  the  relation  between  the 
clinical  history  of  a  certain  well-marked  infectious  disease,  and 
the  existence,  presence,  and  life-history  of  a  certain  form  of  bacte- 
ria which  may  be  demonstrated .  in  the  blood  and  tissues  of  the 
individual  so  suffering,  which  form  of  bacteria  is  only  to  be  found 
under  the  same  usually  unvarying  circumstances,  our  ideas 
assume  a  more  definite  character,  and  our  logic  starts  from  a 
groundwork  of  fact  that  gives  us  a  foundation  which  previously 
was  wanting.  That  we  have  such  facts  to  aid  us,  no  well-edu- 
cated physician  of  to-day  will  deny,  and  when  he  comes  to  study 
these  "living  facts,"  and  examine  into  the  methods  by  which 
they  increase  in  size,  and  beget  their  like,  when,  I  say,  he  comes 
to  bring  his  thoughts  into  relationship  with  the  immutable  laws 
which  govern  the  life  of  a  microbe  and  which  are  essential  to  its 
being,  he  will  find  that  he  possesses  much  more  than  vague  hypo- 
thesis in  his  irresistible  conviction  that  they  are  the  mater  ies  morbi, 
which  conviction  has  gradually  and  irreptitiously  come  to  him. 
Now,  in  the  establishment  of  this  foundation  for  argument,  it  is 
my  intention  to  deal  with  facts  alone,  and  from  these  facts,  if  they 
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are  established  in  any  definite  shape  and  form,  we  can  take  our 
grounds  for  analogous  reasoning.  The  first  question  naturally 
arises,  whether  or  no  these  germs  are  competent  to  produce  the 
phenomena  of  disease  ;  and  if  so,  how,  the  propagation  of  these 
peculiar  bodies  in  the  system  produce  their  pathological  effects. 

The  answer  to  the  first  portion  of  our  proposition  is  a  compara- 
tively easy  task,  while  the  second  portion,  although  not  so  easily 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  most  skeptical  mind,  is  never- 
theless so  linked  to  the  first  that  it  naturally  follows. 

We  will  limit  our  subject  in  the  first  place  to  this  question  before 
we  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  important  studies  which 
are  intimately  welded  with  it.  ~No  disease  has  undergone  such  a 
remarkable  evolution  from  the  realm  of  hypothetical  thought, 
and  obscure  theory,  to  exact  and  scientific  reasoning,  from  funda- 
mental facts,  as  relapsing  fever,  and  we  will  make  a  choice  of  this 
disease,  knowing  that  in  its  clinical  history,  and  established  micro- 
scopical observations,  we  will  find  a  means  of  adducing  a  favorable, 
as  well  as  a  ready  answer  to  our  question  ;  and  as  this  disease  is 
the  most  prominent,  and  universally  accepted  as  a  germ  disease, 
per  se,  we  shall  find  in  its  history  much  to  aid  us  in  our  researches, 
while  we  will  have  one  of  the  most  "  exact  and  interesting  disease- 
pictures  "  referable  to  foreign  organisms,  the  significance  of  which 
is  most  convincing — and  if  we  succeed  in  settling  that  fact  it  will 
necessarily  lead  us  to  the  logical  conclusion  that  there  exists  for 
each  infectious  disease  a  specific  and  characteristic  germ.  Indeed 
the  searching  investigations  which  have  lately  been  made,  and 
with  which  the  names  of  Cohn,  Koch,  Klebs,  Pasteur,  Tyndall, 
Cheyne,  Belfield,  Sternberg,  and  a  host  of  others  are  identified, 
have  already  advanced  our  knowledge  in  this  direction,  and  al- 
though there  is  undoubtedly  much  to  be  undone,  nevertheless  we 
may  expect  in  the  near  future  such  confirmatory  evidence  with  re- 
gard to  the  causation  of  these  diseases  which  surely  satisfy  the 
most  unwilling  and  skeptical  individual. 

In  1868  a  stimulus  was  given  to  the  germ  theory  by  the  discov- 
ery of  Obermeier,  that  a  peculiar  form  of  micro-organism  is  in- 
variably present  in  the  blood  of  those  suffering  with  relapsing 
fever.  Sternberg  describes*  these  organisms  as  "  sjriral  filaments, 
extremely  slender,  the  diameter  never  exceeding  1  ju,  (ag^00  m.), 
and  their  length  from  150  to  200  yu  (=  about  -g-3-g-  in.  to  T|-g-  in.) 
Lebert,  whose  observations  on  this   disease  resulted  in  the  most

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confirmatory  and  positive  evidence,  states*  that  these  spiral  organ- 
isms "  are  never  absent  during  the  periods  of  invasion  and  relapse, 

although  they  diminish  very  quickly  after  defervescence 

Their  motion  is  very  lively,  rotatory,  twisting,  and  rapidly  pro- 
gressive, but  soon  ceases  under  the  ordinary  conditions  of  micros- 
copic examination,  as  the  blood  under  examination  cools  and  begins 
to  coagulate,  these  movements  become  slower,  and  many  spiral 
filaments  become  covered  with  very  fine  threads  of  fibrine."  Fol- 
lowing these  observations  were  the  remarkable  experiments  of 
Koch  and  Carter,  who  substantiated  the  investigations  of  the  earlier 
discoverers,  by  not  only  cultivating  the  organism,  but  in  the  inocu- 
lating of  monkeys  with  the  same,  actually  succeeded  in  producing 
the  identical  affection  in  those  animals,  and  demonstrating  the 
spirochete  in  their  blood,  Carter  stating  that  the  "  blood-spirillum 
was  never  seen  in  the  monkey  without  fever  ensuing  sooner  or 
later.  Since  then  others  have  gone  so  far  as  to  inoculate  man  with 
blood  taken  during  the  paroxysm  of  the  fever,  with  the  result  of 
producing  the  disease  in  the  individual  thus  infected,  while  pure 
non-febrile  blood  gave  entirely  negative  results. 

Such,  then,  are  the  facts  relating  to  the  germ  etiology  of  the 
disease  ;  let  us,  before  we  further  investigate  the  life  of  the  germ 
in  the  blood,  take  a  brief  survey  of  the  clinical  history  of  the 
affection  which  will  afford  us  an  explanation  of  many  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  microbe. 

First,  it  has  a  distinct  latent  period,  or  stage  of  incubation, 
which  varies,  but  usually  lasts,  according  to  Lebert  from  five  to 
seven  days.  A  feeling  of  general  sickness  follows,  headache, 
loss  of  appetite,  sleeplessness,  pains  in  the  back,  etc.,  in  fact  all 
the  usual  prodromata  characteristic  of  any  other  infectious  dis- 
ease, its  onset  being  very  rapid,  and  ushered  in  with  the  peculiar 
chill  so  often  seen  in  other  affections  of  a  like  nature,  after  which 
comes  the  fever,  the  course  of  which  is  described  by  Wunderlich 
as  being  typical,  running  a  continuous  course  of  several  days 
with  a  remarkable  height  of  temperature,  after  which  the  patient 
obtains  a  rest  for  three  or  four  days,  during  which  interval  he  is 
entirely  free  from  fever.  The  temperature  is  very  high  during 
the  paroxysm,  being  from  104°-105.8°  ;  according  to  the  last 
named  authority  the  downfall  occurs  very  i*apidly  at  the 
"  crisis,"  the  maximum  at  the  second  fever  period  being  rather 
higher  than  the  first,  the  thermometer  registering  from  104.8°  to

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107.6°  ;  "hardly  any  other  disease  rises  so  high  in  cases  which 
recover."*  With  the  second  "  crisis  "  and  downfall  of  temperature 
the  disease  generally  terminates,  although  there  are  exceptions  to 
this.  The  pulse,  frequent,  weak,  and  at  times  dicrotic,  the 
thickly  coated  tongue,  the  great  weakness  which  is  generally 
present  from  the  first,  the  rapidly  enlarging  spleen,  and  distress- 
ing symptoms  of  compression  which  it  causes,  the  intense  pain 
in  the  muscles,  and  other  minor  but  important  symptoms,  all 
prove  the  profound  poisoning  from  which  the  organism  is  suffer- 
ing, while  at  the  same  time  it  often  happens  that  the  kidneys 
demonstrate  the  same  fact,  inasmuch  as  the  urine  becomes  albu- 
minous. The  relapse  gives  us  a  similar  clinical  history  always 
occurring  after  the  lapse  of  a  definite  interval  of  time,  generally 
about  a  week.  An  examination  of  the  blood  shows  that,  during 
what  I  call  the  period  of  rest,  or  the  interval  of  freedom  of  fever, 
none  of  the  peculiar  germs  can  be  discovered,  while  when  the 
relapse  occurs,  the  microbes  or  spirochcete  reappear  in  immense 
numbers,  in  fact  as  many  or  more  can  be  demonstrated  than  the 
first  time  ;  they  then  diminish  and  disappear  during  and  at  the 
completion  of  convalescence,  and  with  this  destruction  of  the 
invading  parasite,  all  the  symptoms  become  ameliorated  and  the 
system  once  more  returns  to  its  normal  condition. f  Such  is  a 
brief  outline  of  the  clinical  history  of  this  affection,  which  is 
known  to  be  a  contagious  disease,  like  typhus  ;  and  which  often 
occurs  in  an  epidemic  form,  liable  to  be  transmitted  like  many 
other  infectious  diseases  by  means  of  soiled  clothing,  often  com- 
municated from  person  to  person,  capable  of  being  stamped  out 
by  the  same  sanitary  means,  which  are  employed  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  small  pox,  measles,  typhus,  etc.,  all  demonstrate  that  this 
form  of  fever  does  not  differ  in  any  of  its  essential  phenomena 
from  the  other  forms  of  infectious  maladies.  Add  to  all  this 
the  invariable  fact,  viz  :  that  a  foreign  organism  is  always  found 
in  the  blood  of  the  patient  .so  suffering,  and  every  link  in  the 
chain  of  evidence  is  complete.  That  this  microbe  has  a  definite 
relation  to  the  fever  is  beyond  a  doubt,  but  there  are  two  ques- 
tions with  regard  to  this  which  must  be  settled  before  we  can 
proceed. 

Do  these  organisms  cause  the  febrile  movement,  or  does  the 
fever  depend  upon  other  causes  which  lead  to  the  development  of 
the  spirilla  ?

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Lebert  gives  us  a  very  satisfactory  answer  to  the  first  question. 
"  That  a  parasite  so  clearly  determined  as  this,  abounding  in 
relapsing  fever,  and  never  having  been  found  thus  far  in  any 
other  disease  must  be  closely  connected  with  the  development 
and  spread  of  the  affection  in  question,  is  hardly  doubted,  a 
very  few  of  the  spiral  filaments,  maintaining  even  an  apparently 
torpid  minimum  of  existence,  are  capable  of  spreading  the  dis- 
ease from  individual  to  individual,  directly  or  indirectly,  through 
the  atmosphere,  or  various  solid  substances  or  fluids.  It  may  be 
easily  comprehended,  also,  that  they  can  live  on  latently  outside 
of  the  body,  in  fluids,  water,  etc.,  until  occasion  brings  them  in 
contact  with  the  human  organism.  Besides,  by  them  the  disease 
may  easily  be  transmitted  to  distant  localities,  and  thus  the 
smallest  of  all  vegetable  organisms  in  the  domain  of  science 
have  far  higher  value  than  the  mountainous  hypotheses  of  the 
past." 

Every  circumstance  in  the  history  of  this  disease,  every  author- 
ity who  has  exhaustively  investigated  it,  have  all  presented  facts 
which  contain  overwhelming  evidence  in  favor  of  ascribing  to 
the  organism  a  direct  causative  agency  in  the  affection,  and  has 
resulted  in  the  overthrow  of  the  theory  that  the  fever  causes  the 
organism,  which  theory  is  unsupported  and  untenable  when  we 
endeavor  to  explain  by  it  the  phenomena  with  which  we  have 
to  deal. 

As  we  have  advanced  thus  far  in  our  presentation  of  facts 
which  are  to  support  the  idea  which  attributes  to  bacteria  a  caus- 
ative agency  in  certain  diseases,  we  are  prepared  to  find  some 
explanation  by  comparison  with  the  clinical  history,  and  the  facts 
which  we  discover  by  our  microscopical  investigation  of  the 
germ,  to  many  things  which  before  presented  almost  insur- 
mountable difficulties.  We  will  have  explained  to  us  the  cause 
of  the  period  of  apyrexia.*  We  find  that  after  the  spirilla  attain 
a  certain  period  of  maturity,  they  cease  to  live,  but  leave  behind 
them  a  certain  number  of  spores  or  immature  germs,  which  being 
nourished  by  the  circulating  fluid  increase  in  number  so  that  in  the 
system  between  the  first  and  second  attacks  they  are  simply  under- 
going a  second  stage  of  incubation,  when  now  they  are  increased 
in  numbers  to  a  certain  amount  there  is  a  second  onset  of  the  fever, 
but  the  germ  now  becomes  destroyed  before  it  has  a  chance  to 
leave  any  spores  behind,  while  the  remedial  measures  used,  and

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perhaps  the  efforts  of  Dame  Nature  herself  has  tended  to  shorten 
their  lives,  hence  the  permanent  relief  from  the  disease. 

We  have  thus  demonstrated  that  living  organized  bodies  are 
capable  of  producing  the  phenomena  of  disease,  it  remains  for  us 
to  glance  at  the  mode  of  propagation  of  the  microbes,  and  their 
effect  upon  the  blood  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  depend  for 
their  nourishment  upon  the  tissues  ;  in  the  case  of  the  fever  from 
which  we  have  taken  our  example  or  type,  the  germs  are  prop- 
agated in,  and  nourished  by  the  blood,  they  appropriate  the 
nitrogen  from  the  albuminous  material  which  they  decompose, 
perhaps  they  also  rob  the  blood  of  a  portion  of  its  oxygen  ;  with 
the  advantages  in  their  environment  of  the  necessary  elements 
for  their  nutrition,  a  favorable  elevated  temperature,  and  the 
requisite  moisture  they  multiply  to  an  enormous  extent,  setting 
up  extensive  chemical  change  not  only  in  their  surroundings,  but 
in  themselves,  whereby  matters  are  produced  which  exert  a  most 
noxious  effect  upon  the  system.  This  is  probably  the  cause  of 
the  grave  symptoms  which  result,  and  indeed  the  truth  of  this 
has  lately  been  demonstrated  by  most  careful  researches.  In 
other  words,  the  bacteria  produce  a  derangement  of  the  vital 
functions  of  the  cells,  while  the  poisons  and  effete  matters  which 
are  produced  in  great  quantities,  so  suppress  their  activity,  that 
they  at  length  become  enfeebled,  and  at  last  even  die,  and  thus 
is  imposed  upon  the  organism  the  double  task  of  ridding  herself 
of  the  parasite  which  has  caused  the  trouble  on  the  one  hand, 
and  removing  the  detritus  which  results  from  its  disastrous  work 
on  the  other.  She  is  not  always  equal  to  the  task,  when  worn 
out  from  overwork  she  is  sometimes  compelled  to  surrender. 
Zeigler  explains  this  in  the  following  terms  :  "  When  the  bac- 
teria proceed  to  multiply  within  a  tissue,  a  double  influence  is 
brought  to  bear  on  the  common  nutrient  medium  ;  the  bacteria 
enter  into  conflict  with  the  tissue  cells.  We  do  not,  of  course, 
know  in  what  exact  way  this  conflict  is  carried  on.  But  we  may 
believe  that  the  bacteria  do  not  communicate  to  the  organic  com- 
pounds contained  in  the  juices,  the  same  kinds  of  chemical  motion 
as  the  tissue-cells.*  They  will  not,  therefore,  give  rise  to  the 
same  chemical  changes  as  the  latter.  More  or  less  serious  dis-' 
turbance  of  the  normal  metabolism  of  the  tissues  must  ensue." 

We  have  now  given  a  brief  resume  of  the  facts  which  pi-esent 
to  us  a  positive  relationship  between  a  well-marked  infectious 
disease,  and  a  definite  organism  or  germs  by  which  it  is  directly

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caused,  and  we  are  prepared  to  bestow  some  thought  upon  the 
germ  theory  in  general.  The  general  tendency  of  the  present  is 
to  direct  our  undivided  attention  to  the  bacteria,  as  playing  the 
most  important  role  in  many  biological  processes.  Magnin*  states 
"that  organic  matter  once  produced  and  become  solid,  cannot 
pass  again  into  the  general  current  until  it  has  undergone  new 
transformations,  metamorphoses  produced,  according  to  some 
savants,  fav  ore d,-  according  to  others,  but  without  contradiction, 
accompanied  by  the  presence  of  bacteria."  They  are  the  essen- 
tial agents  in  vinous  fermentation,  in  lactic  acid,  and  acetic  fer- 
mentation. They  are  the  cause  of  the  diseases  which  affect  our 
cultivated  plants,  as  the  ergot  of  grain,  the  potato  disease  ;  putre- 
faction cannot  possibly  occur  withoiit  the  presence  and  develop- 
ment of  these  minute  organisms.  So  universal  and  necessary  are 
they  that  Duclaux  says  of  them  :  "  Without  them  organic  matter 
even  exposed_to  the  air,  would  not  be  destroyed,  or  would  be 
ti'ansformed  with  extreme  slowness,  in  consequence  of  a  slow 
combustion  produced  by  oxygen. f  With  them,  on  the  contrary, 
its  destruction  takes  a  rapid  march  and  becomes  complete.  If, 
then,  the  equilibrium  is  maintained  between  living  nature  and 
dead  nature,  if  the  air  has  always  the  same  composition,  if  the 
waters  are  always  equally  fertilizing,  it  is  thanks  to  the  infinitely 
minute  agents  of  fermentation  and  putrefaction."  ....  Thus 
when  we  come  to  investigate  farther  into  the  history  and  life  of 
bacteria,  we  find  them  extremely  common  throughout  the  organ- 
ized world.  Duclaux  refers  to  them  as  invading  also  the  living 
organism  "and  bring  in  their  attack  this  double  character  of 
infinite  smalmess  in  the  apparent  means  and  powerful  destructive 
energy  in  the  results. 

From  this  source  come  diseases  of  which  medicine,  not  long 
since  did  not  know  the  cause,  and  which  she  only  commences  to 
refer  to  their  veritable  origin. J  For  those  who  are  au  courant 
with  the  first  steps  which  she  has  made  in  this  new  line  of  re- 
search, with  the  fecundity  of  her  first  glimpses,  with  the  richness 
of  her  first  result,  it  is  not  doubtful  that  she  will  soon  succeed  in 
demonstrating  the  parasitic  nature  of  the  gravest  epidemic  mal- 
adies." 

Bacteria    are    the   most    minute    and    simple    of    all    j>lants. 
After  careful  and  searching  study  into  their  nature,  after  a  great 
amount  of  controversy,  a  mere  reference  to  which  is  all  that  is

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here  necessary,  it  is  almost  universally  admitted  that  they  belong- 
to  the  domain  of  botany,  and  are  the  lowest  organisms  in  the 
vegetable  kingdom.  The  discovery  of  these  microbes  dates  back 
over  two  hundred  years,  and  is  connected  with  the  name  of  the 
immortal  Leuwenhoeck.  Since  his  time  a  legion  of  names  might 
be  mentioned  in  relation  to  the  same  subject,  in  which  were  those  of 
Mtiller,  Ehrenberg,  Dujardin,  Davine,  Hallier,  Hoffmann,  and  many 
others.  But  the  most  rapid  strides  in  the  direction  of  correct 
descriptions  and  classification,  have  been  made  within  the  last 
few  years  by  such  botanists  as  Cohn  and  Warming,  while  the 
exact  investigations  of  Pasteur,  Koch,  Klebs,  etc.,  have  given  to 
these  microscopical  vegetables  the  position  of  great  importance 
they  now  occupy  in  rational  medicine  as  producers  of  disease 
processes,  and  the  recondite  experiments  which  have  been 
proved  and  sifted  again  and  again  render  their  situation  in  this 
regard  most  definite. 

We  will  take  a  general  view  of  the  structure,  and  varieties  of 
the  bacteria,  before  entering  into  the  practical  study  of  the  pecu- 
liar ones  which  are  to  form  the  subject  of  this  paper,  as  we 
shall  then  be  prepared  to  better  understand  them. 

They  are  in  the  main  unicellular  organisms,  devoid  of  the 
green  coloring  matter  (chlorophyl)  and  are  classified  by  Cohn 
(whose  classification  .seems  to  be  the  accepted  one),  according  to 
their  form,  into  four  genera,  which  in  general  serves  to  distinguish 
them. 

1st.  Spherobacteria,  or  globular  bacteria. 

2d.   Microbacteria,  or  minute  rods. 

3d.   Desmobacteria,  or  Filobacteria. 

4th.  Spirobacteria,  or  twisted  or  spiral  filaments. 

These  all  differ  in  their  microscopical  characteristics  ;  the  last 
three  are  endowed  with  movement ;  they  all  increase  by  fission 
or  transverse  division,  and  may  or  may  not  become  detached 
from  each  other  after  such  division. 

Of  the  first  variety  only  one  genus  has  been  extensively  studied, 
i.  e.  the  micrococcus,  of  which  there  are  three  kinds,  viz  :  1st, 
M.  chromogens,  or  tinted  M.  ;  2d,  M.  zymogens,  or  that  species 
which  is  concerned  in  the  production  of  fermentation ;  3d, 
the  M.   Pathogens,  or  micrococcus  of  contagious  affections. 

Of  the  second  variety  or  Microbacteria,  a  single  genus  only  is 
found  classed.  This  is  called  the  Bacterium  proper,  of  which 
there  are  two  species.     Bacterium  termo,  and  Bacterium  Lineola. 
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Included  in  the  third  or  Desmobacteria,  we  find  the  most 
interesting  and  important  variety  of  these  organisms,  they  are 
small,  cylindrical  rods,  sometimes  very  short,  and  at  others  longer. 
There  are  two  forms  described  by  Cohn,  1st,  Bacillus  5  2d,  Vibrio. 

Finally,  the  fourth  class  or  Spirobacteria,  so-called  because 
they  are  fine  spiral  filaments,  wavy  in  form,  embrace  two  species, 
Spirillum  and  Spirochete,  to  which  the  Sp.  Obermieri,  of  which 
we  have  spoken  at  length  in  our  description  of  relapsing  fever, 
belongs. 

Such  being  the  general  classification  of  the  bacteria,  we  will 
rapidly  describe  each  species  which  is  of  interest  to  us  in  our 
researches. 

The  micrococci  are  the  most  minute  of  all  the  bacteria  (Plate 
1,  Figs.  1,  2,  3  and  4) ;  they  do  not  exhibit  any  definite  organiza- 
tion, but  it  has  been  claimed  that  they  may  be  "  differentiated 
into  a  cell-membrane  and  cell-contents."  When  they  invade  the 
tissues  or  are  produced  in  liquids  they  are  found  in  three  differ- 
ent conditions  :  1st.  In  an  isolated  state  (Plate  1,  Fig.  1).  2d. 
Forming  strings  or  chaplets.  3d.  They  may  be  grouped  in  colo- 
nies or  masses,  in  which  event  it  is  called  "Zoogloea,"  Plate  1, 
Fig.  3.  In  the  Zoogloea  masses  the  micrococci  are  bound 
together  by  a  gelatinous  intercellular  material.  The  micrococci 
consist  of  many  species  ;  so  far  as  their  shape  is  concerned  they 
are  with  but  few  exceptions  indistinguishable  under  the  micro- 
scope, but  a  vast  difference  may  be  demonstrated  between  them 
when  we  come  to  investigate  the  effects  of  their  presence  upon 
their  environment.  Zeigler  remarks  they  do  not  all  flourish  in 
the  same  kind  of  nutriment.  As  we  have  said  there  are  three 
varieties  of  micrococci  to  be  distinguished,  one  which  produces  a 
pectdiar  coloring  matter,  and  of  which  several  varieties  have 
been  described.  Another  species  is  intimately  concerned  in  the 
production  of  fermentations.  But  by  far  the  most  important 
and  to  us  interesting  class  are  those  which  are  known  to  be 
disease-producing,  and  which  have  been  positively  demonstrated 
in  the  following  affections  :  small  pox,  vaccine  virus  (M.  vaccina) 
Plate  1,  Fig.  1;  diptheria  (M.  diphthereticus),  Septicemia  (M.  sep- 
ticus),  which  form  of  micrococcus  has  also  been  demonstrated  in 
epidemic  puerperal  fever,  and  in  the  disease  of  silkworms  there  has 
been  a  peculiar  form  of  micrococcus  observed.  During  the  course 
of  a  great  many  other  contagious  and  epidemic  diseases  these  mi- 
nute spherical  bodies  have  been  demonstrated  ;  however  as  they 
are  being  at  present  investigated  nothing  positive  can  be  asserted 
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regarding  their  agency  as  causes  of  those  diseases  ;  and  although 
we  cannot  assert  these  claims  as  having  been  proved  beyond  a 
doubt,  analogy  renders  it  eminently  probable. 

The  next  variety,  or  Microbacteria,  comprises  but  one  genus 
the  bacterium.  Of  this  there  are  two  principal  forms,  viz  :  Bac- 
terium termo,  Plate  1,  Fig.  10,  and  Bacterium  lineola,  Plate  1, 
Fig.  11.  These  two  are  the  most  important  agencies  in  the 
production  of  putrefactive  change ;  of  which  the  B.  termo  is 
the  true  cause.  They  appear  in  a  very  short  time  in  animal  and 
vegetable  infusions,  in  immense  numbers,  forming  zooglea  masses, 
Plate  1,  Fig.  12.  Their  numbers  rapidly  exhausting  the  pabulum 
necessary  for  their  life,  and  which  consists  in  the  products  of  the 
chemical  changes  occurring  in  the  liquid  containing  them,  when 
other  bacteria  appear  in  the  liquid  they  seem  to  form  their 
food,  as  they  then  rapidly  disappear.  These  forms  of  bacteria 
have  been  observed  in  the  cavities,  in  many  epidemic  diseases, 
such  as  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever.  They  are  endowed  with 
very  active  movement,  and  the  presence  of  oxygen  is  shown  to 
increase  the  same.  They  are  usually  "  cylindrical  cells,  slightly 
swollen  in  the  middle,  sometimes  united  in  pairs,  two  to  five  times 
as  long  as  wide."  Although  these  two  are  the  most  important 
varieties,  the  microbacteria  like  the  spherobacteria  are  classed 
under  three  groups,  viz  :  1.  Chromogens.  2.  The  Bacteria  of 
putrefaction.  3.  The  Bacteria  of  lactic  acid  and  vinous  fermen- 
tation. The  latter  have  been  exhaustively  studied  by  Pasteur  in 
his  investigations  on  the  cause  of  lactic,  acetic,  tartaric,  racemic 
acid,  and  vinous  fermentation  ;  while  the  color-producing  bac- 
teria are  the  cause  of  the  blue  tint  of  sour  milk,  the  yellow  color 
sometimes  observed  in  tainted  cow's  milk,  and  another  variety 
causes  the  peculiar  greenish  tint  sometimes  seen  in  pus. 

The  Desmobacteria  contain  among  its  groups  a  variety  of  most 
interesting  examples,  and  are  very  important  to  study.  They  are 
cylindrical  rods  of  varying  length,  sometimes  existing  singly,  or, 
as  a  result  of  their  fission,  in  chains  more  or  less  extended,  "  fila- 
ments sometimes  united  in  swarms,  never  in  zooglcea.  The  rods 
are  sometimes  short  and  thick,  at  others  long  and  slender,  some- 
times forming  a  long  string,  when  it  is  called  "  Leptothrix." 
Many  of  these  small  rods  or  "  bacilli "  possess  a  flagellum,  or 
cilium,  "  which  acts  as  an  organ  of  locomotion."'  In  the  presence  of 
oxygen,  and  other  as  yet  undetermined  conditions,  their  movements 
are  more  or  less  lively.  The  genus  "bacillus"  is  the  most  important 
of  the  Desmobacteria.     Magnin  classifies  this  variety  as  follows  : 
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1.  a.  Filaments  with  indistinct  articulations. 
/?.  Filaments  very  short,  Bacillus. 

y.  Filaments  very  slender,  long,  Leptothrix. 
6.  Filaments  very  thick  and  broad,  Beggiatoa. 

2.  Filaments  articulated  distinctly,  Crenothrix. 

The  genus  "  Bacillus  "  is  composed  of  rods,  which  increase  by 
fission  and  ofttimes  is  seen  in  a  long  string,  which  string,  by  care- 
ful observation,  may  be  observed  to  be  made  up  of  short  rodlets. 
The  bacilli  are  sometimes  rounded  at  their  ends,  at  others  they 
may  be  square  or  pointed.  One  variety,  the  B.  subtilis  (Plate  1, 
Fig.  14),  has  been  cultivated  in  hay  infusions,  and  is  claimed  by 
Pasteur  to  be  concerned  in  butyric  fermentation.  In  this  group  are 
also  classed  the  famous  Bacillus  anthracis,  which  has  been  invaria- 
bly found  in  the  blood  of  animals  suffering  from  anthrax,  or  splenic 
fever  (charbon),  and  the  Bacillus  tuberculosis  of  Koch;  the  life  his- 
tory of  the  two  latter,  and  the  facts  which  have  been  proven  con- 
cerning them^affords  the  most  positive  evidence  in  favor  of  the 
germ  origin  of  infectious  diseases,  which  has  captivated  the  minds 
of  the  most  conservative.  The  Anthrax  bacillus  grows  into  a  very 
long  filament  in  a  few  hours,  at  length  the  contents  of  this  fila- 
ment become  filled  with  granular  matter,  small  dark  bodies  now 
appear  at  regular  intervals,  and  at  the  same  time  the  filaments 
break  up  into  small  rods,  and  the  "  spores'"  are  set  free.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  the  rodlets  also  multiply  by  transverse  division. 
The  spores  germinate  and  reproduce  rods."  "According  to 
recent  observations  not  yet  published,  by  cultivating  the  B. 
anthracis  in  the  blood  of  a  dog,  the  development  of  veritable 
sporangia  may  be  obtained,  containing  from  three  to  six  spores  " 
(Toussaint).  This  bacillus  is  also  developed  in  man  in  the  disease 
known  as  malignant  pustule.  It  has  been  inoculated  after  succes- 
sive cultivations,  into  the  tissues  of  the  lower  animal,  even  after 
the  fifteenth  cultivation,  with  the  invariable  effect  of  producing 
the  identical  affection  from  which  it  was  derived.  The  spores 
are  the  most  common  medium  of  infection.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  spores  are  much  more  difficult  to  destroy  than  the 
mature  organism.  It  is  claimed  that  the  spores  develop  even 
after  the  burial  of  the  animal.  They  reach  the  surface  through 
the  medium  of  the  earthworms,  and  infect  the  mouths  of  the 
animals  in  whom  a  slight  scratch  or  sore  exists.  The  Bacillus 
tuberculosis   discovered  by  Koch  a  little  more  than  two  years 
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ago,  has  positively  placed  consumption  in  the  category  of  infec- 
tious diseases.  This  careful  observer  was  well  satisfied  with  his 
results  before  he  placed  his  discovery  before  the  scientific  world. 
He  found  the  bacilli  constantly  present,  not  only  in  the  tubercles, 
but  also  in  the  other  products  of  the  disease,  and  even  in  the 
sputum.  Although  sought  after  for  a  long  time,  it  had  escaped 
observation,  because  it  was  so  minute,  and  of  such  high  refractive 
power,  that  it  was  beyond  the  reach  of  the  objectives  ;  however, 
by  special  methods,  and  in  the  peculiar  and  original  mode  of 
using  certain  aniline  coloring  material,  it  was  plainly  demon- 
strated. Dr.  Koch  afterwards  cultivated  the  microbe  outside  the 
body,  and  after  successive  isolations  he  inoculated  animals  with 
the  pure  culture,  with  the  result  of  producing  tuberculosis  and 
death,  after  which  the  same  bacilli  could  be  demonstrated  in  the 
tissues  and  tubercles.  His  results  have  been  confirmed  by  dozens 
of  other  observers,  and  to-day  not  a  few  medical  men  never  com- 
plete their  diagnosis  of  consumption  without  a  thorough  micro- 
scopical examination  of  the  sputa,  the  presence  in  which  of  the 
bacillus  of  Koch  is  considered  as  positive  evidence  of  the  disease, 
even  in  the  absence  of  all  the  characteristic  physical  signs.  A 
peculiarity  of  this  bacillus,  and  one  which  supports  the  theory  of 
its  causal  relation  to  the  disease  in  question  is  that  it  has  no 
habitat  outside  the  body,  but  forms  its  spores  within  the  system 
of  the  infected  individual. 

There  is  another  form  of  bacillus  which,  although  not  disease- 
producing,  is  yet  the  essential  agent  in  vegetable  pxitref action. 
It  is  called  B.  amylobacter.  It  appears  very  much  like  the 
B.  subtillis,  but  differs  from  it  "  in  the  appearance  of  starch  in  its 
protoplasm  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  multiplication.  This  form 
of  bacillus  will  interest  us  farther  on.  Another  form  of  bacillus, 
the  B.  ulna  (Plate  1,  Fig.  15),  is  found  in  infusions  of  water. 
These  are  quite  large,  are  linked  together  in  an  irregular  line  of 
from  two  to  four  articles,  and  appear  very  much  like  rolls  of 
sausage.  Several  other  less  important  varieties  of  bacilli  exist, 
which  have  been  described  by  various  observers. 

The  Leptothrix  form  of  desmobacteria  have  been  mentioned. 
Many  forms  are  found  in  stagnant  water,  and  one  variety,  the 
L.  bucallis,  is  found  to  have  a  normal  habitat  in  the  human 
mouth,  hence  is  one  of  the  bacteria  found  in  normal  human  saliva. 

The  Beggiatoa  are  very  slender  filaments,  surrounded  by

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disengagement  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  in  thermal  waters."* 
There  are  also  several  varieties  of  this  genus,  one,  the  B.  alba, 
being  found  in  nearly  all  stagnant  waters. 

Of  the  Spirobacteria  there  are  two  varieties  :  Spirochseta  and 
Spirillum.  The  most  interesting  species  of  the  first  genus  has  al- 
ready been  mentioned,  i.  e.  the  Sp.  Ober-meieri,  while  another, 
the  Sp.  Denticola,  is  found  in  the  mouth  and  nose  of  healthy  indi- 
viduals, or  in  those  who  are  suffering  from  nasal  catarrh.  The  Sp. 
Plicatillis  is  found  in  stagnant  water  (Plate  1,  Fig.  22);  this  does 
not  differ  in  its  shape  from  the  sp.  of  relapsing  fever,  and  in  fact 
may  be  identical  with  it. 

The  Spirillum  is  occasionally  found  in  drinking  water.  The 
Spirillum  volutans  is  the  largest  of  all  the  bacteria,  Plate  1,  Fig. 
21  ;  it  is  provided  with  a  distinct  fiagellum  at  each  extremity  ; 
two  smaller  varieties  are  also  found  in  decomposing  animal  and 
vegetable  infusions. 

There  is  another  form  of  microbe  which,  according  to  Warm- 
ing, "  forms  the  transition  between  the  desmobacteria  and  the 
spirillum  from  which  it  cannot  be  separated,"  it  is  named  "vibrio." 
There  are  two  varieties  mentioned,  one  only  being  interesting,  V. 
rugula  ;  this  is  the  bacteria  found  on  the  teeth  by  Lanwenhoeck, 
and  is  claimed  by  Pouchet  to  exist  in  the  intestines  of  patients 
suffering  from  cholera  ;  it  is  found  in  swarms,  and  is  endowed 
with  serpentine  movements.  The  other  species,  V.  serpens,  is 
found  in  infusions,  river- water,  etc.  (Plate  1,  Figs.  17,  18). 

Having  now  given  a  general  outline  of  the  bacteria,  and  in  the 
course  of  our  description  given  the  names  of  some  great  men  who 
have  stamped  upon  the  germ-theory  the  impress  of  their  genius 
and  individuality,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  bacteria  play  a  most 
important  part  in  their  association  with  certain  morbid  states. 
These  organisms,  originating  and  increasing  in  open  sewers,  and 
stagnant  pools  filled  with  decomposing  animal  and  vegetable  mat- 
ters and  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  sun,  become  thus  self -propagat- 
ing ;  they  here  find  the  materials  necessary  for  their  growth  in 
the  disentegrating  elements,  and  increase  they  do  to  an  enormous 
extent,  inducing  decomposition,  and  the  production  of  gases  inimi- 
cal to  health.  It  is  because  the  public  is  slow  to  apprehend  the 
dangers  from  these  noxious  effluvia  and  are  constantly  and  igno- 
rantly  exposing  themselves  to  zymotic  diseases,  that  I  have  en- 
deavored to  place  the  foregoing  facts  before  them  in  as  plain  a 
manner  as  possible.     It  is  because  there  are  a  great  number  of  lives

annually  sacrificed  from  preventable  disease,  and  in  the  enlightened 
city  of  Hartford  such  a  glaring,  careless  violation  of  sanitary  laws, 
the  proper  observance  of  which  are  absolutely  necessary  to  avert 
the  spread  of  disease,  that  I  have  been  so  careful  to  make  the 
present  status  of  the  germ  etiology  of  disease  understood.  Who 
can  look  back  upon  the  terrible  devastation  caused  by  the  epi- 
demic of  diphtheria  of  the  past  year,  without  shuddering.  What 
medical  man  observed  that  epidemic,  what  sanitarian  studied  its 
peculiarities  without  concluding  that  it  was  the  result  of  personal 
vices  and  depraved  habits  of  the  community  then  entirely  beyond 
the  public  control.  What  a  terrible  tax  upon  human  life !  Accord- 
ing to  the  statistics  over  200  deaths  from  diphtheria  alone  from 
January,  1883,  to  "February,  1884.  The  mortality  from  seven 
other  of  the  infectious  diseases  was  almost  as  alarming,  and  it  is 
my  desire  to  demonstrate  that  the  mass  of  stagnant  sewage  right 
in  the  very  heart  of  our  city,  has  exerted  a  most  definite  influence 
'not  only  in  occasioning  the  outbreak  of  the  diphtheria  but  in 
favoring  its  spread.  Poverty  and  uncleanliness  favor  the  spread 
of  pestilence  as  all  know,  but  when  in  the  centre  of  a  city  there  is 
tolerated  in  spite  of  progression  and  intelligence  in  other  matters, 
a  natural,  and  otherwise  pure  water  course,  to  be  filled  with  the 
excreta,  from  nearly  43,000  people,  the  effluvia  from  which  fill  and 
impregnate  the  air  with  more  than  sickening  effect,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  this  widely  diffused  unsanitary  condition  is  more  than 
prejudicial  to  health  in  general,  as  well  as  exerting  a  direct  cognate 
influence  in  the  production  of  epidemic  disease.  When  once  a  dis- 
ease of  this  nature  has  gained  a  foot-hold  it  becomes  widely  dif- 
fused by  contagion,  and  hence  may  be  carried  to  portions  of  the 
city  which  are  situated  under  the  most  wholesome  circumstances. 
We  have  demonstrated  the  relation  between  minute  vegetable 
organisms  and  disease,  and  if  it  can  be  proven  that  air  which  is 
contaminated  with  the  products  of  disintegration  and  decomposi- 
tion from  such  an  immense  mass  of  pollution,  becomes  also  the 
carrier  of  a  large  number  of  bacteria  of  various  kinds,  pathogen- 
ous as  well  as  harmless,  it  will  require  but  little  exertion  of  the 
mind  to  connect  these  external  agencies,  the  result  of  neglect  of 
sanitary  laws  with  the  infectious  diseases  prevailing  in  this  locality. - 
Certainly  the  sense  of  smell  of  the  residents  of  this  city  prove  be- 
yond the  possibility  of  a  doubt  that  the  air  is  loaded  with  animal 
and  vegetable  emanations,  which  arise  from  the  saturation  of  the 
bed  and  neighboring  soil  of  that  filthy  stream,  with  garbage  and 
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dirt  of  all  kinds,  and  the  weight  of  all  experience  shows  that  this 
alone  is  a  most  powerful  agent  in  the  generation  of  the  contagion 
of  all  the  epidemic  diseases,  even  to  cholera,  which  at  no  distant 
day  may  interest  us  more  than  we  at  present  think.  We  can  with 
truth  assert  that  such  sanitary  faults  not  only  predispose  to  but 
directly  induce  disease. 

The  researches  of  Tyndall,  and  the  recent  investigations  of  M. 
Miquel  at  the  observatory  of  Montsouris,  have  presented  us  with 
some  most  important  facts  respecting  the  floating  and  living 
organisms  in  the  atmosphere.  The  latter  has  written  a  most  ex- 
haustive and  interesting  work  in  his  own  language,  entitled  "  The 
Living  Organisms  in  the  Atmosphere,"  which  contains  much  not 
only  that  is  valuable,  but  in  this  memoir  this  author  has  developed 
a  host  of  arguments  and  deductions  regarding  these  atmospheric 
microbes  which  has  swollen  the  current  of  parasitic  research  along 
which  many  practical  observers  have  been  willingly  borne.  This 
microscopic  life- in  the  air  is  of  the  most  varied  sort ;  pollen  and 
dust,  spores  of  algae  and  moulds,  i,  e.  the  germs  of  the  moulds 
which  attack  our  cereals,  mineral  masses,  but  above  all  in  interest 
were  the  bacteria  of  all  varieties  from  the  micrococcus  to  the 
bacillus  which  he  has  demonstrated.  Not  only  has  it  been  shown 
that  these  foreign  bodies  actually  exist  in  the  atmospheric  air 
which  we  breathe,  but  M.  Miquel  has  determined  that  their  exist- 
ence is  governed  by  certain  laws,  the  regulation  of  which  are 
dependent  on  the  conditions  of  moisture,  dryness,  and  temperature, 
and  are  even  influenced  by  the  seasons.  The  accuracy  and  pre- 
cision with  which  he  has  carried  on  his  experiments  have  been 
already  and  will  be  in  the  future  of  the  utmost  benefit  to  hygienic 
science. 

In  a  measured  quantity  of  air,  and  by  means  of  aeroscopes 
of  great  accuracy,  he  has  collected  and  counted  these  microbes 
at  intervals  of  an  hour,  every  day  for  several  years,  taking  care 
to  note  all  the  surrounding  conditions.  Certain  microscopical 
analyses  made  in  the  months  of  August,  September,  October,  and 
November  of  1881,  led  to  the  following  results.  With  the  very 
warm  weather  the  number  of  spores  of  moulds  increased  so  that 
by  the  beginning  of  September  it  had  attained  a  maximum  in 
the  neighborhood  of  36,000  in  a  cubic  meter  of  air  ;  also  the 
number  of  bacteria  amounted  to  from  213  to  2,350  to  the  cubic 
meter  according  to  the  table  given.*

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In  the  months  of  July,  August,  September,  October,  and  No- 
vember of  the  years  1879,  1880,  and  1881,  the  mean  number  of 
spores  collected  in  a  cubic  meter*  is  given,  the  greatest  amount 
being  in  July,  30,750,  gradually  decreasing  each  month,  the  small- 
est number  found  being  in  the  month  of  November,  showing 
8,430.  "  Storms  in  the  pleasant  portion  of  the  year  tend  to 
purify  the  air,  but  when  eighteen  or  twenty  hours  have  elapsed, 
the  spores  appear  five  times,  or  even  twice  that  amount  greater 
in  .number  than  previously.  .  Again,  the  several  varieties  of 
microbes  are  rare  until  the  moisture  which  has  caused  them  to 
adhere  to  external  objects,  such  as  grass  and  moist  soil  of  the  sur- 
face, has  dried."  These  means  of  investigation,  vested  as  they 
are  with  all  the  power  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  Paris, 
under  whose  appointment  Dr.  Mi  quel  has  been  for  years  engaged 
with  an  extraordinary  and  untiring  energy,  cannot  fail  to  supply 
us  with  useful  facts  in  connection  with  the  floating  morbific  mat- 
ters in  the  ah*.  He  has  fully  investigated  the  infective  powers  of 
the  soil  and  waters  of  the  Seine  and  of  the  sewers.  Thus  the 
fruits  of  the  patient  researches  extending  over  seven  years  cannot 
fail  to  afford  us  some  most  valuable  facts  concerning  the  etiology 
of  contagious  and  epidemic  maladies,  in  connection  with  the 
incessantly  floating  germs  of  the  atmosphere  of  great  value  in  a 
study  of  the  most  effective  means  of  carrying  out  hygienic  regu- 
lations. 

Dr.  Miquel,  whose  authority  I  hope  I  have  fully  established,  is 
very  guarded  in  his  assertions,  as  he  entered  this  domain  of  study 
without  any  biased  predilections,  it  being  his  desire  to  demon- 
strate to  his  own  satisfaction  whether  or  no  any  relation  existed 
between  morbific  processes  and  these  floating  microbes,  being 
thus  a  very  impartial  observer,  his  results  have  very  great  weight 
with  us.  No  student  in  bacteriology  can  read  his  very  entertain- 
ing memoir  without  rendering  homage  to  the  skillful  and  talented 
author. 

In  the  above  mentioned  months  of  1881  and  before  his  valuable 
work  appeared  in  print,  in  a  short  but  very  valuable  report  to  the 
authorities,  the  condition  of  the  bacteria  existed  which  I  will  take 
the  liberty  of  translating  in  full. 

"The  number  of  bacteria  collected  in  the  fourth  district  was 
diminished  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  of  August  and 
increased  to  the  end  of  the  month.     The  month  of  September

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equally  demonstrates  a  minimum  of  bacteria  at  the  15th,  which 
was  succeeded  by  a  maximum  in  the  fore  part  of  October.  Dur- 
ing this  semi-monthly  period  the  sum  total  of  deaths  caused  by 
zymotic  diseases  rapidly  abated,  presenting  two  light  recrudes- 
cences, coinciding  exactly  with  the  two  maxima  of  the  bacteria 
before  mentioned. 

"At  the  Pitie,  the  number  of  micro-germs  began  to  renew  an 
ascending  gait,  the  windows  of  the  sick  wards  being  a  long  time 
closed,  and  to  this  Insufficiency  of  artificial  ventilation  is  attrib- 
uted the  considerable  augmentation  of  the  ferments.  At  the 
fourth  ward  we  registered  at  the  commencement  of  October  a 
great  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  microbes,  2,350  to  the  meter 
of  air  analyzed.  This  number  gradually  became  less  from  week 
to  week  arriving  at  a  remarkable  minimum  of  71  germs  in  the 
beginning  of  November.  After  this  time  the  number  of  atmos- 
pheric bacteria  became  rapidly  increased,  its  maximum  repre- 
sented by  the  mean  monthly  observations  between  the  18th  and 
24th  of  November. 

"  In  the  wards  of  the  hospitals  the  air  became  more  and  more 
impure,  and  we  encountered  in  December  in  the  Pitie  nearly 
27,000  microbes  to  the  cubic  meter  of  air,  when  in  the  Rue  de 
Rivoli,  the  mean  of  the  same  month  has  diminished  to  530  germs 
in  the  same  quantity."* 

He  shows  the  numbers  of  microbes  in  male  and  female  wards 
of  the  hospital  to  increase  from  August  to  October,  and  states 
"  that  the  sanitary  state  of  the  surgical  wards  allows  us  to  under- 
stand why  erysipelas  produced  numerous  victims." 

But  Mons.  Miquel  is  not  the  only  authority  which  we  can  men- 
tion as  having  studied  the  atmospheric  germs,  for  long  before 
him  Dr.  Maddox,  whose  name  has  been  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  technique  of  photo-micrography  entrapped  and  investi- 
gated these  germs  ;  the  deep  labors  of  Dr.  D.  Douglass  Cunning- 
ham in  this  direction  also  have  given  us  very  comprehensive 
results.  The  enterprising  experiments  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  R.  Koch  in  the  laboratory  of  the  German  sanitary  office,  may 
also  be  mentioned. 

A  year  ago  I  experimented  upon  the  air  of  this  vicinity  in  con- 
nection with  the  compressed-air  chamber  such  as  is  used  for 
spraying  the  throat.  An  abstract  of  my  work  was  published  in  the 
New  York  Medical  Record  for  September,  1883.     I  found  in  this

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air  at  that  time  a  quantity  of  spores  of  cryptogams,  bacilli,  bacte- 
ria, micrococci,  etc.,  and  with  all  the  means  I  then  had,  although 
my  examinations  were  qualitative,  and  far  less  precise  than  those 
which  I  have  mentioned  above,  yet  I  arrived  at  some  very  valua- 
ble results,  the  grand  fact  being  demonstrated  that  bacteria  in  enor- 
mous quantities  float  in  the  air  about  us.  I  also  used  the  method 
devised  by  Prof.  Schnetzler,  and  anyone  possessing  a  good  micro- 
scope may  demonstrate  the  presence  of  the  organisms  on  the 
mucous  surfaces  of  the  nasal  organs  upon  which  the  air  germs 
are  deposited.  This  consists  in  injecting  perfectly  sterilized  dis- 
tilled water  into  the  nose,  by  means  of  a  clean  syringe  previously 
sterilized  by  heat,  collecting  the  fluid  in  a  sterilized  watch-glass 
and  hermetically  sealing  the  same  ;  in  a  few  days  this  liquid  will 
be  found  filled  with  live  bacteria,  among  which  will  be  seen 
Bacterium  termo,  Vibrio  spirillum,  Bacillus  subtilis,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  above  authority  even  Infusoria,  although  I  have  never 
seen  the  latter. 

We  have  now  an  apparent  difficulty  to  encounter  in  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  no  these  microbes  should  not  penetrate  the 
trachea  and  lungs,  in  every  case  producing  infection  and  decom- 
position, did  we  not  know  that  the  alkaline  reaction  of  the  nasal 
mucous  is  fatal  to  a  great  many  of  them.  In  this  assertion  we 
have  the  authority,  of  Cohre  to  support  us,  as  he  has  proved  that 
the  bacteria  producing  acid  fermentation  perish  in  alkaline 
liquids,  while  it  has  been  shown  that  the  normal  vital  processes 
offer  every  obstacle  to  their  increase.  In  the  case  of  the  infectious 
bacteria,  however,  the  case*  is  entirely  different,  and  they  are 
liable  to  multiply  to  a  formidable  extent  on  living  mucous  sur- 
faces, as  is  seen  to  take  place  with  the  micrococcus  of  diphtheria, 
carried  by  the  air  to  the  air  passages.  Schnetzler  also  asserts  that 
the  hay -fever  is  caused  by  the  infectious  bacteria  entering  the  nose 
through  the  medium  of  the  air,  although  the  researches  of  Blakeley 
support  the  idea  that  the  pollen  of  certain  plants  cause  its  develop- 
ment ;  but  it  reaches  the  air  passages  through  the  same  medium. 

We  have  connected  the  four  conditions  as  they  at  present 
exist,  viz  : 

The  sewage  of  two  cities  being  emptied  into  a  stream  of  inade- 
quate size  to  either  dilute  .or  destroy  it. 

That  organisms  of  many  varieties  grow  here  and  multiply  in 
immense  numbers. 

That  these  microbes  find  their  way,  in  connection  with  the 
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disgusting  gaseous  emanations  from  decomposition,  into  the  air 
which  we  breathe,  the  food  we  eat,  and  the  water  we  drink,  by 
means  of  the  atmosphere. 

That  there  is  a  direct  causal  relation  between  certain  of  these 
bacteria  and  the  epidemic  affection,  and  in  the  absence  of  any 
other  evidence  we  cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  deleterious  effects 
of  such  a  condition  of  things. 

We  will  now  follow  our  line  of  thought  farther,  and  demonstrate, 
first,  the  chemical  composition  of  this  open  and  foetid  sewer ; 
secondly,  its  microscopical  constituents,  by  which  we  will  have  the 
opportunity  of  developing  the  order  and  classes  to  which  each 
organism  belongs,  and  thus  I  am  in  hopes  of  arriving  at  some 
important  results  regarding  the  infectious  and  contagious  affec- 
tions caused  by  the  increase  and  growth  of  schizophytes  in  that 
same  sewer. 

I  have  pursued  this  labor  because  I  am  anxious  to  show  the 
public  the  great  peril  to  life  that  is  caused  by  preventable  disease, 
the  origin  and  spread  of  which  is,  in  my  opinion,  directly  due  to 
that  contaminated  water-course  ;  and  if  I  am  only  fortunate  in 
having  the  public  give  ear  to  this  tocsin,  my  object  will  have 
been  accomplished. 

I  have  been  drawn  into  these  investigations  from  a  deep  sense 
of  duty  which  I  feel  towards  the  community  to  present  to  them 
the  facts  regarding  this  defective  sewerage,  which  not  only 
threatens  and  imperils  human  life,  but  actually  destroys  it.  I  am 
desirous  of  being  understood  that  the  so-called  Park  River, 
and  its  mass  of  human  excreta,  sets  free  masses  of  germs  which 
are  disease-producing,  and  that  these  terrible  errors  of  hygiene 
are  most  potent  causes  of  epidemics,  for  the  impure  atmosphere 
near  this  stagnant  and  blocked  water-course  has  a  most  disturbing 
effect  upon  the  normal  equilibrium  of  the  body,  producing  and 
increasing  debility,  and  thus  diminishing  its  resisting  power  to  the 
poisoning  effects  of  the  disease  germs  at  that  point.  The  ques- 
tion of  the  relation  between  incomplete  sewerage,  tainted  air  and 
disease  is  by  no  means  new,  and  the  investigations  and  experi- 
ments which  have  been  carried  on  for  years  leave  no  doubt  but 
that  they  are  propagated  by  excremental  filth  and  incomplete 
sewage.  It  may  be  a  disgusting  thought,  but  it  is  nevertheless 
true,  that  certain  morbid  states  are  in  direct  association  with  the 
breathing  of  air,  and  eating  of  food,  even,  perhaps,  drinking 
toater,  covered  with  particles  of  fsecal  matters,  which  have  been 
deposited  in  the  river  by  persons  suffering  from  these  affections. 
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The  remark  of  Sir  William  Jenner,  in  whose  authority  all  will  con- 
fide, will  support  us  here  in  our  assertion  with  regard  to  this 
matter.  He  states  that  he  has  every  evidence  that  the  infection 
of  typhoid  fever  poison  is  either  inhaled  from  closets  or  other 
places  which  receive  these  bowel-discharges.  "Indeed,  I  have 
never  seen  a  case,  removed  from  its  place  of  origin,  spread  to  the 
inmates  of  the  house  into  which  it  was  removed,  unless  there  was 
a  direct  communication  between  the  source  of  drinking  fluid  and 
the  bowel-discharges  of  the  patient."* 

In  a  water-course  like  the  one  under  consideration,  intersecting- 
as  it  does  the  most  important  portion  of  our  town,  it  is  important 
to  know,  irrespective  of  its  dangerous  condition,  just  in  how  far 
it  is  contaminated  by  this  sewerage,  for  with  but  very  few  excep- 
tions this  is  the  main  cause  of  such  pollution.  In  order  to 
establish  this  matter,  I  have  taken  samples  from  different  locali- 
ties along  the  river,  particularly  below  the  openings  of  the  main 
sewers  ;  these  samples  have  been  submitted  to  a  most  careful 
chemical  and  microscopical  examination,  and  in  addition  to  the 
examination  of  several  specimens  of  the  soil  near  the  stream  and 
the  mud  at  the  bottom,  I  think  it  has  lead  to  the  most  important 
results  in  a  sanitary  sense.  I  thought  these  examinations  neces- 
sary to  establish  many  of  our  claims,  and  I  have  been"  as  thorough 
as  was  possible,  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  solution  of  the  question 
as  to  whether  or  no,  in  consequence  of  the  possible  injurious 
emanations  and  living  organisms  proceeding  from  this  decompos- 
ing mass,  it  could  have  any  ubiquitous  effects  upon  the  health 
of  those  in  proximity.  It  must  be  remembered  that  at  a  certain 
portion  of  the  year  the  water  is  in  a  stagnant  condition,  there  is 
little  or  no  agitation  of  the  solid  matters  taking  place,  so  that  the 
sewage  becomes  less  and  less  diluted,  as  it  becomes  greater  in 
quantity,  which  has  a  most  inimical  effect  upon  the  necessary 
oxidation.  This  increased  impurity  leads  to  certain  results  in  a 
sanitary  sense  which  are  beyond  question,  as  our  examinations 
will  prove.  Slightly  diluted  sewage  is  a  most  dangerous  condi- 
tion, as  it  produces  "  excrement-reeking"f  air  which  steals  its  way 
into  our  systems  before  we  are  aware  of  its  presence,  even,  and 
as  we  have  seen,  produces  most  poisonous  effects  ;  and  as  the 
public  are  not  aware  of  its  presence,  it  is  the  duty  of  science  and 
chemistry  to  aid  us  in  showing  it  to  them. 

The  following  table  gives  the  result  of  the  analysis  of  twelve 
specimens  of  the  water  taken  at  different. points  along  the  river.

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I  have  used  the  Wanklyn,  Chapman,  and  Smith  process  for  the 
estimation  of  the  amount  of  nitrogenous  matter,  which  seems  to 
be  the  one  most  relied  upon  for  exactness.  The  results  of  this 
series  of  analyses  demonstrate  a  nuisance  of  the  most  gigantic 
kind.  The  foul  and  sickening  odor  is  due  to  no  other  cause  than 
this  vast  amount  of  slightly  diluted  sewage.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  sewage  contamination 
increases  from  the  point  of  entrance  of  the  first  sewer,  and  that 
it  gradually  decreases  from  the  Dutch  Point  saw-mills  to  the 
mouth..  This,  of  course,  indicates  two  things  :  first,  the  deposi- 
tion of  the  solid  matters  of  the  sewage  ;  and  second,  partial 
destruction  of  the  same. 

Allowing  the  water  to  stand  in  a  warm  place  a  short  time  re- 
sulted in  the  evolution  of  a  large  quantity  of  sulphuretted  hydro- 
gen gas,  increasing  with  the  amount  of  sewage  contamination,  due 
perhaps  to  the  decomposition  of  the  albuminoid  matters,  and  the 
conversion  of  the  sulphates  into  sulphides,  by  the  presence  of 
certain  kinds  of  bacteria.  Opposite  the  gas-works  and  a  short 
distance  below  this  point,  the  water  remains  perfectly  free  from 
decomposition  even  longer  than  that  obtained  beyond  Parkville, 
and  as  we  will  see  further  on,  is  singularly  free  from  a  great 
amount  of  bacterial  life,  however  it. is  filled  with  the  refuse  from 
the  gas-works  ;  but  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether,  or  no,  the 
effluvia  from  these  are  very  harmful.  The  odor  of  the  sewage  is 
to  a  great  extent  destroyed',  and  near  the  mouth  of  the  river,  the 
water  is  very  pure  in  color,  containing  little  or  no  deposit,  and 
far  outlasts  the  other  specimens  in  its  power  of  withstanding

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decomposition.  Below  the  bridges  above  mentioned,  which  rep- 
resent the  openings  of  large  sewers,  the  amount  of  filthy  solid 
matter  is  enormous  ;  a  great  deal  of  fatty  matter  and  particles 
float  on  the  surface  and  the  black,  fetid  deposit  made  our  exam- 
inations a  most  unpleasant  task. 

This  chemical  examination,  which  was  made  in  mere  form,  sur- 
prisingly establishes  the  fact  that  but  very  little,  if  any,  of  the 
solid  seioage  reaches  the  Connecticut  River y  hence  it  is  retained 
along  the  water  course  and  is  decomposed  and  destroyed,  in  fact, 
escapes  into  the  atmosphere  in  the  form  of  gas  on  the  one  hand, 
and  is  first  rendered  soluble,  or  remains  and  forms  part  of  bed 
of  the  Little  River  on  the  other. 

The  water  along  the  course  of  the  river  draining  the  sewers  is 
from  a  yellowish  turbid  character  to  a  dirty  black  ;  between  the 
points  mentioned  it  is  very  offensive  in  smell,  identical  in  its 
odor  with  the  air  in  its  proximity  ;  it  is  in  reality  nothing  but 
diluted  sewage. 

I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  amount  of  sewage  contamination 
varies  at  different  times  and  even  along  the  different  portions  of 
the  river,  dependent  upon  the  quantity  of  sewage  in  the  sewers, 
and  the  amount  of  sub-soil  water  which  leaks  into  them,  also  the 
amount  of  surface  water  or  rain  water  which  is  admitted  into 
them  ;  hence  a  quantitative  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  can 
only  lead  to  general  results  and  is  only  valuable  in  so  far  as  it 
establishes  the  fact  above  mentioned,  and  which  to  a  certain  extent 
is  invariable  during  those  times  when  the  Park  River  is  low  and 
flowing  very  sluggishly,  a  condition  which  exists  most  of  the  year 
round.  Therefore,  we  may  accept  as  fact  that  nearly  all  the 
sewage  remains  in  the  river  and' is  destroyed  in  the  midst  of  the 
city,  while  but  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  total  amount  reaches 
the  Connecticut. 

This  circumstance  explains  the  general  offensive  character  of 
the  stream,  which  would  perhaps  be  far  less  if  it  were  possible  to 
produce  a  powerfully  flushing  constant  current  to  the  mouth 
whereby  the  fresh  sewage  could  be  washed  out  immediately  and 
before  it  had  any  opportunity  to  undergo  decomposition  ;  for  per- 
fectly fresh  sewage  is  far  less  dangerous  (dependent  of  course 
upon  the  season  of  the  year)  than  that  which  has  been  some  time 
in  a  state  of  stagnation,  which  results  in  its  offensiveness.  These 
analyses  also  seem  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  effect  of  the  con- 
tamination of  the  south  branch  of  the  river  by  the  New  Britain

sewage,  is  in  a  great  measure,  if  not  totally  lost,  before  reaching 
Hartford,  and  hence  the  nuisance  occurs  in  the  city  casting  its 
sewage  into  the  stagnant  water.  Hence,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  Hartford  alone  is  responsible  for  the  foul  state  of  Park 
River. 

The  quantity  of  organic  matter  in  the  mud  of  the  river  is  small 
in  comparison  to  that  found  in  the  water  when  greatly  contamin- 
ated. A  weighed  quantity  of  it  was  dried  and  exposed  to  a  red 
heat  for  some  time";  it  showed  but  slight  loss  of  weight,  yet  this 
fact  in  no  way  militates  against  its  injurious  nature  ;  for  as  was 
remarked  by  Prof.  Brewer,  the  volatile  matters  given  off  by 
organic  matters  in  a  state  of  decomposition  is  so  small  that  the 
most  delicate  chemical  manipulation  utterly  fails  to  detect  its 
presence,  while  at  the  same  time  its  odor  is  disgustingly  sensible. 
In  the  same  manner  its  disagreeableness  and  danger  to  health  does 
not  so  much  depend  upon  quantity  as  quality,  "  and  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind-that  as  regards  animal  organic  poisons  dangerous 
to  life,  it  is  an  admitted  fact  that  a  quantity  easily  carried  by 
a  very  small  fly  might  be  sufficient  to  infect  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  persons." 

This  mud  invariably  contains  a  large  quantity  of  the  salts 
which  had  been  thrown  down  by  the  urine,  and  human  excre- 
ments with  which  it  becomes  mixed,  the  most  notable  of  which 
was  found  to  ,be  the  chlorides  and  sulphates.  It  is  very  black  and 
foul,  the  latter  seeming  to  decrease  as  the  distance  from  a  sewer 
becomes  greater. 

So  much  for  the  chemical  examination  of  the  water  and  mud  of 
the  Little  River,  which  establishes  the  fact  that  it  is  reeking  with 
not  temporary  but  the  accumulated  filth  of  a  long  time,  and 
it  follows  that  when  any  considerable  reduction  in  the  vol- 
ume of  the  stream  takes  place,  the  sewage  becomes  more 
highly  concentrated  and  the  rise  of  temperature  at  that  hot 
season  suddenly  produces  putrefactive  change  in  the  organic 
matters  present  and  sets  free  large  quantities  of  highly  fetid 
gases  into  the  air  ;  the  bursting  of  the  bubbles  of  these  noxious 
gases  in  the  heat  of  the  summer,  carries  by  its  force  immense 
numbers  of  disease-producing  bacteria,  which  are  now  scattered 
in  every  direction.  All  these  happen,  although  to  a  less  extent 
in  the  winter,  during  which  time  the  already  clogged  and  choked 
sewers  near  the  surface  are  actually  closed  completely  by  the 
frost  in  the  streets,  therefore  all  these  matters  are  retained  in  the 
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house  drains  and  cellars  which  become  cesspools,  to  diffuse  all 
their  noxious  effluvia,  and  harmful  substances  through  the  dwell- 
ing ;  this  state  of  things  is  a  most  potent  cause  of  diphtheria,  as 
being  a  powerful  factor  in  poisoning  the  sub-soil  and  walls  of  our 
houses. 

The  results  of  our  microscopical  examination  of  this  water 
and  mud,  presents  us  with  facts  of  the  most  valuable  nature,  in 
confirmation  of  the  disease-producing  character  of  the  Park 
River,  as  well  as  being  exceedingly  interesting  and  instructive. 
Of  course  knowing  the  fact  of  sewage  contamination,  those  sub- 
stances which  we  should  find  in  human  excreta,  such  as  masses  of 
undigested  muscular  fibre,  epithelia,  yellow  elastic  tissue,  spiral 
vessels  of  vegetables  which  had  undergone  digestion,  etc.,  would 
be  sought  for,  and  can  be  detected  by  powers  varying  from  fifty 
to  three  hundred  and  fifty  diameters,  and  are  within  the  range  of 
any  ordinary  microscope  ;  but  for  the  recognition  of  the  bacteria 
we  require  the  most  delicate  microscopic  manipulation  and  the 
use  of  the  highest  powers,  i.  e.  from  1,000  to  3,000  diameters 
enlargement  obtained  by  means  of  objectives  of  the  very  finest 
quality.  My  examinations  have  been  made  with  the  aid  of  the 
one-fifth  and  one-twelfth  immersion  lenses  of  Wales,  and  the 
one-sixteenth  water  immersion  of  Bausch  and  Lomb,  also  a  one- 
twenty-fifth  homogeneous  immersion  of  the  very  latest  construc- 
tion. . 

These  glasses  have  afforded  us  every  opportunity  for  a  most 
thorough  investigation  of  the  living  organisms  in  this  water, 
while  by  the  aid  of  the  illuminating  apparatus  of  Professor  Abbe, 
the  most  minute  forms  of  bacteria  have  been  studied  with  ease, 
and  difficulties  have  been  overcome  which  only  they  who  pursue 
such  investigations  can  understand  the  importance  of.  The 
proper  study  of  the  bacteria  require  any  amount  of  time,  is  by 
no  means  an  easy  task,  is  beset  with  considerable  labor  as  regards 
technique,  and  as  the  work  must  be  done  with  the  highest  powers 
it  is  at  best  very  tiresome. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  satisfactory  photographs  under  such 
high  powers  was  very  great,  but  I  was  very  desirous  of  presenting 
such  representations  of  the  organisms  as  they  existed,  because  of 
their  greater  accuracy  than  drawings  would  have  been.  My 
photographs  were  taken  by  the  aid  of  the  electric  light ;  for 
the  use  of  which  I  am  under  obligations  to  President  Dunham 
and  Manager  French  of  the  Hartford  Electric  Light  Co.,  who 
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kindly  lent  me  an  excellent  arc  light.  By  its  means  I  was  enabled 
to  do  away  with  the  heliostat,  and  the  necessity  of  working  in  the 
day-time,  which  are  important  considerations,  while  at  the  same 
time  I  obtained  a  copious,  steady,  brilliant  source  of  light  con- 
taining almost  as  much  actinic  power  as  direct  sun-light,  ready 
for  use  at  any  time,  which  is  a  great  advantage  over  the  latter, 
as  in  this  time  of  the  year  a  cloudless  day,  such  as  is  appropriate 
for  photo-micrography  is  exceptional. 

A  suitable  condensing  lens  was  used  to  concentrate  the  light 
upon  the  object,  and  as  the  light  is  under  complete  control  the 
development  and  manipulations  may  be  performed  in  the  same 
room  as  the  exposure  of  the  plate,  and  thus  the  necessity  for  a 
special  dark-room  was  avoided.  These  advantages  will  be  appar- 
ent to  every  one  who  has  had  any  extended  experience  in  photo- 
micrography, and  are  by  no  means  small.  Another  great  advan- 
tage which  the  electric  light  possesses  over  sunlight,  is  that  no 
special  means~~are  necessary  to  separate  the  chemical  from  the 
heat-rays,  which  if  used  direct  from  the  heliostat  and  concen- 
trated upon  the  object  would  quickly  destroy  both  the  object 
and  a  valuable  objective  ;  to  avoid  such  an  accident,  the  heat  rays 
are  arrested  by  passing  the  beam  of  light  through  a  solution  of 
ammonio-sulphate  of  copper  which  transmits  the  violet  or  actinic 
portion  of  the  spectrum.  All  this  needs  special  and  very  incon- 
venient apparatus,  and  materially  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  sun- 
light photography  for  microscopic  purposes.  There  are  a  great 
many  other  complications  to  the  use  of  sunlight  which  are  entirely 
overcome  by  the  use  of  the  arc-light.  Our  photographs  were 
made  by  central  illumination.  I  have  discovered  that  the  methyl- 
violet  as  a  stain  usually  employed  in  bacterial  investigations  is 
entirely  useless  to  color  bacteria  which  are  to  be  photographed 
by  electric  light,  as  the  violet  color  is  so  intensely  actinic 
that  the  bacteria  are  almost  invariably  over-exposed,  hence  I 
resorted  to  the  use  of  bismark-brown,  which  answered  admira- 
bly. The  dry -plates  used  were  the  Nys's,  which  were  found  to 
be  very  rapid.  The  separation  of  the  bacteria  from  the  rest  of 
the  matters  in  the  water  is  another  difficulty  which  presents  itself. 
It  is  necessary  to  isolate  as  much  as  possible  one  organism  from 
another,  and  moreover  to  protect  the  fluid  under  observation  from 
accidental  contamination  with  germs  from  other  sources.  This 
was  accomplished  by  the  method  of  gelatine  culture  employed  by 
Koch.     The  specimens  from  different  sources  were  mixed  with 
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sterilized  gelatine,  in  tubes  which  had  also  been  sterilized  by- 
heat,  the  orifices  of  these  tubes  were  closed  with  plugs  of  cotton, 
and  laid  aside  a  few  days.  Colonies  of  bacteria  of  different  kinds 
were  now  isolated  and  separated,  and  could  be  easily  obtained  for 
microscopic  examination.  The  mounting  and  staining  was  accom- 
plished by  spreading  a  very  small  amount  of  the  now  liquified 
gelatine  containing  the  bacteria,  upon  a  thin  glass  cover,  and 
placing  over  this  another,  when  it  is  spread  in  a  very  thin  layer  ; 
the  two  covers  are  separated  and  dried,  when  they  are  passed 
two  or  three  times  through  the  flame  of  a  spirit-lamp  ;  we  now 
float  the  cover-glass,  prepared  side  downward,  upon  a  saturated 
aqueous  solution  of  bismark-brown  •  it  is  left  here  for  several 
hours,  after  which  it  is  dried  and  mounted  either  in  glycerine  or 
dammar  in  the  ordinary  manner.  For  the  examination  of  the 
water  in  order  to  determine  the  different  substances,  we  mixed  a 
portion  of  the  sediment  with  glycerine,  first  having  killed  the 
infusoria  with  a  few  drops  of  a  one-fourth  per  cent,  solution  of 
.osmic  acid. 

We  can  here  recognize  every  constituent  of  human  excrement, 
i.  e.,  the  several  substances  of  human  food  altered  by  the  pro- 
cess of  digestion,  and  the  longer  it  had  remained  in  the  water 
the  greater  alteration  it  would  be  found  to  have  undergone 
through  soaking  and  decomposition,  etc.  The  following  list  will 
comprise  the  principal  substances  observed :  starch  granules, 
fragments  of  vegetable  tissues  which  had  been  used  for  food, 
cotton  fibres,  small  particles  of  paper,  the  seeds  of  plants,  masses 
of  undigested  muscular  and  elastic  tissue,  epithelium  from  all 
parts  of  the  intestinal  canal,  tea-leaves,  coffee,  cotton-fibres,  fatty- 
matter  both  free  and  in  masses,  silk  fibres,  human  hair,  feathers, 
wool  and  diatoms. 

Of  the  infusorial  life  we  observe  paramecia  most  prominent — 
this  is  what  we  would  expect  in  a  sewage-polluted  water  ;  also  a 
variety  of  this  class  called  "  euplota."  These  are  furnished  with 
vibratile  lairs,  or  "cilia,"  and  hence  belong  to  that  class  of 
infusoria  called  "  ciliata."  These  are  the  most  important  as 
representing  the  large  amount  of  organic  impurity. 

We  also  discover  numerous  vegetable  and  animal  forms  of  low 
type  desmids  and  algae,  with  their  spores,  also  fungi.  The  frag- 
ments of  vegetable  tissue  could  be  easily  diagnosed  as  having 
passed  through  the  intestinal  canal  from  the  yellowish  color 
which  had  been  imparted  to  them  by  the  bile-coloring  matters 
of  the  faeces,  or  even  stained  of  a  bright  yellow  color. 


Description  of  Plate  II.

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The  muscular  fibres  and  masses  which  were  partially  digested 
were,  in  the  specimens  I  examined,  undergoing  decomposition 
and  were  exceedingly  fetid. 

Masses  of  faecal  matter  containing  all  of  the  above-mentioned 
elements  in  conglomerate,  some  of  a  yellowish  color  from  loss  of 
their  coloring  matter  from  maceration,  others  having  retained 
their  brownish  color.  Some  of  these  masses,  when  crushed, 
colored,  and  examined  under  a  high  magnifying  power,  were 
swarming  with  bacteria,  mostly  bacilli,  in  short  rods,  also  filaria, 
ova  of  parasites,  etc. 

The  water  of  the  Park  River  is  perfectly  swarming  with  bac- 
teria. They  are  to  be  found  in  immense  masses  on  the  surface, 
in  the  water,  and  on  the  bottom.  The  "  bacterium  termo  "  seems 
to  be  the  most  prominent,  and  its  casual  relation  to  putrefaction 
will  explain  its  presence.  Next  in  quantity  seemed  the  micro- 
coccus. For  reasons  which  we  will  hereafter  see,  it  is  impossible 
to  tell  by  the^aid  of  the  microscope  whether  or  no  these  micro- 
cocci are  pathogenous  or  harmless,  as  both  varieties  are  identical 
in  appearance.  That  is,  the  micrococci  from  a  diphtheritic  mem- 
brane and  that  found  in  this  water  are  alike  in  shape,  size,  etc., 
under  the  microscope. 

Of  the  bacilli,. we  found  the  "bacillus  subtilis,"  "  B.  %dna"  etc. 
Those  classed  under  the  Spirochoeta,  we  saw  the  S.  plicatilis  in 
one  or  two  specimens  which  we  examined.  We  also  observed 
several  specimens  of  spirilla. 

The  spores  of  the  unicellular  alga?,  which  we  show  in  the  photo- 
graph, existed  in  large  quantities,  and  these  spores  are  only  of 
those  varieties  which,  according  to  MacDonald,  are  found  in  those 
■"  regions  of  death  and  decay."  The  germs  of  these  organisms  are 
in  some  cases  so  exceedingly  minute  as  to  be  beyond  the  powers 
which  we  were  enabled  to  use  ;  "  so  very  small  are  they  that  they 
must  grow  for  some  time  before  they  are  of  a  size  sufficient  to  be 
rendered  visible  by  an  objective  which  magnifies  upwards  of 
5,000  diameters." 

Many  of  the  bacteria  observed  in  our  examinations  have,  with- 
out doubt,  been  derived  from  the  excrementitious  matters  with 
which  they  are  constantly  reeking,  and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that 
their  change  of  habitat,  and  being  furnished  as  they  are  with 
every  appropriate  element  necessary  for  their  enormous  growth 
and   increase,   results   in   their   being  disease-producing.      They 
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multiply  in  that  stream  to  an  excessive  extent,  and  find  their  way 
into  the  air,  which  has  not  escaped  our  observation.  If  these 
bacteria  can  exist  in  nitrogen,  carbonic  acid,  and  the  most  poison- 
ous gases,  we  may  conclude  that  they  may,  if  they  find  their  way 
into  the  organism  of  man,  either  carry  with  them  or  themselves 
be  the  medium  whereby  such  f ermentive  action  is  set  up  as  to 
seriously  impair  the  normal  functions  and  constitute  disease. 

With  regard  to  the  rapidity  of  the  develoj)ment  of  the  germs 
in  this  water,  which  contains  the  necessary  organic  matter  for 
their  life,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  a  single  bacillus  will  pro- 
duce, in  twenty -four  hours,  nearly  seventeen  millions  of  individual 
bacilli  ;  and  a  drop  of  this  putrid  water  in  reality  contains  more 
bacteria  than  there  are  people  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  "  Let  us 
suppose,"  says  Cohn,  "  that  a  bacterium  divides  into  two  in  the 
space  of  an  hour,  then  into  four  at  the  end  of  a  second  hour,  then 
in  eight  at  the  end  of  three  hours,  in  the  twenty-four  hours  the 
number  will  already  amount  to  more  than  sixteen  millions  and  a 
half  ;  at  the  end  of  two  days  this  bacterium  will  have  multiplied 
to  the  incredible  number  of  281,500,000,000  ;  at  the  end  of  three 
days  it  will  have  furnished  forty-seven  trillions  ;  at  the  end  of 
about  a  week,  a  number  which  can  only  be  represented  by  fifty- 
one  figures. 

In  order  to  render  these  numbers  comprehensible,  let  us  seek 
the  volume  and  the  weight  which  may  result  from  the  multiplica- 
tion of  a  single  bacterium. 

The  individuals  of  the  most  common  species  of  rod-bacteria 
present  the  form  of  a  short  cylinder,  having  a  diameter  of  a 
thousandth  of  a  millimeter  (=1003Q9ooo  inches).  Let  us  repre- 
sent to  ourselves  a  cubic  measure  of  a  millimeter  (=  .006103  cubic 
inches).  This  measure  would  contain,  according  to  what  we  have 
just  said,  six  hundred  and  thirty-three  millions  of  rod-bacteria, 
without  leaving  a  single  space.  Now,  at  the  end  of  twenty-four 
hours,  the  bacteria  coming  from  a  single  rod  would  occupy  the  -^ 
part  of  a  cu.  millimeter  ;  but  at  the  end  of  the  following  daj^  they 
would  fill  a  space  equal  to  442,570  of  these  cubes,  or  about  one- 
half  litre  (=301,513-|  cu.  in.  =17.65  ounces). 

Let  us  admit  that  the  space  occupied  by  the  sea  is  equal  to  two- 
thirds  of  the  terrestrial  surface,  and  that  its  mean  depth  is  a  mile, 
the  capacity  of  the  ocean  will  be  about  928,000,000  sq.  miles. 
The  multiplication  being  continued  with  the  same  conditions,  the 
bacteria  from  a  single  germ  would  fill  the  ocean  in  five  days  ! 
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When  we  consider  this,  we  can  form  some  conception  of  the 
number  of  bacteria  with  which  the  Park  River  abounds,  and  why 
a  very  small  aerial  dose  of  its  sewage,  contains  myriads  of  organ- 
isms, and  is  very  liable  to  contain  some  disease-producing  ones, 
quite  sufficient  to  destroy  life. 

Of  course  by  far  the  greater  mass  of  the  bacteria  which  we 
have  observed  are  necessary,  as  they  consume  the  noxious  material 
of  which  the  sewage  is  composed,  and  after  carrying  on  a  limited 
existence  they  die  and  undergo  change  and  destruction,  with 
the  production  of  a  brownish  or  black  deposit.  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  state  what  this  deposit  has  to  do  with  the  production 
of  malaria,  which  I  have  purposely  avoided  discussing,  as  so  little 
is  known  of  its  cause  ;  but  it  is  certain  that  it  is  always  found 
in  such  places,  and  with  such  soil  as  exists  at  this  spot,  which 
is  always  full  of  malaria. 

The  number  of  microbes  found  in  the  water  above  Parkville 
was  exceedingly  small,  in  comparison  to  what  observed  below  the 
entrance  of  the  first  sewer;  there  were  a  few  specimens  of  Sp. 
volutans,  B.  Amylobaeter,  Vibrio  serpens,  Bacillus  subtilis,  and 
such  other  bacteria  as  are  found  in  vegetable  infusions,  but  the 
immense  numbers  of  rod-like  bacilli  which  were  discovered  below 
the  Broad  street  sewer,  were  here  absent.  Having  seen  the  same 
bacillus  in  the  human  faeces,  and  in  the  discharges  of  children,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the.  short  rods  here  seen  have  originated  in 
the  hitman  intestines.  If  this  is  the  case,  it  would  show  that  the 
effects  of  animal  pollution  of  the  river,  are  in  the  main  destroyed 
on  its  way  from  New  Britain  to  Hartford.  And  that  the  disease- 
causes  are  added  to  the  water  by  the  sewers  of  Hartford  alone. 

I  have  conducted  during  the  past  two  years  a  course  of  micro- 
scopical analyses  of  the  air  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Park  River. 
These  were  first  instituted  in  the  course  of  some  experiments  on 
the  contents  of  the  air  used  in  the  spray  apparatus.  The  same 
results  were  arrived  at,  as  was  above  described,  in  speaking  of  the 
researches  of  M.  Miquel,  and  others.  The  aeroscope  used  was  a 
modification  of  that  of  Pouchet,  and  the  air  examined  was  ob- 
tained within  175  or  200  feet  of  the  Elm  street  bank  of  the  river, 
behind  the  Rink. 

We  cannot  give  an  extended  account  of  those  experiments, 
but  the  amount  of  bacterial  life  in  the  air  during  certain  times 
and  seasons  is  prodigious.  During  the  course  of  the  epidemic 
of  diphtheria  the  air  was  teeming  with  microscopic  life,  myriads 
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of  spores  of  algae  were  seen,  and  every  element  of  organic  ma- 
terial observed  in  the  water  was  discovered  in  the  air,  and  in 
immense  quantities,  too.  This  was,  in  fact,  the  first  suggestion 
which  led  me  to  institute  the  above  researches  on  the  water. 
I  find  in  the  air  any  amount  of  •  micrococci,  and  rod-shaped 
intestinal  bacilli,  and  even  during  dry  times  there  exist  numer- 
ous masses  of  /cecal  matter,  and  epithelium,  undoubtedly  hu- 
man, and  derived  from  the  evaporation  of  the  water,  wafted  by 
the  breezes  in  any  direction.  The  following  circumstance  from 
my  notes  will  prove  beyond  any  question  the  pathogenous  qual- 
ity of  the  air  at  that  season.  E.  S.,  aged  fifteen  months,  liv- 
ing in  close  proximity  to  the  river,  was  seen  by  me  on  the  25th 
of  July.  The  odor  from,  the  river  at  the  time  was  disgusting 
and  diffused  itself  through  the  house,  and  was  particularly 
marked  in  the  close  room  in  which  this  infant  and  two  other 
children  were  existing.  These  children  all  presented  the  usual 
appearance  of  saturation  with  sewer-poison.  The  child,  who 
was  taken  with  copious  diarrhoea  on  the  25th  inst.,  had  been 
fed  with  milk,  a  bowl  of  stagnant  milk  of  which  it  had  been 
drinking  stood  open  to  the  air  and  was  covered  with  a  thick 
scum  of  cream.  The  discharges  were  of  a  light  yellow  color, 
streaked  with  blood,  and  immediately  after  having  passed  the 
bowels,  disengaged  immense  quantities  of  minute  gas-bubbles, 
i.  e.  were  fermenting.  At  the  time,  air  collected  at  the  point 
above  specified,  by  the  aeroscope,  was  filled  with  the  intestinal 
bacteria.  A  microscopical  examination  of  the  milk  in  the  bowl 
demonstrated  the  same  bacteria,  and  micrococci,  in  large  quanti- 
ties, and  the  faeces  of  the  child  were  almost  wholly  composed  of 
bacteria,  several  varieties  being  seen,  but  mostly  the  same  intesti- 
nal bacteria,  or  bacilli,  observed  in  the  air  and  milk  ;  I  also  dis- 
covered great  numbers  of  the  bacteria  termo  (the  cause  of  putre- 
faction). The  other  two  children  were  taken  ill  in  precisely  the 
same  manner,  and  in  both  cases  the  faeces  were  found  to  consist 
of  the  same  bacillus,  which  disappeared  iohen  recovery  occurred, 
under  the  appropriate  antiseptic  treatment,  viz :  fresh  air, 
quinine,  and  iron. 

During  the  course  of  his  investigations  within  the  last  few 
weeks,  the  writer  in  obtaining  some  pure  cultures  of  the  intestinal 
bacillus  from  the  Park  River  water,  was  working  a  number  of 
hours  over  the  microscope,  the  culture  tube  being  open,  and  on 
the  table  near  him.     The  next  dav  a  severe  diarrhoea  occurred,  the

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discharges  consisting  wholly  of  the  same,  rod-bacilli,  which  had 
been  cultivated  from  the  water.  (PL  3,  Fig.  1.)  The  two  slides  are 
in  my  possession,  and  can  be  shown  at  any  time.  These  examples 
furnish  proof  positive,  that,  first,  the  water  is  diseased  by  human 
sewage  ;  second,  that  the  air  is  contaminated  from  this  source  ; 
third,  that  the  pollution  of  both  produces  disease  in  those  who  are 
unfortunate  enough  to  have  to  breathe  and  to  receive  into  their 
systems  all  the  filth  emanating  from  the  Park  River. 

After  passing  by  the  gas-house  the  organisms  seem  to  have 
been  to  a  great  extent  destroyed,  for  they  are  found  in  markedly 
less  quantities  than  between  the  openings  of  the  first  and  last 
sewer  ;  therefore  between  these  two  points  all  the  disease-in- 
fection arises,  and  is  due  to  sewage  ;  when  we  consider  that 
about  40  sewers,  draining  over  five-sevenths  of  the  area  of  the 
city  discharge  their  pollution  into  that  stream  the  infection  must 
be  enormous^  In  order  then  that  the  existing  nuisance  be  removed 
our  plan  of  sewage  must  be  changed,  and  unless  it  is  remedied  we 
must  expect  to  suffer  from  visitation  of  filth-diseases  and  malaria. 

We  have,  thus,  in  the  heart  of  our  city  an  immense  privy  or 
open  cesspool,  the  emanations  from  which  we  are  churning  into 
our  lungs,  and  swallowing  every  minute,  which,  although  we 
cannot  see,  is  nevertheless  exceedingly  dangerous  to  the  health. 

The  results  of  the  above  investigations,  supported  as  they  are 
by  the  highest  authority,  make  certain  the  fact  that  the  accumu- 
lated filth  in  the  Park  River,  and  the  excrementitious  matter  with 
which  the  soil  is  saturated,  is  one  of  the  prime  causes  of  the  mi- 
healthiness  of  this  locality.  By  this  unwise  method  of  drainage, 
the  subsoil  along  the  river,  and  for  a  gi'eat  distance  beyond  it  is 
in  a  most  abnormal  and  unfortunate  condition. 

Of  course  we  cannot  state  that  the  emanations  from  this  source 
can  be  so  separated  as  that  this  one  will  produce  this  disease,  and 
that  one  another.  But  the  microscope  has  shown  that  the  germs 
do  exist,  and  what  is  more,  just  such  bacteria  as  are  found  in  cer- 
tain affections  of  an  infectious  character  ;  moreover  that  there  is 
a  great  escape  of  inimical  gases  ;  all  these  we  have  shown  lead  to 
very  serious  results  as  to  the  health  of  those  exposed  to  them, 
while  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  condition  of  the  stream  is  in  a 
great  measure  responsible  for  the  outbreak  of  epidemic  diphtheria 
if  not  for  the  origin  of  the  same. 

As  we  have  pre\>  iously  remarked,  this  affection  is  produced  by 
the  invasion  of   the  system  of   that  form  of   spherical  bacteria 
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called  the  micrococcus.  As  to  my  authority  for  this  statement  I 
deem  it  of  the  greatest  importance  to  mention  the  names  of  Koch, 
Oertel,  Hulter,  Nassiloff,  Klebs,  von  Recklinghausen,  Eberth, 
Weber,  Hetzerich,  Wood  and  Formad  in  Philadelphia,  and 
Burdon-Sanderson  in  England,  who  have  established  the  essen- 
tial association  of  the  micrococcus  with  the  disease  ;  in  other 
words  we  can  state  as  a  fact  that  without  micrococci  there  can  be 
no  diphtheria*  These  microzymes  have  by  the  above  mentioned 
authorities  (aided  by  all  the  perfect  apparatus  and  means  that 
generous  government  could  furnish),  been  isolated  and  cultivated, 
and  with  these  pure  cultures  animals  have  been  inoculated  with 
the  result  of  inducing  the  same  destructive  process,  associated 
with  the  development  of  organism  which  cannot  be  distinguished 
from  true  diphtheria. 

In  several  cases  of  diphtheria  in  which  I  have  during  the  past 
year  examined  the  membrane  and  discharges,  I  have  never  failed 
to  observe  this  round  germ  in  great  numbers,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  micrococcus  is  the  real  cause  of  the  disease.  It  is  un- 
doubtedly at  first  a  local  affection;  that  is  :  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  deposition  of  the  germ  upon  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  throat,  either  inflamed  or  not,  in  a  debilitated  system  is  the 
primary  manifestation  of  the  disease,  which  condition  subsequent- 
ly leads  to  systemic  infection. 

We  have  shown  how  that  a  prolonged  exposure  to  a  polluted 
and  depressing  atmosphere,  rendered  so  by  saturation  with  the 
results  of  organic  decomposition,  leads  to  general  ill -health,  im- 
poverishment of  blood,  etc.  ;  furthermore  that  this  bad  air,  con- 
taining those  germs  which  sanitarians  have  learned  to  look  upon 
with  suspicion,  intimately  mingled  with  it,  produces  disease,  and 
the  following  will  prove  the  power  of  this  air  in  the  production  of 
diphtheria,  for  example,  which  is  related  by  DeChaumont.f 

"  Dr.  Frank  mentioned,  that  in  Cannes,  France,  the  following* 
case  occurred  : 

"  A  ventilating  pipe  from  a  drain  passed  up  close  to  a  cupboard 
in  a  nursery  ;  it  was  made  of  glazed  tiles,  and  some  of  the  mortar 
had  given  way,  allowing  the  sewer-gas  to  escape  into  the  nursery 
with  the  result  of  all  the  children  being  struck  down  with  diph- 
theria." 

Now  as  we  have  adduced  facts  which  show,  first :  the  cause, 
and  second  :  the  connection  of  the  germ-containing  air,  with  the

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disease,  it  seems  to  me  the  evidence  is  conclusive  that  we  have 
found  the  organism  competent  to  produce  diphtheria,  and  having 
found  in  the  affected  tissues  masses  of  this  same  organism,  we  are 
forced  to  affirm  with  many  others  that  without  the  organism  there 
can  be  no  diphtheria. 

But  we  are  enabled  to  go  still  farther,  and  having  shown  by 
our  photo-micrographs  these  identical  micro-organisms  in  large 
numbers  in  the  water  of  Park  River  (Plate  3,  Fig.  2),  and  having 
seen  the  same  in  the  air  in  its  vicinity  I  think  we  can  connect  an 
amount  of  evidence  almost  amounting  to  proof  that  these  two 
organisms,  that  is :  the  diphtheritic  and  the  sewer-micrococcus  are 
as  identical  as  the  testimony  adduced  by  the  microscope  failing  to 
show  any  difference  between  them,  would  seem  to  imply.  To 
support  this  argument  I  am  enabled  to  refer  to  the  conclusive 
experiments  of  Drs.  Wood  and  Formad,  two  of  the  most  exact  and 
careful  observers  in  this  country,  and  whose  conclusions  are  most 
grounded  and  conscientious.  The  actual  facts  with  which  they 
have  dealt  seem  to  lift  the  whole  matter  out  of  the  realm  of 
hypothesis,  and  furnish  the  strongest  evidence  of  the  identity 
of  the  two  organisms  : 

First. — These  gentlemen  have  shown  that  by  artificial  cultiva- 
tion, the  micrococci  which  cause  diphtheria  may  be  rendered  per- 
fectly harmless  •  i.  e.  identical  with  the  ordinary  micrococcus  such 
as  we  have  observed  in  this  water. 

Second. — The  facts  have  satisfied  them  that  the  common  micro- 
coccus may  be  stimulated  into  an  active  condition  by  the  abnormal 
activity  of  the  tissue  element  so  that  the  ordinary  micrococcus 
may  be  converted  into  a  diphtheritic  micrococcus  by  a  pharyn- 
gitis (sore-throat),  the  result  of  cold  or  some  other  accidental 
cause.  "  Drs.  Wood  and  Formad  hold  that  the  same  in  the 
micrococcus  may  occur  outside  of  the  body  as  well  as  in  the  man- 
ner suggested."| 

Third. — Dr.  Formad  has  produced  diphtheria  with  the  charac- 
teristic membrancby  inoculation  with  the  micrococci  from  a  case 
of  ordinary  sore-throat. 

"  This  view  of  the  nature  of  the  disease  explains  very  satisfac- 
torily a  large  share  at  least  of  the  sporadic  or  isolated  cases  of 
diphtheria  which  are  generally  observed  to  occur  in  connection 
with  bad  sanitary  conditions  ;  and  that  there  is  an  important  rela- 
tion existing  between  unsanitary  conditions  and  diphtheria  is  evi-

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dent  from  the  replies  published  in  this  paper.*  Many  of  the  cases 
mentioned  by  correspondents  show  a  connection  between  the  dis- 
ease and  various  unhygienic  conditions  too  evident  to  be  doubted." 
The  experimental  researches  of  Buchner  and  Nageli,  and  those  of 
Prof.  Greenfield,  these  authorities  having  by  means  of  culture  suc- 
ceeded in  transforming  a  harmless  bacillus  (B.  stibtilis)  (PI.  I,  Fig. 
14)  into  a  very  deadly  bacillus  (JB.  anthracis),  and  vice-versa,  con- 
firm the  results  of  Wood  and  Formad  in  a  remarkable  manner, 
and  to  my  mind  these  opinions,  based  as  they  are  on  careful  and 
considerate  observations  have  great  weight.  Add  to  these  facts 
the  opinion  of  Dr.  Sternberg,  and  I  am  certain  it  must  satisfy  the 
claim  which  we  have  made  apart  from  our  own  experiments  which 
have  led  to  similar  results. 

"  If  we  suppose  that  under  certain  circumstances  the  conditions 
relating  to  environment  approach  those  which  would  be  found 
within  the  body  of  a  living  animal,  we  can  easily  understand  how 
a  micro-organism,  which  has  adapted  itself  to  these  conditions, 
may  become  a  pathogenic  (disease-producing)  organism,  when  by 
any  chance  it  is  introduced  into  the  circulation  of  such  an  animal. 
*  *  *  *  That  harmless  species  of  bacteria  may  develop 
pathogenic  properties  in  the  manner  indicated,  seems  extremely 
probable."f  Sternberg  claims  that  the  disease  known  as  "  hospital 
gangrene,"  with  which  many  who  did  service  during  the  late  war 
are  unfortunately  acquainted,  is  due  to  a  "  bacterium,  ordinarily 
harmless,  which  develops  pathogenous  (disease-producing)  proper- 
ties as  the  result  of  an  unusually  favorable  environment,  and 
becomes  the  infecting  agent,  which,  by  invading  the  enfeebled 
tissues,  causes  the  rapidly  extending  necrosis  (death)  which  is 
characteristic  of  this  frightful  malady. "J 

I  cannot  refrain  from  presenting  the  opinion  of  this  savant 
with  regard  to  diphtheria,  as  I  know  his  research  in  bacteriology 
has  been  as  deep  as  that  of  any  gentleman  in  the  United  States. 

"  Diphtheria,  also,  is  a  disease  in  which  there  seems  to  be  good 
reason  for  believing  that  the  different  degrees  of  virulence  are  due 
to  the  circumstances  relating  to  the  genealogy  of  the  infecting* 
organism,  as  well  as  to  the  resisting  power  of  the  infected  indi- 
vidual ;  and  that,  as  in  anthrax,  and  in  fowl-cholera,  physiological 
varieties  of  the  pathogenic  micrococcus,  to  which  this  disease  is

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probably  due,  may  be  developed  by  special  conditions  relating  to 
its  environment,  either  in  the  fauces  (throat)  of  the  infected  indi- 
vidual or  external  to  the  body.'''' 

Thus,  then,  we  can  with  a  certain  degree  of  confidence  assert 
that  the  following  chain  of  cause  and  effect  exists  with  regard  to 
diphtheria,  at  least,  in  the  Little  River  and  its  surroundings  : 

First,  Diseased  water,  filled  with  an  immense  mass  of  excre- 
mental  filth. 

Second,  A  great  number  of  micro-organisms,  many  of  which 
are  disease-producing. 

Third,  Diphtheria  is  essentially  a  filth  disease,  always  arising 
under  the  following  circumstances  :  "  Damp  houses,  set  in  low 
ground,  pig-sty  near  house  and  well,  uncleanly  habits,  contami- 
nated drinking  water,  bad  drainage,  cellar  filled  with  water,  stag- 
nant pond  receiving  drainage,  carelessness  about  disposal  of  filth/"* 
in  other  words,  a  filthy  condition  either  within  or  external  to  the 
house. 

Fourth,  There  exist  in  the  Park  River  sewer  water  certain 
bacteria,  and  among  these  a  certain  form  of  germ  called  the 
micrococcus  in  immense  numbers. 

Fifth,  Diphtheria  is  produced  by  a  species  of  vegetable  fungus 
(bacteria)  known  as  micrococci,  "  which  find  their  way  into  the 
system  through  various  channels,  setting  up  a  series  of  morbific 
processes,  which  result  in  the  various  phenomena  observed  in  this 
disease." 

Sixth,  That  the  microscope  shows  no  difference  between  the 
micrococcus  found  in  this  water  and  that  of  diphtheria,  and  that 
conclusive  experiments  have  shown  that  they  are  one  and  the 
same  organism  ;  that  is,  if  the  condition  of  the  system  be  favor- 
able, and  if  the  micrococcus,  which  I  will,  for  the  sake  of  clear- 
ness, call  the  Park  River  micrococcus,  be  deposited  upon  the 
throat  of  an  individual  whose  system  is  run  down  from  a  con- 
tinued exposure  to  the  polluted  atmosphere,  it  is  capable  of  pro- 
ducing diphtheria. 

Seventh,  That  the  atmosphere  in  the  neighborhood  of  Park 
River  contains'  a  large  quantity  of  micro-organisms,  amongst 
which  was  observed  a  number  of  micrococci  similar  to  those 
contained  in  the  water,  and  to  those  found  in  diphtheria,  and  that 
the  concurring  testimony  of  all  observers  is  that  the  air  of  an 
open  sewer,  becoming  contaminated  by  this  diphtheritic  poison

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when  the  disease  is  prevalent,  becomes  a  vehicle  for  the  extension 
of  the  disease. 

Having  thus  by  individual  and  careful  investigation,  also  by 
careful  experiment,  established  those  first  propositions  that 
"bacteria  are  capable  of  producing  disease,"  and  followed  up, 
not  by  any  hypothetical  relations,  but  by  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  facts,  that,  so  far  as  diphtheria  \%  concerned,  the  condition 
of  the  air  around  Park  River  makes  its  breathing  scarcely  less 
dangerous  than  taking  a  dose  of  poison,  such  as  arsenic  or  strych- 
nia, I  cannot  see  how  we  can  come  to  any  other  conclusion  than 
that  which  will  associate  all  the  above-mentioned  facts  into  a 
chain  of  evidence  which  establishes  beyond  a  question  that  the 
unsanitary  stream  affords  all  the  necessary  factors  producing  not 
only  a  predisposition  to,  but  also  an  increase  in  the  virulency  of 
the  affection.  This  being  the  case,  we  are  warranted  in  making 
Park  River,  in  its  present  condition,  responsible  for  not  only  the 
origin,  but  for  the  spread  of  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria.  In  fact, 
such  is  our  positive  opinion  after  a  careful  study  of  the  connec- 
tion which  obtains  between  bad  sanitation  and  the  disease. 

"  In  recognizing  the  influence  of  unsanitary  conditions,  we  do 
not  necessarily  endorse  any  theory  of  the  disease  (diphtheria),  as 
the  ultimate  result  will  be  the  same  whether  we  regard  the  influ- 
ence to  be  a  direct  one  giving  rise  to  the  essential  elements  of  the 
disease,  or  indirect,  by  lowering  the  vital  tone  of  the  individual 
and  thus  increasing  his  susceptibility  to  the  specific  poison  of  the 
disease."* 

The  foregoing,  seems  to  me,  contains  sufficient  evidence  for  the 
absolute  necessity  for  some  action  with  regard  to  improving  the 
condition  of  the  Park  River  basin,  and  although  I  do  not  wish  to 
force  my  convictions  on  this  point,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we 
have  here  a  most  prolific  nidus  for  the  origin  and  spread  of  any 
disease  of  an  infectious  nature,  and  a  careful  consideration  of 
the  facts  herein  stated  is  of  the  gravest  and  widest  importance. 
Disease  around  and  along  this  course  attains  its  greatest  viru- 
lence, and  the  death  rate  of  diphtheria  has  been  the  highest  at 
these  points.  The  late  Dr.  Chamberlain  demonstrated  that  there 
were  distinct  groups.

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The  second,  whose  centre  is  in  the  northern  part  of  Front  street, 
are  associated  with  unsanitary  conditions  arising  from  the  lack  of 
an  intercepting  sewer,  the  undrained  meadows  and  open  ditches, 
and  defects  in  the  grade  of, the  sewers. 

The  third,  near  Gully  Brook,  and  its  surroundings." 

The  first  cases  originated  at  those  points,  and  a  reference  to  the 
map  by  Dr.  Chamberlain  showing  the  situation  of  the  deaths  dur- 
ing that  epidemic  will  speak  volumes  of  the  mighty  influence  of 
that  scandalously  filthy  stream  in  diffusing  filth-disease. 

Thus,  then,  diphtheria  is  a  specific  contagious  disease,  mostly 
produced  by  unsanitary  conditions,  and  when  several  cases  occur 
in  close  proximity  to  each  otheiy  may  always  be  traced  to  the 
poisoned  air  and  remarkably  unwholesome  state  of  the  Little 
River.  Diphtheria,  in  fact,  bears  the  same  relations  to  these 
causes  as  does  typhoid  fever. 

Again,  the  researches  of  Dr.  Buchannan  and  others  into  the 
relations  of  drainage  and  the  prevalence  of  consumption,  have 
shown  that  the  saturation  of  the  soil  with  sewage  is  sure  to  create 
an  influence  which  favors  that  disease. 

The  views  of  von  Pettenkofer  show  that  the  fluctuation  of 
the  level  of  the  ground-water  charged  with  sewage,  is  a  most 
active  agent  in  the  production  of  disease  ;  it  is  beyond  a  question 
that  all  these  conditions  exist  in  Hartford;  hence,  if  all  this  is 
true  this  locality  is  positively  unwholesome. 

From  these  results,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  but  that  the 
water  in  this  stream  is  certainly  abominable  ;  experience  has 
shown  that  its  effluvia  is  disease-producing  particularly  in  the  sum- 
mer when  the  system  is  always  from  other  causes  in  a  depressed 
condition.  The  sickening  stench  and  the  germs  set  free  are  the 
causes  of  the  mortality  of  those  who  live  in  proximity  to  the 
water  course,  and  prove  beyond  a  doubt  what  a  public  misfortune 
such  a  condition  is.  In  a  very  able  paper  written  some  time  ago  by 
Prof.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  he  begins  with  the  true  remedy,  and  indeed 
the  necessity  for  the  public  to  consider  in  this  matter  of  prevent- 
ing disease,  "  If  it  was  required  to  express  the  true  foundation 
principle  of  true  public  hygiene  in  one  word,  that  word  would  be 
cleanliness."  * 

"  Cleanliness  in  its  broadest,  fullest,  and  also  in  its  minutest 
sense.  Cleanliness  and  purity  of  food  and  drink.  Cleanliness  of 
food  and  apparel.      Cleanliness   all  about  us.     Cleanliness   and

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purity  of  the  air  we  inhale,  of  the  water  we  imbibe,  and  of  the 
soil  we  live  upon."  The  condition  of  things  in  Hartford  confirms 
his  statement  that  "Many  communities  which  complacently 
imagine  themselves  to  be  the  types  of  the  most  advanced  civil- 
ization, are  living  amid  hygienic  surroundings  far  inferior  to 
those  enjoyed  by  the  despised  Nomadic  races,  and  dwellers  in 
tents."* 

As  a  scientific  and  hygienic  assumption,  no  greater  and  more 
important  fact  could  be  uttered.  The  horseman  who  is  ever  on 
the  alert  for  the  welfare  of  his  valuable  stock  recognizes  the 
importance  of  cleanliness  in  his  barn  and  its  surroundings,  and 
takes  care  to  remove  all  injurious  matters  therefrom.  Yet  he 
himself  cares  nothing  either  for  the  existence  or  the  remedy  for 
the  unhealthy  influence  around  him  from  the  very  evil  from 
which  he  most  carefully  guards  his  animal,  he  is  attending  to 
animal  hygiene,  while  he  is  receiving  into  his  system  at  every 
breath  the  emanations  from  unmixed  and  unalloyed  sewage.  This 
may  seem  absurd  but  it  is  nevertheless  true.  We  pay  no  atten- 
tion to  this  influence  which  perturbs  the  vital  energy,  undermines 
the  system,  and  renders  us  more  liable  to  succumb  to  diseases 
which  under  other  circumstances  we  should  in  the  ordinary  course 
recover  from.  The  sanitarian  recognizes  from  the  real  knowledge 
which  he  has  gained  of  the  cause  of  disease,  the  means  for  its 
prevention,  and  he  has  disarmed  it  of  some  of  its  terrors  ;  he  has 
demonstrated  that  by  pursuing  the  proper  measures,  the  mortality 
list  can  be  markedly  diminished.  Ill-ventilated  rooms  and  insalu- 
brious houses  such  as  are  occupied  by  the  lower  classes,  are  ob- 
viously made  more  unhealthy  when  in  the  neighborhood  of  such  a 
stagnant  sewer  as  the  one  under  consideration  ;  for  not  only  do 
the  inmates  of  such  habitations  obtain  the  unsanitary  influence  of 
the  infected  atmosphere,  but  the  subsoil  in  the  damp,  dark  cellars, 
is  reeking  with  disease-producing  elements.  All  these  vicissitudes 
combined  debilitate  the  system,  and  render  it  unable  to  withstand 
the  diseases  to  which  it  is  here  constantly  exposed  ;  in  other 
words  the  very  causes  which  are  at  work  to  produce  disease 
directly  predispose  to  it,  and  if  we  wish  to  diminish  the  mortality 
and  prevent  disease,  if  we  desire  to  obviate  the  terrible  ravages 
of  epidemic  pestilence,  it  is  the  duty .  of  those  intrusted  with  the 
public  welfare  to  consider  that 

"  Solus  populi  est  suprema  lex."

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In  our  beautiful  city  this  lamentable  condition  of  things  must  be 
remedied.  We  are  committing  daily  glaring  infractions  of  sani- 
tary laws,  and  neglecting  those  mandates  which  are  of  necessity 
for  the  proper  physical  condition  of  our  population,  and  we  will 
find  to  our  cost,  when  the  inevitable  penalty  is  dealt  out  to  us, 
that  it  was  just  this  apathy  to  the  proper  disposal  of  filth  which 
has  in  bygone  ages  almost  depopulated  cities.  If  this  were  so, 
why,  I  ask,  should  we  be  exempt  from  being  taught  the  same 
terrible  lesson  ?  If,  by  the  proper  attention  to  sanitary  teachings, 
great  pestilences  have  vanished  or  been  dispersed,  it  seems  to  me 
unworthy  an  intelligent  public  to  ignore  the  judicious  application 
of  those  preventive  means  which  unprejudiced  and  experienced 
authority  has  presented  to  us.  The  health  of  Hartford  being  thus 
encumbered  with  this  stream  of  accumulated  filth,  it  remains  for 
us  to  investigate,  and  suggest  a  remedy.  The  proper  disposal  of 
sewage  is  a  sanitary  problem  which  is  a  most  difficult  one  of 
solution,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  each  situation  where  the  ques- 
tion is  of  importance  presents  a  distinct  series  of  influences  which 
needs  separate  investigation  to  throw  any  real  light  on  the  subject, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  there  is  sufficient  engineering  skill 
in  Hartford  to  suggest  the  proper  means  of  constructing,  at  a 
nominal  cost,  the  proper  main  sewer  which  will  remove  entirely 
the  public  nuisance  which  is  the  undoubted  cause  of  the  atmos- 
pheric vicissitude  during  the  warm  season  of  the  year,  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Park  River.  These  effluvia  and  the  living 
organisms  floating  in  the  air  along  the  course  of  the  river,  make 
the  stream  a  perfect  hot-bed  and  nursery  of  pestilential  elements, 
only  requiring  the  presence  of  a  debilitated  system  upon  which  to 
concentrate  their  attack,  to  produce  the  most  virulent  form  of 
epidemic  disease,  which  is  now  communicated  from  person  to 
person  by  contagion.  From  the  course  of  investigations  which 
we  have  made,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  that  the  open  sewer 
of  decomposing  matter  is  a  "pestiferous  blight,"  to  a  certain 
extent,  on  this  community  ;  it  has  caused,  and  while  in  its  present 
condition  will  cause,  by  the  noxious  vapors  it  sets  free,  which 
impoverish  the  air,  alarming  mortality. 

In  the  proper  season  the  intolerable  stench  which  arises  and 
diffuses  itself  through  the  air,  is  a  subject  of  much  public  com- 
ment. The  enervating  effects  upon  the  system,  its  power  as  an 
excitant  of  disease  being  established,,  and  the  importance  of  the 
subject,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  prompt  public-spirited  individuals 
to  adopt  the  proper  means  for  its  removal. 
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As  all  authority  agrees  to  the  baneful  effects  of  these  sewer 
influences  upon  health,  as  the  evidence  respecting  direct  in- 
fection from  this  source  is  positive,  and  when  we  consider  that 
the  excreta,  etc.,  from  over  two-thirds  of  the  area  of  the  city  find 
their  way  into  this  stream,  it  is  not  surprising  that  we  should 
direct  our  attention  to  this  spot  as  the  one  most  likely  to  generate 
and  propagate  disease-contagion.  No  doubt  exists  in  my  mind 
that  in  many  cases  it  is  here  we  may  look  for  the  legitimate  cause 
of  the  filth-diseases  which  prevail  in  this  locality  with  such  per- 
sistence. It  is  impossible  with  the  existing  circumstances  favor- 
ing the  origin  and  distribution  of  such  affections  as  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  etc.,  that  they  can  be  effectually  controlled,  while 
no  restriction  is  placed  upon  their  direct  causative  elements,  and 
the  evidence  brought  forward  in  substantiation  of  our  position 
regarding  the  probable  spread  of  disease  from  this  unsanitary 
water-course,  shows  us  that  there  is  but  one  remedy,  and  that 
consists  in  preventing  every  sewer  emptying  into  it.  "  Much  of 
the  disease  of  towns  in  the  middle  ages  was  owing  to  the  satura- 
tion of  the  ground  and  the  pollution  of  the  streams  with  filth. 
In  England,  attention  was  early  called  to  the  evil.  Richard  II., 
in  the  fourteenth  century,  made  a  law  against  the  deposit  of 
'  annoyance,  dung,  intrails,  or  other  ordure,  into  the  ditches,  rivers, 
waters,  and  other  places,  within  or  near  any  city,  borough,  or 
town,  or  the  suburbs  thereof  ;  and  if  any  do,  he  shall  be  called  by 
writ  before  the  Chancellor,  at  his  suit  that  will  complain  ;  and 
if  he  be  found  guilty  he  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Chancellor.'*  Men  and  fishes  know  to  their  cost  how  this  wise 
ordinance  has  been  disobeyed." 

Mapother  condemns  in  the  strongest  terms  the  converting  of 
natural  water-courses  into  sewers,  and  says,f  "  when  subsoil  water 
comes  near  the  surface  of  ground,  such  as  squares  in  cities,  it 
interferes  with  vegetation,  and  generates  damp,  fogs,  and  malaria, 
which  have  disappeared  when  the  water  has  been  lowered  by  the 
use  of  drain  tiles."  The  same  condition  of  things  as  we  find 
existing  here  attracted  the  attention  of  sanitarians  years  ago  with 
regard  to  the  river  Liffey,  and  Lord  St.  Leonard  spoke  of  it  as 
"  an  absolute  pestilence,  in  consequence  of  its  being  made  the 
channel  for  the  whole  sewerage  of  the  city." 

"  The  putrescent  matter  of  the  city,  emptied  into  a  shallow

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river,  is  tossed  backwards  and  forwards  by  the  flowing  and  ebbing 
of  the  tide  ;  and  finally,  a  portion  of  its  solid  matter  being  perma- 
nently deposited  in  its  bed,  is  given  off  in  pestiferous  exhalations, 
which  are  wafted  into  •  every  house  and  street  near  the  river." 

Dr.  Mapother,  who  is  a  very  able  authority,  states  that  in  the 
streets  near  this  river  there  is  a  greater  proportion  of  diarrhoea 
than  in  others  distant  from  it  ;  and  cholera  was  frequent  near  to 
it  in  some  places. 

The  injury  resulting  from  such  a  great  opponent  to  public 
health  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  the  argument  that  the  re- 
moval of  that  nuisance  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  securing  of 
pure  air,  and  an  improvement  in  sanitation,  is  supported  by  an 
abundant  array  of  facts.  It  is  my  opinion  that  no  means  other 
than  the  removal  of  the  cause  can  be  effective  in  rendering  such 
a  great  amount  of  sewage  innocuous.  We  have,  notwithstanding 
our  knowledge  of  the  cause,  and  baneful  effects  of  this  stagnant 
atmosphere,  I  am  sorry  to  state,  degenerated  into  the  condition, 
in  a  sanitary  sense,  of  the  middle  ages,  when  the  plague  raged, 
and  by  the  laws  above  quoted  was  materially  diminished  if  not 
wholly  destroyed  by  the  removal  of  the  filth  in  ditches,  etc., 
whose  deleterious  exhalations  were  thus  interrupted,  and  pure  air 
was  substituted  for  that  charged  with  deadly  poisons  arising  from 
these  sources  which  was  inimical  to  animal  life. 

The  sewage  of  the  city  of  Hartford  is  in  a  most  deplorable 
state.  Many  of  them  have  the  wrong  pitch,  going  from  the 
main  instead  of  towards  it,  and  of  times  being  even  blind  at  both 
ends,  into  which  several  houses  empty  their  waste  ;  thus  are  they 
converted  into  a  "  mighty  cesspool  in  which  are  constantly  brew- 
ing the  fumes  of  putrefaction,  to  be  distilled  into  every  house." 
But  we  are  unfortunately  met  with  the  common  argument  in  this 
locality  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  the  older  physicians  that 
a  reform  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Park  River 
basin  is  unnecessary.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
idea  is  advanced  in  all  good  faith,  and  that  the  gentlemen  talk 
with  intelligence,  but  the  disinterestedness  which  many  practi- 
tioners show  to  sanitary  reform,  it  strikes  me,  precludes  their 
making  this  specialty  anything  like  a  study  ;  hence  I  would 
hardly  think  the  public  should  lay  great  weight  on  their  opin- 
ions in  this  regard.  To  them  we  cannot  but  quote  the  words 
of  Professor  Corfield  :  "People  who  are  living  in  the  midst  of 
general  unsanitary  conditions  are  in  a  worse  plight  than  people

living  near  the  crater  of  an  extinct  volcano  ;  for  not  only  may 
one  of  the  severest  epidemic  diseases  break  out  amongst  them  at 
any  time,  but  they  are  continually  sacrificing  unnecessary  victims 
to  the  demon  filth."  I  cannot  understand  how  any  such  an  argu- 
ment can  obtain,  or  that  they  can  ever  hope  to  improve  the  health 
of  the  city  while  such  antagonism  to  true  reform  exists.  The 
weight  of  all  the  best  authority  is  on  our  side,  and  if  anyone  will 
take  the  trouble  to  study  the  mortuary  statistics  it  will  be  found 
that  Hartford  stands  far  ahead  of  any  city  of  like  size  in  the 
State,  or  equal,  if  not  ahead,  of  any  in  the  country  of  similar 
proportion — 24-26  per  1,000.  The  cause  of  this,  swelling  of  the 
death-rate  is  the  ravages  of  zymotic  diseases.  Experience  and 
sanitarians  unite  in  affirming  that  this  group  of  diseases  are 
directly  affected  by  public  measures  of  prevention.  Now  let  us 
take  a  step  farther  in  the  matter  and  ask  what  is  a  "  preventable 
disease  ?"  "  A  preventable  disease  may  be  described  as  one 
which  arises  and  spreads  in  consequence  of  the  willful,  careless,  or 
ignorant  violation  of  those  laws  the  proper  observance  of  which 
we  know  to  be  necessary  to  insure  the  preservation  of  health,  and 
avert  the  spread  of  disease."*  Such  being  the  case,  how  is  it 
possible  for  people  to  deny  the  noxious  properties  of  the  stinking 
vapors  set  free  from  such  a  vast  cesspool  in  the  very  center  of  our 
town?  The  existence  of  such  a  disgusting  nuisance  should  be 
decried,  and  in  support  of  our  position  we  can  bring  in  a  host  of 
names  and  present  direct  confirmatory  evidence  which  will  defy 
and  overthrow  the  contra-arguments  that  are  brought  forward  by 
the  opponents  of  sanitary  reform. 

"It  is  not  requisite  to  prove  by  figures  the  necessity  which 
exists  of  removing  filth  from  the  neighborhood  of  our  houses. 
You  may  take  it  for  granted  that  such  removal  is  necessary, 
otherwise  the  accumulation  will  give  rise  to  illness,  and  all  that 
class  of  zymotic  disease  to  which  I  have  already  alluded  so  fre- 
quently. '  All  diseases  are  rendered  more  deadly  if  toe  keep  human 
excreta  near  to  our  dwellings  in  its  retrocedent  state.  It  jnust  be 
taken  away."f  To  what  conclusion  does  the  sound  reasoning  and 
experience  of  Dr.  Butler  arrive  after  a  careful  study  of  the 
subject  ?"|    That  fever,  once  admitted,  found  in  the  accumulated

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filth  of  city,  town  and  country,  such  an  abundant  material  for  the 
reception  and  development  of  its  poison-germs  as  to  defy  all 
prevention  or  remedy.  The  consequent  loss  of  life  is  counted  by 
thousands,  the  loss  of  property  by  millions  of  dollars  ;  the  desola- 
tion of  households,  the  consequent  suffering,  etc.,  cannot  be 
measured  or  counted. 

It  may  be  argued,  from  a  hypothetical  view,  that  such  an  open 
cesspool  is  not  dangerous,  but  in  all  cases  facts  outweigh  hypothe- 
sis. Let  us  see — what  are  the  facts  ?  Patients  sick  with  typhoid 
fever,  dysentery,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  the  whole  list  of 
filth-diseases,  in  different  portions  of  the  Park  River  basin, 
deposit  their  excreta  and  infected  washings  into  drains  which 
discharge  their  contents  into  the  Park  River.  This  conglomerate 
of  disease-producing  matter  does  not  come  into  contact  with 
oxygen,  but  is  in  a  stagnant  state.  It  finds  every  propitious 
circumstance^for  its  proper  vitality,  and  pollutes  the  air  and 
neighboring  soil. 

Not  proven !  say  the  opponents  to  sanitary  reform.  What 
does  the  investigation  of  fact  demonstrate?  Why,  they  show 
and  impress  upon  the  reader  the  great  danger  of  throwing  evacu- 
ations into  a  ditch,  or  cesspool ;  they,  without  an  exception,  prove 
that  infection  can  be  as  surely  produced  by  the  air  we  breath  as 
by  the  drinking  of  diseased  water. 

Liebermeister,  one  of  the  greatest  authorities  on  the  subject, 
says,  "  With  our  present  experience  it  is  impossible  to  deny  the 
production  of  infection  by  the  air.*  When  we  find  that  most  of 
the  scholars  in  the  same  school  are  attacked  with  typhoid  fever  in 
succession  and  intensity  corresponding  to  the  degree  of  their  ex- 
posure to  the  gases  arising  from  an  open  sewer  (Murchison  1,  c,  p. 
443)  we  can  hardly  doubt  the  way  in  which  infection  is  produced. 
Similar  experiments,  in  which  the  spread  of  infection  by  the  air, 
seems  the  only  possible  way,  one  not  uncommon.  In  cases  in  the 
hospital  at  Basle,  an  infection  from  drinking  water  could  be 
safely  excluded.  I  have  often  seen  eases  under  conditions  which 
seemed  to  exclude  every  other  way  of  infection  except  by  the  air. 
He  cites  a  most  instructive  case  which  it  would  be  well  to  con- 
sider. 

"  A  villager  who  had  contracted  typhoid  fever  at  Ulm,  returned 
to  her  native  village  where  typhoid  fever  had  not  existed  for 
years.     The  excrements  of  this  person  were  thrown  on  the  dung-

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hill  ;  several  weeks  later  five  persons  were  employed  to  remove 
this  dunghill.*  Of  these  five,  four  were  attacked  with  typhoid 
fever  and  one  with  gastric  symptoms  and  swelling  of  the  spleen. 
The  excrements  of  these  five  people  were  buried  deep  in  the 
dunghill.  Nine  months  later  two  persons  were  employed  in  com- 
pletely removing  this  dunghill ;  one  of  them  was  attacked  with 
typhoid  and  died  of  it."  This  means  beyond  dispute  :  convert  a 
small  stream  in  the  middle  of  a  town  into  a  filthy  ditch,  in  which 
surface  drainage,  garbage,  refuse,  and  infected  excreta  lie  in  de- 
composing masses,  the  products  of  which  soak  into  and  poison  the 
surrounding  earth,  and  you  will  find  that  it  is  here  that  cholera, 
fever,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  etc.,  when  they  break  out  will  find 
most  of  its  victims. 

The  excreta  are  a  most  prolific  source  of  disease,  and  whatever 
view  the  public  may  take  of  the  modus  operandi  of  this  sewage 
poison,  they  may  rest  assured  that  it  exists  ;  having  granted 
this  it  is  a  public  duty  to  apply  the  remedy  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  seems  an  extraordinary  thing  that  in  such  an  enlightened 
community  as  Hartford  a  stream  ladened  with  -dangerous  impuri- 
ties should  be  allowed  to  flow  sullenly  through  it,  disseminating 
its  hidden  filth  and  degraded  organic  products  in  all  directions, 
cutting  down  human  beings  at  the  very  beginning  of  life,  and 
bringing  upon  our  beautiful  city  a  blasting  curse.  The  situation 
we  are  in.  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  our  sewage  is  a  subject 
that  should  be  well  pondered.  The  annual  waste  of  life  caused 
by  the  presence  of  that  same  nuisance,  which  number  of  needless 
deaths  might  be  materially  diminished  if  not  entirely  avoided  by 
the  simple  removal  of  the  undoubted  cause,  are  claims  upon  the 
public  whose  responsibility  will  continue  to  increase  until  the 
nuisance  is  abated.  These  alone  afford  urgent  reasons  for  a 
removal  of  the  miseries  brought  upon  the  town  by  an  ignorant 
disregard  to  the  instructions  of  sanitary  laws.  "  It  seems,"  says 
Dr.  Simon,  "that  the  deaths  which  annually  occur  are  fully  a 
third  more  numerous  than  they  would  be  if  our  existing  knowl- 
edge of  the  chief  causes  of  disease  were  reasonably  applied."  In 
spite  of  any  argument  to  the  contrary  it  is  certain,  as  authorities .f 
state,  that  "  the  plan  of  pouring  the  sewage  into  open  rivers  and 
streams  is  very  bad,"  and  there  can-  be  no  doubt  that  sewage, 
pent  up  in  sewers,  cesspools,  or  percolating  into  and  infecting

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the  soil  and  water  near  dwelling-houses,  is  certainly  most  injuri- 
ous, quite  irrespective  of  the  propagation  of  cholera,  typhoid, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  It  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  the 
well-being  of  the  commonwealth  to  protect  the  Park  River  from 
pollution,  as  it,  is  to  protect  the  people  from  crime.  It  is  just 
as  certain  that  a  filth-sodden  soil  through  the  medium  of  the 
effluyia,  and  noxious  matters  which  it  emits,  exerts  a  pernicious 
effect  upon  health,  as  it  is  that  a  man  who  is  shot  through  the 
heart  will  die.  Pure  air  under  all  circumstances  is  the  basis  of  all 
effectual  sanitary  measures. 

Dr.  Buck,  in  his  work  on  hygiene,  calls  especial  attention  to  the 
pollution  of  the  air  and  soil  by  excremental  filth,  and  its  relation 
to  the  causation  of  certain  epidemic  diseases.  He  states  positively 
that  such  conditions  are  liable  to  carry  with  them  the  specific 
germs  of  contagion,  "  which  other  equally  offensive  organic  de- 
composition does  not  seem  to  possess,  at  least  to  the  same  degree." 
He  also  quotes  Dr.  Simon,  that .  eminent  sanitarian,  who  has  so 
thoroughly  investigated  the  subject,  that  "it  would  thus  seem 
probable  that  air  and  water  having  in  them  a  taint  of  human 
excrement,  most  often  carry  with  them  whithersoever  they  pass, 
the  seeds  of  current  morbific  affections."  This  authority,  and  in 
fact  all  authority,  holds  to  a  direct  relation  between  the  diseases 
I  have  mentioned  and  excremental  infection. 

Reason  as  we  may,  we  will  invariably  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  pure  air,  pure  water,  and  clean  surroundings  are  absolutely 
necessary  to  health.  Such  being  the  case,  why  argue  that  air  and 
water,  defiled  by  an  elongated  cesspool,  as  is  the  one  under  con- 
sideration, is  harmless  in  its  effects.  Men  of  even  thought  may 
argue  against  our  position,  but  the  fact  stands  out  in  bold  relief, 
that  the  filthy,  stinking,  open  sewer  is  in  the  highest  degree 
prejudicial  to  health,  and  the  only  remedy  which  we  can  see  as 
being  effective  in  the  removal  of  the  public  disgrace,  is  to  remove 
every  sewer  emptying  into  the  Park  River;  then  and  only  then, 
will  the  proper  blow  be  struck,  for  reason,  and  the  sanitary  wel- 
fare of  Hartford.  Personal  predilections,  pro  or  con,  have  noth- 
ing to  do  with  this  matter;  it  is  the  only  scientific  manner  of  deal- 
ing with  the  nuisance,  and  I  think  the  cheapest.  This  matter  has 
been  thoroughly  investigated  by  able  engineers  over  four  years 
ago,  and  the  conclusion  arrived  at  may  be  shown  in  the  following 
quotation  of  the  very  able  report  made  by  Chas.  L.  Burdett,  C.E., 
whose  map  and  collection  of  facts  with  regard  to  the  Park  River 
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sewer  is  most  interesting  and  complete,  and  who  I  have  to  thank 
for  valuable  aid  in  the  preparation  of  this  portion  of  my  report : 
"  The  water  ponded  by  the  dams  accumulates  impurities  from  the 
constant  flow  of  sewage,  and  is  purified  but  little  by  even  a  heavy 
rain,  as  the  current  fails  to  reach  and  scour  out  the  foul  deposits 
on  the  side  and  bottom  of  the  river.  * 

"  In  the  center  of  the  city,  in  addition  to  the  filth  deposited  on 
the  banks  of  the  Park  River,  there  is  a  surface  of  about  9^  acres 
(415,000  sq.  ft.)  of  foul  water,  giving  off  for  many  hours  of  the 
day  the  dangerous  products  of  fermenting  and  decomposing 
sewage. 

"When  it  is  considered  that  this  evil  is  growing,  the  necessity 
for  a  remedy  is  obvious.  For  it  is  taken  as  granted  that  the  seri- 
ous injury  of  this  state  of  things  to  the  health  of  the  people  of 
Hartford  is  beyond  question." 

I  will  not  stop  to  discuss  the  many  plans  for  relief  which  have 
been  proposed,  for  this  is  the  province  of  the  engineer  and  not  the 
sanitarian,  suffice  it  to  say  that  amongst  these  plans  there  is  but 
one  which  is  feasible,  and  that  plan  at  once  solves  the  problem 
and  removes  the  nuisance.  Mr.  Burdett's  conclusions  as  an 
engineer  exactly  agree  with  ours  :  remove  the  sewage  from  the  river 
permit  no  sewers  and  garbage  to  empty  into  it,  and  the  building 
of  an  intercepting  sewer  into  which  all  the  sewers  draining  this 
basin  can  discharge,  having  such  a  grade  that  the  deposits  can  be 
effectually  removed,  will  be  the  cheapest  and  only  philosophical 
way  to  dispose  of  the  unsanitary  condition  which  at  present  exists. 
I  would  refer  to  the  very  convincing  report  above 'mentioned  for 
a  thorough  exposition  from  an  engineering  standpoint,  as  to  the 
method  of  construction.  Mr.  Burdett  informs  me  that  the  cost  of 
such  a  sewer  would  be  rather  less  now  than  it  was  then.  It  was 
proposed  to  build  two  such  sewers  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of 
$188,000. 

Do  not  under  any  circumstance  advocate  any  remedy  which 
will  remove  the  dams,  for  you  will  only  narrow  the  river  and  ex- 
pose immense  masses  of  decomposing  organic  matter  to  the  air, 
and  increase  instead  of  abating  the  evil;  remove  the  city  sewage 
from  Park  River  and  you  will  as  surely  effect  a  decrease  in  the 
mortality  record,  and  an  abatement  in  both  the  malignancy  and 
fatality  of  epidemic  disease,,  as  that  vaccination  has  deprived 
small-pox  of  its  terrors.     It  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the

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analyses  and  microscopical  examination  I  have  made  that  the  water 
coming  from  New  Britain  (South  Branch)  contains  but  very- 
little  sewage  contamination  in  comparison  to  what  is  found  below 
the  point  of  the  first  sewer  discharging  into  the  stream,  still  there 
is  a  great  number  of  bacteria  and  algae  to  be  found  in  it,  and 
although  flowing  over  9  miles  before  reaching  here,  having  depos- 
ited the  greater  amount  of  the  solid  sewage  emptied  into  it  from 
that  city,  and  in  view  of  the  greater  chance  for  oxidation,  and  its 
having  become  more  diluted,  the  effect  is  to  greatly  lessen  the 
potency  of  the  bad  influence  upon  the  atmosphere,  yet  it  is  found 
to  abound  in  disease-germs  of  all  kinds,  apart  from  the  fact  that 
it  is  also  exposed  to  pollution  on  its  way  to  Hartford.  Although 
the  water  above  the  town  does  not  demonstrate  any  amount  of 
impurities  to  chemical  test,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  a  mis- 
take to  deem  it  innocuous,  for  diseases  due  to  this  corrupt  stream 
have  been  observed  in  the  country  along  which  it  passes,  although 
not  so  prevalent. 

Systematic  sanitary  work  has  the  effect  of  averting,  controlling- 
and  mitigating  epidemics,  and  if  we  can  depend  upon  the  statis- 
tics, it  even  removes  them  ;  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  has 
achieved  the  great  triumph  of  diminishing  mortality.  This  being 
the  case  it  is  a  duty  devolving  upon  everyone  to  attend  as  strictly 
as  possible  to  her  precepts,  to  act  by  the  advice  of  the  attending 
physician  as  promptly  as  possible  as  to  the  removal  of  infected 
matters,  and  the  restriction  as  to  the  spread  of  any  cause  likely  to 
disseminate  contagion. 

We  are  to  understand  that  direful  outbreaks  of  pestilence  are 
impossible  where  sanitary  inquiries  and  precautions  are  fully  ex- 
ercised. It  is  also  to  be  understood  by  the  public  that  polluted 
rivers  are  liable  to  become  disease-carriers,  that,  human  sewage 
collected  in  such  a  vast  cesspool  as  is  Park  River  causes  visita- 
tions of  "  dirt-diseases"  of  all  kinds.  The  baneful  effects  of  accu- 
mulations of  filth,  and  the  culpable  neglect  of  the  authorities  in 
suffering  such  extensive  poisoning  of  the  soil  and  atmosphere  is 
highly  reprehensible  and  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned. 

Medical  men,  and  the  public  in  general  are  very  slow  in  appre- 
ciating the  terrible  relation  which  exists  between  the  filthy  condi- 
tion of  Park  River  and  its  surroundings,  and  the  fever,  and  in- 
fectious diseases  which  are  very  prevalent,  and  very  fatal,  due  to 
the  poisoned  earth,  air  and  water,  are  the  result  of  an  indiscrim- 
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inate  mixture  of  human  excreta  which  occurs  in  the  heart  of  this 
city. 

"  Typhoid  fever  is  of  comparatively  modern  growth  amongst 
us  ;  and  whilst  some  attention  has  been  bestowed  upon  drainage 
and  improved  mode  of  living,  which  doubtless  have  stamped  out 
a  terrible  disease  known  to  our  forefathers  as  plague,  from  sheer 
carelessness  and  indifference  we  have  introduced  the  more  mod- 
ern, and,  I  was  about  to  add,  more  fashionable  plague,  properly 
designated  '  filth-disease.'*  Upwards  of  a  hundred  thousand  vic- 
tims are  annually  offered  up  in  England  to  this  '  Moloch'  and  all 
zymotic  diseases  arise  out  of  neglected  sanitary  precautions." 

The  results  of  these  investigations  will  establish,  I  hope,  with  a 
fair  degree  of  accuracy,  not  only  the  cause  of  epidemic  disease, 
but  also  what  area  of  the  city  will  be  occupied  by  the  cholera 
when  it  is  imported  here,  for  all  the  facts  shown  to  exist  with  the 
disease  above  mentioned,  as  well  as  the  deductions  adduced  apply 
to  that  dreaded  affection  with  even  greater  force,  for  local  unsani- 
tary circumstances  govern  its  march,  and  have  a  most  potent 
influence  in  increasing  both  its  intensity  and  ravages.  Wherever 
you  find  decomposing  human  excreta,  or  other  filth,  there  you 
will  find  the  greatest  mortality,  and  most  rapid  diffusion  of  the 
disease.  This  is  an  .argument  supported  by  a  most  abundant 
number  of  facts,  maintained  by  medical  men  whose  very  names 
carry  conviction. 

Cholera  is  a  malady  caused  by  the  entrance  of  its  specific  poison 
into  the  body,  and  almost  always  if  not  entirely  into  the  intestinal 
canal.  It  matters  very  little  to  us  in  a  sanitary  sense,  whether  or 
no  it  is  a  miasmatic  poison,  or  whether  it  is  a  germ;  it  is  at  present 
of  vastly  greater  importance  to  know  something  of  the  laws  gov- 
erning its  transmission  and  spread,  and  their  relations  to  such  a 
stream,  reeking  as  it  is  with  human  pollution.  If  such  close  re- 
lationship be  found  we  are  in  the  most  favorable  condition  for  an 
intense  and  fatal  outbreak  of  cholera  whenever  a  case  is  im- 
ported into  Hartford.  Sanitary  degradation  as  conducing  to  the 
development  and  spread  of  cholera  is  an  axiom  which  is  generally 
accepted,  and  we  may  add  that  the  affection  "  almost  exactly  fol- 
lows water-courses,  especially  those  that  have  been  converted  into 
sewers." \  This  point  should  strongly  impress  us,  as  it  is  the  out- 
come of  a  most  thorough  investigation  of  the  disease  through  its

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most  severe  epidemics,  by  men  who  have  been  the  most  mighty 
agents,  establishing  the  importance  of  sanitation. 

Starting  from  this  principle,  we  will,  if  we  investigate  the  his- 
tory of  cholera,  find  that  towns  wherein  the  sewage  is  good  and 
other  sanitary  arrangements  properly  attended  to,  either  escape 
entirely  or  but  few  light  cases  are  observed,  with  a  very  small 
death-rate  ;  on  the  other  hand,  in  unsewered  and  filthy  towns  the 
very  reverse  is  seen  ;  the  cases  are  vastly  more  numerous  and  the 
mortality  fearfully  high. 

"  It  appears  to  be  a  fact  that  in  the  well-sewered  towns  in  Eng- 
land the  cholera  of  1865  and  1866  never  attained  any  wide 
spread."*  It  is  also  a  fact  that  in  Munich  the  better  drained  por- 
tions of  the  town  had  only  one-half  the  mortality  of  those  which 
were  either  imperfectly  drained  or  not  at  all.  That  uncleanliness 
and  bad  drainage  very  much  increase  the  chances  of  the  diffusion 
of  the  disease  is  beyond  question,  wherever  such  a  series  of  favora- 
ble influences  exist  as  do  in  our  city,  there  will  cholera,  when  once 
it  finds  its  way  into  such  centre  of  decomposition,  rage  most 
murderously  ;  import  one  cholera  germ  into  Hartford,  and,  if  the 
ablest  authorities  in  the  world  are  correct,  it  will  be  a  spark  which 
will  start  a  most  terrible  and  destructive  epidemic,  spreading  in 
all  directions  from  the  contaminated  air  emanating  from  the  open 
central  cesspool,  which  flows  sullenly  and  disseminates  its  poison 
everywhere,  for  the  "  natural  haunt  of  the  disease  is  in  those  pol- 
luted water  courses  which  flow  through  towns. "f  I  am  certain 
that  the  public  will  discover,  if  ever  cholera  should  visit  this  city, 
that  the  outrage  upon  natural  laws,  here  committed,  cannot  take 
place  with  impunity,  as  the  influence  of  this  filthy  nuisance  will 
reflect  most  disastrously  upon  us  in  the  destruction  of  many  valua- 
ble lives. 

The  influence  of  filth  and  its  depressing  effect  in  promoting 
cholera  has  been  a  recognized  fact  by  all  persons  who  have  had 
any  experience  in  the  disease  where  bad  drainage  and  sewer-soaked 
soil  exist,  wherever  bad  smelling  and  polluted  streams  flow  through 
towns,  there  will  be  disease,  when  once  it  has  gained  a  foothold, 
rage  most  fearfully  ;  sub-soil  water,  which  is  mixed  with  the  ele- 
ments of  disease,  caused  by  the  "  gravitation  of  sewage,"  are  most 
favorable  conditions  promoting  the  malady.  As  I  have  said,  it  is 
not  my  intention  to  give  a  history  of  cholera,  as  it  is  too  full  of 
enigmas,  yet  we  may  lay  it  down  as  an  indisputed  fact,  that  it  is

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essentially  a  filth-disease,  flourishing  in  the  insanitary  conditions 
of  dirt  and  polluted  water  ;  in  othec  words,  to  genera]  ize,  any- 
thing which  taints  with  organic  decomposition  the  air  or  water, 
favors  and  extends  cholera  in  the  same  way,  and  under  the  iden- 
tical circumstances  as  any  other  infection.  Such  being  the 
characteristics  of  cholera  it  would  he  surprising  if  investigators 
had  not  sought  some  important  causal  relations  between  this  dis- 
ease and  a  parasite  or  germ  infecting  the  blood  and  tissues  of 
those  suffering  with  it ;  indeed  the  analogy  which  exists  between 
cholera  and  the  other  affections  which  are  classed  in  the  same 
category  with  it,  would  teach  us  that  such  is  the  case.  This 
theory  has  long  been  held  by  men  who  saw  more  in  the  germ- 
theory  of  disease  than  mere  hypothetical  conclusions.  Lebert, 
long  before  the  advent  of  the  now  justly  renowned  Koch,  from  a 
profound  study,  and  long  experience  with  the  disease,  concluded 
"  that  the  great  variation  of  influence  of  all  other  etiological  cir- 
cumstances, leaves  for  our  acceptance  but  a  single  ultimate  cause, 
a  cholera  germ."*  Although  nothing  definite  had  been  discovered 
owing  to  the  then  crude  methods  of  bacterial  investigations,  he 
accepted  as  the  basis  of  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  sound 
chapters  in  the  most  logical  medical  work  of  this  age,  "  a  specific 
cholera-germ,"  which  he  says  must  be  "  either  an  organic  poison 
or  a  living  organism."  I  mention  him  because  I  think  he  was  one 
of  the  first  modern  writers  who  boldly  attributed  a  bacterial 
origin  to  cholera. 

As  to  the  origin  of  the  malady  in  an  organic  poison,  Lebert 
deemed  it  highly  improbable,  as  nobody  had  or  has  ever  been 
enabled  to  demonstrate  an  organic  poison  as  the  cause  of  any 
infectious  disease,  "  though  a  number  of  incontestable  facts  have 
already  accumulated,  and  are  rapidly  increasing,  which  bring 
infection  directly  in  connection  with  the  development  of  the 
lower  vegetable  parasites. "f  He  had  already  become  acquainted 
by  personal  study  with  the  germ  of  relapsing  fever,  as  we  have 
shown  above,  and  in  theory  he  solved  the  problem  which  latterly 
Koch  claims  to  have  solved  in  fact ;  hence  we  could,  with  his 
words,  apply  the  laws  of  infection  dwelt  upon  in  the  first  part 
of  our  paper,  most  perfectly,  even  without  the  aid  of  the  recently 
discovered  bacillus  of  Koch,  which  certainly  needs  more  confirma- 
tory evidence  than  we  now  possess  to  establish  it  as  the  undoubted 
microphyte  causing  cholera,  yet  the  words  of  Lebert,  published

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ten  years  ago,  are  so  full  of  prophesy  that  we  cannot  forbear 
quoting  them,  as  they  support  our  arguments  most  perfectly  : 
"  The  mycetic  (germ)  theory,"  he  says,  "  explains  without  strained- 
effort  why  it  is  that  fluids,  and  especially  stagnant  fluids,  con- 
taining more  or  less  organic  nutritious  matter,  are  chief  vehicles 
for  the  cholera  germ,  as  they  are  for  all  protomycetic  (infection 
germ)  forms.  It  is  on  this  account  that  the  water  of  the  soil, 
drinking  water,  and  every  other  fluid,  play  so  highly  important 
a  rdle  in  the  diffusion  of  the  disease,  and  yet  neither  the  ground- 
water nor  drinking-water  theory  can  prevail  in  sole  sovereignty 
as  causes  of  the  disease,  because  they  alone,  as  such,  are  not 
necessary  for  the  development  of  the  cholera-germs,  but  only 
become  so  when  they  can  furnish  these  germs  with  proper  nutri- 
tious matter,  when  other  favorable  conditions  of  growth  are 
presented,  and  when,  more  especially,  the  way  of  communica- 
tion with  the  human  organism  is  open.  The  germs  of  cholera 
may  spread  without  ground-  and  drinking-water  just  as  easily 
as  with  them,  through  the  air,  by  becoming  attached  to  solid 
bodies,"*  etc. 

The  disease  in  all  its  course  forced  physicians  to  believe  in  the 
existence  of  a  specific  organism  which  had  been  most  carefully 
sought  after  ;  it  was  not  until  last  year,  however,  that  anything  of 
a  definite  nature  was  accomplished,  when  the  outbreak  of  cholera 
in  Egypt  afforded  an  opportunity  for  studying  it,  and  its  cause  of 
infection.  Several  governments  fitted  out  investigating  commit- 
tees, the  most  prominent  among  which  had  the  superintendence 
of  the  justly  renowned  Koch,  who  had  done  so  much  effective 
labor  m  the  establishment  of  the  parasitic  nature  of  consumption. 
Dr.  Koch  says  : 

"When  I  undertook  this  commission,  I  was  fully  aware  of  the 
difficulties  of  the  task.  Properly  speaking,  nothing  was  as  yet 
known  of  the  infectious  matter  of  cholera.  It  was  not  known 
where  to  look  for  it, — whether  it  existed  in  the  intestinal  canal, 
or  in  the  blood,  or  elsewhere.  It  was,  further,  not  known  whether 
one  had  to  deal  in  this  case  also  with  bacteria,  or  with  fungi,  or 
something  similar,  or  with  animal  parasites." 

These  difficulties  had  to  be  contended  with,  in  addition  to  the 
fact  that  the  post-mortem  appearances  differed  materially  from 
the  descriptions  found  in  the  text-books,  so  that  the  doctor  had, 
first,  to  investigate  the  pathology  of  the  affection  before  studying

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the  cause  ;  his  results,  if  they  stand  the  test  as  has  his  former 
work,  are  most  remarkable  and  convincing,  as  confirming  the 
words  of  Lebert  quoted  above.  After  having  made  a  careful 
examination  of  all  the  organs,  and  the  blood,  with  negative 
results,  he  concentrated  his  attention  upon  the  intestines  with  the 
result  of  discovering  the  comma-bacillus,  which  he  claims  is  the 
long-sought-for  cause  of  cholera,  and  is  the  missing  link  which 
connects  it  most  undoubtedly  with  the  circumstances  above 
mentioned.  The  bacilli  were  not  only  found  in  the  intestinal 
contents,  but  also  in  the  walls  of  the  same,  into  which  they  had 
either  forced  their  way,  or  had  been  generated.  The  germ  was  a 
distinct  organism,  and  only  found  in  the  intestines  and  discharges 
of  cholera  patients,  in  addition  to  the  bacteria  normally  observed 
there.  He  has  named  it  the  "  comma-bacillus,"  on  account  of  its 
peculiar  shape  like  a  , .  He  describes  them  as  being  about  one- 
half,  or,  at  most,  two-thirds  the  size  of  the  tubercle  bacilli,  but 
much  more  bulky,  thicker,  and  slightly  curved.  Two  may  be 
connected  together,  forming  the  shape  of  a  letter  S,  while  at 
other  times  it  is  observed  that  many  are  joined  together  by  waves 
or  screw-shaped  threads,  in  which  event  they  bear  the  closest 
resemblance  to  the  spirochcetae  of  relapsing  fever  ;  indeed,  Koch 
states  that  he  could  not  tell  them  apart  if  he  had  them  side  by 
side.  And  for  this  reason  he  regards  the  comma-bacillus  not  as  a 
real  bacillus,  but  a  transition  in  form  between  the  bacilli  and 
spirilli. 

He  went  so  far  as  to  cultivate  these  bacilli  in  different  nutri- 
tious liquids,  such  as  meat  broth,  and  among  these  he  has  dis- 
covered that  they  develope  speedily  and  abundantly  in  milJQ. 
"  They  do  not  make  the  milk  curdle,  and  do  not  precipitate  the 
casein,  which  many  other  bacteria  which  can  be  raised  in  milk 
do.  Hence  the  milk  looks  quite  unchanged  ;  but  if  you  take  a 
small  drop  from  the  surface,  and  examine  it  under  the  micro- 
scope, it  teems  with  comma-bacilli.  They  also  grow  in  the  serum 
of  blood,  in  which  they  also  very  quickly  develop  and  multiply 
in  great  numbers."*  This  germ  is  said  by  Koch  to  be  endowed 
with  very  lively  movements,  appearing  under  the  high  powers  of 
the  microscope  like  a  "  swarm  of  dancing  midges,"  affording  a 
strange  and  extremely  characteristic  picture.     They  flourish  best

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in  a  temperature  between  30°  and  40°  Cent.  (86°  to  104°  Fahr.), 
very  low  degrees  of  cold  having  but  little  effect  upon  them,  yet  it 
is  claimed  that  they  immediately  cease  to  grow  when  deprived  of 
air,  the  oxygen  of  which  is  essential  to  their  existence,  and  hence 
belong  to  aerobic  class  of  bacteria.  Another  characteristic  of  this 
comma-bacillus  is  that  their  growth  is  extremely  rapid.  "  Their 
vegetation  very  speedily  reaches  a  maximum  at  which  it  only 
remains  stationary  for  a  short  time,  then  diminishing  again  very 
speedily.  The  comma-bacilli,  when  wasting  away,  lose  their 
shape ;  they  appear  at  one  time  shrivelled,  and  at  another  time 
swollen,  and  in  this  state  they  are  not  at  all,  or  only  slightly 
susceptible  to  color."* 

Dr.  Koch  states  that  the  peculiar  conditions  of  vegetation  of 
the  comma-bacilli  are  best  observed  by  bringing  them  into  contact 
with  substances  rich  in  nutritious  matters,  and  those  which  con- 
tain other  bacteria,  and  the  media  par  excellence,  which  he  men- 
tions are  moist  earth,  or  linen  kept  in  a  damp  condition,  such  for 
instance  as  comes  from  the  covering  of  a  cholera-patient  polluted 
with  his  dejecta.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  comma-bacilli  does  not 
last  long,  as  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  days,  they  begin  to  disappear 
and  other  bacilli,  such  as  those  which  cause  putrefaction  take 
their  place.  The  life  of  the  cholera-bacillus  in  the  intestines  is 
precisely  similar.  Another  peculiarity  of  this  microbe  is  that  the 
nutritive  substance  in  which  it  is  growing  must  not  be  acid ;  in 
reaction  an  acid  fluid  is  highly  inimical  to  their  proper  growth, 
and  if  the  reaction  of  the  fluid  be  highly  acid  "  the  development 
of  the  bacilli  entirely  ceases."  This  fact  is  highly  suggestive  as 
showing  the  use  of  acids  in  destroying  the  infection  of  cholera- 
tainted  substances,  and  is  a  fact  that  has  long  been  known.  • 

Iodine,  which  has  been,  since  the  experiments  of  Davine,  ranked 
among  the  best  of  the  microbicides,  does  not  seem  to  affect  the 
comma-bacillus.  Several  other  substances  were  experimented 
with,  the  result  of  only  hindering  the  vitality  of  the  comma-bacilli, 
but  by  no  means  destroying  them.  For  instance,  sulphate  of  iron 
or  copperas,  which  has  been  long  used  as  a  disinfectant  during  an 
epidemic  of  cholera,  must  be  added  in  the  proportion  of  a  two 
per  cent,  solution  ere  it  has  any  effect  upon  the  microbe,  and  even 
then  does  not  destroy  it.  Koch  explains  the  cause  of  this  to  lie  in 
the  fact  that  the  peptone  albuminates  serve  as  the  food  for  the  bac- 
teria, and  are  thrown  down  by  the  addition  of  the  iron  ;  moreover

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the  acid  reaction  of  the  disinfectant  has  a  checking  effect  upon 
the  microbes;  in  fine,  he  holds  that  this  substance  does  not  possess 
any  specific  fatal  effect  upon  them,  and  is  not  the  best  substance 
for  their  destruction.  "  I  consider  it  indeed  probable  that,  with 
such  a  substance,  exactly  the  opposite  of  what  is  intended  may 
obtain."*  If,  for  instance,  the  contents  of  a  cesspool,  or  other  place 
in  which  the  excreta  of  a  cholera  patient  had  to  be  properly  disin- 
fected, the  addition  of  the  copperas  arrests  putrefaction  but  does 
not  destroy  the  bacteria  therein  contained,  nothing  else  is  obtained 
but  a  cessation  of  the  growth  of  the  comma-bacilli,  which  are  by 
no  means  killed.  Now  Koch  found  that  putrefaction  alone, 
destroys  the  microbe  of  cholera,  hence  if  they  are  by  means  of 
the  iron,  acting  in  the  manner  above  mentioned,  removed  from 
the  influence  of  putrefaction,  the  result  will  be  their  preservation 
instead  of  their  destruction. 

The  following  list  of  substances  according  to  the  above  author- 
ity, have  the  power  of  arresting  the  development  of  the  comma- 
bacillus — alum,  1  :  100  ;  camphor,  1  :  300  ;  carbolic  acid,  1  :  400  ; 
oil  of  peppermint,  1  :  2000  ;  sulphate  of  copper,  1  :  2500.  This 
has  long  been  a  much  vaunted  remedy  in  cholera,  yet  Dr.  Koch 
states  "  that  if  we  want  to  calculate  how  much  sulphate  of  copper 
must  be  given  in  order  to  check  the  growth  of  the  bacilli  in  the 
intestinal  canal,  we  should  arrive  at  quantities  which  could  not  be 
given  to  a  human  being."  But  as  a  disinfectant  for  the  cholera- 
stools,  this  is  not  of  such  great  importance,  and  it  might  be  rec- 
ommended on  account  of  its  cheapness.  The  best  disinfectants  of 
all  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  these  bacilli  seem  to  be  quinine, 
1  :  5000,  and  corrosive  sublimate,  which  I  think  is  the  best  micro- 
bicide  in  diphtheria,  and  which  here  again  exceeds  all  other  substan- 
ces in  power  killing  the  comma-bacilli  in  the  proportion  of  1  :  100,- 
000.  Dr.  Koch  states  that  there  is  no  permanent  state  of  the 
comma-bacillus,  and  his  conclusions  lead  us  to  state  that  when  the 
dejecta  are  left  alone  and  undergo  decomposition  the  bacilli  are 
in  time  destroyed,  and  hence  the  peculiarities  of  the  microbe  are, 
according  to  him  in  accordance  with  the  many  known  facts  on  the 
spread  of  cholera. 

There  is  something  very  convincing  (although  it  is  by  no  means 
a  settled  fact,  even  though  Koch  and  his  followers  consider  the 
comma-bacillus  to  have  a  special  relation  to  the  disease)  in  the 
presence  of  this  microbe  in  the  intestines,  and  excreta  of  cholera

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patients;  for  instance,  it  is  found  that  they  flourish  in  the  intes- 
tines, whose  secretions  are  always  alkaline  in  their  reaction,  and 
so  far  as  the  comma-bacilli  are  concerned  it  is  necessary  for  their 
life  that  the  "nourishing  medium  should  have  an  alkaline  reac- 
tion." In  the  course  of  his  studies  Koch  found  them  in  a  tank  of 
water  that  had  produced  cholera  in  several  people  who  had  drank 
it.  When  the  bacilli  disappeared  from  the  water  the  cholera  cases 
ceased.  As  an  additional  fact  in  favor  of  its  causal  relations,  it  is 
claimed  by  Dr.  Koch,  that  the  comma-bacillus  is  found  in  all 
cases  of  cholera.  This  is  not  the  experience  of  a  few  cases,  but 
over  a  hundred  examinations  were  made  and  the  microbe  was 
found  in  every  case,  and  their  quantity  always  stands  in  direct 
relation  to  the  cholera  process.  In  cases  wherein  the  bodies  and 
excreta  of  those  who  had  recently  had  the  cholera  were  examined, 
the  comma-bacilli  were  absent ;  again  Koch,  who  is  one  of  the 
most  experienced  bacterologists  in  the  world,  states  that  he  has 
never  observed  the  comma-bacillus  anywhere  else  than  in  cholera 
and  places  in  which  it  exists,  and  he  states  positively  that  "  the 
comma-bacilli  are  constant  concomitants  of  the  cholera-process, 
and  that  they  are  never  found  elsewhere."  Animals  were  experi- 
mented upon  with  negative  results  most  universally,  which  at  first 
glance  would  militate  most  unfavorably  against  Koch's  theory, 
but  on  further  thought  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the  most 
powerful  argument  in  its  favor,  as  the  disease  has  never  been 
observed  among  animals,  which  being  in  constant  contact  with 
human  beings  during  an  epidemic,  have  never  been  known  to 
suffer,  they  are  not  liable  to  cholera,  and  hence  the  failure  of 
the  bacilli  to  produce  in  them  any  phenomena  of  disease  only 
agrees  with  the  history  of  the  malady. 

This  is  the  general  history  of  the  bacillus  of  cholera,  sufficient 
at  least  for  the  limits  of  this  paper,  and  if  we  could  accept  this 
germ  origin  of  cholera  as  a  fact,  it  would  explain  every  one  of  the 
phenomena  connected  with  its  origin  and  spread.  Koch  has  de- 
monstrated the  pernicious  effects  of  bad  sanitation,  and  its  favora- 
ble influence  upon  the  microbe.  The  district  in  the  south  of 
Bengal  is  claimed  to  be  the  natural  habitat  of  the  cholera,  and  in 
which  epidemics  usually  originate  ;  this  district  is  avoided  by 
man  on  account  of  the  pernicious  fevers  it  produces  ;  it  is  due  to 
the  existence  of  immense  quantities  of  animal  and  vegetable  mat- 
ters exposed  to  putrefaction  in  the  boggy  district  of  the  Sundar- 
bunds.     It  is  here  that  all  the  forms  of  micro-organisms  of  which 
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we  have  before  spoken  attain  most  perfect  and  enormous  devel- 
opment. Koch  states,  "that  the  refuse  from  an  exceptionally 
thickly  populated  country  is  floated  down  by  the  small  streams, 
and  mixes  with  the  brackish  water  of  the'Sundarbunds,  that  flows 
backwards  and  forwards,  and  is  already  saturated  with  putrefied 
matter.  Calcutta,  which  is  now  the  constant  habitat  of  cholera, 
is  connected  with  the  neighboring  Sundarbunds  by  a  boggy,  and 
scantily  inhabited  tract  of  land."  To  the  condition  of  its  sur- 
roundings and  the  immense  masses  of  filth  in  the  heart  of  the 
city  is  ascribed  by  Koch  the  great  mortality  from  cholera,  and  he 
goes  so  far  as  to  state  that  since  the  improvements  in  drainage, 
etc.,  the  effect  has  been  to  reduce  the  death  rate  over  one-third. 
Filth,  therefore,  has  a  special  relation  to  the  disease,  in  filth,  the 
comma-bacillus  (if  the  true  cause  of  cholera)  finds  every  element 
for  its  increase  and  distribution.  As  I  have  before  remarked,  the 
same  laws  apply  to  the  life  of  this  disease  in  a  locality,  as  to  any 
other  infectious  malady,  invariably  thriving  wherever  the  atmos- 
phere is  charged  with  the  products  of  animal  filth  in  a  state  of 
decomposition,  and  which  affords  the  necessary  pabulum  to  the 
comma-bacillus,  if  that  be  the  element  of  the  disease,  always  rag- 
ing with  the  greatest  severity  wherever  the  natural  and  otherwise 
pure  water-courses  are  the  receptacles  for  all  sorts  and  conditions 
of  abominations  and  filth  which  pollute  the  air,  and  percolating 
into  the  surrounding  soil  distributes  the  germ  in  all  directions, 
and  should  cholera  visit  Hartford  it  will  be  found  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  deaths  will  occur  within  300  or  400  feet,  or  in  close 
proximity  to  that  stream,  because  it  has  been  the  experience  of 
those  who  have  observed  cholera  that  it  abounds  in  just  such  a 
filthy  cesspool  as  we  have  in  the  heart  of  our  beautiful  city. 

A  ditch  of  stagnant  water  like  the  Little  River,  even  without 
any  sewage  contaminations,  is  a  bad  enough  condition  as  favoring 
the  cholera,  but  when  deleterious  substances,  and  putrescent  mate- 
rial is  emptied  into  it,  you  may  take  it  for  granted,  and  it  will 
require  but  very  little  thought  to  explain  the  outbreak  of  pes- 
tilence. 

The  construction  of  sewers  of  porous  brick,  unlined  with  any 
impervious  cement,  results  in  a  great  part  of  their  tainted  con- 
tents oozing  into  the  soil,  and  infecting  the  streets  and  houses 
which  you  think  are  otherwise  healthy  ;  and  it  is  a  fact  that 
many  a  privy  in  the  town  communicates  with  the  exterior  by  a 
blind  channel,  which  is  the  result  of  an  inaccessible  sewer  filled 
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with  dirt,  reeking  with  stinking,  sickening  effluvia,  which  is  driven 
into  the  house  by  the  changes  of  temperature  and  pressure.  This 
state  of  things  is  tainting  the  atmosphere  within,  while  the  greater 
and  lesser  system  of  stagnant  sewage  is  effecting  its  pollution 
without.  With  all  these  factors  spreading  infection  far  and  wide, 
we  are  in  a  most  favorable  position  for  a  visitation  of  cholera, 
and,  indeed,  I  apprehend  that  such  will  be  the  case,  if  there  is  an 
outbreak  of  the  disease  in  this  country  next  year. 

The  means  for  the  prevention  of  such  a  scourge  is  urged  upon 
us;  cleanliness  is  the  remedy,  and  the  cleaning  should  be  done  in 
anticipation  of  the  probable  advent  of  the  cholera;  now  is  the  time 
to  take  the  first  important  step  in  the  sanitary  improvement  of  the 
the  city,  even  in  spite  of  the  want  of  legislative  power  to  enforce 
such  improvements,  the  supineness  of  the  boards,  or  the  apathy  of 
the  citizens  on  the  subject.  Yet  it  is  a  fact  that  this  is  the  only 
public  opposition  open  to  the  entry  and  spread  of  that  dreadful 
disease,  and  the  prowess  of  sanitary  science  is  well  shown  by  Dr. 
Parks  when  he  remarks  that,  "  in  contrast  with-  the  powerlessness 
of  curative  treatment,  the  power  of  preventing  it  is  about  the 
happiest  possession  of  science.  Perfect  cleanliness,  pure  air,  and 
pure  water,  is  inimical  to  cholera,  and  is,  in  fact  so  to  any  infec- 
tion. That  a  city  which  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed  can  Escape 
epidemics  of  cholera,  and  that  water-courses  unpolluted  are  most 
important  preventive  measures  cannot  be  denied.  Among  the 
many  examples  which  might  be  mentioned  of  this  fact,  that  of 
Baltimore  is  very  convincing  :  "In  1849  the  Board  of  Health  of 
Baltimore  asked  for  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  put- 
ting the  city  in  order  against  an  invasion  of  cholera,  as  that  dis- 
ease had  already  appeared  in  several  neighboring  cities. 

There  was  a  prevalent  opinion  that  this  city  was  on  the  eve  of 
an  outbreak  of  pestilence.  The  Mayor  called  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  and  the  money  was  promptly  furnished.  Baltimore  was 
in  a  very  filthy  condition  at  the  time,  and  the  health  officer  stated 
that  the  appropriation  would  have  been  a  mere  drop  in  the  bucket 
for  cleansing  the  city,  but  the  general  determination  of  all  the 
people  was,  that  if  cleanliness  could  secure  immunity  from  pesti- 
lence, the  cleanliness  should  be  secured. 

The  city  was  almost  thoroughly  cleansed,  the  exceptions  being 
a  miserable  hovel,  about  the  marshes  of  the  Patapsco  river,  and 
one  closed  filthy  alley.  A  man  occupied  a  room  opposite  the  City 
Hall.     He  died  with  cholera  ;    and  upon  examining  his  room,  it 
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was  found  that  be  had  been  sleeping  with  his  window  opening 
into  an  alley,  and  there  was  more  filth  in  that  alley  than  in  all 
the  rest  of  Baltimore.  These  cases  were  the  sum-total  of  the 
mortality  from  cholera  in  Baltimore  in  1849. 

Other  cities  have  escaped  visitations  of  cholera  in  the  same 
manner  ;  evidence  in  support  of  this  fact  could  be  collected  in  an 
overwhelming  amount,  and  only  prove  that  if  you  wish  to  remain 
healthy  in  the  midst  of  infectious  epidemics,  clean  your  city,  build 
a  proper  intercepting  sewer  to  the  Connecticut  river,  remove  all 
the  sewage  from  the  Park  river,  and  allow  no  sewers  to  open  into 
it ;  this  is  of  vastly  greater  importance  than  building  nonsensical 
walls  on  each  bank,  whereby  you  will  only  effect  the  elevation  of 
the  bed  of  the  stream  by  the  deposition  of  more  filth  ;  put  all  that 
money  into  the  construction  of  a  proper  sewer,  and  allow  the 
river  to  exercise  the  function  allotted  to  it  by  nature  ;  repair, 
and  put  in  good  order  the  sewers  already  existing,  see  that  every 
house  is  properly  drained  and  separated  from  the  sewer  by  proper 
ventilation,  and  traps,  and  you  will  substitute  pure  air  for  that 
loaded  with  putridity,  both  within  and  without  the  house.  In 
this  way  you  will  stamp  out  epidemic  disease  from  our  midst,  and 
surely  cancel  that  constantly  existing  passport  into  the  other 
world  consisting  of  the  abominably  putrid  condition  of  the  air 
and  soil.  If  such  remedies  are  used  it  will  be  found  that  the 
presence  of  imported  cases  of  cholera  will  be  incapable  of  any 
great  amount  of  injury  to  the  population.  "  Measures  of  cleanli- 
ness taken  beforehand  are  of  far  more  importance  for  the  protec- 
tion of  a  district  against  cholera  than  the  removal  or  disinfection 
of  filth  after  the  disease  has  actually  made  its  appearance."* 

Professor  Lindsley  has  already  called  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  the  relations  of  unsanitary  conditions  and  cholera,  the  cautions 
which  apply  to  New  Haven,  apply  with  far  greater  force  to  Hart- 
ford ;  hence,  if  you  substitute  the  name  of  Hartford  for  that  of 
New  Haven  in  the  following  quotation  which  eloquently  supports 
the  position  we  have  taken  :  "  The  influences  which  control  the 
staying  places  of  cholera  should  chiefly  interest  New  Haven. 
Preeminently  above  all  influences,  by  universal  consent,  the  one 
influence,  which  more  than  any  other  and  all  others,  determine 
the  staying  place  of  cholera,  its  invasion  of  a  community,  is  tilth, 
filth,  filth,  (Park  river  filth  for  instance).  While  all  kinds  of  filth 
invite  its  stay,  its  most  hospitable  host  is  the  filth  of  human  excre-

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merit  and  sewage.  This  is  an  accepted  fact,  it  is  believed  to  be 
an  established  truth,  by  all  who  have  had  the  best  opportunities 
of  studying  the  disease.  This  is  the  history  of  it  everywhere.  Its 
first  appearance  is  ever  among  the  worst  portions  of  the  communi- 
ties, the  neglected  poor,  the  squalid  over-crowded  tenements  where 
laws  of  hygiene  are  unknown  or  disregarded. 

These  places  become  centres  of  infection,  whence  it  extends  to 
other  parts.  In  view  of  the  facts,  what  are  the  most  obvious 
means  of  self -protection  for  the  citizens  of  New  Haven  ?  There  is 
but  one  answer :  cleanliness.  Remove  the  filth  wherever  it  is 
found.  Every  resident  of  New  Haven  is  interested  in  the  work. 
You  have  fair  warning.  The  present  winter  will  afford  the  proper 
opportunity  to  empty  every  privy  vault  and  cesspool  in  the  town, 
to  remove  all  decomposing  matters  and  clean  up  generally." 

I  hope  that  I  have  in  the  course  of  this  paper  sufficiently  estab- 
lished the  local  conditions  which  would  enable  cholera,  if  im- 
ported, to  spread  its  infection  to  all  parts  of  the  town,  when 
speaking  of  other  infectious  diseases,  from  Which  Hartford  is 
hardly  ever  free.  These  identical  local  conditions  are  influencing 
their  origin  and  spread,  and  are  in  the  long  far  more  destructive 
than  cholera,  "  and  the  sanitary  improvements  which  would  jus- 
tify a  sense  of  security  against  any  apprehended  importation  of 
cholera,  would  to  their  extent,  give  amply  remunerative  results, 
the  prevention  of  those  other  diseases. 

I  am  certain  that  the  construction  of  a  proper  intercepting  sewer 
will  result  in  the  removal  of  the  conditions  which  undoubtedly 
lead  to  infection,  and  hence  that  the  zymotic  affections  which  annu- 
ally destroy  so  many  in  this  city  will  ultimately  die  out  and  disap- 
pear. Before  closing  I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  phy- 
sicians to  the  importance  of  isolating  every  case  of  infectious  dis- 
ease which  comes  under  our  notice.  It  seems  to  me  a  duty  devolving 
upon  us  to  pay  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  unhealthy  con- 
ditions of  the  surroundings  of  our  patients,  and  the  protection 
of  the  community  from  disease.  We  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  the  contamination  of  the  air,  and  the  impregnation  of 
the  building  with  morbid  substances  are  conditions  of  great  dan- 
ger. We  should  impress  upon  people  the  decided  infectious  char- 
acter of  these  diseases,  and  dwell  upon  the  importance  of  isolation 
and  proper  disinfection  ;  "  the  dangers  from  negligence  and  dis- 
regard of  well-known  principles "  of  sanitary  precautions  easily 
attended  to  are  as  great  as  the  causes  of   which   we   have  been 
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speaking.  A  neglect  of  these  most  important  points  of  our 
everyday  practice  increase  the  risks  of  contagion  to  a  maximum, 
and  it  is  no  wonder  that  it  attains  such  an  extended  progress. 
We  are  satisfied  that  a  neglect  to  urge  upon  the  people  the  im- 
portance of  isolation  and  proper  disinfection  has  sacrificed  many 
a  life  unnecessarily. 

The  separation  of  the  sick  from  the  healthy  is  as  necessary 
during  such  times  as  is  the  treatment  of  the  case  ;  in  fact,  is  the 
most  important  part  of  the  physician's  duty,  and  a  neglect  or 
careless  apathy  to  this  law  is  one  of  the  most  "formidable  con- 
tributors to  the  registers  of  mortality."  How  can  we  hope  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  an  epidemic  while  the  families  saturated 
with  the  poison  of  diphtheria  and  other  contagious  diseases  are 
allowed  to  visit  those  who  are  healthy — children  to  view  their 
little  friends  who  have  perished  from  diphtheria,  to  tolerate 
these  infected  individuals  to  ride  in  our  public  conveyances, 
attend  schools,  and  thus  scatter  the  germs  of  terrible  and  fatal 
maladies  in  all  directions,  not  appreciating  the  peril  they  are  in, 
or  the  serious  risk  they  are  running.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  physi- 
cian to  impress  upon  the  people  the  danger  of  "  ignoring  the  fact 
that  the  infinitesimal  germs  of  disease  may  not  only  be  communi- 
cated by  contact  with  a  diseased  person,  but  conveyed  by  the 
clothing,  and  retained  by  the  furniture  of  the  sick  room."* 

I  think  it  fully  as  important  to  report  to  the  proper  health 
authorities  every  case  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  which  comes 
under  our  notice  as  it  is  to  report  those  of  small-pox  or  cholera, 
and  the  negligence  of  the  medical  man  to  make  each  case  known 
to  those  entrusted  with  the  public  health  is  more  than  culpable. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  local  sanitary  authorities  should  be 
vested  with  all  the  power  that  legislation  can  possibly  give  them 
to  effectually  stamp  out  pestilence  by  the  proper  carrying  out 
such  laws  of  isolation  and  disinfection  as  the  occasion  may 
require.  They  should  be  allowed  the  full  charge  of  every  case 
of  infectious  disease  reported  to  them,  whereby  they  may  have 
the  opportunity  to  treat  it  according  to  the  sanitary  require- 
ments of  the  locality  in  which  it  exists.  And  any  outbreak  of 
epidemic  disease  should  receive  most  careful  investigation  by  the 
physician,  who  should  also  be  an  accomplished  sanitarian.  If 
such  rules  as  the  above  were  rigidly  enforced  I  am   sure  we

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would  observe  a  marked  decrease  in  the  mortality  rate  of  Hart- 
ford in  a  very  short  time,  such  as  would  amply  repay  us  for  all 
the  study,  labor  and  expense. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  foregoing  researches  may  induce  the 
public  to  take  some  decided  action  leading  to  the  permanent 
abandonment  of  the  Park  River  as  a  receptacle  for  sewage.  The 
pollution  of  this  stream  is  a  most  grave  public  offence,  which  is 
punished  by  the  enormous  fatality  which  follows  upon  such  cul- 
pable contamination,  even  in  spite  of  the  otiose  scepticism  which  is 
content  to  deny  and  disbelieve  the  evil  results  of  this  poisonous 
condition.

Statistics  of  Infant  Mortality  have  special  interest  and  value, 
particularly  in  a  study  of  the  prevalence  of  zymotic  diseases. 
The  reasons  are  these:  1.  Infants  are  more  susceptible  than  adults 
to  the  attacks  of  such  diseases  and  they  have  less  power  to  resist 
and  throw  them  off.  2.  They  are  largely  dependent  on  milk  as 
an  article  of  diet,  which  is  a  common  vehicle  for  the  spread  of 
infection.  3.  They  are  uniformly  and  continuously  exposed  to 
the  sanitary  influences  of  their  own  homes,  and  consequently 
their  condition  more  accurately  reflects  those  influences  than 
does  the  condition  of  adults  who  may  be  employed  away  from 
their  homes  most  of  the  day  and  only  return  to  them  to  eat  and 
sleep. 

During  the  period  named  in  the  title  of  this  paper  259  children 
who  were  born  alive  died  under  five  years  of  age*  in  the  city  of 
New  Haven.  This  does  not  include  the  deaths  in  Hamden, 
Westville,  the  "Annex,"  or  on  shipboard,  and  for  this  reason 
there  will  be  a  slight  discrepancy  between  the  figures  here  given 
and  those  of  the  Registrar  of  Vital  Statistics.  To  get  a  proper 
idea  of  the  significance  of  this  number  of  deaths,  it  should  be 
compared  with  the  total  number  of  infants  in  the  city.  It  is  not 
possible  from  data  at  hand  to  determine  the  precise  number  and 
only  an  approximate  statement  can  be  given. 

During  the  five  years  ending  Jan.  1,  1884,  there  were  registered 
in  the  city  10,120  births  and  2,112  deaths  of  infants,  which  would 
leave  about  8,000  infants  living  in  Jan.  1884,  assuming  that  as 
many  had  moved  into  the  city  as  had  moved  out  of  it.  There 
is  always  a  preponderance  of  unrecorded  births  over  unrecorded 
deaths,  which  would  tend  to  make  the  actual  infant  population

larger  than  that  given  above;  on  the  other  hand  the  number 
will  be  lessened  by  leaving  out  of  account  the  infants  born  in 
the  suburbs  named,  which  should  be  done  because  the  deaths  in 
those  places  have  been  omitted. 

Another  estimate  is  as  follows:  By  the  census  of  1880,  10.1 
per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  of  Connecticut  were  under  five  years 
of  age.  The  population  of  New  Haven*  is  at  present  about 
73,600,  so  that  the  number  of  infants  might  be  estimated  at 
about  10.1  per  cent,  of  this  or  7,430.  We  may  without  chance  of 
great  error  assume  that  there  are  between  7,500  and  8,000  infants 
in  the  city.  Of  these,  259  died  in  the  five  months  named.  That 
is,  about  33  infants  in  every  1,000,  or  on  the  average  one  infant 
in  every  30  perished  during  the  warm  season  within  a  period  of 
less  than  half  a  year. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  writer  undertook  for  quite  another 
purpose  to  learn  what  proportion  of  the  infants  who  died  of  diar- 
rhoeal  troubles  in  the  city  of  New  Haven  had  been  brought  up  by 
hand,  but  he  soon  determined  to  enlarge  the  object  of  inquiry, 
to  make  as  far  as  possible  personal  inspection  of  each  house  and 
to  gather  statistics  on  several  other  points  concerning  infants 
who  had  died  of  diarrhoea.  Limitation  of  the  scope  of  inquiry 
was  necessary  because  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  take  time  to 
examine  into  every  case  of  death  although  realizing  that  it  was 
desirable.  Infantile  diarrhoea  was  selected  because  more  than 
twice  as  many  infants  died  from  that  as  from  any  other  class  of 
diseases  and  because  it  is  an  ailment  which  can  be  largely  pre- 
vented by  proper  precautions. 

Inquiry  was  made  as  to  age,  color,  sex,  nature  of  the  disease, 
duration  of  illness,  date  of  death,  residence,  number  of  families 
in  the  house,  whether  the  street  was  sewered,  the  house  connected 
with  the  sewer,  whether  well  water  was  used  for  drinking,  what 
is  the  distance  of  cesspools  and  privies  from  the  well,  whether 
the  child  was  nursed  wholly  by  the  mother,  if  not,  how  long  was 
it  so  nursed,  if  bottle-fed  what  was  its  food,  and  what  were  the 
general  sanitary  surroundings  in  each  case.    • 

Some  of  these  particulars  were  learned  from  the  death  certifi- 
cates and  verified  by  inquiry  of  the  parents.  Particulars  relating 
to  sewers  and  house  connections  were  supplied  by  the  city  engin- 
eer, Mr.  A.  B.  Hill,  whose  kindness  in  this  and  other  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  work  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge. 

*  Exclusive  of  the  "  Annex"  and  Westville. 
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In  themselves  considered,  no  great  value  is  claimed  for  the 
few  statistics  given  in  this  paper,  gathered  in  one  city  and  in  the 
fraction  of  a  single  year.  The  value  of  the  inquiry  will  of  course 
increase  if  it  is  possible  to  carry  it  on  during  a  term  of  years. 
The  results,  however,  agree  in  their  indications  with  all  statistics 
of  the  same  kind  which  have  been  gathered  in  a  large  number 
of  places  and  through  long  periods  of  time  by  more  skillful 
observers. 

Here  follow  the  results  of  the  inquiry  : — and  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  when  not  otherwise  stated  they  include  only  the 
deaths  from  infantile  diarrhoea.

It  will  be  seen  that  almost  exactly  one-quarter  of  the  deaths 
were  within  three  months  from  birth,  one-half  within  six  months, 
three-quarters  within  nine  months  and  more  than  four-fifths 
within  one  year.  This  observation  agrees  with  the  well-known 
fact  that  the  chances  of  life  increase  rapidly  from  month  to  month 
during  the  first  year  and  that  fatal  cases  of  disease  in  the  digest- 
ive organs  are  much  more  common  in  the  first  year  than  later. 

Indeed  if  the  writer  were  to  do  the  work  again  he  would  be 
inclined  to  limit  the  inquiry  to  babes  in  arms  or  babes  under  one 
year  of  age,  for  the  mortality  as  far  as  diarrhoeal  trouble  is  con- 
cerned is  almost  wholly  in  that  class;  and  again  children  of  the 
very  poor  get  out  of  their  homes  into  the  open  air  for  a  good  part 
of  the  time  almost  as  soon  as  they  can  walk,  and  their  mortality 
no  longer  has  any  special  value  as  an  index  of  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  homes  themselves. 
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II.     Color,  Sex  and  Nationality. 

Though  without  special  significance  in  the  present  inquiry  it 
may  be  noted  in  passing  that  58  of  the  infants  were  males  and  53 
females. 

36  were  of  American  parentage,  that  is,  both  parents  were  born 
in  this  country,  19  were  Irish,  16  were  German,  8  were  Irish- 
American  and  the  rest  were  various,  no  two  alike.  There  were 
two  deaths  of  Italian  and  two  of  negro  children. 

III.     Nature  of  the  Diseases.

Zymotic  Diseases  include  all  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  r 
— croup,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever,  as  well  as 
cholera  infantum. 

Constitutional  Diseases  are  those  "arising  from  some  tendency 
to  morbid  development  impressed  on  the  cells  of  nutrition,  but 
independently  of  any  communication  from  without;"  such  as 
scrofula,  dropsy,  and  consumption. 

Local  Diseases  are  those  "  in  which  the  functions  of  particular 
organs  and  systems  are  disturbed  or  obliterated  with  or  without 
inflammation."  Here  are  classed  convulsions,  pneumonia,  heart 
disease,  and  others. 

Developmental  Diseases  are  those  which  are  incident  to  and 
characteristic  of  the  period  of  life ;  such  as  premature  birth,  inani- 
tion and  teething. 

Ill  defined  Diseases  were  marasmus  and  marasmus  with  some 
complication. 

*  Other  than  those  classed  with  Infantile  Diarrhoea. 
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In  this  table  cholera  infantum,  which  alone  caused  66  deaths, 
has  been  removed  from  the  other  zymotic  diseases  and  with  it 
have  been  classed  under  the  general  name  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea 
a  number  of  other  diseases  of  the  digestive  organs,  mostly  diarrhoea 
and  "entero-colitis." 

There  are  at  least  two  classes  of  diseases  which  are  regarded  by 
sanitarians  as  in  a  special  degree  "  preventable,"  the  local  and  the 
zymotic  diseases,  which  together  include  all  cases  of  infantile 
diarrhoea.  The  prevention  of  local  diseases  rests  with  the  indi- 
viduals themselves;  it  is  a  matter  of  personal  hygiene.  Public 
hygiene  aims  to  diminish  the  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  which 
are  appropriately  called  also  "  filth  diseases  "  because  they  are  to 
a  great  degree  induced,  aggravated  and  disseminated  by  filth. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  that  over  one-half  of  the  whole 
number  of  infant  deaths  resulted  from  diseases  of  these  two 
classes;  that  nearly  43  per  cent,  were  caused  by  infantile  diarrhoea, 
and  that  the  warmest  months,  July  and  August,  were  the  ones 
most  fatal  to  infants. 


IV.       DURATION    OF    ILLNESS    AND    DATE    OP    DEATH.

It  is  noticeable  that  the  average  length  of  illness  increased 
through  the  summer  months  and  September. 

Possibly  this  fact  may  indicate  that  the  weakest  children  were 
earliest  attacked  and  yielded  most  readily  to  disease. 

A  comparison  of  the  dates  of  death  from  diarrhoea  and  the 
mean  temperature  on  those  dates  shows  no  very  direct  connection 
between  them.  The  same  is  true  of  the  months  taken  together 
and  their  average  temperature.  Thus  the  average  temperature 
in  June  was  66.8°,  in  July  only  1°  higher,  yet  there  were  only  8 
deaths  in  June  and  65  in  July.  The  average  August  temperature 
was  69.1°,  or  more  than  a  degree  higher,  but  the  deaths  were  25 
as  against  65  in  July.  From  the  3d  to  the  10th  of  September  we 
had  more  continuous  hot  weather  and  a  higher  mean  temperature 
(76.2°)  than  at  any  other  time  in  the  year  but  during  that  time 
only  7  died.     It  is  true,  however,  that  the  rate  of  infant  mortality

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increases  rapidly  as  the  warm  weather  comes  on,  and  decreases 
again  more  slowly  in  the  cooler  fall  weather. 

If,  as  is  held  by  some  writers,  cholera  infantum  is  caused  by 
emanations  from  the  polluted  soil  or  from  cesspools  which  only 
become  specifically  poisonous  at  a  certain  temperature  (57°  F.  has 
been  named),  then  we  should  not  expect  sudden  oscillations  in  the 
mortality  coinciding  with  sudden  thermometric  changes.  But 
considerable  warm  weather  may  be  necessary  to  heat  the  ground, 
whose  temperature  rises  but  slowly  with  an  increase  in  the  air 
temperature,  to  the  point  where  these  emanations  are  evolved 
abundantly.  Then  we  should  expect  to  see,  as  we  did  last  July, 
the  maximum  effect  of  cholera  infantum  at  once,  killing  all  its 
weaker  victims  at  the  first  onslaught  and  then  breaking  down 
more  slowly  those  who  had  greater  power  of  resistance. 


VII.     Residence. 

When  the  places  where  these  infants  died  of  diarrhoeal  troubles 
are  marked  on  a  map  of  the  city,  several  significant  facts  are 
noted  ;  among  them  these  : 

1.  The  deaths  are  not  evenly  distributed  over  the  total  area  of 
the  city,  nor  according  to  the  density  of  population. 

The  following  table  will  make  this  clear  :

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It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  tenth  ward  there  are  the  alms- 
house in  which  three  babes  died  in  these  months  and  a  "  Children's 
Home  "  where  four  died.  These  have  been  omitted  from  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  in  that  ward  for  this  comparison.  There  are  three 
other  deaths  unaccounted  for  in  the  table  because  it  is  not  possi- 
ble at  this  time  to  decide  in  which  ward  they  occurred. 

The  statistics  of  area  were  kindly  furnished  by  the  City  Engin- 
eer. The  population  was  estimated  in  the  following  way.  The 
census  of  1880  showed  that  the  number  of  school  children  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  was  to  the  total  population 
as  1  to  4.416.  A  census  is  yearly  made  of  the  school  children 
and  from  this  the  total  population  is  reckoned  by  multiplying  the 
number  of  school  children  by  the  factor  4.416.  The  results  of 
this  year's  census  have  not  yet*  been  published,  but  it  is  stated 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  School  Board  that  the  estimated  gain 
over  last  year  in  total  population  is  about  eight  hundred  and 
that  this  gain  is  wholly  in  wards  1  to  12.  The  total  estimated 
population  in  these  wards  is  then  73,664.  Having  the  number 
of  registered  voters  in  each  ward  the  population  is  figured  for 
each  ward  in  proportion  to  its  voting  population.  The  figui-es  of 
course  are  only  an  approximation.  The  death  rate  is  figured  on 
6,000  instead  of  1,000  inhabitants  as  the  wards  average  6,000 
inhabitants. 

On  referring  to  the  table  it  is  seen  that  the  seventh  ward,  which 
has  by  far  the  densest  'population,  fifty -two  to  the  acre,  has  a 
lower  death  rate  than  six  of  the  others.  The  sixth  ward,  which 
comes  next  in  density  of  population,  thirty-five  to  the  acre,  has  a 
lower  death  rate  than  four  of  the  others.  On  the  other  hand  the 
twelfth  ward,  which  has  the  scantiest  population  per  acre  (only 
six)  has  the  very  highest  death  rate,  15.9,  and  this  is  followed  by 
the  third  ward  with  a  death  rate  of  14.4,  while  its  population  is 
not  one-half  as  dense  as  that  of  the  seventh  ward. 

Even  this  table  does  not  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  unequal  distri- 
bution of  deaths,  for  the  wards  are  political,  not  sanitary  divisions, 
and  some  parts  of  several  wards  are  much  healthier  than  other 
parts  of  the  same  wards,  and  differ  also  in  the  density  of  popula- 
tion. 

There  are  two  quite  distinctly  bounded  regions  of  the  city  in 
which  these  diseases  have  taken  almost  all  their  victims.  One  is 
bounded  by  a  line  beginning  at  the  corner  of  Crown  and  State

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streets,  running  out  State  street  in  a  straight  line  across  Whiting, 
Meadow  and  other  streets  to  the  N.  Y  &  N".  H.  R.  R.  which  it 
follows  to  West  River.  Thence  it  runs  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
river  to  Oak,  which  it  follows  to  the  corner  of  Howard  ave.,  and 
from  there  in  a  straight  line  to  the  corner  of  Crown  and  Temple 
streets  and  thence  to  State  street.  This  may  be  called  the  "  West 
District."     It  covers  six  hundred  and  eighty  acres. 

The  other  district  is  bounded  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  the 
corner  of  Greene  and  Olive  streets  the  line  runs  on  Greene  to 
East ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  corner  of  Chapel  and  James 
streets,  down  Chapel  to  Poplar,  Poplar  to  the  Shore  Line  R.  R., 
follows  the  railroad  in  to  East  street,  East  to  State,  State  to  Olive 
and  Olive  back  to  Greene  street  again.  This  may  be  called  the 
"  East  District."     It  covers  four  hundred  and  thirteen  acres. 

These  two  districts  cover  just  one-fifth,  ^f-f-f,  of  the  total  area 
of  the  dry  land  in  the  city  (exclusive  of  the  "  Annex  "  and  West- 
vine),  but  in  them  70.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
occurred.  A  fairer  comparison  would  be  with  the  total  popula- 
tion of  the  districts,  but  it  is  impossible  now  to  determine  it. 

2.  While  in  these  districts  there  are  comfortable  dwellings  and 
families  of  means,  they  cover  also  to  a  large  extent  the  poorer, 
filthier  and  more  wretched  parts  of  the  city. 

3.  The  "  West  District "  and  that  part  of  the  "  East  District  " 
which  lies  east  of  Mill  River  are  not  nearly  so  closely  built  and 
do  not  contain  so  many  large  tenement*  houses  probably  as  the 
other  part  of  the  "  East  District,"  but  they  are  not  sewered  to 
any  extent,  while  the  tenement  region  is.  Almost  all  the  deaths 
were  either  in  a  closely  built  tenement  district  or  in  places  which 
were  not  suitably  provided  with  sewers. 

VIII.     Number  of  Families. 

The  number  of  families  in  the  different  houses  where  death 
occurred  would  furnish  some  idea  of  the  social  condition  of 
their  inhabitants. 

From  the  physicians'  certificates  it  appears  that  in  76  houses 
there  were  195  families  or,  on  the  average  between  two  and  three 
families  in  a  house  ;  but  in  some  cases  there  was  found  a  consid- 
erably larger  number  of  families  than  was  reported  in  the  cer- 
tificates and  for  this  reason  the  accuracy  of  the  whole  state- 
ment is  doubted. 
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IX.     Sewerage. 

Thirty-six  of  the  deaths  or  32.4  per  cent,  were  on  streets  which 
had  sewers  laid  in  them  and  75  or  67.6  per  cent,  on  nnsewered 
streets.  It  is  stated  in  the  Report  of  the  New  Haven  Board  of 
Health  for  1882,  page  14,  that  a  majority  of  the  population  of 
the  city  live  on  sewered  streets  and  if  a  large  majority  of  these 
deaths  are  on  unsewered  streets  the  fact  indicates  a  connection 
between  the  removal  of  filth  by  sewers  and  the  lower  death-rate 
on  sewered  streets. 

There  were  22  deaths  in  houses  connected  with  the  sewers,  89 
in  houses  unconnected  and  two  whose  condition  in  this  respect,  is 
unknown. 

That  is,  20  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  Were  in  houses  having  sewer 
connection  and  80  per  cent,  in  unconnected  houses.  This  brings 
out  still  more  strongly  the  relation  between  the  sewerage  system 
and  the  death  rate. 

If  further  indications  are  needed  to  convince  one  that  this  rela- 
tion is  very  close  $hey  may  be  found  by  reference  to  the  table  of 
density  of  population  by  wards  and  death-rate  given  on  page  226, 
noting  that  wards  1,  6,  7,  which  have  by  far  the  densest  popula- 
tion and  yet  a  much  lower  death-rate  than  three  of  the  others,  are 
very  perfectly  sewered,  as  is  also  ward  5,  which  had  the  lowest 
death-rate  ;  while  on  the  other  hand  ward  12  with  the  highest 
death-rate  and  sparsest  population  is  absolutely  without  sewers 
and  that  ward  3  with  the  next  highest  death-rate  is  very  imper- 
fectly provided  with  them. 

But  of  36  deaths  on  streets  which  had  sewers  laid  in  them  22 
or  61  per  cent. — considerably  more  than  one-half — were  in  houses 
having  sewer  connections.  Perhaps  the  number  of  cases  is  too 
small  for  generalization  yet  the  fact  is  suggestive.  We  have  no 
plumbing  law  and  it  is  well  known  that  the  soil  pipes  from  sewers 
to  houses  in  the  poorer  parts  of  the  city  are  generally  laid  in  the 
most  careless  fashion,  often  ignoring  any  precautions  for  the 
safety  of  those  whom  they  are  intended  to  benefit. 

Often  they  have  no  traps  and  are  nothing  more  than  holes 
which  air  the  main  sewer  at  the  expense  of  the  inmates  of  the 
houses.  The  city  takes  care  that  the  connection  with  the  street 
sewer  is  properly  made.  It  would  seem  only  reasonable  that 
the  Board  of  Health  should  have  authority  to  see  that  build- 
ers   properly    trap   all    house    connections.       That    the   master 
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plumbers  of  the  city  have  petitioned  the  local  Board  of  Health 
for  their  aid  in  securing  proper  legislation  on  this  matter  is  a  most 
encouraging  sign. 

X.     Water  Supply. 

47  families  used  the  city  water.* 

38  families  used  well  water. 

13  families  used  both  city  and  well  water. 

13  families  not  ascertained.

There  seems  to  be  no  relation  between  the  number  of  deaths 
and  the  source  of  drinking  water,  and  in  the  case  of  infants  this 
would  hardly  be  expected  if  they  were  nursed  by  their  mothers  ; 
but  when  brought  up  by  hand  the  milk  is  generally  diluted  some- 
what with  water  and  in  this  way  the  child  might  be  poisoned  if 
the  well  was  foul. 

In  some  of  the  places  visited  the  well  water  was  praised  as 
being  far  superior  to  the  evil-tasting  city  water,  in  other  places  it 
was  complained  of.  Many  of  the  wells  had  garbage  heaps  quite 
near,  most  of  those  examined  had  cesspools  or  privies,  or  both, 
within  30  feet  of  them  and  some  much  nearer.  Water  from 
wells  in  no  worse  situation  apparently  than  some  of  these  was 
found  by  analysis  later  in  the  season  to  be  very  foul.  It  seems  to 
be  a  fact  that  very  foul  water  may  be  drunk  for  a  time  by  a 
family  without  apparent  harm,  but  when  diarrhoea,  diphtheria, 
or  typhoid  breaks  out,  of  a  sudden  they  discover  that  the  water 
is  bad.  But  a  family  and  especially  a  poor  family  which  cannot 
take  ice  in  summer  and  finds  well  water  much  cooler  and  more 
agreeable  than  city  water,  will  often  believe  the  well  clean  and 
good  until  it  has  been  proved  guilty  of  manslaughter. 

These  statistics  with  regard  to  residence,  number  of  families, 
sewers,  water  supply,  etc.,  give  no  adequate  idea  of  the  unsani- 
tary condition  of  the  houses  where  the  deaths  occurred.  From 
more  or  less  thorough  personal  inspection  of  over  120  of  these 
houses  and  premises  one  gets  a  conception  of  the  filth  and  misery 
in  many  of  them  which  figures  cannot  give.  One  fourth  or  one 
fifth  of  them  may  most  properly  be  described  as  nasty.     More 

*  The  city  is  generally  supplied  with  water  furnished  by  a  water  company  and 
not  controlled  by  the  city. 
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than  one-half,  probably  three-quarters  of  the  houses  would  be 
regarded  by  anyone  who  reads  this  paper  as  unfit  places  to  live 
in,  much  more  unfit  to  bring  up  children  in.  A  few,  a  very  few, 
were  clean,  sweet-smelling,  comfortable  homes  where  one  likes  to 
see  a  baby  face. 

XL     Feeding. 

Of  the  111  children  who  died  of  infantile  diarrhoea   14  were 

nursed  entirely  by  their  mothers,  12  others  were  nursed  less  than 

1  month,  5  between  1  and  2  months,  2  between  2  and  3  months, 

3  between  4  and  5  months  and  3  between  6  and  9  months.     5  were 

both  nursed  and  bottle-fed,  and  of   13  cases  the  particulars  are 

not  known.     54  were  not  nursed  at  all.     That  is,  out  of  98  cases, 

14.3  per  cent,  were  children  nursed  by  their  mothers. 

77.5  per  cent,  were  children  bottle-fed  wholly  or  in  part  from  the 

time  they  were  2  months  old. 

8.2  per  cent,  were  children  who  were  longer  nursed  than  the 

others,  but  were  bottle-fed  at  the  time  they  were  taken 

sick.

Published  statistics  generally  agree  in  this,  that  a  large  majority 
of  those  who  die  in  infancy  were  fed  by  hand,  that  is,  were  fed 
in  an  unnatural  way.  In  those  countries  where  the  death  rate  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  is  least  (under  15  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number  born  alive  in  Norway,  Sweden,  and  Ireland),  the 
nursing  of  children  by  the  mother  is  almost  universal. 

In  Lower  Bavaria  and  the  Palatinate,  where  nursing  by  the 
mother  is  the  exception,  50  per  cent,  die  under  one  year  old, 
while  in  a  portion  of  upper  Bavaria,  where  all  the  children  are 
nursed,  in  spite  of  poverty  and  a  harsh  climate,  only  25  per  cent, 
die.  A  recent  English  writer  states  that  "  it  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  during  the  Lancashire  famine  when  no  work  was  to  be  had, 
the  infant  mortality  rate  fell  considerably,  in  spite  of  decreased 
earnings."  "  In  Coventry  the  diarrhoeal  death-rate  among  chil- 
dren due  to  improper  feeding,  has  been  shown  to  vary  consider- 
ably, and  in  proportion  to  the  prosperity  of  trade  being  reduced 
two-thirds  when  the  trade  was  at  the  slackest,  and  the  mothers 
consequently  thrown  out  of  employment." 

This  English  writer,  F.  E.  Atkinson,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
voices  the  nearly  unanimous  opinion  of  medical  authorities  when 
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he  says,  "I  believe  there  are  very  few  cases  where  a  child  cannot 
he  nursed  by  its  own  mother.  Refusal  to  nurse  in  the  working 
classes  is  caused  by  the  necessity  of  the  mother's  working."  It 
has  been  proposed  in  England  that  the  employment  of  women  in 
factories  within  a  year  after  the  birth  of  a  child  should  be  prohib- 
ited by  law.  In  Belgium,  where  the  government  has  established 
public  nurseries  for  the  care  of  the  children  of  working  women, 
the  death  rate  among  infants  is  lower  than  in  any  other  country. 
This  is  largely  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  better  care  which  the  children 
receive  at  the  nurseries,  and  especially  in  the  matter  of  feeding. 

The  special  dangers  to  which  a  child  is  exposed  who  is  brought 
up  by  hand  are  manifold.  In  the  first  place,  cow's  milk  at  the 
best  cannot  be  made  to  have  the  same  chemical  composition  as 
mother's  milk,  with  any  amount  of  domestic  doctoring  :  it  is  at 
best  a  food  not  fully  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  infant.  This  unnat- 
ural food  must  be  assimilated,  too,  while  the  digestive  organs  are 
imperfectly  developed,  and  in  a  particularly  sensitive  condition. 

Again,  milk  is  known  to  be  a  common  channel  for  distributing 
zymotic  diseases.  Living  germs  find  in  milk  a  most  suitable 
breeding  place,  and  if  it  is  exposed  at  all  to  the  emanations  or 
germs  from  any  decomposing  matter — and  how  difficult  it  is  to 
avoid  this  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  housekeepers 
can  testify — it  will  itself  receive,  multiply,  and  transmit  them. 

If  the  milk  is  watered  by  the  seller  with  impure  water,  or  if 
his  cans  are  washed  in  impure  water,  or  if  the  milk  after  it  is 
delivered  to  the  family  is  diluted  for  the  babe  with  bad  water, 
or  if  it  suffers  contact  with  any  noisome  substance  or  emanations, 
there  is  great  danger  to  the  child. 

Sometimes  to  the  milk  is  added  arrow-root  or  other  farinaceous 
matters.  If  these  are  used  in  early  infancy,  before  the  secretion 
of  saliva  and  the  pancreatic  fluid  has  begun — which  alone  render 
the  assimilation  of  starch  possible — they  are  of  no  use  to  the 
child,  and  if  they  have  any  effect  at  all  it  is  only  as  irritants  in 
the  intestinal  canal.  Cless  ascribes  the  high  rate  of  infant  mor- 
tality in  Wurtemberg  (45  per  cent,  in  the  first  year)  to  improper 
feeding.  Its  cause  is  "  the  infant-murdering  Swabian  meal  por- 
ridge, the  chief  and  favorite  food  for  the  nurslings  of  our  rural 
population,  the  exact  opposite  of  all  that  which  furnishes  an 
appropriate  and  healthful  food  for  the  new-born  child,  about 
the  worst  thing  which  human  ignorance  could  devise  as  food  for 
an  infant."     (Cited  in  Conrad's  Jahrbucher,  Jan.,  188.2.,  p.  21.) 
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The  nursing  bottle  itself  is  too  often  an  abomination  and 
the  cause  of  infantile  diarrhoea.  The  perfect  cleansing  of  the 
bottle  and  its  tubes  would  tax  the  skill  and  patience  of  a  person 
quite  used  to  the  handling  of  such  apparatus.  A  chemist  finds 
it  difficult  to  cleanse  for  chemical  uses  the  interior  of  a  small 
glass  or  rubber  tube.  Too  often  for  more  important  uses  the 
nursing  bottle  with  its  tube  is  wholly  neglected  or  simply  rinsed 
out,  and  left  with  more  or  less  milk  and  other  matters  adhering, 
which  soon  begin  to  decompose  and  spoil  or  poison  the  food 
afterward  drawn  through  it. 

In  a  word,  the  odds  are  enormously  against  the  child  who  is 
brought  up  by  hand. 

In  most  cases  the  artificial  food  supplied  to  these  infants  who 
died  was  either  cow's  milk  or  condensed  milk  or  a  mixture.  Thus, 
of  the  84  infants  who  had  been  bottle-fed,  35  had  fresh  cow's 
milk,  24  had  condensed  cow's  milk,  7  had  a  mixture  of  these  or 
alternately  one  or  the  other,  2  had  goat's  milk  and  the  rest  had 
various  "  prepared  foods  "  with  milk. 


These  numerical  statements  with  regard  to  infant  mortality 
during  the  months  named,  striking  as  they  are,  seem  totally  inad- 
equate to  give  any  just  notion  of  the  points  which  they  are 
intended  to  make  clear. 

Figures  cannot  picture  squalor,  they  cannot  describe  the  pol- 
luted air  of  tenements  nor  of  tenement  areas,  they  cannot  reveal 
the  sickly  and  diseased  appearance  of  many  of  the  surviving  chil- 
dren, the  dull  hopeless  expression  on  the  countenances  of  some  of 
the  adults  who  are  being  crushed  in  the  struggle  of  existence, 
from  whom  self-respect  has  departed  or  is  departing,  who  have 
apparently  little  to  live  for,  little  to  bind  them  to  society,  little 
to  make  them  abhor  crime  or  dread  anarchy. 

The  figures  do  not  show  either  as  it  needs  to  be  shown,  the 
significance  of  all  this  to  those  who  live  in  purer  air,  who  have 
better  food  and  comfortable  homes.  What  concern  is  it  of  theirs 
that  there  is  this  excessive  mortality  of  infants  in  certain  parts  of 
the  city  ?     Why  should  they  trouble  themselves  about  it  at  all  ? 

A  few  of  these  infants,  four  or  five  at  least  out  of  131  cases 
which  were  inquired  into,  were  illegitimate  ;  perhaps  ten  or 
twelve  more  died  at  baby  farms  or  "  Children's  homes,"  and  will 
not  be  missed.  But  the  great  majority  were  children  of  parents 
who  loved  them  more  or  less.     Each  was  the  center  of  a  family 
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circle.  Each  was  morally  the  cleanest  and  best  thing  in  it,  and 
the  death  of  each  was  a  disappointment  and  a  sorrow.  But  what 
of  it?  The  death  of  any  one  who  has  not  reached  the  age  for 
working,  producing  and  helping  in  society,  but  who  has  the  pos- 
sibility of  all  this  within  him,  appears  in  itself  considered  a  loss 
to  society.  An  infant  who  has  cost  pain  and  care  and  labor 
which  would  otherwise  have  been  immediately  remunerative  to 
his  parents,  whose  chances  of  life  are  increasing  each  day  at  a 
very  rapid  rate,  and  who  then  fails  and  dies,  is  a  loss  to  his  parents 
and  to  society.  He  has  been  an  expense ;  he'might  have  repaid  it 
by  taking  his  parents'  place  in  the  world,  but  he  died  insolvent. 

Now  it  cannot  be  asserted  that  these  children  who  died  here 
last  summer  would  or  would  not  have  been  a  help  to  society  if 
they  had  lived.  It  is  morally  certain  that  some  of  them  would 
have  been  only  a  hindrance.  A  certain  number  would  have 
been  drunkards,  rakes,  or  paupers,  and  would  have  gone  from 
the  almshouse  to  the  hospital  and  from  the  hospital  back  to 
the  almshouse  and  in  the  end  to  the  potter's  field. 

Possibly  one  will  conclude,  all  things  considered,  that  the 
world  has  lost  no  more  than  it  has  gained  by  these  deaths  and 
that  both  the  infants  and  the  survivors  are  to  be  congratulated. 
In  fact  the  subject  is  often  dismissed  in  this  way  :  "  Poor  things  ! 
They  are  saved  a  great  deal  of  misery.  Many  of  them  were 
children  of  the  very  poor  and  the  vicious.  They  are  better  dead 
than  alive."     Now  this  is  all  very  true  and  very  narrow. 

The  statistics  given  are  chiefly  important,  not  for  what  they 
tell  of  those  who  are  buried,  but  for  what  they  indicate  of  those 
who  are  living  ;  not  as  a  tale  of  •  past  misfortune,  but  of  present 
misery  and  future  woe  ;  distress  in  which  either  those  who  are 
now  in  comfortable  condition,  or  their  descendants,  will  surely 
have  a  share. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  deaths  mean  also  a  large  number 
— many  times  that  number — of  sicknesses.  They  mean  that  the 
same  things  which  destroyed  so  many  have  poisoned  and  crip- 
pled others  so  that  they  will  lead  lives  of  discomfort  to  them- 
selves and  their  neighbors  by  reason  of  more  or  less  enfeebled 
constitutions.  They  mean  that  many  are  growing  up  to  be  kept 
from  starving  or  dying  of  disease  by  the  money  which  the  more 
thrifty  are  working  to  earn. 

More  than  this  ;  these  deaths  mean  that  as  a  result  of  over- 
crowding,   uncleanliness    and     improper    feeding,    many    have 
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enfeebled  nervous  organizations  which  constantly  crave  stimu- 
lant and  excitement  to  rouse  them  from  their  usual  state  of 
depression  and  which  render  them  an  easier  prey  to  the  attacks  of 
moral  evil.  Drunkenness  and  lust  will  gather  many  victims  who 
were  saved  from  death  in  infancy  and  who  will  scatter  the  seeds 
of  depravity  and  disease  wherever  they  and  their  offspring  go. 

They  mean  besides  that  during  the  prevalence  of  epidemics 
such  as  cholera,  yellow  fever,  or  typhoid,  the  places  where  nearly 
all  these  infant  deaths  occurred,  and  where,  as  has  been  shown, 
uncleanliness  prevails,  will  be  localities  of  special  danger  to  the 
whole  city,  becoming  centers  from  which  the  diseases  will  spread. 
At  such  times  no  places  however  clean  will  be  safe  while  near 
them  are  these  plague  spots,  the  recruiting  stations  of  disease. 

They  mean  once  more  that  in  the  houses  which  are  no  homes 
by  reason  of  filth  and  intemperance,  social  discontent  and 
thoughts  of  revolution  will  live  as  they  cannot  live  in  real  homes. 
"  Of  a  truth,"  says  a  recent  writer,  "  the  matter  of  house  accom- 
modation for  the  poor  is  the  question  of  questions  both  for  philan- 
thropists and  for  statesmen,  as  here  are  the  breeding  dens  of  the 
roughs  of  all  countries,  nations,  and  tongues  ;  in  the  single  rooms 
are  the  seed-beds  of  disease  and  revolution." 

The  object  of  this  paper  has  been  gained  if  the  facts  with  re- 
gard to  infant  mortality  during  the  last  summer  have  been  fairly 
stated,  and  some  of  the  causes  of  it  and  their  significance  as 
regards  society  have  been  indicated.  It  is  an  unpleasant,  unsavory 
subject,  but  not  a  hopeless  matter. 

Nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  these  deaths  and  the  things 
which  cause  them  and  which  at  the  same  time  help  largely  to  fill 
our  hospitals,  alms-houses,  and  jails,  are  to  a  large  degree  prevent- 
able, and  to  prevent  them,  or  rather  to  do  away  with  the  causes 
that  led  to  them,  is  the  aim  of  all  public  sanitary  effort  and  legis- 
lation. 

This  endeavor  is  largely  prompted  by  self-interest.  If  men  will 
not  help  others  out  of  ignorance  and  filth  for  the  others'  sakes, 
they  must  do  it  to  some  extent  for  their  own  sakes,  in  order  to 
preserve  the  social  fabric.  The  public  knows  that  it  cannot  afford 
as  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents,  to  be  visited  by  such  a  scourge 
as  yellow  fever  or  cholera  often  has  been.  So  when  such  a  dis- 
aster is  felt  to  be  imminent,  it  is  easy  to  secure  attention  and  an 
appropriation  for  a  spasmodic  effort  at  cleanliness, — for  the  re- 
moval of   filth-pockets   that  have  been  poisoning  the  public  for 
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months  and  years  unheeded.  But  in  the  absence  of  any  imme- 
diate and  personal  peril  it  is  not  so  easy  to  see  that  the  mere 
destruction  of  lives,  shocking  as  that  is,  is  not  the  thing  most  to 
be  dreaded ;  that  the  slow  undermining  of  the  health  of  a  portion 
of  the  community  by  foul  air  and  water  and  soil  and  improper 
food,  the  development  of  ill-regulated  appetites  fostered  at  least 
by  the  same  things,  the  loss  of  self-respect  and  of  hopefulness 
which  are  certainly  attendant  evils,  that  all  these  are  things  more 
terrible  to  those  who  immediately  suffer  and  in  the  end  to  society 
itself  than  loss  of  life  by  war  or  sudden  pestilence. 

The  question  of  the  removal  and  destruction  of  filth  is  the 
most  serious  question  of  the  day,  the  "  conflict  of  civilization  with 
its  own  wastes  "  is  still  a  doubtful  one. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  here  to  describe  in  detail  the  way  by  which 
a  happy  issue  out  of  the  present  state  of  things  is  to  be  secured. 
The  golden  age  is  not  to  be  brought  again  wholly  by  sanitation. 
There  is  trouble  with  all  of  us  because  of  disregard  of  eternal 
laws  vastly  wider  in  their  bearing  than  those  which  govern  the 
health  of  our  bodies.  But  a  great  need  of  all  of  us,  without  ex- 
ception, is  education  in  sanitary  matters.  To  teach  children,  and 
adults  as  well,  the  knowledge  and  practice  of  personal  and  public 
hygiene,  will  work  most  efficiently  towards  eradicating  all  of  that 
intricately  correlated  group  of  evils,  poverty,  squalor,  disease 
intemperance  and  lust,  every  member  of  which  is  an  effect  as 
well  as  a  cause. 

Such  education  will  create  a  public  sentiment  which  will  de- 
mand legislation  on  matters  wherein  the  State  and  city  for  their 
self-preservation  have  a  right  to  legislate,  and  will  enforce  it.  It 
will  teach  builders  and  house-owners  that  it  is  for  their  own  interest 
to  construct  homes  and  not  death-traps  for  their  tenants,  and  it 
will  help  to  make  tenants,  even  the  poorest,  appreciate  what  is  done 
by  landlords  in  this  direction  and  understand  that  their  lives  to  a 
great  degree  are  in  their  own  hands,  and  that  the  penalty  of  care- 
lessness in  regard  to  their  persons  or  their  premises  is  misery  and 
death. 

When  we  have  come  to  see  that  much  of  the  death  at  the 
present  day  is  certainly  preventable  and  have  set  ourselves  in 
earnest'  to  prevent  it,  the  day  will  be  hastened  when  "  there  shall 
no  more  thence  be  an  infant  of  days  nor  an  old  man  that  hath  not 
filled  his  days;  for  the  child  shall  die  a  hundred  years  old." 
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No  subject  has  occupied  the  minds  of  men  interested  in  the 
study  of  man's  physical  constitution,  more  than  the  relations 
which  exist  between  the  mind  and  the  body.  It  has  been  most 
strenuously  denied  by  some  that  there  is  any  such  difference 
as  that  which  is  held  to  be  expressed  by  the  terms  body  and 
mind  or  any  such  operations  as  those  which  are  called  mental  or 
spiritual  in  distinction  from  purely  physical.  Although  it  is 
generally  conceded  that  there  is  a  wide  difference  between  the 
phenomena  thus  described,  the  line  of  separation  between  them 
seems  never  clearly  decided  upon.  It  is  wavering,  unsteady, 
shifting,  always  advancing  from  one  into  the  other  only  to  be 
driven  back  again  and  compelled  to  recede  before  the  weight  of 
increasing  evidence. 

The  cause  of  the  great  variety  of  opinions  on  this  subject  may 
be  found  in  the  very  nature  of  the  object  under  examination. 
As  every  organism  has  all  its  parts  most  intimately  related,  and 
as  all  parts  act  and  react  upon  each  other  ;  as  man  is  the  most 
complex  of  all  organisms,  the  variety  and  range  of  phenomena 
included  in  his  activity  far  exceeds  that  of  any  other  with  which 
we  are  acquainted.  There  are  states  so  simple  in  their  nature,  so 
purely  physical  in  their  character  that  the  most  ordinary  and 
casual  observer  cannot  fail  to  attribute  them  to  purely  physical 
causes.  Heat  produces  upon  the  system  a  sensation  of  weakness 
and  lassitude,  also  affecting  the  mind  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is 
oftentimes  unable  to  perform  any  of  the  most  ordinary  mental 
operations  with  ease  or  freedom.  On  the  other  hand  there  are 
delicate  and  subtle  operations  whose  origin  seems  to  be  within, 
which  produce  the  same  results  and  yet  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
or  completely  explained  by  the  same  causes  which  were  held  to 
operate  in  the  other  case.     Some  cause   which  has  no  physical 
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antecedent,  which  belongs  entirely  to  a  circle  of  ideas  and  rela- 
tions which  exist  in  the  spiritual  life,  in  the  conscious  existence; 
as  for  instance  sorrow  or  grief,  affect  the  body  to  the  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  purely  physical  cause  in  the 
previous  case  did,  and  the  body  to  the  observer  seems  but  an 
instrument  in  the  hands  of  a  mighty  invisible  spiritual  power. 
That  power  we  term  spirit  or  will,  and  it  rides  over  and  defies 
the  theories  which  have  been  held  to  explain  its  existence,  because 
its  action  has  been  limited  and  modified  by  its  surroundings. 
The  very  use  of  the  terms  mind  and  body  indicate  a  recognition 
of  different  series  of  phenomena,  and  whether  they  proceed  from 
different  causes  is  the  very  question  in  debate. 

There  is  evidence  sufficient  to  justify  us  in  saying  that  no 
theory  which  assumes  that  this  great  problem  of  life  can  be  ex- 
plained on  a  basis  of  pure  materialism  is  likely  to  be  satisfactory 
to  unprejudiced  minds.  Even  the  relation  between  the  body  and 
mind  cannot  be  definitely  settled  as  yet.  It  is  easy  enough  to 
begin  at  either  point  and  make  a  very  strong  though  not  neces- 
sarily conclusive  argument  to  prove  that  the  body  has  a  much 
more  profound  influence  on  the  mind  than  the  mind  on  the  body 
or  vice  versa. 

A  much  more  satisfactory  way  is  to  recognize  the  complexity 
of  human  personality  and  the  vast  variety  of  phenomena  which 
are  included  in  the  range  of  its  activity  without  endeavoring  to 
decide  arbitrarily  to  what  category  they  belong  and  confess  that 
neither  pure  Idealism  or  pure  Materialism  have  spoken  the  last 
word  on  this  subject.  Admitting  the  relation  between  the  mind 
and  body  as  one  of  mutual  dependence,  action  and  reaction,  the 
question  arises  how  is  the  social  life  of  man  influenced  by  this 
fact  ?  To  an  extent  that  corresponds  with  his  entire  existence. 
Every  one  without  hesitation  recognizes  the  enormous  influence 
which  disease  has  upon  society.  Suffering,  pain  and  death  are 
such  prime  factors  in  life  that  their  importance  though  recog- 
nized is  never  estimated,  they  are  accepted  as  facts  like  the  laws 
of  nature.  They  are  not  supposed  to  have  any  connection  with 
man's  moral  and  intellectual  life  further  than  to  act  in  the  way  of 
discipline  and  warning.  But  every  one  at  all  familiar  with  the 
subject  knows  that  disease  and  crime  often  stand  in  the  relation 
of  cause  and  effect.  All  disease  does  not  cause  crime  and  all 
crime  does  not  spring  from  disease  perhaps,  but  one  thing  is  be- 
yond  question  and  that  is  that  many  morbid  conditions  of  the 
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body  produce  that  moral  state  which  expresses  itself  in  crime  or 
violations  of  the  law. 

The  immorality  of  disease  is  dimly  perceived  by  the  law  since  it 
does  not  look  upon  the  subject  in  every  such  case  as  devoid  of 
responsibility.  An  overwhelming  impulse  of  rage  which  may 
have  its  origin  in  an  unhealthy  and  unnatural  condition  of  the 
body  is  punished,  if  it  expresses  itself  in  action.  But  a  man 
whose  condition  is  the  result  of  long  continued  violation  of  the 
simplest  and  most  ordinary  laws  of  health  is  not  regarded  as  a 
subject  of  punishment  whatever  his  conduct  may  be.  The  drunken 
murderer  is  hung,  but  the  insane  man  of  murderous  tendencies  is 
only  restrained.  The  fact  that  in  most  cases  the  moral  character 
of  disease  is  forgotten  is  probably  the  result  of  long  existing 
prejudice.  A  great  historian  once  said  "  We  are  living  in  the 
ground  swell  of  the  Gothic  Empire,"  and  the  old  idea  of  a  man  as 
a  being  with  a  body  which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  disgusting  en- 
cumbrance has  not  yet  died  out. 

The  old  theological  contempt  for  the  body  has  produced  a  state 
of  mind  with  reference  to  the  whole  subject  of  disease  and  crime 
that  is  hard  to  realize.  The  result  has  been  that  the  despised 
body  has  had  its  revenge  in  a  long  catalogue  of  crime,  disease 
and  misery  that  cannot  be  estimated.  A  proper  knowledge  of 
life  and  its  laws,  of  health  and  its  conditions,  gives  great  weight 
to  the  old  saying  :  "  It  is  a  sin  to  be  sick."  When  we  come 
to  examine  the  physical  organization  of  what  is  called  the  crim- 
inal class  we  find  it  seems  to  follow  a  certain  type.  Those  who 
commit  the  common  petty  offences  as  well  the  greater  and  more 
prevalent  crimes  have  certain  peculiar  physical  characteristics. 
The  mass  of  them  are  clearly  distinguishable  from  the  ordinary  law- 
abiding  citizen.  Poverty,  disease,  stunted  development,  and  lack  of 
nourishment  have  stamped  them.  Heredity  and  social  conditions 
have  developed  the  physical  tendencies  and  cravings  for  an  evil 
life  and  have  weakened  the  impulses  that  lead  to  higher  and  bet- 
ter forms  of  living.  Mr.  Maudsley  in  his  very  suggestive  work 
on  "Body  and  Will"  says:  "It  may  justly  be  taken  to  be  the 
intuition  of  experience,  the  consolidated  result  of  observation 
that  the  organization  of  the  wicked  is  commonly  defective." 
The  physical  and  mental  constitution  influence  and  direct  the 
moral  nature  to  an  extent  that  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
Quoting  from  Mr.  Maudsley  again,  we  may  say,  "  Habitual  crim- 
inals are  a  class  of  beings  whose  lives  are  sufficient  proof  of  the

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absence  or  great  bluntness  of  the  moral  sense."  That  this  defect- 
ive moral  sense  in  the  majority  of  instances  is  accompanied  by  an 
imperfect  development  of  the  higher  and  finer  physical  and  intel- 
lectual powers  is  generally  recognized.  The  will,  which  is  the 
cause  of  all  moral  action,  the  very  essence  of  personality,  has 
been  commonly  regarded  as  standing  alone  in  the  centre  of  the 
personal  life.  It  is  looked  npon  as  a  dictator  who  issues  his  com- 
mands, decides  the  course  of  action  and  marks  out  the  path  in 
which  the  life  shall  walk.  It  is  not  considered  to  be  a  mere  blind 
impulse  but  works  in  connection  with  that  intelligence  and  reason 
which  is  the  supreme  characteristic  of  all  personal  action  and 
which  distinguishes  the  work  of  genius  from  the  stupid  self-deter- 
mination of  the  boor.  One  thing  is  ignored  or  forgotten  and  that 
is  that  physical  conditions,  the  body  in  its  various  states  of  health 
or  disease  has  any  great  influence  over  the  moral  centre.  Yet  no 
comprehensive  judgment  upon  life  can  ignore  this  fact.  Any 
one  who  has  studied  the  fluctuations  of  their  moral  life,  a  flow  of 
impulse  followed  by  an  ebb  in  their  activity,  finds  that  these 
states  are  affected  largely  by  physical  conditions.  That  harmo- 
nious form  of  life  which  expresses  itself  in  an  unvarying  and 
incessant  activity,  working  steadily  and  calmly  through  a  long 
series  of  years,  is  generally  the  result  of  an  organization  of 
exquisite  balance  and  firmness  which  responds  silently  to  the  de- 
mands of  the  will,  and  that  is  the  silent  instrument  and  ally  of 
the  will,  not  uttering  any  protests  or  offering  any  obstacles  to  the 
execution  of  the  highest  designs.  In  men  of  the  highest  genius 
there  is  such  a  complete  expression  of  the  spiritual  power  that  we 
are  rarely  conscious  of  the  physical  organization  with  which  it  is- 
identified.  Its  presence  seems  lost  because  it  is  such  a  perfect 
instrument.  As  the  digestive  process  never  reveals  itself  unless 
it  has  become  imperfect,  so  the  healthy  body  works  without  pro- 
test and  yields  to  demands  whose  extent  are  only  realized  by  the 
work  accomplished.  In  such  instances  we  may  almost  say  the 
will  has  been  perfectly  independent  of  all  bodily  conditions, 
their  influence  having  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  because  the 
two  are  so  admirably  adjusted  to  each  other.  But  there  are 
others  in  whom  the  will  has  to  struggle  with  an  inferior  constitu- 
tion and  yet  the  results  seem  to  indicate  that  physical  causes  have 
but  a  slight  influence  and  that  readily  overcome.  Undoubtedly  it 
appears  so  but  this  fact  furnishes  evidence  only  of  the  great 
strength  of  the  will  and  what  it  is  able  to  effect  even  against  ad- ' 
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verse  circumstances.  The  outcome  of  such  a  life  is  imperfect  and 
stunted,  full  of  promises  which  never  come  to  maturity.  One  or 
two  flowers  are  all  that  bloom  of  the  thousand  buds  that  hung  on 
the  tree.  Disease  and  pain  have  worked  upon  the  mind  and  will 
and  only  at  long  intervals  and  by  some  supreme  and  convulsive 
effort  does  the  man  rise  above  these  limitations  and  then  rapidly 
sinks  again,  crushed  by  a  burden  whose  weight  can  be  estimated 
only  by  the  efforts  made  to  rise  above  it. 

The  history  of  literature  is  full  of  instances  of  these  failures, 
whose  splendor  is  so  great  that  they  are  called  successes.  The 
struggles  of  a  moral  nature  filled  with  high  aims  and  lofty  pur- 
poses against  the  crushing  opposition  of  a  weak  or  diseased  body 
is  one  of  the  most  melancholy  pictures  the  mind  can  contemplate. 
The  restrictions  it  places  upon  the  highest  aims  are  greater  than 
we  can  realize.  The  vast  majority  of  men  have  felt  this  most 
bitterly  at  times.  They  have  had  aspirations  whose  hold  upon 
them  seemed  to  presage  fulfillment,  but  the  time  is  passed  in 
thinking,  planning  and  intending,  and  the  hour  of  execution 
never  comes.  Ill-health  or  exhaustion  shut  out  the  possibility  of 
anything  except  the  accomplishment  of  the  common  duties  and 
ordinary  occupations  of  life.  These,  we  all  readily  acknowledge, 
should  not,  however,  have  this  depressing  and  debilitating  effect 
upon  the  moral  nature. 

Man  should  be  able  to  fulfill  all  his  duties,  and  in  addition  have 
strength  for  progress  and  advance  in  the  social  scale.  That  the 
movement  of  history  has  been  so  slow  and  convulsive  proves  that 
the  conditions  have  not  been  the  most  favorable.  Ignorance, 
moral  depravity,  and  other  causes  help  explain  the  imperfection 
of  the  social  system,  but  certainly  physical  imperfection  and 
bodily  weakness  are  to  a  large  extent  active  forces  in  hindering 
the  movement  of  society  towards  a  higher  plane  of  life.  Indo- 
lence and  inertness,  which  have  been  characteristic  of  so  many 
great  minds  and  which  have  been  condemned  unsparingly,  are 
often  the  results  of  bodily  conditions  and  have  been  so  recog- 
nized in  a  few  instances.  One  of  the  most  brilliant  and  powerful 
minds  of  this  century,  the  fragments  of  whose  work  lie  like  a  vast 
unfinished  foundation,  covering  the  whole  ground  of  philosophy 
poetry,  literature,  and  theology,  was  for  years  the  victim  of  opium 
and  the  shattered  body  destroyed  the  power  of  the  will,  and  his 
mind  revolved  like  a  mighty  wheel  in  incessant  activity,  but  disas- 
sociated from,  and  unconnected  with,  the  motive  power  of  the  soul. 
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The  mental  effects  of  disease  have  been  traced  out  by  the 
most  skillful  experts  on  both  continents,  its  relation  to  crime  has 
been  manifested  with  startling  vividness,  but  to  one  who  thought- 
fully considers  the  subject  the  relation  of  disease  to  the  moral 
man  has  even  a  more  profound  significance  than  we  can  at 
present  estimate.  The  will  can  be  and  often  is  reduced  to  the 
merest  struggle  for  existence  by  the  slow  attrition  of  morbid 
physical  conditions.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  every  worker 
in  the  higher  intellectual  fields  of  life  to  be  in  a  condition  at 
times  when  it  seemed  absolutely  impossible  to  accomplish  any 
real  work.  The  effort  was  greater  than  could  be  made.  It  is 
actually  beyond  the  power  of  the  mind  to  collect  and  arrange  in 
any  satisfactory  or  logical  order  the  ideas  that  are  floating  before 
it.  The  reason  is  that  composition  is  not  a  merely  intellectual 
process.  Most  men  have  ideas  enough,  but  the  arrangement  of 
them  in  an  orderly  relation,  choosing  and  discriminating  between 
the  crowding  thoughts,  is  a  process  so  painful  and  requiring  such 
an  exertion  of  the  will  that  only  bare  necessity  drives  one  to  it, 
and  a  man  seldom  reaches  the  full  expression  of  his  power.  The 
indolence  and  reluctance  in  most  cases  probably  proceeds  from  a 
low  or  depressed  state  of  the  system.  Nature,  exhausted  by  an 
indifference  that  verges  on  abuse  retaliates  by  a  subtle  weakening 
of  the  moral  fibre,  and  all  elasticity  and  spontaneity  are  replaced 
by  a  dull  and  slow  performance  of  even  the  most  ordinary 
duties.  Especially  is  this  disposition  to  slight  the  physical  organ- 
ization manifest  among  those  whose  duty  and  profession  it  is  to 
enforce  the  sacredness  and  beauty  of  all  law.  The  highest 
vocation  is  one  that  demands  the  most  complete  man  to  fulfill  its 
functions,  and  yet  clergymen,  for  some  reason  or  other,  as  a  rule, 
live  as  if  their  natures  were  exempt  from  the  action  of  the  laws 
which  hold  in  every  other  life. 

The  moral  nature  of  every  man  in  its  struggles  should  have  the 
largest  room  and  freest  play.  However  it  may  be  congenitally 
— and  we  are  not  now  bound  to  discuss  the  character  of  the  will 
— it  is  certain  that  the  power  of  choice  should  not  be  limited  or 
weakened  by  any  voluntary  course  of  action.  The  disease 
which  produces  or  increases  the  moral  disorder  of  an  evilly  disposed 
man  will  certainly  not  have  an  elevating  or  strengthening  effect 
in  the  case  of  a  good  man.  It  is  the  will  itself,  and  not  the  qual- 
ity of  it,  which  we  must  consider,  in  relation  to  all  those  ills 
which  flesh  is  heir  to,  and  which  have  been  by  the  general  consent 
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of  mankind  regarded  as  evils.  If  they  are  in  themselves  evil 
and  not  good,  they  must  have  some  unhealthy  influence  upon  the 
moral  centre  of  life.  Their  effect  may  in  some  instances  be  ruled 
by  a  higher  law,  to  subserve  some  higher  end,  but  that  they  are 
evil  and  not  good  is  the  aggregate  testimony  of  society  and  the 
individual. 

•  It  has  been  said  by  theologians  and  philosophers  that  these 
physical  disturbances  are  the  results  of  a  moral  disorder,  an  orig- 
inal moral  disease,  that  they  are  the  physical  outflow  of  sin  which 
is  seated  in  the  will.  If  we  admit  it  we  establish  a  connection 
direct  and  immediate  between  the  moral  nature  of  man  and  his 
physical  conditions  and  that  these  morbid  bodily  conditions  are 
related  to  the  will  in  the  order  of  effect  and  cause.  But  if  the 
personality  of  man  is  so  complicated  and  yet  so  delicate  that  the 
various  changes  in  the  moral  state  reflect  themselves  in  the  whole 
organism,  can  we  deny  a  reflex  action  which  will  affect  the 
original  cause  ?  This,  however,  is  not  so  willingly  admitted  or 
recognized,  and  yet  it  is  as  an  organism  that  we  must  view  man. 
He  is  not  a  mere  piece  of  mechanism  which  may  have  one  or  other 
parts  of  it  injured  without  affecting  the  character  of  the  rest 
although  their  action  may  be  modified  by  the  flaw,  but  man  is  an 
organism  and  in  all  his  being  and  actions  he  is  as  the  cloud  of  the 

poet, 

"Which  moveth  altogether,  if  it  more  at  all." 

When  we  ascend  higher  and  emerge  into  the  spiritual  life  of 
man,  his  ideas  and  thoughts  of  God,  his  sense  of  the  Unseen  and 
Infinite,  his  prayers,  and  his  worship,  we  must  not  exclude  the  opera- 
tion of  those  causes  which  were  so  sti*ongly  manifest  in  other 
spheres  and  regions  of  his  activity.  The  sense  of  law  which  it  is 
the  whole  aim  of  Christianity  to  develop,  the  recognition  of  a 
world  of  order,  which  is  spiritual  and  divine  and  which  includes 
man  with  all  his  activities  and  functions  within  its  scope  has  been 
mutilated  or  undeveloped  except  along  certain  lines.  In  the 
region  of  law  there  is  no  small  or  great,  the  offender  in  the  least 
has  violated  the  principle  of  all,  and  yet  such  is  the  imperfect 
recognition  of  this  truth  that  we  have  arbitrarily  defined  sets  of 
laws  which  are  held  in  very  different  regard  by  the  vast  majority 
of  man.  The  sacredness  of  law  as  a  principle  is  practically  disre- 
garded. That  man's  physical  conditions  have  even  the  remotest 
connection  not  only  with  his  mental  but  also  his  spiritual  state  is 
hardly  ever  realized.     Yet   no  more  interesting   field  of   study 
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exists  than  in  the  relation  between  the  bodily  conditions  of  a 
man  and  his  thoughts  and  feelings  about  God.  The  characteristic 
differences  which  distinguish  the  teachings  of  all  the  great  theo- 
logians have  undoubtedly  a  most  intimate  connection  with  their 
physical  organization.  To  how  great  a  degree  this  difference  is 
to  be  attributed  to  physical  constitution  is  quite  a  different  thing 
from  predicating  its  existence.  The  fact  may  exist  and  does 
exist,  whether  we  are  able  to  trace  it  into  its  more  delicate  mani- 
festations or  not.  The  types  of  thought  which  Luther  and  Calvin 
represented  are  not  more  widely  separated  than  [their  physical 
organization.  The  broad  stalwart  figure  of  the  German  monk 
with  his  deep  lion  eyes  and  melancholy  expression  is  totally  un- 
like the  Frenchman  with  his  severe,  delicate,  and  emaciated  ap- 
pearance. The  teachings  of  the  one  came  from  a  broad  and  mas- 
sive humanity,  sprang  from  a  genial  and  healthy  vitality,  which 
seemed  as  inexhaustible  as  his  own  vigorous  race.  The  deep 
heart  of  the  nation  uttered  itself  in  the  sadness  and  tenderness  of 
his  songs  as  well  as  in  the  masculine  vigor  and  intensity  of  his 
thought.  He  was  the  genuine  product  of  a  great  race.  The 
touch  of  the  earth  is  upon  him.  He  could  only  spring  from  a 
noble  physical  humanity.     He  is  thoroughly  and  humanly  healthy. 

The  love  and  reverence  in  which  the  nation  have  ever  held 
their  great  leader  shows  their  great  sense  of  his  character  as  repre- 
sentative of  their  best  and  most  vigorous  life. 

Calvin's  teachings  on  the  contrary  are  far  more  the  expression 
of  thought,  the  outcome  of  the  pure  intellect;  the  air  of  the 
schools  is  about  him  and  his  theology  has  been  far  more  of  a 
logical  system  and  has  been  less  sympathetic  and  appreciative 
of  human  life  than  Lutheranism. 

That  wide,  healthy  human  feeling,  which  is  in  sympathy  with 
the  daily  life  and  toils  of  mankind,  all  those  affections  which  have 
their  root  in  a  full  and  luxurious  vitality,  the  physical  delight  in 
life  as  a  divine  thing,  find  no  points  of  contact  with  the  stern 
theology  of  Calvin. 

It  is  a  recognized  axiom  of  theology,  that  in  the  course  of  his- 
tory there  have  been  developments  and  changes  in  theology  of 
the  vastest  importance.  The  thought  and  intelligence  of  men 
has  grown  and  developed,  and  this  growth  and  development  has 
not  only  modified  but  very  profoundly  modified  the  interpreta- 
tion of  Christian  truth.  The  original  conceptions  have  been  re- 
arranged, have  entered  into  new  relations  and  new  positions  and 
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moreover  the  mind  working  over  again  the  old  material  has  dis- 
covered new  ideas  and  principles  that  though  always  present  were 
at  previous  ages  latent  and  unknown. 

Theology,  as  a  system  of  thought,  is  as  purely  human  an  expres- 
sion of  the  man  as  any  work  which  his  mind  has  executed.  The 
material  is  furnished,  the  principles  are  given,  but  the  process  of 
construction  is  an  operation  which  he  himself  performs.  In  this 
process,  all  that  characterizes  his  personal  life,  enters  in  as  a  modi- 
fying cause.  The  one  amazing  thing  about  the  science  is  the 
supreme  infallibility  which  characterizes  the  utterances  of  its 
teachers.  Nothing  has,  however,  been  more  productive  of  error 
than  the  faith  men  have  in  their  intellectual  processes.  The 
action  of  the  senses  under  certain  unhealthy  or  morbid  condi- 
tions has  been  again  and  again  shown  to  be  unreliable,  and  the 
results  vitiated  by  the  presence  of  injurious  causes,  but  the  mind 
and  the  spirit  which  are  as  essential  to  personality,  and  which  are 
as  subject  to  unhealthy  conditions  as  any  other  part,  are  regarded 
as  absolutely  infallible  in  their  actions.  Logie  is  often  regarded 
as  the  test  of  all  things,  and  yet  logic  is  but  an  operation  of  the 
mind  and  its  processes  may  be  effected  by  a  thousand  causes. 
Undoubtedly  a  very  powerful  influence  is  the  physical  condition. 

Pessimism  and  optimism  are  apparently  based  on  sound  and 
unassailable  grounds  to  the  pessimist  or  optimist,  for  his  faith  in 
the  strength  of  his  conclusions  is  bound  up  and  rooted  in  his  self- 
consciousness.  His  logic  is  the  expression  of  himself,  of  the 
world  he  lives  in  and  knows.  But  that  world  is  pierced  through 
and  through  by  laws  mental,  spiritual  and  physical,  whose  viola- 
tion destroys  the  precision  and  accuracy  of  the  mental  opera- 
tions and  conclusions.  Much  of  the  feeling  of  contempt  or  scorn 
with  which  men  often  regard  religion  has  been  produced  by 
their  experience  with  the  teachers  of  it.  It  has  been  the  experi- 
ence of  every  clergyman  to  find  indifference  to,  or  revolt  against 
the  teachings  of  the  pulpit  on  the  part  of  many  vigorous,  active 
men.  These  feel  too  often  that  healthy  vigorous  life  is  regarded 
as  an  indication  of  a  low  or  inactive  spiritual  life,  and  that  this  is 
not  only  implied  in  many  ways,  but  chiefly  by  examples  of  the 
reverse  which  are  so  plentifully  furnished  by  the  clergy.  The  pro- 
fession has  a  great  responsibility  laid  upon  it  and  a  great  debt  to 
pay  for  undervaluing  the  first  necessity  for  an  earnest,  useful  life. 
There  is  a  sickly  sentimentalism  that  characterizes  too  many  cler- 
gyman and  which  has  been  associated  with  ideas  of  piety  and  de- 
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votion.  It  is  time  we  should  get  rid  of  that  nonsense.  In  a  chapter 
in  his  very  interesting  book  on  "  Hereditary  Genius,"  Mr.  Golton 
gives  some  very  curious  statements  as  a  result  of  his  study  of  the 
biographies  of  clergymen.  He  took  "Middleton's  Biographia 
Evangelica"  as  a  basis  for  his  investigation;  it  contains  196  lives, 
extending  from  the  Reformation  to  the  latter  part  of  the  eigh- 
teenth century.  He  says  :  "  As  regards  health,  the  constitutions 
of  most  of  the  divines  were  remarkably  bad."  "  They  commonly 
suffer  from  overwork."  "A  gently  complaining  fatigued  spirit 
is  that  in  which  Evangelical  Divines  are  very  apt  to  pass  their 
days."  "  There  is  an  air  of  invalidism  about  most  religious  biog- 
raphy." Such  language  is  not  very  flattering,  but  the  question 
is,  is  it  true,  and  are  not  the  facts  here  stated  very  often  looked 
upon  not  as  an  absolute  disadvantage  in  the  case  of  a  clergyman 
where  they  are  frequently  the  ground  of  a  vast  amount  of  useless 
sympathy.  That  there  is  no  necessary  relation  between  bad 
health  and  piety,  the  noblest  lives  give  ample  proof.  That  this 
state  of  weakness  and  disease  has  an  effect  upon  the  ideas  and 
teachings  of  the  pulpit,  we  have  undoubted  evidence. 

Too  often  it  has  developed  a  false  and  morbid  conception  of 
life,  giving  an  unreality  to  its  tasks  and  duties  and  has  robbed  it 
of  its  dignity  and  worth.  Its  tendency  is  to  separate  man  from 
his  practical  relations,  substituting  for  the  natural  healthy  living, 
far-off  aims  and  vague  dreams  that  create  an  artificial  disrespect 
for  the  life  which  the  Saviour  of  man  has  consecrated.  Mr.  Golton 
adds  something  which  every  man  familiar  with  the  clerical  life 
must  have  noted.  He  says,  "  It  would  be  impossible  to  read  a 
collection  of  lives  of  eminent  orators,  lawyers  and  the  like,  with- 
out being  impressed  with  the  largeness  of  the  number  of  those 
who  have  constitutions  of  iron  ;  but  that  is  not  at  all  the  case 
with  the  divines." 

There  is  no  necessary  correlation  between  a  truly  devout  dispo- 
sition and  a  wretched  constitution  and  chronic  ill  health.  Perhaps 
the  highest  example  of  piety,  the  name  that  stands  foremost  in 
the  history  of  Protestant  England  for  saintliness,  is  Archbishop 
Leighton,  and  he  was  a  man  of  vigorous  and  healthy  constitution 
that  gave  dignity  and  majesty  to  the  serene  beauty  of  his  character. 

The  future  holds  many  questions  that  we  will  each  have  to 
answer  as  best  we  can,  but  none  will  have  more  important  bear- 
ings on  our  own  lives  and  others  than  whether  we  will  honor  the 
life  God  has  given  and  gain  a  deeper  insight  into  his  character 
by  a  better  appreciation  of  his  gifts.

Hog  Cholera.

Infectious  pneumo-enteritis,  or  as  it  is  more  generally  styled, 
swine  plague  or  hog  cholera,  has  been  the  subject  for  very  thor- 
ough investigation  by  able  pathologists  on  both  sides  of  the 
Atlantic,  and  interests  the  greater  portion  of  the  people  of  Con- 
necticut directly  or  indirectly,  by  the  sad  havoc  that  indicates  its 
presence  among  our  herds  of  swine  in  different  portions  of  the 
State,  affecting  materially  our  food  supply,  and  (due  to  the  lack 
of  inspection  of  meat)  rendering  possible  our  consuming  the 
tainted  flesh  of  diseased  animals,  and  introducing  into  our  sys- 
tems the  germs  of  a  very  loathsome,  insidious  disease,  exhibiting 
the  more  prominent  symptoms  of  typhoid  fever,  anthrax,  erysip- 
elas, measles,  and  scarlatina,  with  which  diseases  the  earlier 
investigators  confounded  it.  Definition  :  It  may  be  defined  as  a 
specific  contagious  fever  of  swine,  characterized  by  a  high  but 
variable  temperature,  by  congestion,  exudation,  ecchymosis,  and 
ulceration  of  the  intestinal  mucous  membrane,  especially  that  of 
the  caecum  and  colon,  and  to  a  less  extent  of  the  stomach,  by 
congestions  and  exudations  in  the  lungs  in  the  form  of  lobular 
pneumonia,  by  general  heat  and  redness  of  the  skin,  swellings  of 
lymphatic  glands,  irregularity  of  bowels,  costiveness  alternating 
with  fetid  diarrhoea  (the  peculiar,  offensive,  and  fetid  smell  of  the 
exhalations,  and  of  the  excrements  may  be  considered  as  charac- 
teristic of  the  disease).  The  duration  of  the  disease  varies 
according  to  the  violence  of  the  attack,  and  the  age  and  constitu- 
tion of  the  patient.  When  the  attack  is  violent  and  its  principal 
seat  is  located  in  one  of  the  vital  organs,  such  as  the  heart,  the 
disease  has  sometimes  terminated  in  twenty-four  hours,  but  when 
the  attack  is  of  a  mild  character,  and  the  heart  is  not  seriously 
affected,  and  the  animal  is  strong  and  vigorous,  one  or  two  weeks 
usually  intervene  before  death.     If  the  termination  is  not  fatal, 
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convalescence  requires  an  equal  and  not  unfrequently  a  much 
longer  time  ;  a  perfect  recovery  seldom  occurs  ;  in  most  cases 
some  lasting  disorder  remains  behind,  and  more  or  less  interferes 
with  the  growth  and  fattening  of  the  animal.  Those  that  do 
recover  give  but  poor  return  for  the  amount  of  food  and  trouble, 
and  from  a  pecuniary  point  of  view  it  ought  to  make  little  dif- 
ference to  the  owner  whether  the  animal  recovers  or  not.  The 
attack  is  always  most  violent  and  fatal  where  large  herds  of  ani- 
mals are  closely  confined  in  small  and  dirty  enclosures,  or  in  ill- 
ventilated  and  filthy  pens. 

The  disease  has  its  seat  in  many  different  organs  of  the  body, 
hence  the  great  variety  of  morbid  changes,  and  its  different 
aspects  in  different  animals.  In  some  cases  the  principal  seat  of 
the  disease  may  be  in  the  respiratory  and  circulatory  organs, 
and  in  others  in  the  digestive  organs  ;  death  may  therefore  result 
from  different  causes  in  different  cases.  In  some  cases  it  results 
from  cessation  of  the  functions  of  the  heart,  the  lungs,  etc.,  and 
in  others  it  is  the  consequence  of  the  inability  of  entirely 
different  organs  to  perform  their  allotted  functions  ;  this  being 
the  case  the  post-mortem  appearances  would  necessarily 
greatly  vary,  but  in  all  animals  similarly  affected  the  lesions  and 
morbid  changes  are  found  identical. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  point  determined  by  investigators 
was  the  contagious  and  infectious  character  of  the  disease.  A 
series  of  exhaustive  experiments  was  conducted  with  this  end  in 
view  by  the  ablest  pathologists  in  this  country  and  in  Europe. 
Prominent  in  this  country  were  Drs.  Law  of  Cornell  University, 
Detemers  of  Illinois,  Boyles  of  Indiana,  Salmon  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Dunlap  of  Iowa,  Dyer  of  Illinois,  Payne  of  Virginia,  Mc- 
Nutt  of  Missouri,  Hines  of  Kansas  and  Lyman  of  Massachusetts. 

These  experiments  resulted  in  determining  the  fact  that  the 
disease  is  both  infectious  and  contagious,  and  that  it  is  not  alone 
confined  to  swine,  but  that  other  animals  may  contract  it  in  a 
mild  form,  and  retransmit  it  to  swine  in  its  most  virulent  and 
malignant  character.  To  follow  the  various  experiments,  inocu- 
lations, etc.,  the  attenuation  and  artificial  propagation  of  the 
virus,  etc.,  by  the  different  investigators,  would  be  both  tiresome 
and  profitless  to  the  general  reader,  for  whose  perusal  this  paper 
is  intended.  Some  of  these  experiments  included  the  confinement 
of  healthy  with  diseased  animals,  the  inoculation  of  healthy 
animals  with  diseased  products  of  those  suffering  with  the  fever, 
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and  the  feeding  of  portions  of  the  intestines,  etc.,  of  animals  that 
had  died  of  the  plague  to  healthy  ones,  in  every  case  with  the 
result  of  successfully  transmitting  the  disease  from  sick  or  dead 
animals  to  healthy  ones. 

Dr.  Klein,  F.R.S.,  of  London,  England,  who  has  published  a 
very  lengthy  and  valuable  treatise  on  this  malady,  referring  to  its 
contagious  character,  states  :  "  Its  contagiousness  is  pronounced 
even  when  no  marked  alteration  in  the  animal's  condition  can  be 
perceived.  And  it  is  on  this  account  that  the  disease  deserves 
great  attention,  for  infection  may  have  been  carried  out  a  hun- 
dredfold by  animals  which  to  the  owner  and  buyer  present  all  the 
characters  of  soundness.  More  than  that,  an  animal,  although 
smitten  already  with  the  disease,  and  sowing  contagion  bi'oadcast, 
may  change  hands  several  times,  and  may  thus  have  infected  one 
herd  after  another  before  its  condition  becomes  pronounced  enough 
to  be  recognized  by  its  last  owner  ;  such  being  the  case,  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection  becomes  in  many  instances  a  matter  of 
extreme  difficulty."  Dr.  Klein  does  not  consider  the  disease  very 
transmissible  to  man,  and  cites  in  support  the  exposure  of  himself 
and  his  assistants  to  this  disease,  through  contact  with  diseased 
animals,  living  and  dead,  during  their  investigations. 

The  experiments  of  Dr.  Law  have  shown  the  period  of  incuba- 
tion to  vary  greatly,  though  in  a  majority  of  cases  it  terminated 
in  from  three  to  seven  days  after  inoculation.  Referring  to  exper- 
iments of  others  for  determining  the  period  of  incubation,  Dr. 
Sutton,  observing  the  result  of  contact  alone  in  autumn,  sets  the 
period  at  from  thirteen  to  fourteen  days  ;  Professor  Axe  in 
summer  in  London  gives  the  period  from  five  to  eight  days.  Dr. 
Budd  in  summer  four  to  five  days,  and  Professor  Osier  in  autumn 
at  from  four  to  six  days.  Dr.  Detemers  gives  the  period  five  to 
fifteen  days,  or  an  average  of  about  seven  days.  A  comparison 
of  these  results  would  seem  to  indicate  that  both  extremes  have 
been  reached. 

The  microscopic  investigations  of  Dr.  Detemers  also  revealed 
some  important  facts.  His  discovery  of  a  new  order  of  Bacteria, 
or  Bacillus,  which  he  names  "  Bacillus  Suis,"  as  it  is  common  only 
to  this  disease  of  swine,  and  his  failure  to  inoculate  healthy 
animals  with  virus,  from  which  these  germs  had  been  removed  by 
filtration  and  otherwise,  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  these 
microphytes  are  the  true  seeds  of  the  hog  cholera. 

These  germs  are  invariably  found  in  one  form  or  another  in 
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all  the  fluids.  So  constantly  were  they  observed  in  the  blood, 
urine,  mucus,  fluid  exudations,  etc.,  and  in  the  excrements  and  in 
all  morbidly  affected  tissues  of  diseased  animals,  that  he  regards 
them  as  the  true  infectious  principle.  They  would  seem  to 
undergo  several  changes,  and  to  require  a  certain  length  of  time 
for  further  propagation.  If  introduced  into  the  animal  organiza- 
tion a  period  of  incubation  or  colonization  must  elapse  before  the 
morbid  symptoms  make  their  appearance.  These  germs  were 
generally  found  in  immense  numbers  in  the  fluids,  but  more 
especially  in  the  blood  and  in  the  exudations  of  the  diseased 
animals.  With  the  proper  temperature  and  the  presence  of  a 
sufficient  amount  of  oxygen  they  soon  develop  and  grow  length- 
wise by  a  kind  of  budding  process.  A  globular  germ  constantly 
observed  under  the  microscope  budded  and  grew  under  a  temper- 
ature of  70°  F.  twice  the  original  length  in  exactly  two  hours, 
and  changed  gradually  to  rod  bacteria  or  bacilli.  Under  favor- 
able circumstances  these  bacilli  continued  to  grow  in  length  until 
when  magnified  850  diameters  they  appear  from  one  to  six  inches 
long.  A  knee  or  angle  is  first  formed,  where  a  separation  is  to 
take  place,  and  then  a  complete  separation  is  effected  by  a  swing- 
ing motion  of  both  ends.  After  the  division,  which  requires  but 
a  minute  or  two  after  this  swinging  motion  commences,  the  ends 
thus  separated  move  apart  in  different  directions. 

These  long  Bacteria  seem  pregnant  with  new  germs,  their 
external  envelope  disappears  or  is  dissolved,  and  then  the  numer- 
ous Bacillus  germs  become  free,  and  in  this  way  effect  propaga- 
tion. A  change  observed  by  Dr.  Detemers,  but  the  cause  of 
which  he  was  not  able  to  determine,  was  observed  in  the  fact  that 
the  globular  Bacteria,  or  Bacillus  germs  commence  to  bud  or 
grow,  when  very  suddenly  their  further  development  ceases,  and 
partially  developed  Bacilli  and  simple  and  budding  germs  con- 
gregate to  colonies,  agglutinate  to  each  other,  and  form  larger  or 
smaller  irregularly-shaped  and  apparently  viscous  clusters.  These 
clusters  are  frequently  found  in  the  blood  and  in  other  fluids,  and 
invariably  in  the  exudations  of  the  lungs  and  in  the  lymphatic 
glands  in  pulmonal  exudation,  and  in  blood  serum  the  formation 
can  be  observed  under  the  microscope  if  the  object  remains  un- 
changed for  an  hour  or  two.  The  clusters  are  believed  to  be 
instrumental  in  producing  the  extensive  embolism  of  the  lungs 
and  other  tissues. 

In  the  water  of  streamlets,   brooks,  ditches,  ponds,    etc.,  the 
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vitality  of  these  germs  is  retained  or  preserved  for  some  time. 
In  fluids  and  substances  subject  to  putrefaction  they  lose  their 
vitality,  and  are  destroyed  in  a  comparatively  brief  period  ;  at 
least,  they  disappear  as  soon  as  those  fluids  and  substances  undergo 
decomposition.  In  the  blood  they  disappear  as  soon  as  the  blood 
corpuscles  commence  to  decompose  or  putrefy.  They  are  also 
destroyed  if  brought  in  contact  with  or  acted  upon  by  alcohol, 
carbolic  acid,  thymol,  iodine,  etc. ;  the  destruction  of  these  germs 
by  decomposition  would  seem  to  account  for  the  harmless  nature 
of  thoroughly  putrid  products  when  consumed  by  healthy  animals. 
Treatment. — The  remedial  efforts  practical  may  be  described 
as  entirely  disinfectant,  with  close  attention  to  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions, and  isolation  of  the  infected  animals.  All  the  experts 
who  have  given  this  disease  their  attention  unite  in  declaring  the 
therapeutic  treatment  adopted  by  each  as  lacking  in  success,  and 
do  not  encourage  treatment,  but  the  speedy  slaughter  of  the 
pronouncedly  affected,  thus  destroying  the  plague  with  its  habitat 
and  propagator.  If  the  question  of  the  preservation  of  the 
infected  pig  was  the  only  one  or  the  main  one  to  be  considered, 
I  would  strongly  advocate  medicinal  treatment.  But  the  question 
is  rather  one  of  comparison  between  this  one  sick  hog  or  herd  and 
all  the  healthy  swine  in  the  same  town,  county,  State,  or  nation. 
If,  then,  the  preservation  and  treatment  of  a  single  sick  hog 
means  the  incessant  and  incalculable  increase  in  its  body,  and 
secretions  of  a  poison  which  is  in  the  last  degree  deadly  to  other 
hogs,  if  this  poison  can  be  dried  and  preserved  for  a  length  of 
time,  and  carried  meanwhile  to  a  distance  of  a  thousand  miles, 
and  if  not  hogs  alone,  but  sheep,  guinea-pigs,  and  even  wild 
animals,  like  rabbits  and  mice,  can  contract  the  disease  and  con- 
vey the  poison  to  any  distance  in  their  bodies,  then  the  best 
interests  of  the  nation  demand  that  the  sick  animal  shall  not  be 
preserved,  but  promptly  sacrificed  to  the  good  of  the  community. 
Dr.  Law  states  in  reference  to  this  point  :  "  Some  of  my  experi- 
mental pigs  were  successfully  inoculated  with  quills  that  had  been 
dipped  in  the  morbid  exudations  of  sick  pigs  in  New  Jersey  and 
North  Carolina,  and  had  been  diied  and  preserved  for  from  one  to 
six  days  in  this  condition."  Here  we  have  the  thinnest  possible 
film,  such  as  might  have  adhered  to  the  clothing  of  a  man,  the 
hair  of  an  animal,  the  feet  or  bill  of  a  bird,  the  legs  or  prehensile 
organs  of  an  insect,  to  a  dried  leaf,  or  even  to  a  floating  thistle- 
down, and  might  have  been  thus  carried  in  a  great  many  different 
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ways  to  infect  distant  herds.  Professor  Axe  inoculated  from 
ivory  points  on  which  the  cutaneous  exudation  had  been  dried  up 
for  the  long  period  of  twenty-six  days,  and  produced  the  disease, 
which  tends  to  show  the  vitality  of  the  virus,  and  the  many  possible 
modes  of  transportation,  facts,  which,  when  viewed  collectively, 
will  clearly  indicate  the  rather  arbitrary  means  of  seeking  safety 
in  vigorously  stamping  out  this  dread  plague,  the  fact  that  every 
tissue  and  fluid  in  the  animal  is  so  thoroughly  permeated  by  the 
virus  of  this  disease,  even  when  the  external  manifestations  are 
not  developed  sufficiently  to  attract  the  especial  attention  of  the 
owner,  and  when  the  animal  is  most  likely  to  be  butchered  and 
used  for  human  food,  would  strongly  indicate  the  necessity  for  a 
careful  inspection  of  the  flesh  of  such  animals,  and  especially 
would  an  intelligent  veterinary  sanitary  inspectorship  be  necessary 
during  the  reign  of  this  pestilence,  empowered  to  isolate  and 
stamp  out  this  scourge  of  the  husbandman,  as  has  been  done  in 
European  countries,  where  an  outbreak  is  confined  by  the  veteri- 
nary inspectors  to  the  farm  or  district  where  such  outbreak  occurs, 
saving  thereby  a  large  item  of  expense  to  the  country,  and  pre- 
venting the  diminution  of  the  food  supply  of  its  inhabitants,  a 
condition  economic,  and  devoutly  to  be  wished. 
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CHAPTER   XCIV 


An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 

Deaths. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Sectiok  1.  Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Every  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he 
can,  all  the  marriages  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and  all 
births,  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  father  or  mother,  and  record  the 
same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  in  such 
form  and  with  such  particulars  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  state 
board  of  health.  He  shall  give  licenses  to  marry,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  law;  shall  make  and  perfect  all  records  of  the 
birth  and  death  of  the  persons  born  or  deceased  in  his  town;  and 
when  any  birth  or  death  shall  happen  of  which  no  certificate  shall 
be  returned  to  him,  he  shall  obtain  the  information  required  by 
law  respecting  such  birth  or  death.  He  shall  distribute  to  all 
persons  in  his  town,  who  in  his  judgment  are  likely  to  need  them, 
blank  forms  for  the  certificates  and  returns  required  by  law  to 
be  made  to  him;  shall  execute  the  provisions  of  all  by-laws,  not 
contrary  to  law,  that  may  be  enacted  by  any  town  or  city  to 
more  effectually  insure  therein  a  perfect  registration  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths;  shall  record  in  the  books  furnished  by  the 
bureau  of  vital  statistics  such  facts  concerning  the  births,  mar- 
riages, and  deaths  in  his  town  as  may  be  therein  required;  shall 
amend  his  records  as  he  may  discover  mistakes  or  omissions 
therein;  shall  keep  the  records  of  his  office,  when  a  fire  proof 
safe  is  not  provided  for  his  use,  in  the  vaults  provided  for  the 
18 
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land  records  of  his  town;  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  January,  send  to  the  superintendent  of  vital  statis- 
tics an  attested  abstract,  made  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  him,  of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding  the  first  day 
of  said  January,  and  shall  deposit  a  true  copy  thereof  with  the 
town  clerk. 

Sec.  3.  Every  physician,  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
attendant  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  where  no 
physician  or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of 
the  month  next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  the  registrar  of 
the  town  wherein  such  births  may  have  taken  place  a  certificate, 
signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  or  attendant,  and  stating, 
from  the  best  information  which  can  be  obtained,  the  name,  if  it 
have  any,  of  such  child;  the  place  and  date  of  its  birth;  its  sex; 
the  name  of  its  father,  the  maiden  name  of  its  mother;  the  ages, 
color,  residence,  and  nationality  of  its  parents;  the  occupation  of 
its  father;  the  number  of  the  child,  and  the  name  and  address  of 
the  medical  attendant. 

Sec.  4.  Every  physician  who  shall  have  attended  any  person 
in  his  last  sickness  shall,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  done 
before,  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next  succeeding  such 
decease,  leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  and 
stating,  from  the  best  information  that  can  be  obtained,  the  full 
name  of  the  deceased;  the  place  and  date  of  death;  the  age,  sex, 
color,  and  condition  (single,  married,  divorced,  or  widowed,  and 
if  a  wife  or  widow,  of  whom) ;  the  occupation,  birth-place,  and 
residence  (if  in  a  tenement-house,  with  how  many  families) ;  the 
name  of  the  father;  the  cause  or  causes  of  death;  the  duration 
of  the  disease,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  medical  atten- 
dant. And  in  case  no  physician  attended  such  deceased  person, 
the  nearest  of  kin  shall  procure  such  certificate  from  some  other 
physician,  or  substantial  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  leave  it  with 
the  registrar  within  fifteen  days  after  such  death. 

Sec.  5.  The  physician  who  may  have  attended  any  person 
during  his  last  sickness,  and  the  medical  examiner  in  cases  of 
which  he  has  cognizance  shall,  upon  application,  when  burial  per- 
mits are  required,  give  such  certificate  of  death  as  may  be  re- 
quired under  the  preceding  section,  and  in  case  a  physician  were 
not  in  attendance,  any  member  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  town 
in  which  such  person  died,  or  any  physician  employed  to  take 
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charge  of  the  poor  of  said  town  or  city,  shall,  upon  application, 
give  such  certificate  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
belief. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  boy  committed  to  the  State  Reform 
School,  or  any  girl  committed  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls, 
shall  die,  the  superintendent  shall  cause  immediate  notice  thereof 
to  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths  of  the  town  from  which  said  boy  or  girl  was  so  commit- 
ted. 

Sec.  7.  No  deceased  person  shall  be  buried  in  any  town  hav- 
ing an  incorporated  city  within  its  limits  until  a  burial  permit, 
stating  the  place  of  burial  and  that  the  certificate  of  death 
required  by  law  has  been  returned  and  recorded,  has  been  given 
by  the  registi'ar,  who  shall  issue  such  permit  whenever  said 
certificate  of  death  has  been  received  by  him,  and  the  registrar 
shall  record  the  place  of  any  burial  other  than  in  a  public  ceme- 
tery. 

Sec.  8;  No  person  shall  open  any  grave  for  the  disinterment 
of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  in  any  public  or  private  ceme- 
tery or  burial  place,  or  disinter  or  remove  siich  dead  body  from 
the  town  in  which  the  death  took  place,  without  having  procured 
from  the  registrar  a  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  9.  On  receipt  by  the  registrar  of  a  certificate  of  death 
properly  made,  and  containing  the  facts  required  by  section  four 
of  this  act,  the  registrar  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  disinterment 
or  removal  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person,  stating  therein 
the  locality  of  the  interment,  disinterment,  or  removal,  but  no 
permit  for  the  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person 
during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  or  September  shall  be 
issued,  except  when  required  for  the  purpose  of  a  legal  investiga- 
tion. 

Sec  10.  In  all  towns  the  secretary  or  committee  of  each 
cemetery  association  shall  report  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in 
which  such  cemetery  is  situated,  the  name  of  the  sexton  at  present 
in  charge  thereof,  and  any  change  hereafter. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  having  charge  of  any  burial-place 
shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each  month,  return  a  list  of  all 
interments,  disinterments,  and  removals  made  by  him  during  the 
next  preceding  month,  with  the  dates  thereof,  to  the  registrar  of 
the  town,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by 
the  bureau  of  vital  statistics. 
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Sec.  12.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars  ;  provided, 
that  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  in 
any  way  affecting  or  limiting  the  provisions  of  section  nine, 
chapter  eight,  title  twenty  (page  513)  of  the  general  statutes. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  remove  the  body  of  any  deceased 
person  from  or  into  the  limits  of  any  town  in  this  state  otherwise 
than  for  an  immediate  burial  in  the  cemetery  adjacent  to  the 
town  in  which  such  person  died,  unless  there  shall  be  attached  to 
the  coffin  or  case  containing  such  body  a  written  or  printed  per- 
mit, signed  by  the  registrar  of  deaths  in  said  town,  certifying  the 
cause  of  death  or  disease  of  which  said  person  died  ;  and  further 
certifying,  in  case  said  disease  or  cause  of  death  appears  by  said 
permit  to  have  been  cholera,  yellow  fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  small-pox,  or  other  pestilential  disease,  that  said  body  is 
inclosed  in  an  air-tight  coffin,  or  case  hermetically  sealed,  or  has 
been  disinfected,  or  both  ;  and  any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
provisions  of  this  section,  or  who  shall  knowingly  sign  a  false  per- 
mit, or  knowingly  cause  or  allow  any  false  permit  to  be  used  in 
lieu  of  a  permit  required  by  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  both. 

Sec.  14.  The  registrars  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases 
coming  before  them. 

Sec.  15.  To  the  person  performing  the  duties  required  by  this 
act  the  following  fee  shall  be  allowed,  to  be  paid,  except  in  cases 
of  license  to  marry  and  removal  permits,  by  the  town  wherein  the 
same  are  done  ;  to  the  registrar,  for  completing  each  record  of 
birth  by  procuring  and  inserting  the  full  name  of  the  child,  or  for 
recording  each  marriage  or  death,  ten  cents  ;  for  ascertaining  re- 
cording, and  indexing  each  birth  or  death,  of  which  no  certificate 
has  been  returned  to  him,  or  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  license  to 
marry,  fifty  cents  ;  for  issuing  each  burial  or  removal  permit, 
twenty-five  cents  ;  for  making  an  abstract  for  the  superintendent 
of  vital  statistics  and  the  town  clerk,  two  dollars,  and  when  such 
abstract  is  of  a  record  that  in  the  aggregate  contains  more  than 
two  hundred  names,  two  cents  additional  for  each  name  over  said 
two  hundred.  To  the  person  furnishing  the  certificate  required 
by  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  sections  of  this  act,  twenty-five 
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cents  for  each  certificate;  and  to  the  sexton  or  other  person  mak- 
ing the  return  required  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  fifty 
cents  for  each  monthly  return. 

Sec.  16.  All  provisions  of  the  several  statutes  and  public  acts 
hereinafter  named  now  in  force  are  hereby  expressly  repealed, 
viz  :  part  five,  chapter  three,  title  three  of  the  general  statutes 
(page  28);  chapter  twenty,  title  thirteen  of  the  general  statutes 
(page  179);  chapter  seventy  of  the  public  acts  of  1875  (page  41); 
chapter  eighty-three  of  the  public  acts  of  1876  (page  129);  chap- 
ter twenty-eight  of  the  public  acts  of  1877  (page  160);  chapter 
one  hundred  and  five  of  the  public  acts  of  1879  (page  454);  chap- 
ter fifty-nine  of  the  public  acts  of  1880  (page  527);  chapters  five 
and  one  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  public  acts  of  1882  (pages 
121  and  195);  and  chapter  ninety-three  of  the  public  acts  of  1883 
(page  276). 

Approved,  April  3,  1884. 

MARRIAGE. 

Section  1.  No  man  shall  marry  his  mother,  grandmother, 
daughter,  granddaughter,  sister,  aunt,  niece,  step-mother,  or  step- 
daughter; no  woman  shall  marry  her  father,  grandfather,  son, 
grandson,  brother,  uncle,  nephew,  step-father,  or  step-son;  and  if 
any  man  or  woman  shall  marry  within  the  degrees  aforesaid,  such 
marriage  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  2.  No  persons  shall  be  married  until  one  of  them  shall 
inform  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  the  marriage  is  to  be 
celebrated,  or  in  case  of  his  inability,  the  town  clerk,  of  the 
name,  age,  color,  occupation,  birth-place,  residence,  and  condition 
(whether  single,  widowed,  or  divorced)  of  each.  Such  registrar 
or  town  clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  his  certificate  that  the  parties 
therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  person,  authorized  to 
celebrate  marriage,  to  join  in  marriage,  within  said  town  only,  the 
parties  therein  named;  but  no  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  if 
either  of  the  parties  is  a  minor,  under  the  control  of  a  parent  or 
guardian,  until  such  parent  or  guardian  shall  give  to  the  registrar 
or  town  clerk  his  written  consent;  and  any  registrar  or  town  clerk 
who  shall  knowingly  issue  such  certificate,  without  such  consent, 
shall  forfeit  to  the  State  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  person  who 
shall  join  any  person  in  marriage,  without  having  received  such 
certificate,  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars.

Sec.  3.  Every  person  who  shall  join  any  persons  in  marriage, 
shall  certify,  upon  the  license  certificate,  the  fact,  time,  and  place 
of  such  marriage,  and  return  it  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  where 
it  was  issued,  before  or  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next 
succeeding  such  marriage,  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars.  The  penalties  for  joining  persons  in  marriage  in 
violation  of  this  and  the  preceding  section  shall  be  paid  to  the 
town  where  the  offense  is  committed,  and  the  registrar  shall  sue 
therefor. 

Sec.  4.  The  certificates,  required  by  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  chapter,  shall  be  prima  facie,  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated. 

Sec  5.  All  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  ordained  or 
licensed  clergymen  belonging  to  this  State,  or  any  other  State,  so 
long  as  they  continue  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  may  join  per- 
sons in  marriage;  and  all  marriages  attempted  to  be  celebrated 
by  any  other  person  shall  be  void;  but  all  marriages  which  shall 
be  solemnized  according  to  the  forms  and  usages  of  any  religious 
denomination  of  this  State  shall  be  valid.

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The  Vital  Statistics  of  Connecticut,  as  presented  in  the  follow- 
ing tables,  are  compiled  from  abstracts  from  the  records  made  in 
each  town  of  the  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  reported  to  the 
Registrars  of  the  towns,  as  occurring  during  the  year. 

A  blank  form  for  the  "  Abstract "  is  furnished  to  every  Regis- 
trar by  the  Superintendent  of  Vital  Statistics,  both  to  aid  the 
registrar  and  to  secure  uniformity  of  reports. 

Notwithstanding  the  form  of  these  abstracts  is  as  simple  as  it 
is  possible  to  make  them,  and  provide  for  a  full  statement  of  all 
the  important  facts  desired — notwithstanding  that  upon  every 
page  there  are  printed  directions,  explaining  in  the  most  careful 
manner  how  the  blank  spaces  are  to  be  filled,  and  in  addition 
special  caution  given  to  the  registrars  in  regard  to  what  parts  of 
the  work  of  making  the  abstract,  errors  are  most  frequently  com- 
mitted, yet  the  results  of  all  this  care  are  of  the  most  diversified 
character. 

These  reports  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  from  the  167 
towns  of  Connecticut,  made  out  as  they  are  upon  identically 
similar  blank  forms,  present  such  remarkable  and  unexpected 
differences,  in  errors — in  ingenious  and  curious  ways  of  doing  the 
work  wrong — in  the  most  astonishing  misconceptions  on  the  part 
of  registrars  of  the  purposes  and  uses  of  the  abstracts,  that  they 
are  a  most  interesting  study  of  the  workings  of  the  human  mind 
when  thrown  out  of  the  groove  in  which  it  is  accustomed  to  run. 

It  is  not  often  that  an  opportunity  of  observing  such  an  experi- 
ment in  mental  gymnastics  can  be  found.  The  conditions  are 
very  peculiar  and  the  results  are  worthy  of  the  study  of  an 
expert  in  psychology.  It  is  required  of  167  different  persons  to 
do  at  the  same  time  something  which  they  are  not  accustomed  to 
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do  and  which  many  of  them  have  never  done  before.  They  are 
desired,  and  every  facility  is  afforded  them  to  do  it  in  the  same 
way.  They  are  located  widely  apart,  each  in  a  different  town, 
and  can  have  no  conference  with  each  other.  They  are  all  men 
of  intelligence  and  selected  because  of  their  superior  qualifica- 
tions to  hold  an  office  of  responsibility  and  trust. 

How  could  the  details  of  an  experiment  for  testing  the  native 
stupidity  of  the  average  man  be  better  contrived  ?  The  word 
stupidity  seems  harsh,  but  I  think  it  is  the  right  word  to  use. 
Webster  defines  stupidity  to  be  "  extreme  dullness  of  perception 
or  understanding." 

Now,  what  better  test  of  such  dullness,  could  be  devised,  than 
to  require  a  large  number  of  persons,  each  independently  and  of 
his  own  ability,  to  'do  a  certain  work,  involving  several  mental 
processes,  none  difficult  in  themselves,  and  all  fully  and  clearly 
explained,  but  a  work  which  is  novel  to  them  all,  and  with  the 
details  of  which  they  are  not  familiar  ?  But  still  only  requiring 
perception  and  understanding  to  do  it  correctly. 

That  is  precisely  the  test  to  which  the  registrars  of  Connecticut 
are  annually  subjected. 

I  think  there  is  evidence  in  every  case  of  an  earnest  desire  and 
effort  to  make  the  abstracts  as  perfect  as  possible.  A  good 
majority  of  them  do  make  them  perfect,  and  against  whom  there 
can  lie  no  charge  of  stupidity.  But  on  the  other  hand  a  minority 
altogether  too  large,  betray  a  "  dullness  of  perception  and  under- 
standing" of  all  degrees,  even  to  the  "extreme." 

It  would  be  difficult  to  explain  to  the  general  reader  the  partic- 
ular defects  complained  of  in  these  abstracts  without  entering  a 
copy  of  an  abstract  for  illustration.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that 
some,  in  their  reports  of  marriages,  do  not  make  their  grooms 
and  brides  of  equal  number,  A  good  many  fail  to  observe  the 
directions  printed  on  every  page,  "  See  that  the  tables  balance," 
"  See  that  the  totals  agree,"  and  in  such  cases  they  often  do  not 
agree  and  do  not  balance,  to  the  great  perplexity  of  the  Superin- 
tendent when  he  compiles  these  abstracts  for  the  annual  registra- 
tion Report  for  the  year. 

Some  again  have  so  little  "  perception  and  understanding  "  of 
the  uses  of  these  abstracts,  that  in  their  zeal  to  be  accurate,  write 
so  much  uncalled-for  information  upon  the  pages  of  the  abstract, 
as  to  entirely  hide  the  main  facts  needed  until  it  can  be  patiently 
studied  out  and  copied  on  a  fresh  blank.     In  some  cases  indeed 
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when  there  have  been  so  few  as  only  3  or  4  deaths  in  a  town  in 
in  the  year,  the  abstract  has  been  obliged  to  be  "respectfully 
returned  for  correction"  in  order  to  get  several  essential  facts 
about  those  few  deaths  which  the  Registrars  had  not  "  perceived" 
were  omitted. 

In  some  instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  send  back  to  the 
Registrar  with  his  imperfect  Abstract,  another  one  filled  out 
properly,  to  show  him  what  it  seemed  impossible  to  tell  him  how 
to  do.  In  one  such  case  thanks  were  returned  for  such  a  copy 
with  the  advice  (which  is  probably  wise),  that  in  all  cases  a  filled 
out  blank  should  be  sent  to  registrars  as  a  sample  for  them  to 
follow. 

Another  and  still  more  serious  defect  in  the  practical  working 
of  our  present  system  of  registration  is  best  illustrated  by  quot- 
ing a  communication  accompanying  the  return  of  an  Abstract, 
from  the  Registrar  of  a  town  of  over  10,000  inhabitants. 

He  says  :  "  The  returns  are  so  imperfect  that  as  regards  these 
tables,  of  the  occupation  of  the  decedents,  they  would  be  of  no 
value.  The  physicians  have  made  very  few  returns  of  deaths  ; 
four-fifths  of  them  have  been  gathered  by  the  Registrar  mainly 
from  the  local  newspapers,  which  accounts  /or  the  large  number 
under  the  head  of  '  Causes  not  Reported.'  The  twenty -five  cents 
each  does  not  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  inducement  to  bring  in  the 
returns." 

In  response  to  this  statement  it  was  suggested  that  if  twenty- 
five  cents  was  not  sufficient  inducement  to  the  doctors  as  a  com- 
pensation for  the  service,  to  apply  the  lever  at  the  other  end,  and 
see  what  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  neglect  would  do 
in  the  way  of  inducement  for  them  to  make  prompt  and  full 
returns. 

To  this  suggestion  the  Registrar  replied  in  a  letter  containing 
so  much  common  experience  and  practical  sense,  that  I  shall  be 
pardoned  for  giving  it  a  full  insertion  in  this  report.  It  is  as 
follows  : 

,  Conn.,  Feb.  17,  1885. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley, 
Dear  Sir — Yours  of  the  15th  received  last  evening. 
My  experience  as  well  as  that  of  other  Eegistrars  in  this  town  has 
been  the  need  of  some  change  in  the  existing  laws,  providing  the  impo- 
sition of  $10  penalty  upon  physicians  neglecting  to  make  the  returns 
required.     Local  Registrars  feel  a  disinclination  to  institute  criminal 
proceedings  against  their  townsmen,  and  submit  to  the  neglect  rather 
19 
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than  incur  their  enmity,  some  one  of  whom  may  be  the  registrar's  own 
family  physician,  or  perhaps  a  member  of  his  political  party,  and  a 
politician  of  some  local  influence.  The  registrar  does  not  wish  to  hurt 
his  feelings,  or  take  any  active  part  in  a  prosecution.  I  have  had  your 
"lever"  suggested  by  Dr.  Chamberlain  and  have  called  the  attention  of 
some  of  our  negligent  physicians  to  it.  There  was  an  improvement  in 
the  next  returns,  but  it  was  only  temporary.  To  remedy  this  and 
relieve  the  local  Registrars,  I  would  suggest  such  an  alteration  in  the 
law  as  would  place  the  prosecuting  machinery  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health — to  be  administered  through  the  State  Attorneys  in  the 
several  courts,  giving  those  officers  the  power  of  local  grand  jurors  and 
prosecuting  attorneys  before  police  courts.  I  think  some  such  power 
would  result  in  obtaining  more  complete  statistics  than  are  now  ob- 
tained. Yours  truly, 


The  above  correspondence  illustrates  very  forcibly  one  of  the 
most  serious  sources  of  error  in  our  system  of  collecting  the  facts 
respecting  the  vital  statistics,  in  the  smaller  towns  in  the  State. 
In  the  town  alluded  to,  however,  the  negligence  of  the  doctors  is 
much  greater  than  the  doctors  of  other  places  are  guilty  of.  This 
fact  is  easily  determined  by  comparing  the  reports  of  towns  with 
their  population.  But  still  the  evil  is  wide-spread  and  exists  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  in  all  the  towns  within  the  limits  of  which 
there  is  no  incorporated  city.  Statistics  about  any  subject  are 
valuable  in  proportion  to  their  accuracy.  Errors  which  are  not 
recognized  in  computations  of  numbers,  vitiate  the  results  of  the 
statistician  and  inevitably  lead  to  false  conclusions.  The  birth 
rate,  marriage  rate,  and  death  rate  of  a  town  might  as  well  be 
guessed  at,  if  only  an  unknown  portion  of  such  events  are  enum- 
erated. It  therefore  becomes  a  matter  of  great  consequence  to 
provide  such  a  method  of  collection  of  facts  in  all  its  details  that 
it  may  be  effective,  complete  and  reliable. 

As  respects  the  enumeration  of  deaths,  this  is  satisfactorily 
accomplished  in  all  the  towns  in  which  there  are  incorporated 
cities.  Because  the  law  forbids  in  such  towns  the  burial  or 
removal  of  a  deceased  person,  without  a  permit  from  the  regis- 
trar who  can  issue  such  permit  only  after  receipt  of  a  certificate 
of  death  properly  made. 

The  practical  success  of  this  law  in  the  cities,  the  ease  and  facil- 
ity of  its  execution,  the  accurate  registration  which  it  secures, 
and  the  failure  of  other  methods,  ought  to  be  sufficient  reasons 
for  making  the  law  general,  and  requiring  permits  for  burial  or 
removal  in  every  case  of  death  in  the  State. 
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The  license  for  marriage  to  be  procured  from  the  registrar  in 
every  case  before  a  marriage  is  solemnized,  although  it  does  not 
secure  a  return  of  the  certificate,  greatly  assists  the  Registrar  in 
perfecting  his  records  from  tardy  and  delinquent  clergymen. 

The  registration  of  Bii'ths  is  probably  more  incomplete  than 
that  of  either  of  the  other  two  great  events  in  man's  career.  No 
legal  enactments  can  hinder  or  prevent  a  birth,  or  control  in  any 
way  the  circumstances  under  which  it  may  occur.  It  seems 
equally  powerless  to  fix  in  every  case  the  responsibility  of  report- 
ing it  upon  any  official,  relative,  or  other  person,  so  that  full 
returns  of  all  the  births  shall  be  secured. 

Frequently  the  interesting  event  is  superintended  by  some  good 
midwife  of  neighborhood  renown,  or  some  kindly  neighbor  renders 
her  best  aid  ;  each  equally  ignorant  that  their  humane  and  possi- 
bly charitable  assistance  to  another  suffering  fellow  creature, 
involves  the  responsibility  of  reporting  the  new  arrival  for  regis- 
tration. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  judge  very  closely  < what  proportion  of 
the  births  in  Connecticut  are  recorded.  In  some  towns  where  the 
physicians  appreciate  the  value  and  importance  of  accurate  regis- 
tration, and  the  Registrar  takes  a  personal  interest  in  perfecting 
his  records,  the  returns  may  be  full  and  complete.  But  such 
places  are  infrequent  exceptions  to  the  general  neglect.  A 
marked  improvement,  however,  can  be  observed  within  a  few 
years.  Formerly  the  records  would  show  in  several  towns  a 
larger  number  of  deaths  than  births,  which  is  seldom,  if  ever,  the 
fact,  except  on  rare  occasions  in  cases  of  fatal  and  widespread 
epidemics. 

The  only  method  which  has  proved  at  all  satisfactory  in  secur- 
ing an  enumeration  of  the  births  in  towns  with  the  accompanying 
facts,  is  one  involving  a  house-to-house  visitation  at  periodical 
intervals.  The  few  removals  of  parents  between  the  time  of  a 
birth  and  the  visit  of  the  census  taker  would  be  almost  inappre- 
ciable in  numbers;  and  in  many  instances  all  the  facts  of  such 
cases  could  be  obtained  by  a  little  further  enquiry. 
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The  births  registered  in  Connecticut  during  the  year  1883 
number  15,856;  the  marriages,  5,441;  and  the  deaths,  11,943. 

These  numbers  are  all  in  excess  of  any  previous  years.  The 
births  exceed  those  of  last  year  by  918;  the  marriages  by  112; 
and  the  deaths  by  only  321.  These  differences  are  not  to  be  ac- 
cepted as  an  accurate  statement  of  the  facts  concerning  these 
three  events,  but  only  as  an  accurate  statement  of  the  recorded 
facts.  The  relatively  greater  increase  of  births  may  possibly  be 
the  consequence  of  fuller  reports  of  births  than  before,  because  of 
the  persistent  efforts  of  the  late  superintendent  of  vital  statistics 
to  secure  that  result.  The  result  of  such  efforts  would  be  more 
conspicuous  in  regard  to  births  than  of  the  other  two  items,  be- 
cause the  neglect  has  always  been  greatest  in  regard  to  births,  the 
legal  requirements  for  securing  full  reports  of  marriages  and 
deaths  having  always  been  most  effective. 

The  recorded  natural  increase  of  population,  or  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  was  3,913.  This,  however,  is  a  most  unsatisfactory 
mode  of  estimating  the  change  in  population.  As  there  is  no 
attempt  to  compute  the  loss  by  emigration  from  the  state  or  the 
gain  by  immigration,  both  of  which  at  times  are  very  active,  and 
much  affected  by  financial  and  commercial  interests,  it  is  probable 
that  the  increase  of  population  by  purely  natural  causes  is  but  a 
minor  factor  among  the  many  influences  which  control  the  inces- 
sant changes  in  the  number  of  the  people. 

The  census  of  the  state  is  taken  only  once  in  a  decade,  and  there 
are  no  means  of  making  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  census 
between  these  periods. 

The  computations  of  birth  rates,  death  rates,  etc.,  must  there- 
fore be  based  on  the  census  of  1880,  taken  five  years  ago. 

This  deficiency  in  not  allowing  for  any  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion during  the  three  years  will,  in  some  degree,  compensate  for 
the  deficient  returns  of  certificates  of  vital  statistics  to  the  regis- 
trars, so  that  the  rates  will  approximate  the  truth  nearer  than  if 
made  upon  exact  computation  of  the  population. 

There  were  by  the  census  of  1880: 

25.4  Births  to  the  1,000. 

8.7  Marriages  to  the  1,000. 
19.1  Deaths  to  the  1,000. 

6.4  Excess  of  births  over  deaths  to  the  1,000.

This  presents  a  larger  showing  on  each  item  than  that  of  last 
year,  which  is,  no  doubt,  in  part  due  to  the  greater  population 
not  estimated;  but  it  may  also  be  considered  as  in  part  owing  to 
more  accuracy  in  registration  than  formerly.

BIRTHS. 


The  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year  1883  was 
15,856,  of  which  8,240  were  boys  and  7,404  girls.  While  of  162 
births  the  sex  was  inexcusably  not  stated.  (Gross  and  unpardon- 
able negligence  of  that  kind  could  be  easily  corrected  if  the 
Registrars  would  always  insist  upon  having  such  omissions  sup- 
plied, and  protest  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  against  paying  for 
certificates  so  imperfect.)  Considering  only  the  number  of  which 
the  sex  is  given,  the  proportion  of  boys  to  girls  is  111.2  of  boys 
to  100  girls.  The  proportion  of  Births  to  the  whole  population 
of  the  State  is  1  to  39.2,  or  25.4  per  thousand.  The  low  birth- 
rate is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  imperfections  of  the  records.  In 
England  during  the  ten  years  from  1866  to  74  the  average  of 
legitimate  births  was  33.4  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  there 
is  little  reason  to  doubt  if  all  the  Births  in  Connecticut  were  re- 
ported the  rate  would  equal  or  exceed  that  of  England.  Bridge- 
port registered  the  highest  birth-rate  of  any  town  in  the  State — 
38.5  to  the  1000  of  population.  Next  in  order  were  the  following: 
Waterbury,  37.8;  New  Haven,  36.8;  New  Britain,  36.4;  Nauga- 
tuek,  Putnam  and  Thompson,  each  34.6;  Voluntown,  33.7;  Canton, 
33.5;  Portland,  33.1;  Sprague,  32.1;  Meriden,  31.6;  Hartford, 
31.5  and  Huntington,  30.  All  the  other  towns  reported  a  death- 
rate  of  less  than  30. 

STILL-BIETHS. 

There  were  registered  398  still-born  infants — 226  males,  130 
females  and  42  sex  not  stated;  which  is  in  the  proportion  of  one 
to  every  39  living  births.  The  still-births  of  1883  exceeded 
those  of  the  year  before  by  12. 

ILLEGITIMATE    BIRTHS. 

Of  these  there  were  180  registered  as  against  171  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  sexes  were  nearly  equally  represented,  there 
being  81  males,  83  females  and  16  of  which  the  sex  was  not  stated. 
The  greatest  number  in  one  month  occurred  in  January,  24;  the 
smallest  in  December,  9.  The  1st  quarter  numbered  52;  the  2d 
quarter,  34;  the  3d  quarter,  39;  the  4th  quarter,  38;  month  not 
given  in,  17.

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MARRIAGES. 

There  were  5,440  marriages  registered  during  the  year,  which 
was  111  more  than  the  preceding  year;  being  one  in  every  114  of 
the  whole  population,  or  a  marriage  rate  of  8.73  per  thousand. 
There  were  in  1880,  by  the  census,  304,881  persons  above 
eighteen  years  of  age.  This  gives  one  marriage  for  every  fifty- 
six  of  marriageable  age,  which  is  somewhat  above  the  usual 
average. 

There  were  142  more  first  marriages  of  brides  than  in  1882 
and  54  more  of  second  marriages. 

But  one  bride  was  under  15  years  of  age,  while  5  after  a  pre- 
vious experience,  again  entered  into  the  matrimonial  state 
between  the  ages  of  70  and  80. 

Two  brides  ventured  upon  a  fourth  experience,  and  as  they  had 
not  yet  reached  the  age  of  50,  there  may  be  even  more  triumphs 
awaiting  some  of  them.  Neither  widow  or  widower  dared  a  fifth 
venture.     277  maidens  fair  married  widowers.

STATE   BOARD    OF   HEALTH. 


DIVORCES. 

It  is  not  creditable  to  the  good  fame  of  Connecticut  that  the 
marriage  tie  is  so  loosely  joined  in  the  State — that  it  was  legally 
broken  on  451  occasions  during  the  year.  This  is  a  larger  num- 
ber of  divorces  than  in  any  year  since  1877. 

In  the  following  tables  is  presented  at  sight  several  of  the  most 
important  and  interesting  statistical  features  of  the  prevalence  of 
divorce  in  the  State  for  a  series  of  years,  showing  the  number  in 
each  county  in  each  year,  and  the  causes  alleged  for  granting  said 
divorces. 

It  is  not  a  pleasant  study,  and  in  any  view  in  which  it  may  be 
regarded,  will  be  by  many  thoughtful  and  patriotic  men  looked 
upon  as  a  reproach  to  the  State. 

Following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  where  the  husband 
was  petitioner  and  where  the  wife  was,  in  each  county,  for  a 
series  of  years  :

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DEATHS. 


The  mortality  for  1883  exceeded  that  of  the  preceding  year  by 
only  281,  a  number  which  probably  would  not  increase  the  death 
rate  if  due  consideration  be  given  to  the  increased  population. 
But  estimating  the  death  rate  upon  the  census  of  1880,  the  death 
rate  appears  to  be  19.1  per  1,000,  as  against  18.7  of  the  year  be- 
fore. In  four  counties,  viz  :  Hartford,  New  London,  Litchfield, 
and  Middlesex,  there  has  been  a  very  slight  increase  in  the  death 
rate.  In  three  counties,  viz  :  Fairfield,  Windham,  and  Tolland, 
the  death  rate  has  diminished  slightly;  while  in  New  Haven 
county  the  death  rate  computes  the  same  as  in  1882. 

The  general  health  of  the  State  has  been  practically  the  same 
for  two  years.  The  same  mild  local  epidemics  beginning  in  1882 
continued  to  prevail  in  various  places,  without  changing  their 
character  throughout  the  year  following. 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  amount  to  11,943,  being 
equal  to  1  in  52.1,  or  19.2  per  1,000  of  the  population  by  the 
census  of  1880.  The  deaths  of  males  number  6,008  as  recorded, 
and  those  of  females  5,831,  and  besides  these  there  were  recorded 
104  of  which  the  sex  is  not  stated  (which  latter  circumstance  is 
discreditable  to  the  physicians  who  made  the  returns,  the  regis- 
trars who  accepted  them,  and  the  town  selectmen  who  paid  for 
them). 

The  greatest  mortality  occurred  in  July,  the  smallest  in  No- 
vember. 

The  annual  rates  represented  by  the  deaths  registered  in  each 
quarter  are  as  follows  : 

First  quarter,  19.4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Second     "        18.7  "  "  "

The  annual  death  rate  is  19.1. 

CAUSES    OF  DEATH. 

I. ZYMOTIC    DISEASES. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  registered  during  the  year 
1883  amounted  to  2,409,  or  20.2  per  cent,  of  total  mortality,  as 
against  25.2  per  cent,  of  the  previous  year. 
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This  class  of  diseases  being  those  which  are  most  under  human 
control  in  respect  to  prevention,  their  degree  of  prevalence  is  in 
some  extent  a  measure  of  the  state  of  public  hygiene.  While  20 
per  cent,  is  a  much  larger  part  of  the  whole  mortality  than  ought 
to  prevail  from  preventable  diseases,  yet  it  is  better  than  25  per 
cent.,  and  so  far  indicates  an  improvement  in  attention  to  sanitary 
matters  among  the  people. 

A  brief  review  of  the  most  prominent  of  them  will  be  given  in 
the  few  following  pages  : 

Small-Pox. — The  State  has  been  almost  exempt  from  the  pres- 
ence of  this  dread  disease.  There  were  but  seven  fatal  cases  in 
the  year,  three  in  Norwich,  one  in  Ashf ord,  two  in  Thompson,  and 
one  in  Harwinton. 

It  was  only  criminal  negligence  that  permitted  these.  Vacci- 
nation is  the  sure  preventive,  and  it  is  a  crime  to  neglect  it. 
"Were  it  not,  however,  for  an  occasional  occurrence  of  small  pox, 
the  public  would  soon  grow  so  indifferent  to  the  means  of  preven- 
tion as  to  almost  wholly  neglect  it.  It  seems  necessary  to  sacri- 
fice a  few  human  beings  now  and  again  to  arouse  people  to  the 
importance  of  taking  those  precautions  which  are  requisite  to 
their  safety.  No  real  earnest,  thorough  work  in  towns  and  cities 
will  be  done  to  protect  them  from  the  approaching  epidemic  of 
cholera  until  the  disease  is  among  them  and  claims  some  vic- 
tims. 

Measles. — The  deaths  from  measles  numbered  102  in  1883,  an 
increase  of  54  over  the  year  preceding.  The  epidemic  was  wide- 
spread in  extent,  covering  a  great  part  of  the  State,  but  mild  in 
character. 

In  Hartford  county  there  wei'e  1 1  fatal  cases. 
In  New  Haven  county  there  were  35  fatal  cases. 
"   In  New  London  county  there  were  30  fatal  cases. 
In  Fairfield  county  there  were  8  fatal  cases. 
In  Windham  county  there  were  7  fatal  cases. 
In  Litchfield  county  there  were  1 1  fatal  cases. 
In  Tolland  county  there  were  2  fatal  cases. 
But  in  Middlesex  county  there  was  none. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  registered  deaths  from  this  disease  num- 
bered 304,  being  48  less  than  in  1882.  This,  too,  prevailed  for 
portions  of  the  year  in  every  part  of  the  State,  but  was  of  milder 
type  than  usual.

Diphtheria  and  Croup. — These  diseases  are  grouped  together 
out  of  respect  to  the  unsettled  question  of  their  identity,  and  the 
frequent  difficulty  of  distinguishing  them,  if  not  the  same  disease. 

They  proved  fatal  during  the  year  in  636  instances,  of  which 
diphtheria  is  credited  with  481  deaths,  and  croup  with  155. 

These  diseases  are  endemic,  and  in  destructive  power  exceed 
any  other  in  the  zymotic  class.  As  it  has  been  satisfactorily 
demonstrated  that  diphtheria  cannot  prevail  where  unnecessary 
filth  does  not  exist,  it  follows  that  many  of  these  young  lives 
were  needlessly  lost,  and  many  more  others  who  were  not  sick 
unto  death  might  have  had  their  sufferings  averted  by  well- 
known  means  if  they  had  been  timely  employed.  There  is  no 
more  difficult  lesson  for  sanitarians  to  teach  than  that  contained 
in  the  trite  adage  :  "  An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure." 

Diphtheria  and  croup  have  prevailed  in  every  county  in  the 
state.

In  the  town  of  Hartford  there  was  a  greater  fatality  than  any- 
where else  in  the  State.  The  fatal  cases  of  diphtheria  were  regis- 
tered as  200,  and  of  croup  as  34. 

For  the  causes  of  this  severe  visitation  the  reader  is  referred  to 
the  last  annual  report  of  the  board,  wherein  the  late  secretary, 
Dr.  Chamberlain,  has  pointed  out  the  unsanitary  conditions  of 
Hartford   which   are   responsible   for   this   waste   of  life.     The 
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greatest  mortality  is  among  the  young,  and  the  age  of  greatest 
susceptibility  is  between  the  age  of  one  and  five,  during  which 
there  were  317  deaths  in  the  State,  and  between  five  and  ten  178. 
There  were  58  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  and  the  remain- 
ing were  older  than  ten  years.  The  oldest  victims  were  between 
fifty  and  sixty,  of  which  there  were  four  registered. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  deaths  from  whooping  cough  regis- 
tered 91,  which  is  26  in  excess  of  1882.  The  disease  has  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  State,  every  county  losing  several  lives,  ex- 
cept the  county  of  Windham  ;  and  proving  fatal  somewhere  in 
every  month  in  the  year  except  November. 

The  greatest  mortality  occurred  in  New  Haven  county,  in  which 
were  50  deaths.  January  and  March  had  the  largest  number  of 
deaths,  14  in  each. 

Typhoid  Fever. — The  records  of  registration  for  1883  show  292 
deaths  from  this  disease.  This  is  32  less  than  the  year  before, 
and  is  a  death  rate  of  2.44  per  cent,  of  all  known  causes. 

The  variations  in  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  Connecti- 
cut has  been  an  interesting  study;  the  laws  which  govern  them 
are  far  from  being  understood.  With  the  invasion  of  the  State 
by  malarial  fevers  there  was  immediately  recognized  an  abate- 
ment of  the  frequency  of  typhoid.  In  some  parts  of  the  State 
there  were  whole  towns  from  which  typhoid  disappeared  for  years 
and  is  still  absent.  Although  with  the  less  prevalence  of  malarial 
diseases  there  has  been  an  increase  of  typhoid  in  some  places,  yet 
it  has  not  yet  reached  the  importance  as  an  agent  of  death  which 
it  formerly  possessed.  Its  relation  to  the  influences  which  con- 
trol the  development  of  the  malarial  diseases  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand, but  that  there  is  some  relationship  which  is  mutual,  and 
governs  in  some  degree  the  prevalence  of  each,  it  is  equally  diffi- 
cult to  deny. 

Table  9  in  the  foregoing  pai't  of  this  report  sets  forth  as  fully 
as  figures  can  the  fatal  results  of  malarial  fevers — typho-malarial 
and  typhoid — for  the  last  seven  years,  in  every  town  in  the  State. 

What  is  said  above  of  the  connection  of  these  diseases  has  been 
observed  to  be  more  or  less  true  in  the  adjoining  States  of  New 
York,  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island. 

There  is  also  herewith  presented  a  table  showing  the  deaths 
from  typhoid  fever  by  counties  from  1854  to  1883.

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The  cerebrospinal  fever  has  been  for  several  years  gradually 
gaining  the  reputation  of  an  endemic.  Its  appearance  on  the 
registrar's  books  is  found  in  every  month  in  the  year,  and  in  every 
county  in  the  State  except  Tolland. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact,  however,  that  during  the  years  1881-82- 
83,  the  fatal  cases  registered  are  exactly  the  same  in  number  each 
year,  75. 

The  disorders  thus  far  enumerated  constitute  the  greatest  por- 
tion and  the  most  fatal  of  the  diseases  of  the  zymotic  class. 

II. — CONSTITUTIONAL   DISEASES. 

From  the  diseases  called  constitutional  there  were  registered  in 
the  State  1,843  deaths.  This  gives  one  death  to  every  6.9,  and  is 
equivalent  to  295  deaths  in  every  100,000  persons.  The  most 
important  members  of  the  constitutional  class  are  phthisis  or 
pulmonary  consumption,  and  cancer. 

Consumption  proved  fatal  in  1505  instances,  of  which  721  were 
males,  756  females,  and  in  28  cases  (by  inexcusable  neglect)  the 
sex  is  not  given.  This  gives  one  death  to  every  7.9,  and  is  equiv- 
alent to  241  deaths  in  every  100,000  persons. 

The  largest  mortality  occurred  in  that  decade  of  life  between 
the  ages  of  30  and  40  (381)  ;  the  next  between  40  and  50  (290)  ; 
the  next  between  50  and  60  (194)  ;  next  between  10  and  20  (161)  ; 
and  there  are  more  registered  as  dying  of  consumption  under  one 
year  of  age  than  between  1  and  10. 

Cancer. — There  were  305  tabulated  under  this  heading,  of 
which  92  were  males,  203  were  females,  and  in  10  cases  it  was 
disgracefully  neglected  to  state  the  sex. 

The  location  of  the  cancers  were  upon  many  different  parts  of 
the  body  :  61  died  of  cancer  of  breast ;  56  had  cancer  of  stom- 
ach ;  38  of  the  womb  ;  24  of  the  liver ;  23  of  the  face  ;  22  of  the 
bowels  and  rectum,  and  the  remaining  ones  in  many  other  organs 
and  members  of  the  body. 

III. LOCAL   DISEASES. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  "  local  diseases "  registered 
amounted  to  4,230,  or  1  in  2.8  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes. 

Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. — From  this  group  there 
resulted  1,406  deaths.     They  include  279  from  convulsions  (nearly 
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all  children),  274  from  apoplexy,  3*75  from  meningitis  and  other 
inflammatory  brain  diseases,  from  epilepsy  44,  from  insanity  71, 
.paralysis  293. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulating  System. — Diseases  of  the  circulat- 
ing system  caused  603  deaths,  of  which  309  were  males  and  273 
females,  while  to  scandalous  negligence  must  be  ascribed  the 
omission  to  state  the  sex  of  21  cases.  From  aneurism  were  7 
deaths;  embolism  6;  and  the  remainder  from  diseases  directly  in- 
volving the  heart,  443  of  them  not  being  specified  more  definitely 
than  "heart  disease." 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. — The  deaths  from  those 
diseases,  omitting  those  from  croup,  which  have  been  classed  with 
the  zymotic,  amounted  to  1,202  (555  males,  596  females,  and  51 
sex  not  stated),  being  equivalent  to  193.3  in  every  100,000  of  the 
population.  As  many  as  905  of  the  deaths  from  these  causes  re- 
sulted from  pneumonia,  and  206  from  bronchitis — of  which  in 
both  diseases  a  small  majority  were  females. 

Diseases  of  the  Digestive  System. — These  diseases  contributed 
551.  They  include  74  from  enteritis  or  inflammation  of  the 
bowels;  88  from  gastritis  or  inflammation  of  the  stomach;  30 
from  ileus  or  obstruction  of  the  bowels;  121  from  various  diseases 
of  the  liver,  etc. 

Diseases  of  the  Urinary  System. — To  the  various  affections  of 
this  part  of  the  economy  368  deaths  were  attributed,  195  of  which 
were  certified  to  be  of  Blight's  disease,  besides  28  more  of 
nephritis  without  stating  the  character  of  it;  of  this  total,  223, 
there  were  124  males,  92  females,  and  7  of  whom  the  sex  was 
not  stated. 

The  remaining  deaths  from  local  diseases  comprise  22  from  dis- 
eases of  the  organs  of  generation;  13  from  diseases  of  the 
locomotory  organs,  and  65  from  diseases  of  the  integumentary 
system. 

IV. DEVELOPMENTAL   DISEASES. 

The  registered  deaths  in  this  class  amount  to  1,756,  of  which 
927  were  of  children,  69  of  women,  620  of  old  people,  and  140  of 
failure  of  nutrition.  Among  the  children  163  were  attributed  to 
premature  birth. 

V. VIOLENT  DEATHS. 

The  number  of  violent  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
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824;  of  these  427  were  reported  as  accidental,  9  as  homicidal. 
There  were  65  suicides,  and  323  of  which  the  cause  was  not  stated. 

Note. —In  the  foregoing  tables  it  will  be  noticed  by  the  close  ob- 
server that  several  discrepancies  in  the  totals  of  special  diseases  exist, 
and  even  in  the  totals  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  in  the  State.  Thus 
in  Table  3,  the  total  mortality  is  stated  to  be  11,943,  while  in  the  reca- 
pitulation of  Table  4  the  total  is  11,926 — a  difference  of  17. 

The  really  surprising  part  of  this  is  that  the  results  of  the  various 
tabulated  statements  agree  so  closely  as  they  do.  With  so  many  inac- 
curacies as  occur  in  numerous  "abstracts,"  an  entire  agreement  of 
totals  was  of  course  impossible. 

The  registrars  cannot  be  induced  to  prove  their  "abstracts  "  and  see 
that  every  part  is  consistent  with  the  rest,  before  they  return  them  to 
this  office. 

To  illustrate,  the  registrar  from  a  small  town  in  Middlesex  county 
sends  an  "  abstract "  of  the  deaths  in  his  town,  in  which  it  appears  that 
there  are  two  more  deaths  from  "paralysis"  in  his  table  of  deaths  by 
months  than  in  his  table  by  ages.  The  same  registrar  reports  one  death 
from  "atrophy"  in  his  table  by  months,  and  none  in  his  table  by  ages. 
In  the  same  abstract  appear  two  deaths  from  apoplexy  in  the  table  by 
ages  and  none  in  the  table  by  months. 

It  is  inevitable  that  these  errors  must  reappear  in  the  totals  of  all  the 
abstracts.  The  total  of  deaths  from  apoplexy,  for  instance,  in  the  State, 
as  they  have  happened  in  each  month,  is  computed  by  adding  together 
all  the  cases  of  apoplexy  in  each  "abstract"  in  the  tables  of  months. 
The  total  of  deaths  from  apoplexy  at  different  ages  of  the  decedents  is 
obtained  from  the  tables  of  ages  in  each  abstract.  Now  if  a  registrar 
reports  two  deaths  from  apoplexy  in  one  of  his  tables  and  none  in 
another,  that  discrepancy  must  appear  in  the  final  total  of  all  the 
towns.  It  is  not  possible  to  make  these  corrections  after  the  abstracts 
have  been  received  at  this  office.  Where  the  errors  have  been  conspic- 
uous they  have  been  returned  for  correction.  It  being  impossible, 
therefore,  to  reconcile  these  discrepancies  in  figures,  it  is  deemed  better, 
as  they  are  not  large,  to  present  them  as  they  are  than  to  force  balances 
which  the  facts  do  not  sustain.

The  Bank  Commissioners  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  showing  the  condition  of  the  savings  banks,  the 
State  banks,  and  the  trust  companies  of  the  State,  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  1884. 

There  are  ninety-nine  of  these  institutions  under  our  supervis- 
ion, with  assets  amounting  to  $110,484,234.12,  and  liabilities 
$104,486,416.31,  showing  a  surplus  of  nearly  five  and  one-half 
per  cent.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  during  the 
past  year.

twenty  years  ;  $16,830,820.00  in  ten  years,  and  of  $2,516,239.12 
during  the  past  year. 

The  total  number  of  depositors  is  252,245,  an  increase  of  197,656 
in  thirty  years  ;  130,563  in  twenty  years ;  45,971  in  ten  years, 
and  5,593  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  depositors  having  $500  or  less  has  increased 
4,531 ;  while  the  amount  of  their  deposits  has  decreased  $98,436.31. 
The  number  having  over  $500  and  less  than  $1,000  has  increased 
599,  and  the  amount  of  their  deposits  has  increased  $410,966.84; 
the  number  having  over  $1,000  has  increased  463,  and  the  de- 
posits have  increased  $2,203,708.59. 

The  average  to  each  depositor  is  $359.23. 

INCOME   AND   DIVIDENDS.

INVESTMENTS. 

During  the  year  the  investments  in  United  States  Bonds  have 
increased  $211,627.51 ;  in  Eailroad  Bonds,  $3,682,301.11 ;  in 
Bank  Stocks,  $317,965.35. 

The  investments  in  Railroad  Bonds  since  1880,  when  the 
General  Assembly  authorized  their  purchase,  amounts  to 
$13,720,975.31.  Since  that  time  the  investments  in  Bank  Stock 
have  increased  $2,523,715.09  ;  in  State,  Town,  and  City  Bonds, 
$6,100,150.48. 

The  Loans  on  Stocks  and  Bonds  during  the  same  period  have 
increased,  $5,130,136.82  ;  on  Endorsed  Notes,  $1,921,916.14. 

The  investments  in  United  States  Bonds  since  1880  have  de- 
creased $4,177,138.60,  and  the  Loans  on  Real  Estate  have  de- 
creased $5,906,372.52. 

The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  and  on  deposit  with  the  National 
Banks  October  1,  1884,  was  $2,946,750.67,  a  decrease  during  the 
year  of  $331,136.36. 

REAL    ESTATE. 

The  Real  Estate  owned  by  the  banks  is  valued  at  $4,967,264.44, 
showing  a  decrease  by  sales  during  the  year  of  $157,624.43.  The 
Real  Estate  income  has  been  $176,402.41,  or  3£  per  cent,  of  the 
valuation. 

The  property  generally  is  in  good  condition  and  fairly  rented. 
In  nearly  all  cases  the  sales  have  realized  a  profit  to  the  bank. 

The  assets  yielding  no  income  amount  to  $660,427.75,  a  de- 
crease during  the  year  o,f  $35,580.18. 
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BANK   STOCKS. 

The  failure  of  some  of  the  National  Banks  in  New  York  City 
and  elsewhere  during  the  year  has  led  us  to  more  fully  consider 
the  possible  effect  of  such  failures  upon  those  of  our  Savings 
Banks  that  hold  Bank  Stocks.  All  of  them  invested  carefully, 
and  most  of  them  have  escaped  loss.  Where  losses  were  sus- 
tained they  were  of  small  amounts,  and  have  not  affected  the 
standing  of  any  of  our  banks.  Yet  we  think  the  $6,224,960.12 
so  invested  is  more  than  is  judicious,  and  we  advise  such  reduc- 
tions as  may  be  made  without  loss  of  income,  until  the  point  of 
absolute  security  is  reached. 

RAILROAD   BONDS. 

During  our  examinations  we  have  found  certain  Savings  Banks, 
owing  to  inaccurate  information  and  presumably  not  having  been 
sufficiently  careful  in  their  examination  of  the  statute  of  1880, 
have  purchased  Railroad  Bonds  not  included  in  the  authority  of 
that  act.  In  all  of  these  cases  we  have  called  the  attention  of 
the  proper  officers  to  the  fact,  and  have  requested  them  to  dispose 
of  such  unauthorized  bonds.  The  banks,  except  in  two  cases, 
have  complied  with  our  request  without  much  delay. 

One  of  these  banks  had  so  large  an  amount  of  such  securities 
that  they  could  not  at  once  dispose  of  them,  but  at  the  close  of 
this  report  only  a  small  portion  of  them  remains,  and  they  will 
be  sold  without  delay.  The  other  has  promised  to  dispose  of 
theirs  at  once. 

LOANS    ON   REAL   ESTATE. 

The  loans  on  real  estate  have  increased  $685,427.64.  The 
competition  of  moneyed  institutions  that  are  not  restricted  to 
loans  not  exceeding  one-half  appraised  value,  has  compelled 
some  of  our  banks  to  part  with  a  portion  of  their  best  loans. 
These  have  been  to  a  great  extent  replaced  by  others,  although 
in  many  cases  not  quite  as  desirable. 

REPORT    OF   RECEIVERS. 

The  report  of  the  Receivers  of  the  Townsend  Savings  Bank, 
the  Eastford  Savings  Bank,  and  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Com- 
pany will  be  found  in  their  order  in  the  detailed  report.  The 
Townsend  Savings  Bank  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Receivers 
in  September,  1874,  with  deposits  amounting  to  $2,784,023.86. 
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The  Receivers  have  paid  to  the  twelve  thousand  depositors  forty 
per  cent,  in  dividends.  The  last  dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  was 
paid  in  January,  1879.  The  cash  on  hand  and  on  deposit  in 
banks  July  1,  1881,  was  $66,999.21. 

The  office  expenses  the  past  year  were  $4.00. 

The  Receiver  of  the  Eastford  Savings  Bank  reports  the  number 
of  depositors  as  105.  The  amount  due  depositors,  $10,030.66. 
One  hundred  and  one  depositors  have  less  than  $500  each.' 

The  Receivers  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company  report  the 
par  value  of  assets  as  $16,938.09,  with  an  estimated  value  of 
$6,492.21.  The  expenses  during  the  past  four  years  have  been 
$4,955.28. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  again  have  occasion  to  commend  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  the  officers  of  the«Savings  Banks  have  executed  their  trusts, 
and  to  call  attention  to  the  statistics  which  show  that  these  insti- 
tutions have  continued  to  receive,  as  they  have  worthily  earned, 
the  confidence  of  the  public. 

We  have  at  all  times  tried  to  impress  upon  the  banks  the 
importance  of  making  the  safety  of  the  money  deposited  with 
them  the  first  consideration,  and  that  the  gaining  of  income,  how- 
ever desirable  in  itself,  is  not  to  be  obtained  by  any  doubtful 
investment  of  capital. 

We  take  renewed  pride  in  stating  the  fact  that  the  Connecticut 
list  of  Savings  Bank  investments  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  best 
in  existence,  and  we  trust  that  no  change  may  be  made  in  it 
without  the  most  careful  and  deliberate  consideration. 

The  difficulty  in  securing  desirable  investments  for  the  vast 
and  increasing  savings  of  the  people  of  the  State,  grows  greater 
with  every  year,  and  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the 
officers  of  the  banks  for  the  sagacity  they  have  shown  in  meeting 
this  difficulty,  and  in  keeping  the  earnings  at  such  a  satisfactory 
rate  without  endangering  the  capital  invested.

TTXITED  STATES  LAW. 


[An  Act  to  Amend  the  Laws  relating  to  Internal  Revenue.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.     *     *     *     * 

Section  22.  That  whenever  and  after  any  bank  has  ceased  insolvent  bank 
to  do  business  by  reason  of  insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  no  tax 
shall  be  assessed  or  collected,  or  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  on  account  of  such  bank,  which  shall  diminish 
the  assets  thereof  necessary  for  the  full  payment  of  all  its 
depositors;  and  such  tax  shall  be  abated  from  such  national 
banks  as  are  found  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  to  be 
insolvent ;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  when 
the  facts  shall  so  appear  to  him,  is  authorized  to  remit  so 
much  of  said  tax  against  insolvent  State  and  savings  banks 
as  shall  be  found  to  affect  the  claims  of  their  depositors. 

That   in   making   further  collections  of  internal   revenue  Relating  to  tax 
taxes  on  bank  deposits,  no  savings  bank,  recognized  as  such  banks  hiving 
by  the  laws  of  its  State,  and  having  no  capital  stock,  shall  onst°ockpi  a 
account  of  mercantile  or  business  deposits  heretofore  received, 
upon  which  no  interest  has  been  allowed  to  the  parties  mak- 
ing such  deposits,  be  denied  the  exemptions  allowed  to  savings 
banks  having  no  capital  stock  and  doing  no  other  business 
than  receiving  deposits  to  be  loaned  or  invested  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  parties  making  such  deposits,  without  profit  or 
compensation  to  the  banks,  if  such  bank  has  paid  the  lawful 
tax  upon  the  entire  average  amount  of  such  business  or  mer- 
cantile deposits  ;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  extend  said  exemptions  to  deposits  hereafter  made,  or  in 
any  way  to  affect  the  liability  of  such  deposits  to  taxation. 

That  section  thirty-four  hundred  and  eight  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  thirtieth 
line,  and  inserting  the  following  ; 
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fro^u^Tax  "Associations  or  companies  known  as  provident  insti- 
tutions, savings  banks,  savings  funds,  or  savings  institu- 
tions doing  no  other  business  than  receiving  and  loaning 
or  investing  savings  deposits,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  on 
so  much  of  such  deposits  as  they  have  invested  in  securities 
of  the  United  States,  and  on  two  thousand  dollars  of  savings 
deposits  and  nothing  in  excess  thereof,  made  in  the  name  of 
and  belonging  to  any  one  person." 

That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,, 
repealed.  *  *  *

SYNOPSIS  OF  DECISIONS 

OP     THE 

SUPREME  COURT  OF  ERRORS  OF  CONNECTICUT, 

RELATING  TO  SAVINGS  BANKS. 


DEPOSITS    IN    TRUST. 

A  widow  with  a  considerable  estate  and  no  children 
deposited  in  a  savings  bank  $250  in  her  own  name  as  trustee 
for  a  boy  thirteen  years  of  age,  whose  parents  were  near 
neighbors  and  friends,  and  who  was  accustomed  to  do 
errands  for  her.  Shortly  after  making  the  deposit  she 
told  the  boy's  parents  that  she  had  deposited  that  amount 
in  the  savings  bank  for  their  son,  and  again  alluding  to  it, 
remarked  that  it  would  be  needed  for  his  education.  She 
kept  the  bank-book  herself,  and  two  years  thereafter  drew 
out  a  part  of  the  money,  and  a  year  later  the  balance  with 
accrued  interest,  signing  receipts  in  her  own  name,  and 
appropriating  the  money  to  her  own  use.  She  died  four 
years  later,  leaving  a  will  in  which  no  allusion  was  made 
to  the  deposit,  and  nothing  was  given  to  the  boy.  It  was 
found  by  the  court  below  that  at  the  time  she  made  the 
deposit  she  intended  to  make  a  gift,  to  take  effect  either 
then  or  at  some  future  time.  Held  that  she  made  a  complete 
gift  at  the  time  of  the  deposit,  and  could  not  afterwards 
revoke  it.  Held  also,  that  the  trust  was  to  be  regarded  upon 
the  facts  as  only  for  the  boy's  minority,  and  that  upon  his 
becoming  of  age  the  legal  title  would  vest  in  him  without 
any  further  act  to  end  the  trust. — Minor  vs.  Rogers,  40  Conn. 
Reports,  p.  512. 

DEPOSITS    TO    THE    CREDIT    OF   ANOTHER. 

A  woman  deposited  $460  in  a  savings  bank  for  E.  K.,  her 
niece,  the  deposit  being  placed  to  the  credit,  on  the  books  of 
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the  bank,  of  "  E.  K. — M.  K.  guardian  ;  "  she  at  the  same  time 
informing  the  guardian  of  her  niece  that  she  had  made  such  a 
deposit.  A  bank-book  was  delivered  to  her  by  the  bank  with 
the  deposit  so  entered,  but  she  retained  possession  of  it,  and 
afterward  had  the  money  transferred  back  to  her  by  the 
guardian.  The  court  below  found  that  at  the  time  the 
deposit  was  made  she  intended  it  as  a  gift  to  her  niece.  Held 
to  be  a  complete  gift,  and  beyond  the  power  of  revocation. — 
Kerrigan  vs.  Rantigan,  43  Conn.  Reports,  p.  17. 

PAYMENT  OF  DEPOSITS  ON  FORGED  ORDER. 

A  savings  bank  paid  money  on  an  order  to  a  person  who 
brought  with  it  the  depositor's  bank  book.  It  proved  that 
the  order  was  forged  and  that  the  bank-book  had  been  stolen. 
The  savings  bank  had  a  standing  rule,  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  of  identifying  its  depositors,  that  any  person  bring- 
ing the  bank-book  of  a  depositor  should,  in  the  absence  of 
suspicious  circumstances,  be  taken  to  be  the  depositor,  or  to 
have  an  order  from  him  ;  and  the  book  contained  in  conspic- 
uous letters  on  the  cover  the  following  notice  :  "  Caution  to 
depositors.  This  book  should  be  preserved  with  great  care. 
If  it  should  be  lost,  give  immediate  information  at  this  office." 
The  by-laws  of  the  bank  were  also  printed  on  the  cover  of 
the  book,  one  of  which  was  as  follows  :  "  Payment  on  deposits 
shall  be  made  only  to  the  depositor  or  his  order,  or  to  his  legal 
representatives,  on  the  presentation  of  the  depositor's  book." 
The  depositor  had  no  actual  notice  of  the  rule  of  the  bank 
except  what  would  be  conveyed  by  this  by-law  and  caution. 
Held,  in  an  action  brought  against  the  bank  by  the  depositor 
to  recover  the  amount  paid  out  on  the  forged  order,  that  the 
bank  could  not  avail  itself  of  that  payment  in  defense,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover.  Had  the  book  con- 
tained this  further  notice,  that  the  presentation  of  the  book 
shall  be  taken  to  be  full  authority  for  paying  the  money,  and. 
this  rule  been  brought  distinctly  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
depositor,  and  assented  to  by  him,  the  bank  would  have  been 
justified  in  the  payment  on  the  forged  order.— Ea ves  vs. 
People's  Savings  Ba?ik,  27  Conn.,  p.  229. 
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SCALING    DEPOSITS. 

A  savings  bank  in  the  course  of  its  business  met  with  a 
loss  equal  to  24  per  cent,  of  its  deposits,  which  sum  was  by 
vote  of  the  directors  apportioned  pro  rata  among  the  depositors, 
and  this  action  of  the  directors  was  afterwards  validated  and 
confirmed  by  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  an  action 
by  a  depositor  to  recover  his  pro  rata  share  of  such  loss,  it  was 
held  that  the  defendant  was  merely  the  agent  of  the  plaintiff 
to  receive  and  hold  his  money,  that  the  loss  was  occasioned 
by  the  plaintiff's  own  act  through  the  instrumentality  of  his 
agent,  and  that  independently  of  the  resolve  of  the  General 
Assembly  he  was  not  entitled  to  recover. — Bunnell  vs.  Collins- 
ville  Sav.  Soc,  39  Conn.  Reports,  p.  203. 

SET-OEF. 

A  depositor  in  a  savings  bank,  who  is  also  a  debtor  to  the 
bank  as  a  borrower  of  its  funds,  cannot  ....  set  off  the 
amount  of  his  deposits  against  his  indebtedness.  When, 
however,  a  man  indebted  to  a  savings  bank  as  borrower 
deposited  an  amount  less  than  the  debt,  intending  to  use  the 
money  so  deposited  for  a  payment  upon  the  debt,  it  was  held 
that  the  amount  deposited  could  be  set  off  against  the  debt. 
A  savings  bank  is  an  agent  for  the  depositors,  receiving  and 
loaning  their  money,  and  its  losses  are  their  losses,  and  are  to 
be  borne  by  them  equally  to  their  interest. —  Osborn  vs.  Byrne, 
43  Conn.  Reports,  p.  155. 

treasurer's  bond. 

The  treasurer  of  a  savings  association  appointed  in  1851 
was  annually  re-appointed  until  1858.  Upon  his  first  appoint- 
ment he  gave  bond  with  sureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  no  new  bond  was  afterwards  given. 
He  committed  no  default  until  after  his  re-appointment  in 
1856.  By  the  constitution  of  the  corporation  the  directors 
were  to  be  appointed  annually,  and  they  were  to  appoint  the 
treasurer  and  other  officers — all  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
to  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until 
others  should  be  elected  in  their  stead.  Held,  that  the  office 
was  an  annual  one,  and  that  the  obligation  of  the  bond  did 
not  extend  beyond  the  year  for  which  the  treasurer  was  first 
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appointed.  An  official  bond  may  be  so  drawn,  in  the  case  of 
an  officer  who  is  'to  be  annually  appointed,  as  to  guarantee 
his  fidelity  while  he  remains  in  office  under  the  first  or 
successive  appointments,  but  the  language  must  be  clear  and 
definite,  or  the  common  law  rule  will  control,  and  courts  will 
treat  it  as  an  annual  bond. —  Welch  vs.  Seymour ,  28  Conn. 
Reports,  p.  387.

State  of  Connecticut. 


To  the  Honorable    General  Assembly   of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  January  Session,  A.  D.  1885  : 

We  submit  this  the  thirty-second  annual  report  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  of  Connecticut,  being  for  the  year 
1884,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  railroad  companies  for 
the  year  ending  September  30, 1884,  and  the  statistical  tables 
compiled  therefrom. 

The  duties  of  the  Commissioners  during  the  past  year  have 
been  light  compared  with  those  of  the  year  preceding.  No 
rival  companies  have  contended  before  us  for  the  privilege  of 
locating  their  roads  over  the  same  route,  and  in  part  on  pre- 
cisely the  same  lines.  No  new  enterprises  have  asked  for 
approval,  save  only  the  "  West  Haven  Branch  "  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  hereafter  referred 
to;  and  the  only  changes  or  extension  of  existing  lines 
asked  for,  have  been  the  Thames  River  Bridge  extension 
of  the  New  York,  Providence  &  Boston  railroad,  and  the 
depot  extension  of  the  Meriden  &  Cromwell.  The  improved 
condition  of  the  railroads  of  the  State,  makes  it  possible 
to  give  a  more  thorough  examination  in  considerably  less 
time  than  was  required  ten  years  ago.  Besides  the  improve- 
ments made  by  stone  and  gravel  ballast,  steel  rails  with 
improved  joints  double  spiked  to  more  and  better  ties, 
all  the  wooden  bridges  to-day  remaining  of  those  in  use 
at  that  time  have  been  materially  strengthened,  while  a  large 
number  have  been  replaced  by  iron,  or  by  permanent  embank- 
ments, reducing  the  total  length  of  such  structures  nearly  a 
mile  and  three-quarters.  We  have  constantly  urged  that  as 
the  weight  of  equipment,  and  capacity  of  cars  have  greatly 
increased,  the  old  structures  built  for  lighter  trains  and 
traffic  should  be  renewed  so  fast  as  practicable  by  bridges 
conforming  in  all  their  parts  to  the  present  standards.     The 
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work  has  gone  on  year  by  year,  and,  we  are  glad  to  say,  has 
not  been  allowed  to  stop  during  the  year  just  closed,  not- 
withstanding the  reduced,  earnings  have  compelled  a  reduc- 
tion in  operating  expenses.  We  have  not  observed  that  these 
reductions  have  anywhere  been  made  at  the  expense  of  safety 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ROADS. 

In  complying  with  the  law  requiring  us  to  make  report  of 
the  general  condition  of  the  railroads,  we  are  glad  to  say 
that  during  the  past  year  most  of  them  have  been  decidedly 
improved,  and  none  allowed  to  depreciate.  The  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  reconstruction  referred  to  in  our 
former  reports,  which  for  several  years  past  has  been  in 
progress  on  many  of  the  roads,  has  now  been  generally  so 
far  completed  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  further  large 
expenditures  in  this  direction,  and  leaves  us  little  to  report 
from  year  to  year  except  as  to  the  general  condition  of  their 
track,  rolling  stock,  and  other  business  facilities. 

BOSTON    &    NEW    YORK    AIR   LINE. 

This  road  is  leased  to,  and  during  the  past  fiscal  year  has 
been  operated  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  rail- 
road company,  by  whom  the  relaying  of  the  track  with  steel 
has  been  completed,  and  the  road  otherwise  put  in  first-class 
condition.  In  connection  with  the  double  track  line  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  railroad  from  Willi mantic  to 
Boston,  it  is  now  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
another  rapid  passenger  line  between  the  cities  of  Boston 
and  New  York.  It  was  originally  built  with  this  end  in  view, 
as  evidenced  by  its  corporate  name,  and  does  actually  shorten 
the  distance  between  the  two  cities  more  than  twenty  miles  as 
compared  with  any  other  railroad  route  ;  but  owing  to  its  origi- 
nal faulty  construction  and  embarrassed  financial  condition,  its 
capability  for  attracting  a  fair  proportion  of  through  business 
lias  not  heretofore  been  thoroughly  developed.  As  the  present 
fast  trains  have  been  run  over  it  but  a  short  time,  it  is  as  yet 
too  early  to  judge  as  to  their  probable  success  in  this  direction. 
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DANBURY    &   NORWALK    RAILROAD. 

During  the  past  year  the  relaying  of  the  main  line  of  this 
road  with  steel  has  been  completed.  The  entire  track  and 
road-bed  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition,  and  several 
permanent  improvements  made.  A  stone  arch  has  been  sub- 
stituted for  a  wooden  bridge  on  the  Hawleyville  Branch,  and 
a  brick  arch  for  a  similar  bridge  on  the  main  line  near  San- 
ford's  Station.  Additional  right  of  way  has  been  purchased, 
and  sundry  new  turnouts  put  in  at  various  points  at  an 
expense  of  over  five  thousand  dollars.  A  new  locomotive 
has  been  purchased,  and  thirteen  freight  cars  added  to  the 
equipment.  The  company  having  adopted  the  commendable 
policy  of  making  future  renewals  of  wooden  structures  with 
stone  or  iron,  have  made  contracts  for  two  iron-girder  bridges 
of  four  spans  each  to  be  immediately  substituted  for  the 
wooden-truss  bridges  over  Still  River,  in  the  town  of  Danbury. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  do  nob  vary  materially  from 
those  of  last  year,  but  the  operating  expenses  have  been  so 
reduced  that  the  net  earnings  show  an  increase  of  nearly 
114,000.  A  dividend  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  has  been 
paid  to  the  stockholders. 

HARTFORD    &    CONNECTICUT    VALLEY    RAILROAD. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  filling  up  of  some 
of  the  old  pilings  remaining  on  this  road,  and  the  long  piling 
at  Saybrook  has  been  put  in  thorough  repair,  and  much  of  it 
substantially  rebuilt.  The  road-bed  and  track  are  in  good 
condition;  about  five  miles  of  steel  rail  have  been  put  in  the 
track  during  the  year,  which  substantially  completes  the  sub- 
stitution of  steel  for  iron  on  the  entire  length  of  the  road. 

The  gross  earnings  have  decreased  $4,770.80,  and  the 
operating  expenses  have  increased  $3,191.30,  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year. 

HARTFORD    &    CONNECTICUT   WESTERN   RAILROAD. 

As  that  portion  of  this  road  within  the  limits  of  this  State 
has,  during  the  past  five  years,  been  practically  rebuilt,  but 
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little  new  work  has  been  needed  on  it  during  the  past  year. 
The  trestle  at  Tariff  ville  has  been  shortened  by  the  construc- 
tion of  heavy  stone  abutments  and  earth-filling,  and  the 
woodwork  of  the  remaining  portion  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired.  The  track  and  superstructure  in  this  State  are  in 
good  condition,  and  we  are  informed  that  most  of  the  per- 
manent improvement  accomplished  during  the  year  has  been 
on  that  part  of  the  line  in  the  state  of  New  York.  The  gross 
earnings  show  a  decrease  of  over  $ 60,000 ;  and  all  of  said 
earnings  have  been  expended  for  operating  expenses,  and  on 
reconstruction  work,  which  is  mostly  beyond  our  jurisdiction. 

HOUSATONIC   RAILROAD. 

The  condition  of  the  track  and  roadbed  of  the  line  of  this 
road  changes  but  little  from  year  to  year,  being  always  in 
first  class  order.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
renewal,  so  often  recommended  by  us,  of  its  old  station- 
houses,  by  the  construction  of  a  neat  and  commodious  one  at 
Cornwall  Bridge,  costing  about  $5,000.  Two  first-class  pas- 
senger cars  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 

The  gross  earnings  have  fallen  off  $17,533.41,  and  the  net 
earnings  16,783.25,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

MERIDEN    &   CROMWELL   RAILROAD. 

During  the  past  year  work  has  been  progressing  on  the 
construction  of  this  road  and  the  entire  track  is  now  laid 
and  mostly  ballasted.  It  is  intended  to  commence  running 
at  the  opening  of  navigation  in  the  Connecticut  river  in  the 
spring,  by  which  time  the  construction  work,  including  the 
station  houses  at  Meriden  &  Cromwell,  and  the  wharf  at  the 
latter  place,  will  probably  be  completed. 

NAUGATUCK    RAILROAD. 

Since  our  last  report  the  double  track  for  a  distance  of 
more  than  five  miles  northerly  from  the  New  York  &  New 
Haven  railroad  has  been  finished,  and  is  now  in  daily  use. 
The  old  wooden  Howe  truss  structure,  over  the  Naugatuck 
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river  at  Waterbury,  is  being  replaced  by  a  substantial,  double 
track,  iron  bridge,  and  an  iron-plate  girder  has  been  substi- 
tuted for  a  wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  at  Union  City.  One 
locomotive  and  one  passenger  car  have  been  added  to  the 
rolling  stock. 

The  track  and  roadbed  have  been  maintained  in  their  usual 
good  condition.  Both  the  gross  earnings  and  operating 
expenses  show  a  falling  off  of  about  $36,000,  leaving  the  net 
earnings  substantially  the  same  as  last  year.  The  usual  divi- 
dends of  ten  per  cent,  in  all  have  been  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

NEW   HAVEN    &   DERBY   RAILROAD. 

The  commendable  work  of  the  permanent  improvement 
of  this  road  which  has  been  in  progress  during  the  last  four 
years,  has  been  continued  during  the  past  season.  Two 
hundred  and  eighteen  tons  of  steel  rails  have  been  put  in 
the  track,  which  completes  the  substitution  of  steel  rails  for 
iron  the  entire  length  of  the  road.  The  Derby  and  Ansonia 
pilings  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  a  considerable 
portion  entirely  rebuilt  or  rilled  with  permanent  earth 
embankment.  The  depot  grounds  at  Orange  have  been 
greatly  improved  by  judicious  filling  and  grading.  Temporary 
timber  supports  on  various  parts  of  the  line  have  been  replaced 
by  solid  stone  abutments,  nearly  five  thousand  cubic  yards  of 
masonry  having  been  put  into  this  class  of  work  during  the 
year.  The  track  and  roadbed  have  been  maintained  in  good 
condition,  and  one  passenger  car  added  to  the  equipment. 

The  gross  earnings  have  decreased  $7,653.05,  and  the 
operating  expenses  have  increased  $2,657.17,  making  the 
net  earnings  $10,310.22  less  than  for  the  previous  year. 

NEW   HAVEN   &   NORTHAMPTON   RAILROAD. 

No  special  change  has  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  this 
road  during  the  past  year,  nor  have  any  permanent  improve- 
ments of  importance  been  accomplished.  While  the  gross 
earnings  have  decreased  $24,234.22,  the  operating  expenses 
have  also  decreased  $22,927.76,  making  the  net  earnings 
$1,306.46  below  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
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NEW   LONDON    NORTHERN   RAILROAD. 

We  have  also  nothing  to  report  in  the  line  of  permanent 
improvement  on  this  road  during  the  past  year.  Its  rolling 
stock,  track,  and  superstructure  have  been  kept  in  good 
order,  and  its  train  service  conducted  with  promptness  and 
regularity. 

The  gross  earnings  have  decreased  159,489.81 ;  but  as  the 
operating  expenses  show  a  decrease  of  $144,575.73,  owing 
partly  to  a  large  amount  of  new  equipment  charged  last  year 
among  the  running  expenses,  the  net  earnings  are  reported 
as  $85,085.92  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  Dividends 
to  the  amount  of  six  per  cent,  have  been  paid  to  the 
stockholders. 

NEW    YORK    &    NEW   ENGLAND    RAILROAD. 

During  the  past  year  this  road  has  been  operated  by 
Charles  P.  Clark  as  Receiver  for  the  second  mortgage  bond- 
holders, and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  its  business  has  been 
so  conducted  that  the  complaints  in  regard  to  its  management 
so  frequently  made  to  us  in  former  years  have  entirely  ceased. 
No  collisions  or  serious  accidents  have  occurred  ;  no  passenger 
has  been  injured,  except  by  his  own  fault,  and  the  trains  have 
been  run  with  uniform  and  remarkable  punctuality.  The 
good  condition  of  its  rolling  stock,  track  and  roadbed  has 
been  well  maintained,  and  large  expenditures  have  been  made 
for  permanent  improvements  and  increased  facilities  for  busi- 
ness. The  double  track  has  been  completed  and  is  now  used 
between  Willimantic  and  Boston,  eighty-six  miles,  and 
between  Vernon  and  New  Britain,  twenty-one  miles,  for 
which  $630,000.00  have  been  expended  during  the  year. 
For  new  buildings  and  side  tracks  $100,000.00  have  been 
expended,  and  more  than  $70,000.00  for  new  equipment, 
substitution  of  steel  rails  for  iron,  iron  bridges  for  wooden 
ones,  additional  real  estate,  block  and  interlocking  signals, 
new  machinery,  and  other  miscellaneous  improvements. 
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The  gross  earnings  have  decreased  $157,884.24,  and  the 
operating  expenses  $93,080.22,  leaving  the  net  earnings  $64,- 
804.02  less  than  for  the  preceding  year. 

NEW    YORK,    NEW    HAVEN    &    HARTFORD    RAILROAD. 

The  work  of  stone-ballasting  the  Hartford  division  of  this 
road  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year,  and  about 
twenty  additional  miles  of  it  put  in  at  an  expense  of  $140,- 
000.00.  It  is  expected  that  another  season's  work  will  complete 
it  to  Springfield.  On  the  New  York  division  a  very  substantial 
wrought-iron  bridge  of  most  approved  construction  has  been 
substituted  for  the  old  one  over  the  Housatonjc  river,  having 
two  spans  of  188  feet  each,  three  of  166  feet  each,  and  a  draw 
of  204  feet  at  a  cost  of  $157,000.00. 

A  considerable  expenditure  has  also  been  made  for  station 
buildings,  depot  grounds,  and  additional  sidings.  A  new 
engine  house  has  been  built  at  Hartford,  costing  over  $35,- 
000.00.  A  brick  passenger  station  has  been  erected  at  South- 
port,  in  place  of  the  wooden  one  which  was  burned  last  fall. 
Two  highway-grade  crossings  have  been  bridged,  one  at  Glen 
Brook,  and  one  at  West  Stratford,  and  a  third  similar  improve- 
ment near  Madison  is  nearly  completed.  A  railroad  bridge  to 
carry  the  tracks  over  James  street,  in  the  city  of  New  Haven, 
is  also  in  progress  of  construction.  The  road  and  equipments 
have  been  maintained  in  first-class  condition. 

The  gross  earnings  show  an  increase  of  two  and  one-half 
per  cent,  and  the  net  earnings  of  three  per  cent,  over  those 
of  the  preceding  year.  The  usual  dividends  of  ten  per  cent. 
in  all  have  been  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

The  interlocking  switch  and  signal  apparatus  which  we  last 
year  recommended  should  be  adopted  at  the  crossing  of 
this  road,  and  the  New  England  above  the  tunnel  at  Hartford 
has  been  completed  at  joint  expense,  and  while  an  engineer 
by  disregarding  both  the  green  cautionary  signal  and  the  red 
signal  to  stop,  may  run  his  engine  off  the  ends  of  the  rails 
on  to  the  ground,  a  collision  between  trains  on  the  different 
roads  is  believed  to  be  impossible. 
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NEW   YORK,   PROVIDENCE   &■  BOSTON   RAILROAD. 

During  the  past  year  a  substantial,  new  engine  house  and 
turn-table  costing  about  $24,000.00,  have  been  built  at  Ston- 
ington,  and  electric  block  signals  have  been  put  in  both  at 
Stonington  and  Mystic.  The  track,  road-bed,  and  equipment 
of  the  road  are  maintained  in  their  usual  good  condition. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  show  an.  increase  of  four 
and  one-half  per  cent.,  and  the  net  earnings  an  increase  of 
about  nine  per  cent.  Dividends  of  eight  per  cent,  in  all  have 
been  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

NORWICH   &   WORCESTER  RAILROAD. 

No  permanent  improvement  has  been  made  on  this  line, 
except  the  laying  of  about  600  tons  of  steel  rail,  making 
total  number  of  miles  now  laid  with  steel,  thirty-six  miles,  or 
about  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  entire  length  of  the  road.  The 
gross  earnings  have  decreased  $55,996.01,  the  operating 
expenses  $32,718.18,  and  the  net  earnings  $23,277.83.  The 
stockholders  have  received  the  usual  dividend  of  ten  per  cent. 

SHEPAUG    RAILROAD. 

In  addition  to  the  completion  of  the  iron  bridge  four  hun- 
dred feet  long  over  the  Housatonic  river,  referred  to  in  our 
last  report,  this  road  has  during  the  past  year  built  another 
substantial  iron  bridge  of  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  span, 
over  the  Shepaug  river,  and  has  on  the  ground  ready  to  put 
in,  two  more  iron  bridges  of  similar  span,  which  will  com- 
plete the  substitution  of  iron  for  wood  in  all  the  important 
bridges  of  this  line.  More  than  two  miles  of  steel  rail  have 
been  put  into  the  track,  and  the  Bantam  trestle  has  been 
replaced  by  an  earth  embankment.  The  road-bed  and  super- 
structure have  been  maintained  in  good  condition.  The  gross 
earnings  of  the  road,  $62,933.18,  show  a  falling  off  of  $1,- 
396.42  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and  all  of  said 
earnings,  except  $7,024.73,  have  been  expended  for  running 
expenses  and  permanent  improvements. 
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STAMFORD    &    NEW    CANAAN   RAILROAD. 

This  road  is  now  controlled  and  operated  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  company,  by  whom  it  is 
maintained  in  good  condition. 


SOUTH    MANCHESTER   RAILROAD. 

The  track,  road-bed,  equipment,  depot  buildings,  and  other 
business  conveniences  of  this  road  continue  to  be  maintained 
in  excellent  condition,  and  although  the  shortest  road  in  the 
State,  its  gross  earnings  show  the  largest  percentage  of 
increase,  being  eleven  per  cent,  as  compared  with  those  of  the 
preceding  year. 

The  only  other  companies  reporting  any  increase  in  gross 
earnings,  are  the  New  York,  Providence  &  Boston  of  four 
and  one-half  per  cent.,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent. 

CAPITAL    STOCK    AND    INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  total  amount  of  stock  reported  as  issued,  and  out- 
standing indebtedness  on  the  80th  of  September,  1884,  was 
$91,678,241.59,  divided  in  the  proportion  of  about  sixty- 
three  per  cent.,  or  $57,985,077-46  of  stock,  to  thirty-seven 
per  cent,  or  $33,743,164.13  of  debt,  the  stock  issued  having 
increased  $981,399.21,  and  the  debt  $2,624,810.94;  the  only 
changes  of  any  consequence  being  an  increase  of  $983,000.00 
in  the  stock,  and  $2,568,282.73  in  the  indebtedness  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  railroad  company. 

The  proportion  of  stock  and  debt  to  the  miles  of  road 
operated  is  $38,456.23  of  stock  per  mile,  and  $22,398.08  of 
debt  per  mile,  or,  if  apportioned  on  single  track  miles,  it 
would  be  $32,265.20  of  stock,  and  $18,792.24  of  debt  per 
mile  of  track,  not  including  sidings.  The  increase  of  stock 
in  the  last  six  years  from  $45,125,400.00  in  1879  to  $57,935,- 
077.46  has  been  principally  caused  by  the  conversion  of  the 
old  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  "  Berdell  Bonds"  into  the  stock 
of  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad  company;  and 
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the  increase  of  the  debt  statement  from  $21,477,798.89  to 
$33,743,164.18  is  chiefly  the  increase  of  the  indebtedness  of 
the  same  company. 

GROSS   EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  all  the  companies  for  the  first  time- 
since  1878  show  a  falling  off  from  the  preceding  year.  They 
amounted  to  $15,934,298.75,  being  a  .loss  of  a  little  over 
$300,643.69.  The  passenger  earnings  were  $7,208,545.77, 
an  increase  of  $166,608.75,  or  about  two  and  a  third  per 
cent.  The  freight  earning,  on  the  other  hand,  fell  off 
$465,993.41,  or  nearly  six  per  cent.,  amounting  in  all  to 
$7,537,516.66. 

OPERATING    EXPENSES. 

To  meet  the  falling  off  in  gross  earnings,  the  operating 
expenses  have  been  reduced  $373,640.79,  amounting  to 
$11,516,748.78.  This  is  about  seventy-two  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  earnings,  which  is  more  than  is  regarded  a  fair  propor- 
tion on  well-managed  roads.  It  would  be  lessened  b}r  taking, 
out  $275,262.10,  which  have  been  expended  for  betterments 
during  the  year  and  charged  to  operating  expenses,  which 
would  reduce  the  per  cent,  to  about  seventy.  Then  of  course 
it  is  the  average  of  all  the  companies,  as  well  the  prosperous 
as  those  on  which  the  operating  expenses  nearly  equal  the 
gross  earnings.  For  the  last  five  years  the  percentage  of 
operating  expenses  to  gross  earnings  has  been  :

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Deducting  from  the  operating  expenses  the  cost  of  better- 
ments included  in  these  expenses,  and  the  proportion  of  oper- 
ating expenses  to  gross  earnings  would  be  reduced  for  the 
year  1883  on  the  New  York,  Providence  &  Boston  railroad 
ten  per  cent.,  and  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
two  per  cent.;  and  for  the  year  1884  about  three  and  one 
half  per  cent,  on  the  first,  and  three  per  cent,  on  the  latter. 

NET    EARNINGS. 

The  operating  expenses  having  been  reduced  more  than  the 
falling  off  in  gross  earnings,  the  net  earnings  show  a  gain  of 
$62,444.95,  after  deducting  the  deficit  of  $3,662.74  in  the 
report  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western,  and  amounted 
to  $4,417,549.97. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Eleven  companies  declared  dividends  during  the  year 
amounting  to  $2,649,527.50,  ranging  from  two  and  a  half  to 
ten  per  cent,  for  the  year,  and  averaging  8.73  per  cent,  on 
the  $30,340,377.46  of  their  combined  capital.  Twelve  other 
companies,  with  a  combined  capital  of  $27,594,650.00,  paid 
no  dividends.  The  $594.00  paid  by  the  Hartford  &  Connec- 
ticut Western,  and  the  $3,995.11  paid  by  the  Stamford  &  New 
Canaan  road  for  dividends  of  the  previous  year  are  not 
included  in  this  statement;  neither,  of  course,  is  the  capital 
of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem,  nor  of  the  New  York  &  Connec- 
ticut Air  Line  railroad  companies  included  in  the  capital  upon 
which  dividends  have  not  been  paid.  Besides  the  stock  upon 
which  no  dividends  were  declared,  there  were  also  outstanding 
$13,577,000.00  in  bonds  upon  which  interest  to  the  amount 
of  $752,335.00  was  overdue  on  the  30th  of  September  last. 

PROPERTY   ACCOUNTS. 

The  permanent  investments,  including  cash  and  cash  assets, 
amount,  as  reported,  to  a  total  of  $99,176,162.12,  divided  as 
follows,  viz.:  Construction  Account,  $77,438,503.73,  an 
increase  of  $2,327,805.27;  Equipment  Account,  $10,706,- 
045.43,   an    increase    of    $1,671,534.42;   Other   Permanent 
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Investments,  $2,561,098.22,  an  increase  of  $386,601.91,  and 
Cash  and  Cash  Assets,  $8,470,514.74.  The  equipment 
account  per  mile  of  road  operated  would  thus  be  $7,106.47, 
and  the  construction  account  $55,784.99  per  mile  of  road 
owned,  or,  per  mile  of  single  track,  not  including  sidings, 
$46,153.14. 

LENGTH  OP  ROADS. 

The  length  of  the  completed  roads  in  the  State  is  973.33 
miles.  The  New  York  &  New  England,  and  the  Naugatuck 
have  both,  however,  increased  the  extent  of  their  second 
tracks,  the  first  by  31  miles  and  the  last  by  2.86  miles,  so  that 
the  length  of  double  track  is  173.78,  and,  including  the 
247.50  miles  of  sidings,  the  total  of  single  track  miles  in  the 
State  is  1,394.61.  With  the  exception  of  sixty-three  miles 
the  railroads  of  our  State  are  now  laid  with  steel  rails. 

PASSENGERS  AND  FREIGHT  CARRIED. 

The  whole  number  of  passengers  carried  was  16,957,574, 
an  increase  of  604,957  over  last  year,  but  not  equal  to  the 
increase  of  the  preceding  year;  the  milage  was  349,933,598, 
an  increase  of  13,678,877.  The  freight  carried  amounted  to 
8,169,319,  being  an  increase  of  949,850  tons,  notwithstand- 
ing the  discontinuance  by  the  New  York  &  New  England 
road  of  so  much  of  their  through  freight. 

EARNINGS  AND  EXPENSES  PER  MILE  OPERATED. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  road  operated  by  our  com 
panies  was  1,506.52,  and  the  gross  earnings  per  mile  averaged 
$357-91  less  than  last  year,  amounting  to  $10,576.95 ;  the 
New  Haven  &  Derby,  the  Naugatuck,  and  the  Norwich  & 
Worcester  standing  highest  of  the  single  track  roads,  and  in 
the  order  named.  The  gross  expenses  per  mile  operated 
averaged  also  less  by  $322.96  than  last  year,  averaging 
$7,644.60.  The  net  earnings  were  $2,932.39,  or  more  by 
$17.04  than  last  year. 
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EARNINGS   AND   EXPENSES  PER  MILE  RUN. 

The  gross  earnings  per  mile  run  were  two  mills  less  on  the 
average  than  last  year,  amounting  to  $1,396,  instead  of 
$1,398,  and  the  average  gross  expenses  were  one  cent  and 
four  mills  less,  being  $1,009  instead  of  $1,023.  The  net 
earnings  per  mile  run  were  therefore  on  the  average  one  cent 
and  two  mills  more  than  last  year,  amounting  to  thirty-eight 
cents  and  seven  mills. 

MILEAGE. 

The  total  train  mileage,  or  miles  run,  shows  a  falling  off  of 
202,193  miles,  amounting  to  11,414,284  miles,  all  of  which, 
and  more,  was  in  the  freight  mileage ;  the  number  of  miles 
run  by  passenger  trains  having  been  5,891,372,  an  increase 
of  43,062  miles,  while  that  of  freight  trains  fell  off  212,314 
miles,  the  total  number  of  miles  run  by  freight  trains  having 
been  4,160,321,  the  mileage  of  other  trains  making  up  the 
total  as  given,  the  withdrawal  of  the  low  rate,  non-paying 
freight  trains  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad 
being  the  chief  cause  of  this  reduction  ;  the  freight  trains  on 
this  road,  including  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Division,  hav- 
ing run  176,276  miles  less  than  last  year. 

MAINTENANCE    OF  ROAD. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  of  road  per  mile  operated 
was  $1,489.96,  which  was  $57.45  less  than  last  year,  and 
$205.21  less  than  the  year  before.  The  average  cost  of 
maintenance  per  mile  run  was  $0,196,  which  was  $0,023  in 
excess  of  last  year. 

THE   PARALLEL  RAILROAD    COMPANIES. 

The  rivalry  which  at  the  date  of  our  last  report  existed 
between  the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line  and  the 
Hartford  &  Harlem  railroad  companies,  as  to  which  should 
acquire  the  precedence  as  a  "  parallel "  line  to  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad,  continued  without  abate- 
ment till  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature.     It 
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will  be  remembered  that  the  location  of  the  New  York  & 
Connecticut  Air  Line  railroad  from  the  New  York  line  to 
the  city  of  New  Haven  was  "approved  by  us  on  the  20th 
of  November,  1883,  and  that  the  time  within  which  it  must 
expend  in  construction  of  its  road  ten  per  cent,  of  its 
subscribed  capital  had  been  extended  to  the  22d  of  March, 
1884. 

The  final  hearing  by  us  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the 
Hartford  &  Harlem  railroad  from  the  New  York  line  to 
New  Britain  was  held  on  the  9th  of  last  January,  and  our 
approval  of  its  location  between  those  two  points  was  given 
on  the  16th  of  that  month.  So  far  then  as  any  action  of  ours 
was  concerned,  these  two  corporations  were  fully  authorized 
to  proceed  with  their  enterprises.  Proceedings  for  testing 
the  legal  organization  of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  were,  how- 
ever, pending  in  the  Superior  Court  in  Fairfield  County,  and 
the  corporation  was  therefore  anxious  to  have  the  legality  of 
its  organization  put  at  rest  by  legislative  enactment.  A 
notice  had  been  published  in  various  newspapers  in  the  State 
on  the  17th  of  December,  1883,  that  an  application  would  be 
made  to  the  next  Legislature  for  a  charter  for  a  railroad  from 
the  Massachusetts  State  line  to  the  New  York  State  line, 
along  the  route  of  the  Connecticut  Central  and  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroads ;  but  nothing  was 
generally  known  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  project  till  the 
24th  of  January,  when  the  petition  of  the  president  of  the 
Hartford  &  Harlem  and  others  associated  with  him  was  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Assembly,  setting  forth  the  organization 
of  the  Hartford  &  Harlem;  the  location  of  that  part  of  its  line 
which  was  to  connect  with  the  New  York  &  New  England  at 
a  point  some  distance  north  of  New  Britain;  the  authority 
given  by  the  Legislature  to  change  that  location  so  as  to  make 
the  connection  in  New  Britain,  provided  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners should  find  that  they  had  been  duly  organized ; 
the  finding  by  the  Commissioners  that  the  company  was  duly 
formed  and  organized ;  that  quo  warranto  proceedings  had 
been  instituted  to  attack  the  validity  of  the  organization  of 
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the  company  on  the  same  grounds  as  those  passed  upon  by 
the  Commissioners  ;  that  it  was  unjust  to  require  them  to 
submit  to  a  trial  of  the  same  questions  a  second  time  ;  that 
its  then  location  was  such  as  to  make  it  dependent  for  its 
northern  connections  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  rail- 
road, which  was  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver ;  that  it  was 
•therefore  desirable  to  have  such  additional  powers  given  it  as 
would  enable  it  to  build  a  line  of  its  own  from  New  Britain 
to  the  Massachusetts  line,  through  East  Hartford,  South  and 
East  Windsor,  and  Enfield,  in  case  it  could  not  make  satis- 
factory arrangements  with  the  receiver,  or  with  the  New  York 
&  New  England  railroad  company ;  or  to  consolidate  with 
any  railroad  already  built  through  said  towns;  and  to  buy 
the  stock  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  railroad  company,  or 
otherwise  consolidate  with  it ;  and  therefore  asking  for  an 
act  declaring  the  Hartford  &  Harlem  to  be  a  lawful  corpora- 
tion, and  giving  power  to  make  the  extensions,  consolidations, 
and  acquisitions  mentioned. 

This  petition  was  referred  to  the  Railroad  Committee,  and 
there  vigorously  opposed  both  by  the  companies  whose  roads 
ran  along  the  proposed  route,  and  also  by  the  New  York  & 
Connecticut  Air  Line,  which  objected  to  the  passage  of  any 
act  which  would  give  to  its  rival  any  better  standing  as  to 
legality  of  organization  than  it  had  itself.  The  Committee 
reported  against  the  granting  of  the  petition  on  the  ground 
that  the  question  of  legality  of  organization  was  one  which 
should  properly  be  passed  on  by  the  courts  in  the  quo  war- 
ranto proceedings  without  interference  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  that  there  was  no  such  community  of  interests 
between  the  Hartford  &  Harlem,  and  the  companies  with 
which  it  asked  power  to  consolidate,  as  would  justify  the 
granting  of  the  permission.  The  report  was  accepted  in  the 
Senate,  but  tabled  in  the  House ;  and  as  each  body  adhered 
to  its  action,  and  no  substitute  could  be  agreed  upon,  the 
Hartford  &  Harlem  was  left  to  stand  upon  the  validity  of  its 
original  organization. 

In  the  quo  warranto  proceedings,  the  matter  was  continued 
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in  court  until  the  29th  of  May  last,  when  judgment  was 
entered  in  favor  of  the  company  and  the  proceedings  dis- 
missed. 

On  the  19th  of  March,  the  petition  of  the  New  York  &  Con- 
necticut Air  Line  railroad  company,  for  a  further  extension 
of  the  time  in  which  to  expend  the  necessary  ten  per  cent,  in 
construction,  was  heard  by  us  and  declined.  And  on  the  22d 
they  announced  that  the  amount  had  been  expended.  On 
the  17th  of  June,  we  heard  the  petition  of  the  Hartford  & 
Harlem  company  for  an  extension  of  the  time  within  which 
it  must  begin  work,  and  expend  ten  per  cent,  of  its  subscribed 
capital  in  construction.  We  were  of  opinion  that  it  had  been 
prevented  by  litigation  and  the  opposition  of  sundry  parties 
from  commencing  the  construction  of  its  road  for  the  period 
in  the  whole  of  eleven  months,  and  we  accordingly  extended 
the  time  within  which  the  ten  per  cent,  must  be  expended,  to 
the  30th  day  of  November,  lb85.  Nothing  now  prevents  either 
of  these  companies  from  proceeding  with  the  construction  of 
their  roads  except  the  want  of  means.  The  New  York  & 
Connecticut  Air  Line  has  until  October  22,  1886,  in  which  to 
finish  its  road.  Whatever  work  in  the  way  of  construction 
has  been  done,  has  been  in  the  towns  of  Greenwich,  West- 
port,  Bridgeport,  Stratford,  and  Orange.  And  it  is  claimed 
that  $150,700  have  already  been  expended  in  this  work,  and 
procuring  right  of  way,  engineering,  etc.,  and  the  officers  ex- 
press their  expectation  to  complete  their  road  by  the  time 
limited. 

The  Hartford  &  Harlem,  if  it  expends  its  ten  per  cent. 
within  the  prescribed  time,  will  have  the  further  time  till 
December  '60,  1888,  in  which  to  finish  its  construction. 
During  the  summer,  and  until  late  in  the  fall,  it  had  two 
agents  in  the  field  estimating  land  damages,  taking  bonds 
for  deeds,  and  completing  title  searches.  A  few  purchases 
of  land  have  been  made,  and  deeds  taken,  and  one  piece  of 
land  in  Orange  has  been  taken  by  appraisal  and  condemnation. 
Chief  Engineer  Bryson  has  been  retained  as  consulting  engi- 
neer, and  Mr.  Rawn,  Assistant  Engineer,  has  been  kept  at 
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the  office  of  the  company  in  New  Haven,  working  out  esti- 
mates and  details  of  construction.  It  is  the  evident  de- 
termination of  both  these  companies  to  keep  themselves  in 
fighting  and  working  trim,  ready  to  avail  themselves  of  any 
advantage  which  may  present  itself.  At  present  the  depressed 
condition  of  business,  the  ruin  which  has  come  upon  invest- 
ors in  the  stock  and  bonds  of  some  parallel  lines,  and  'the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  what  were  supposed  to  be  sound 
railroad  corporations,  forbids  any  expectation  of  the  imme- 
diate construction  of  either  of  these  proposed  roads. 

The  New  York  &  Boston  Inland  railroad  company,  not 
having  expended  ten  per  cent,  of  its  subscribed  capital  within 
the  two  years  after  the  filing  of  its  articles  of  association,  its 
corporate  existence  ceased  by  provision  of  the  statute  on  the 
4th  of  last  February,  and  though  the  newpapers  have  given 
accounts  of  its  reorganization,  and  of  its  future  plans,  yet  as 
no  new  articles  of  association  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  it  has  no  legal  standing  in  this  State. 

No  new  railroad  companies  have  been  formed  during  the 
year,  and  beyond  the  completion  of  the  Meriden  &  Crom- 
well, and  the  limited  amount  of  work  on  the  two  "parallels," 
there  has  been  no  new  construction. 

THE    THAMES    RIVER   BRIDGE   PROJECT. 

The  Legislature  of  1882  authorized  the  New  York,  Provi- 
dence &  Boston  railroad  company  to  construct  a  railroad 
bridge  across  the  Tbames  river  at  New  London,  and  to  ex- 
tend its  road  over  the  bridge  to  connect  with  the  railroads  on 
the  west  side  of  the  river;  the  plans  and  location  of  the 
bridge  to  be  first  approved  by  a  board  of  army  and  navy  offi- 
cers to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy.  This  approval  having  been  given,  the 
railroad  company  applied  to  us  for  our  approval  of  the  loca- 
tion of  an  extension,  and  change  of  its  road  from  a  point 
about  four  miles  easterly  of  its  present  terminus  in  the  town 
of  Groton,  to  the  east  abutment  of  the  proposed  bridge,  and 
from  the  west  abutment  to  a  connection  with  the  Shore  Line 
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railroad.  The  application  was  heard  on  the  16th,  23d,  and 
30th  of  April,  and  the  6th  of  May,  and  the  matter  of  loca- 
tion in  New  London  having  been  arranged  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  parties  in  interest,  and  some  other  changes  having 
been  made  so  as  to  avoid  grade  crossings  of  highways,  the 
location,  as  amended,  was  approved  by  us.  Nothing  has  how- 
ever been  done  in  the  way  of  construction  on  the  new  line, 
or  on  the  proposed  bridge,  the  corporations  interested  having 
been  as  yet  unable  to  agree  on  the  apportionment  of  expenses. 

WEST   HAVEN   BRANCH   RAILROAD    TO    SAVIN  ROCK. 

On  the  first  day  of  April  last,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  railroad  company  presented  its  petition  repre- 
senting that,  subject  to  our  approbation,  it  had  located  a  branch 
of  its  railroad  in  the  borough  of  West  Haven,  town  of  Orange, 
to  a  terminus  at  or  near  Waverly  Grove  in  said  town,  and  ask- 
ing our  approval  of  the  location.  This  location,  as  proposed, 
crossed  some  sixteen  of  the  streets  of  the  borough  at  grade, 
several  of  them  but  little  used,  but  two  of  them  having  a 
horse  railroad  running  through  them.  A  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  citizens  appeared  to  desire  that  these  grade 
crossings  should  be  allowed,  and  their  wishes  were  supported 
by  prominent  citizens  of  New  Haven,  but  we  were  unable  to 
reconcile  their  views  with  what  we  regarded  a  proper  con- 
struction of  the  law  of  the  State  prohibiting  grade  crossings 
except  for  special  reasons.  We  therefore  declined  to  grant 
the  petition  in  that  particular,  though  approving  the  location 
in  other  respects.  A  petition  was  subsequently  presented  to 
us  to  grant  a  rehearing  of  the  matter,  and  that  we  would  so 
change  our  decision  as  to  permit  the  railroad  to  be  built  at 
grade  across  the  streets.  So  far  as  the  rehearing  was  con- 
cerned of  course  it  was  granted,  and  the  petition  was  signed 
by  so  many  men  of  sound  judgment  and  high  character  that 
in  any  ordinary  matter  we  should  have  thought  it  our  duty 
to  yield  our  judgment  to  theirs ;  but  as  this  was  a  question 
of  public  safety,  and  as  we  were  better  acquainted  with  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case  than  most  of  the  peti- 
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tioners  possibly  could  be,  we  felt  obliged  to  refuse  the  permis- 
sion for  crossings  at  grade.  If  we  misjudged  the  intent  of  the 
law  you  will  see  that  our  error  is  corrected  and  the  privi- 
lege asked  for  is  granted  ;  in  which  case  the  petitioners  will 
have  suffered  no  other  injury  than  a  few  months'  delay  in 
their  enterprise.     The  findings  are  given  in  the  appendix. 

ADDITIONAL   LANDS    FOR   RAILROADS. 

Under  the  law  authorizing  railroad  companies  after  their 
lines  have  been  located,  approved  and  established,  to  take  lands 
for  additional  tracks,  etc.,  only  two  applications  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  On  the  2d  of  April,  the  Meriden 
&  Cromwell  railroad  company  applied  for  our  approval  of 
the  taking  by  it  of  additional  lands  in  Meriden,  for  freight 
and  passenger  stations,  and  additional  tracks.  No  serious 
objection  was  made  by  the  owners  of  the  land  in  question, 
and  the  approval  was  given.  On  the  80th  of  April,  the  Dan- 
bury  &Norwalk  railroad  company  filed  its  petition,  represent- 
ing that  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  the  proper  con- 
duct of  its  business  required  that  it  should  have  two  certain 
pieces  of  land  in  Norwalk,  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Wm. 
K.  James,  deceased.  Some  of  the  parties  in  interest  being 
minors,  it  became  necessary  to  take  the  land  by  appraisal. 
The  parties  were  agreed  so  far  as  they  could  agree,  and  our 
approval  was  given. 

BRADLEY'S   STATION. 

In  March,  last,  application  was  made  to  us,  by  the  Receiver 
of  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad  company,  for 
leave  to  discontinue  Bradley's  Station  on  that  railroad.  The 
"station"  was  a  small  platform,  at  which  but  two  trains 
stopped,  and  those  only  to  leave  a  passenger,  or  to  take  on 
one  when  flagged.  It  was  thought  by  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany that  the  use  of  the  station  was  not  enough  to  call  for 
its  continuance ;  but  the  hearing  upon  the  petition  brought 
out  so  large  and  strong  a  representation,  that  we  were  of  opin- 
ion that  the  station  ought  not  to  be  discontinued,  but  that  on 
the  other  hand  additional  facilities,  both  by  stopping  trains, 
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and  accommodations  for  passengers  should  be  given,  which 
we  so  advised. 

EAST   THOMPSON. 

Complaint  was  made  to  us  that  the  New  York  &  New 
England  railroad  company  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  law 
of  1883,  in  regard  to  approaches  to  railroad  stations,  as  the 
approach  to  this  station  at  East  Thompson  was  over  private 
lands.  On  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  delay  in  procuring 
title  to  these  lands  by  the  company,  was  caused  by  imperfec- 
tion in  the  title  of  the  owner,  which  had  to  be  removed. 

NEW    BRITAIN    DEPOT. 

An  act  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  empowering  us, 
upon  petition  of  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  New 
Britain,  and  upon  proof  of  the  necessity,  to  require  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  company,  and  the 
New  York  &  New  England  railroad  company  to  make  such 
changes  in  the  approaches  and  means  of  access  to  the  depot  at 
that  place  as  would  make  them  safe  and  convenient,  or,  should 
it  be  necessary,  order  a  new  union  depot  to  be  erected  at  such 
point  as  we  should  determine.  A  petition  was  brought  under 
the  act  on  the  6th  of  June,  and  hearings  had.  The  final 
decision  was  by  mutual  consent  postponed  until  the  courts 
should  decide  the  question  of  ownership  of  some  of  the  land 
immediately  adjoining  the  present  depot,  which  was  claimed 
by  both  companies.  The  decision  of  the  court  was  not  made 
known  till  last  week. 

HIGHWAY  CROSSINGS. 

Numerous  petitions,  in  regard  to  highway  crossings  of 
railroads,  have  been  heard  during  the  year. 

ON    THE    NAUGATUCK    AND    NEW    HAVEN    &    DERBY    RAILROADS. 

On  the  4th  of  February  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  Anso- 
nia  presented  their  petition  representing  that  Bridge  street, 
in  said  borough,  was  crossed  by  the  tracks  of  the  Naugatuck 
and  New  Haven  &  Derby  railroads,  and  that  public  safety 
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required  that  the  crossings  should  be  protected  by  gates.  At 
the  hearing  appointed  on  this  petition,  we  were  requested  by 
the  parties  to  hold  the  matter  under  consideration,  pending 
action  in  regard  to  a  new  depot.  The  depot  matter  is  still 
unsettled,  though  the  land  for  the  same  has  now  been  secured. 

ON    THE    HARTFORD    &    CONNECTICUT    WESTERN   RAILROAD. 

The  question  which  was  pending  at  the  time  of  our  last 
report  as  to  what  additional  protection,  if  any,  should  be  re- 
quired at  the  crossing  at  the  station  in  New  Hartford,  wTas 
finally  settled  on  the  6th  of  February,  by  ordering  electric 
signals  to  be  erected  :  which  order  has  been  complied  with. 

ON    THE    NEW    YORK,    NEW    HAVEN    &    HARTFORD    RAILROAD. 

In  the  matter  of  the  crossing  at  Woodmont.  also  referred  to 
in  our  last  report,  a  conference  was  had  on  the  Oth  of  June 
with  the  town  authorities,  the  officers  of  the  company,  and 
individuals  interested,  and  it  being  thought  impracticable  to 
make  any  change  in  the  mode  of  crossing,  an  order  was  made 
in  conformity  with  the  suggestions  of  those  concerned  for 
the  removal  of  the  bank  on  each  side  of  the  highway,  on  the 
north  of  the  railroad,  for  a  considerable  distance,  and  other- 
wise improving  the  lines  of  sight  and  the  condition  and  safety 
of  the  highway  and  crossing. 

On  the  19th  of  September,  the  selectmen  of  Windsor 
brought  their  petition,  asking  us  to  order  a  gate  or  make 
other  protection  against  the  danger  to  life  and  property  at 
the  first  crossing  above  Windsor  station.  At  the  time  of  ex- 
amination of  the  crossing,  we  found  that  some  of  the  obstruc- 
tions to  the  sight  which  existed  at  the  time  of  the  petition, 
and  which  made  the  crossing  a  blind  and  dangerous  one,  had 
already  been  removed.  Other  removals  we  ordered  made, 
and  directed  that  the  land  belonging  to  the  company  on  the 
south  of  the  highway  be  kept  clear  of  everything  which  would 
obstruct  the  view  from  the  highway. 

Under  the  law  requiring  all  new  highways  which  are'  to 
cross  a  railroad  track  to  be  carried  either  over  or  under,  the 
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selectmen  of  Waterford  applied  to  us  on  the  10th  of  October 
to  locate  the  place  and  manner  of  crossing  for  a  new  high- 
way in  that  town,  which  was  to  cross  the  Shore  Line  railway 
easterly  from  Niantic  station.  The  situation  was  examined 
on  the  16th  of  October,  and  the  bridge  located  so  as  to  cross 
over  the  track  in  Gardner's  Grove. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  in  our  last  year's  report,  we 
spoke  of  the  crossing  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  railroad  at  the  "Point  of  Rocks,"  in  the  town 
of  West  Haven,  as  one  of  those  at  which  the  highway  should 
be  so  changed  as  to  cross  either  over  or  under  the  tracks. 
On  the  16th  of  September  a  petition  was  presented  to  us, 
signed  by  the  selectmen  of  Orange,  the  warden  and  burgesses, 
and  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  West  Haven,  asking  us  to 
order  the  highway  at  that  point  to  be  so  changed  as  to  be 
carried  under  the  tracks.  A  hearing  was  appointed  and 
an  examination  made  on  the  15th  of  October.  The  only  dif- 
ference of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  matter  was  as  to  the  place 
where  the  highway  should  be  carried  under.  At  the  place 
where  the  highway  now  crosses  was  a  ledge  of  rocks  rising 
still  higher  towards  the  east,  while  if  the  crossing  was  moved 
in  the  other  direction,  it  would  be  necessary  to  lay  out  a  new 
highway,  for  a  short  distance,  and  it  was  feared  that  it  would 
bring  the  highway  into  a  swamp.  We  therefore  had  an 
investigation,  and  measurements  made  by  an  engineer,  and 
it  appearing  from  his  report  that  the  highway  in  question 
and  the  one  next  west  could  be  brought  together  and  carried 
under  the  tracks  at  one  place,  we  suggested  the  bringing  of  a 
new  petition  to  this  effect.  The  borough  authorities  have, 
however,  expressed  their  unwillingness  to  do  so  at  the 
present  time.     The  matter  is  still  pending. 

ON    THE    DANBURY    &    NORWALK    RAILROAD. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  the  mayor  and  common  council 
of  the  city  of  South  Norwalk  brought  their  petition,  asking 
us  "  to  forbid  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  railroad  company 
to   use  their  track  for  switching  purposes,  where  the  same 
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crosses  Main  and  Washington  streets  in  said  city."  A  hear- 
ing was  had  on  this  petition  on  the  21st  of  August,  and 
an  order  made  which  we  thought  would  remove  all  just  cause 
of  complaint,  and  which  was  as  stringent  as  we  judged  con- 
sistent with  the  reasonable  right  of  the  company  to  the  use 
of  its  tracks.  The  order  was  not,  however,  satisfactory  to 
the  petitioners,  and  an  appeal  was  taken  by  them  to  the  Supe- 
rior Court,  where  it  is  now  pending.  Our  finding  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix. 

ON    THE    NEW    HAVEN    &    NORTHAMPTON   RAILROAD. 

On  the  1st  of  September  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton 
Company  filed  its  petition,  therein  representing  that  its  rail- 
road crossed  at  grade  two  highways  in  the  town  of  Suffield, 
and  that  public  safety  required  that  they  should  be  so 
changed  as  to  avoid  these  crossings.  This  petition  was  heard 
by  us  on  the  5th  of  September,  and  there  was  no  opposition 
by  the  town  authorities  to  the  changes  proposed.  The  parties 
could  not,  however,  agree  as  to  the  division  of  the  expense. 
We  ordered  such  alterations  made  as  would  give  one  crossing 
under  the  track  instead  of  the  two  grade  crossings,  and  di- 
rected that  when  the  work  was  done  by  the  company  the  town 
should  pay  the  company  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  that 
all  other  expenses,  estimated  at  about  four  thousand  dollars, 
should  be  borne  by  the  company. 

ON   THE   NEW    YORK ,  &    NEW   ENGLAND   RAILROAD. 

On  the  1st  of  February  the  selectmen  of  Sprague  brought 
a  petition  asking  that  we  order  the  New  York  &  New  England 
railroad  company  to  erect  a  gate,  electric  signals,  or  station  a 
flagman  at  the  crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  rail- 
road in  that  town  known  as  "  Lovett's  Crossing."  We  thought 
that  electric  signals  should  be  placed  and  maintained  at  this 
place,  and  therefore  so  ordered.  They  have  been  erected,  and 
so  far  as  we  are  informed,  give  the  protection  required. 

On  the  16th  of  September  the  selectmen  of  Southbury 
wrote  to  us  in  regard  to  a  disagreement  which  had  arisen  be- 
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tween  them  and  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad  com- 
pany as  to  the  effect  of,  and  legal  liability  for,  certain  changes 
in  the  grade  of  a  highway  in  said  town  near  Bennett's  Bridge, 
and  in  certain  sluice-ways  across  the  highway,  and  asked  that 
we  would  look  at  the  situation  and  say  what  the  railroad  com- 
pany should  do.  We  visited  the  place  in  question  en  the  30th 
of  September,  and  found  that  in  the  construction  of  the  rail- 
road a  considerable  quantity  of  earth  was  taken  from  a  cut 
and  distributed  on  the  adjacent  highway  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  materially  change  and  improve  the  grade  of  the  highway, 
but  in  so  doing  two  sluice-ways  were  entirely  filled  up,  and 
the  course  of  the  water  coming  off  from  the  hills  was  diverted 
from  its  former  channels.  In  consequence  of  these  changes  a 
large  quantity  of  earth  was  at  one  time  washed  from  the  high- 
way on  to  the  land  of  adjoining  proprietors,  most  or  all  of  which 
was  subsequently  removed  by  the  company,  and  means  taken 
by  it  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  trouble.  The  selectmen 
claimed  that  the  measures  taken  were  insufficient  and  demand- 
ed that  the  old  sluice-ways  be  re-opened.  The  portion  of  the 
highway  affected  being  remote  from  a  crossing,  we  had  no  offi- 
cial jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  and  could  only  report  the  facts. 

PLANKING   OF   HIGHWAY   CROSSINGS. 

Several  citizens  of  Stratford  presented  a  petition  to  the  last 
General  Assembly  asking  for  the  passage  of  an  act  requiring 
railroad  companies  to  maintain  "  at  all  railroad  crossings  over 
and  upon  public  highways  good  and  sufficient  plank  passage- 
ways for  said  crossings,"  and  a  law  was  accordingly  passed 
to  the  effect  that  "  whenever  any  railroad  is  crossed  by  a  high- 
way on  a  level  therewith,  the  company  operating  said  railroad 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  so  guard  or  protect  its  rails  by  plank, 
timber,  or  otherwise  as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage 
across  its  road,"  and  providing  that  if  the  proper  authorities 
should  represent  to  us  that  any  company  had  failed  so  to  pro- 
tect its  rails  we  should  examine  the  crossing,  and  make  such 
order  as  we  might  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 

On  the  26th  of  August  the  selectmen  of  Farmington  wrote 
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to  us  representing  that  there  was  a  public  highway  in  that 
town  which  crossed  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  railroad, 
and  that  the  crossing  was,  and  for  a  long  time  had  been,  with- 
out "  fenders  or  planking."  We  notified  the  parties  that  we 
would  examine  the  crossing  on  the  2d  of  September,  and  met 
them  at  that  time.  It,  however,  appeared  on  enquiry  that 
though  there  had  been  more  or  less  travel  across  the  track  at 
this  point  for  the  past  few  years,  yet  there  had  never  been  a 
legal  crossing  established,  and  that  therefore  the  law  of  last 
year  did  not  apply  to  the  case. 

EAST    HARTFORD    CROSSINGS. 

On  the  8th  of  August  the  selectmen  of  East  Hartford  filed 
their  petition,  therein  representing  that  the  "  Cotton  Road" 
in  that  town  crossed  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad 
on  a  level  with  it,  and  that  the  railroad  company  had  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  above  referred  to,  and 
requesting  us  to  examine  the  crossing,  and  make  such  order 
as  we  might  deem  necessary.  Being  in  the  neighborhood  we 
examined  the  crossing  that  same  day,  and  on  the  next  wrote 
to  the  selectmen  calling  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
law  only  applied  to  crossings  of  highways,  and  that  in  order 
to  give  us  any  authority  to  act  in  this  case  the  "  Cotton  Road  " 
must  be  a  highway  ;  and  that  their  petition  should  so  state, 
if  such  was  the  fact.  No  reply  was  made  to  this  letter.  We, 
however,  made  another  examination  of  the  crossing  on  the 
30th  of  September.  The  road  not  having  been  claimed  by 
the  selectmen  to  be  a  highway,  nor  being  in  fact  one  so  far 
as  we  were  informed,  we  were  of  opinion  that  the  statute  con- 
ferred no  power  on  us  to  make  an  order  in  the  premises. 
The  road  in  question  crossed  the  westerly  end  of  the  freight- 
yard  of  the  railroad  company  at  a  place  where  fifteen  tracks 
were  laid.  Single  plank  had  been  put  down  on  each  side  of  the 
rails,  but  not  covering  the  space  between  the  rails,  nor  between 
the  different  tracks,  and  though  we  thought  the  statute  did  not 
apply,  yet  the  crossing  was  in  such  dangerous  condition  that 
we  thought  the  company  ought  either  to  close  it  altogether,  or 
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else  make  it  as  safe  as  the  situation  would  permit,  according 
as  they  should  think  legal  and  best,  and  we  so  reported. 

The  railroad  authorities  thought  best  to  remove  the  plank 
and  close  the  crossing.  In  the  meantime  a  new  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  elected  on  the  6th  of  October,  and  a  new  peti- 
tion was  presented  to  us  dated  the  23d  of  October,  setting 
forth  that  there  was  in  the  town  of  East  Hartford  a  certain 
highway  known  as  the  "  Cotton  Road,"  running,  etc.,  which 
was  crossed  on  a  level  with  it  by  the  tracks  of  the  New  Eng- 
land railroad,  and  that  the  railroad  company  had  failed  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  above  referred  to. 
This  petition  contained  all  the  necessary  averments,  and  a 
hearing  was  had  upon  it  at  East  Hartford  on  the  12th  of  Nov- 
ember, at  which  the  claims,  both  of  the  petitioners  and  the 
company,  were  very  ably  presented  by  counsel,  and  that  of  the 
petitioners  by  an  exhaustive  presentation  of  testimony.  The 
only  point  at  issue  was  whether  the  "  Cotton  Road  "  was  a 
public  road,  or  highway,  or  whether  it  was  simply  "  a  pent 
road,"  as  it  had  always  been  described  until  a  comparatively 
late  period,  over  which  persons  were  allowed  to  travel  subject 
to  the  duty  of  opening  and  shutting  gates,  or  letting  down  or 
putting  up  bars  when  found  closed.  It  was  not  claimed  that 
the  road  had  ever  been  laid  out  as  a  highway  by  any  authority, 
nor  was  it  claimed  that  it  had  been  accepted  by  any  vote  of  the 
town,  nor  yet  that  the  town  authorities  had  by  any  act  prior  to 
1870,  indicated  any  attempt  to  accept  it ;  nor  since  that  date 
was  there  anything  which  could  be  called  a  recognition  of 
it  as  a  highway  by  the  town  authorities,  except  the  direction 
of  the  selectmen  on  one  occasion  to  a  road  repairer  to  take 
sand  from  this  road  to  use  on  some  highway.  The  question 
turned  upon  dedication  and  acceptance  or  user,  both  of  which 
must  have  been  complete  before  the  date  named,  as  no  act 
either  of  individual,  town,  or  public,  or  all  combined,  could 
make  legal  a  crossing  at  grade  since  that  time ;  for  the  law 
will  not  permit  that  to  be  done  by  indirection  which  it  directly 
prohibits.  We  thought  the  unequivocal  proof  which  is  neces- 
sary wras  in  this  case  wanting,  and  that,  though  the  public 
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might  have  a  right  to  travel  on  this  road,  it  was  a  restricted 
right,  and  not  that  which  pertains  to  a  public  road  or  highway. 
A  like  petition  was  brought  and  heard  at  the  same  time  in 
regard  to  the  crossing  of  the  tracks  of  the  Connecticut  Cen- 
tral railroad  by  what  was  alleged  to  be  a  highway  known  as 
"  Prospect  Avenue "  in  East  Hartford.  The  street  was 
opened  by  the  owner  of  the  adjacent  land  on  offering  the  same 
for  sale,  and  whatever  may  be  true  as  to  the  use  of  that  end 
of  the  avenue  near  Main  street,  we  were  of  opinion  that  the 
use  of  the  end  crossed  by  the  tracks,  which  use  had  been 
chiefly  by  or  for  the  owners  of  the  lots,  had  not  been  sufficient 
to  establish  an  acceptance  by  the  public.  The  use  of  either 
of  these  crossings  must  at  best  be  attended  with  great  danger, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  clearest  proof  that  they  were  high- 
ways, we  believed  that  in  refusing  to  so  consider  them  we 
were  following  the  well  established  policy  of  the  State  against 
grade  crossings.  Naturally  our  decisions  were  not  satisfac- 
tory to  all  parties,  but  as  the  town  authorities  have  neither 
caused  proceedings  to  be  commenced  by  mandamus  to  compel 
the  planking  of  the  crossing,  nor  brought  their  petition  to  the 
Superior  Court,  under  the  statute  in  regard  to  highways  ren- 
dered unsafe  for  travel  by  railroads,  it  would  appear  that 
while  they  desire  to  have  the  crossings  protected  they  do  not 
regard  it  their  duty  to  take  measures  to  have  either  the 
"  Cotton  Road  "  or  Prospect  Avenue  declared  by  proper  au- 
thority to  be  public  highways,  for  the  maintenance  of  which 
the  town  would  be  responsible.  Our  decisions  will  be  found 
in  full  in  the  appendix. 

SWITCHING   AT   WILLIMANTIC. 

A  law  was  passed  last  year,  not  only  authorizing  us  to  forbid 
the  use  for  switching  purposes  of  the  tracks  of  any  railroad 
company  where  they  crossed  any  public  street  in  any  town, 
city,  or  borough,  but  also  empowering  us  to  order  the  removal 
of  such  side  tracks  at  crossings  as  we  might  judge  proper. 
On  the  4th  of  August  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  Willi- 
mantic  brought  their  petition  under  this  statute,  representing 
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that  the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad  company  had 
laid  and  were  almost  constantly  using  for  switching  purposes 
four  tracks  across  Main,  Union,  and  Jackson  streets,  in  that 
borough  ;  that  it  was  a  great  annoyance  and  danger  to  those 
having  occasion  to  use  the  streets ;  and  therefore  asking  us 
to  order  all  the  tracks  removed  except  the  main  double  track, 
and  to  forbid  the  use  of  these  for  switching.  There  were 
many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  full  compliance  with  this 
petition,  particularly  as  it  would  compel  the  removal  of  the 
freight  depot  of  the  company  from  its  present  location  to  some 
remote  point,  which  was  very  strongly  objected  to  by  many 
of  the  business  men  of  the  place.  The  railroad  company, 
however,  undertook  to  remove  so  far  as  possible  all  reasonable 
cause  of  complaint,  by  laying  side  tracks  at  other  points,  and 
by  removal  of  one  or  more  tracks  at  the  crossings.  Adjourn- 
ments have  therefore  been  made  from  time  to  time  at  the 
request  of  both  parties  to  enable  the  proposed  changes  to  be 
made  and  to  see  what  the  effect  would  be.  The  matter  is  not 
yet  finally  settled. 

FENCES. 

In  only  two  instances  during  the  year  have  we  been  called 
to  take  any  action  in  regard  to  insufficient  fences.  On  the 
thirty-first  of  July,  James  and  John  Campbell  made  com- 
plaint in  regard  to  the  fence  on  their  land  along  the  line  of 
the  Rockville  railroad.  We  made  the  necessary  examination 
on  the  bth  of  August,  and  issued  our  order  for  repairs,  which 
were  immediately  attended  to. 

Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Pindar  also  made  complaint  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  fence  between  her  land  and  the  Hartford  &  Con- 
necticut Valley  railroad.  On  examination  we  found  that 
the  fence  complained  of  was  not  along  the  line  of  the  rail- 
road, but  was  a  divisional  fence  between  the  land  of  Mrs. 
Pindar  and  a  large  tract  of  land  belonging  to  the  railroad 
company  lying  on  one  side  of  their  road.  If  this  divisional 
fence  was  kept  in  repair  no  fence  would  be  needed  along  the 
railroad.  We  therefore  allowed  the  company  to  repair  the 
divisional  fence  instead  of  building  along  the  side  of  the 
railroad. 
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ACCIDENTS. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  and  indicative  of  the 
good  condition  of  our  railroads  and  their  equipment,  of  the 
efficiency  of  officers  and  of  the  faithfulness  and  care  of 
employees,  that  no  train  accident,  attended  with  any  loss  of 
life  to  passengers  or  injury  sufficient  to  be  noticed  in  the 
annual  returns,  has  occurred  during  the  year.  Ten  passen- 
gers in  all,  or  just  one-half  the  number  reported  last  year, 
have  been  injured,  one  of  them  fatally ;  nine  out  of  the  ten 
were  injured  by  jumping  from  the  cars,  and  all  through  their 
own  carelessness. 

There  has  also  been  a  very  gratifying  reduction  in  the 
number  of  employees  injured,  only  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
having  been  reported  as  against  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
last  year,  a  reduction  of  twenty-nine  per  cent. ;  the  reduction 
in  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  to  employees  being  nearly 
thirty-seven  per  cent.  Accidents  to  those  classed  as  trespas- 
sers alone  show  an  increase  ;  the  number  of  these  has  been 
one  hundred  and  one  as  against  eighty-eight  last  year.  In- 
cluded under  this  head  are  those  injured  in  getting  on  trains 
in  motion,  and  those  hurt  at  highway  crossings.  Five  more 
were  injured  at  crossings  than  last  year,  but  the  chief  increase 
was  in  the  injuries  to  persons  who  were  strictly  trespassers  ; 
those  who  were  where  under  no  circumstances  ought  they  to 
have  been,  but  who  regard  the  risking  of  their  own  lives  as 
one  of  the  inalienable  rights  not  to  be  taken  from  them. 

SAFETY    COUPLERS. 

The  law  requiring  that  freight  cars  built  or  purchased  for 
use  on  our  railroads  should  be  provided  with  couplers  so 
arranged  as  to  render  the  presence  of  any  person  between 
the  ends  of  the  cars  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of  coupling 
the  same  ;  and  that  no  couplers  should  be  placed  on  such  cars, 
nor  new  ones  substituted  for  old  ones  until  approved  by  us, 
and  providing  that  they  should  be  hung  at  such  height  as  we 
should  direct,  has  now  been  in  force  for  a  little  more  than 
two  years,  and  we  naturally  look  to  see  if  it  has  had  any 
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appreciable  effect  in  lessening  accidents  from  coupling.  This 
work  is  done  under  such  various  conditions,  as  daylight  and 
darkness,  winter  storms  and  summer  weather,  in  the  rush 
of  blockades,  and  the  leisure  of  light  traffic,  and  by  men  too 
tired  to  be  careful,  that  unless  we  know  all  the  circumstances 
our  deductions  cannot  be  exact.  So  far  as  the  returns  show, 
the  few  safety  couplers  in  use  have  had  no  influence  on  the 
number  of  accidents.  Indeed  the  total  number  of  coupling 
accidents  reported  has  been  two  more  than  last  year  ;  amount- 
ing to  forty-four.  Of  the  sixteen  which  occurred  on  the  two 
hundred  and  four  miles  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
road  in  this  State,  thirteen  were  so  injured  between  Oct.  1st 
and  April  1st,  and  three  during  the  other  six  months.  Of 
the  twenty-three  so  injured  on  the  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  miles  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road 
in  Connecticut,  fourteen  were  between  Oct.  1st  and  April 
1st,  and  nine  in  the  other  six  months.  Thirteen  of  the 
twenty-three  occurred  after  dark.  The  five  reported  on  other 
roads  were  all  between  Oct.  1st  and  April  1st. 

The  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  last  year  passed  an  act 
similar  to  our  law  of  1882,  requiring  the  railroad  companies 
operating  in  that  State  to  equip  all  new  freight  cars,  and  use 
in  renewals,  such  automatic  or  safety  couplers  as  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners  should  prescribe  after  examination  and 
tests.  The  Massachusetts  board  entered  upon  their  difficult 
duty  with  the  determination  and  preparation  to  make  the  exam- 
ination as  perfect  as  it  could  be  made.  Notice  of  the  time  when 
the  investigation  would  begin  was  published  all  through  the 
country,  and  all  reasonable  opportunity  given  to  any  one  who 
thought  he  had  solved  the  problem  to  demonstrate  it.  They 
however  relieved  themselves  of  a  large  amount  of  unneces- 
sary labor  by  deciding  that  while  they  would  hear  such  testi- 
mony and  witness  such  tests  as  might  be  offered  them  at  the 
expense  and  under  the  direction  of  the  parties  desiring  to 
exhibit,  yet  they  would  not  approve  any  device  upon  a  mere 
model,  nor  even  upon  any  experimental  test,  unless  it  was 
supported  by  a  record  of  continuous  use  in  actual   traffic. 
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The  investigation  was  begun  on  the  25th  of  September,  under 
the  management  of  an  expert,  and  is  acknowledged  to  have 
been  both  impartial  and  thorough.  Five  such  couplers  have 
been  designated  by  the  board  for  use,  and  their  forth- 
coming annual  report  to  the  Legislature  will  give  in  full  their 
report  on  this  subject  and  all  the  information  and  benefit  that 
can  be  derived  from  such  an  inquiry  will  be  gained.  As  to 
the  wisdom  of  legislative  action  on  this  subject,  opinions 
differ  very  widely  according  as  those  who  entertain  them 
regard  legislative  interference  in  railroad  matters  as  "  only 
evil  continually,"  or  on  the  other  hand  think  "  an  act  of  the 
legislature "  the  sovereign  panacea.  One  of  the  foremost 
railroad  journals  in  speaking  of  legislative  compulsion  to 
adopt  inventions,  said,  "  In  the  case  of  car  couplers  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  the  recent  action  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
will  not  tend  to  hasten  the  adoption  of  any  automatic  device 
of  that  kind.  It  has  cut  out  work  for < the  Railway  Commis- 
sioners of  that  State  which  neither  they  nor  any  similar  body 
of  men  are  competent  to  do,  and  will  surely  plunge  them  in 
a  sea  of  trouble."  We  cannot  subscribe  to  this  view,  but 
believe,  as  the  same  journal  in  the  same  number  says  of  the 
examination  required  by  the  resolution,  that  it  "  is  in  the 
direction  of  progress."  We  do  not  claim  that  the  Legisla- 
ture, or  a  board  of  commissioners,  is  the  best  or  proper 
tribunal  to  determine  what  coupler  should  be  adopted.  We 
do  however  believe  that  it  is  a  help  towards  a  settlement  of 
the  question  to  say  that  some  automatic  or  safety  coupler 
shall  be  adopted.  Compelled  to  make  a  selection,  the  man- 
agers of  our  railroads,  assisted  by  the  best  practical  aid  they 
can  command,  will  adopt  that  coupler  which  they  think  will 
best  accomplish  the  work  demanded,  and  give  to  it  that  daily 
and  continual  use  which  can  alone  determine  whether  it  ful- 
fils the  requirements.  When  it  becomes  necessary  that  a 
particular  thing  should  be  done,  some  way  will  always  be 
found  in  which  to  do  it,  and  after  a  time  the  best  way  will  be 
discovered.  It  is  a  prevailing  sentiment  that  the  standard 
automatic    freight   car   coupler  must   come.      Master   Car- 
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Builders'  Associations,  Car-Builders'  Clubs,  Railroad  Clubs, 
American  Railroad  Superintendents'  Associations,  discuss  and 
concede  it,  newspapers  demand  it,  and  Legislatures  require  it. 
At  the  Boston  meeting  of  the  Association  of  American  Rail- 
road Superintendents,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  not 
later  than  1886  all  the  railways  of  the  country  would,  by 
legislative  enactment,  be  compelled  to  equip  their  freight  cars 
with  an  automatic  coupler  which  would  not  require  brakemen 
to  go  between  the  cars  to  couple  or  uncouple  them.  That 
date  is  probably  too  early,  but  that  such  legislation  will  be 
had,  unless  the  necessity  of  it  is  avoided  by  voluntary  action, 
is  altogether  likely.  The  most  serious  objection  to  separate 
State  action,  and  it  is  a  very  serious  one,  is  demonstrated  in 
the  case  of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  ;  our  law  permits 
the  companies  to  select,  subject  to  our  approval ;  the  law  of 
Massachusetts  requires  the  Commissioners  to  prescribe.  Our 
law  was  passed  three  years  ago,  and  under  it  the  companies 
have  adopted  and  are  using  couplers  not  included  in  the  num- 
ber prescribed  by  the  Massachusetts  Commissioners,  and 
while  these  may  still  remain  in  use,  the  companies  whose 
roads  run  into  Massachusetts  must  for  the  future  adopt  one 
on  the  Massachusetts  list,  thus  adding  to  the  multiplicity  of 
couplers  and  the  disgust  of  railroad  men.  To  avoid  this 
trouble  so  far  as  possible,  delegates  from  sixteen  of  the  prin- 
cipal New  England  roads  met  in  Boston  on  the  16th  of 
December,  to  select  for  adoption  one  of  the  five  couplers 
recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Board.  The  choice  was 
narrowed  to  two  without  much  trouble.  But  it  was  found 
impossible  to  agree  upon  one.  But  notwithstanding  all  the 
difficulties,  and  perhaps  in  consequence  of  them,  we  still 
hold  our  opinion  that  the  problem  will  be  solved  and  that 
by  the  body  best  fitted  to  do  it,  the  Master-Car-Builders' 
Association.  At  their  last  annual  convention  in  June,  the 
committee  previously  appointed  reported  that  in  response  to 
their  circular  of  inquiry,  the  expression  had  been  nearly 
unanimous  that  there  would  be  a  large  saving  to  the  railroads 
by  the  adoption  of  a  standard  automatic  coupler ;  that  such  a 
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coupler  would  be  safer  for  the  trainmen,  and  that  it  was  both 
practicable  and  desirable  to  adopt  it  for  all  new  constructions 
and  renewals,  and  further  that  there  were  no  practical  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  such  adoption.  As  the  next  step,  Mr. 
M.  N.  Forney,  lately  of  the  Railroad  Gazette,  was  appointed 
to  examine  into  the  merits  of  the  different  couplings  with  a 
view  to  the  choice  of  a  standard.  We  know  of  no  one  better 
fitted  for  this  duty  than  Mr.  Forney,  and  we  feel  confident 
that  a  standard  automatic  freight  car  coupler  will  be  adopted 
with  practical  unanimity  in  the  not  far  distant  future,  not- 
withstanding that  Mr.  Forney's  task  is  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult and  delicate  which  any  railroad  man  has  been  called  on  to 
perform.  In  the  mean  time  no  additional  legislation  on  this 
subject  is  called  for  in  this  State. 

STANDARD    TIME. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  to  our  £>tate  belongs  the  credit 
of  the  first  successful  movement  for  the  establishment  of 
standard  time.  In  our  report  to  the  Legislature  in  1881  we 
recommended  the  adoption  of  a  standard  time  for  the  State, 
and  provision  for  its  distribution.  At  that  session  the  time 
for  the  meridian  of  the  City  Hall  in  the  city  of  New  York 
was  made  the  standard  for  this  State.  This  time,  which  was 
then  used  on  most  of  our  railroads,  was  generally  adopted  by 
the  others,  and  by  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  State.  When, 
therefore,  the  General  Time  Convention  agreed  upon  the 
division  of  the  United  States  into  sections  whose  time  should 
be  just  one  hour  apart,  it  found  our  people  fully  prepared  to 
accept  the  standard  for  that  section  in  which  our  State  was 
situated.  The  first  act  therefore  passed  at  the  last  session 
was  one  providing  that  the  standard  of  time  for  the  seventy- 
fifth  meridian  west  from  Greenwich  should  be  the  standard 
of  time  for  this  State. 

It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  a  change  so  radical  as  these 
hour  section  standards,  should  have  been  so  quickly  and  well- 
nigh  universally  accepted.  In  a  paper  read  before  the  Inter- 
national Meridian  Congress  at  Washington,  on  October  14th, 
it  was  stated  that  nearly  ninety-five  per  cent,  of  the  total 
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number  of  cities  in  the  United  States  of  over  ten  thousand 
inhabitants  had  adopted  standard  time  for  all  purposes,  and 
that  it  was  used  upon  ninety-seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  of 
all  the  miles  of  railway  lines.  And  at  the  present  time,  so 
far  as  known,  the  only  railroads  in  the  United  States  or 
Canada  run  on  old  local  time,  are  the  Montour  railroad, 
eleven  miles  long,  and  the  Pittsburg-  &  Castle  Shannon  rail- 
road, nine  miles  long. 

This  International  Conference  represented  nearly  every 
civilized  nation  on  the  face  of  the  globe,  and  was  composed 
of  delegates  from  twenty-five  different  governments.  The 
action  of  the  Conference  in  adopting  Greenwich  as  the  prime 
meridian  has  probably  settled  for  all  time  any  attempt  to 
change  our  present  standard  of  time,  and  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  hour  sections  adopted  in  this  country  will 
ultimately  be  adopted  the  world  around.  We  give  herewith 
a  table  presented  to  that  meeting  designating  the  several 
governing  meridians  and  names  suggested  for  the  correspond- 
ing sectional  times  :

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The  Conference  further  recommended  the  adoption  of  a 
universal  day,  which  is  simply  the  ordinary  day  at  Greenwich. 
Our  own  time  is  just  five  hours  slower  than  that  of  this  uni- 
versal day.  The  use  of  it  is  only  for  such  purposes  as  may 
be  found  convenient,  and  in  no  way  interferes  with  standard 
time.  The  hours  of  the  universal  day  are  to  be  reckoned 
from  0  to  24,  which  has  already  been  adopted  on  some  rail- 
roads, and  will,  we  believe,  gradually,  come  into  general  use. 

For  railroad  purposes  we  are  confident  it  will  be  found  a 
very  great  convenience,  not  of  course  so  much  on  short  roads 
with  few  trains,  as  on  longer  lines  with  trains  at  all  hours  in 
the  twenty-four.  Mistakes  are  now  constantly  made  between 
the  a.  m.  and  p.m.,  even  by  persons  accustomed  to  the  use  of 
time-tables.  If  our  roads  would  give  it  a  fair  trial,  we  do  not 
doubt  but  that  it  would  prove  acceptable. 

UNIFORM   TRAIN    SIGNALS. 

Another  step  in  the  direction  of  uniformity  in  matters  per- 
taining to  railroads  has  been  the  adoption  by  the  General 
Time  Convention,  at  its  Philadelphia  meeting  on  the  9th  of 
October,  of  a  system  of  uniform  train  signals.  The  desira- 
bleness of  such  uniformity  and  the  increased  safety  which  it 
will  give  in  the  running  of  trains  is  too  apparent  to  need 
presentation.  At  the  time  of  the  meeting,  companies  repre- 
senting about  one-half  of  the  mileage  of  the  country  had 
expressed  their  determination  to  adopt  the  system.  Thanks 
are  due  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Hill,  Civil  Engineer,  who  was  for  a  long 
time  in  the  office  of  the  Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line  rail- 
road company  in  New  Haven,  for  the  active  and  intelligent 
part  which  he  had  in  bringing  this  matter  to  the  attention  of 
railroad  men. 

TRANSPORTATION   RATES. 

The  law  requires  us  to  make  a  report  to  you  of  the  general 

conduct  and  condition  of  all  the  railroads  in  the  State,  with 

such  suggestions  for  legislation  as  we  deem  proper.    Obviously 

.this  report  is  to  be  of  the  conduct,  or  management,  of  the 
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railroads,  in  those  particulars  which  are  by  law  entrusted  to 
our  supervision,  and  the  suggestions  for  legislation  are  to  be 
in  the  same  direction.  The  Legislature  has  never  thought 
proper  to  confer  upon  us  any  duties  in  regard  to  the  financial 
management  of  the  companies,  our  authority  in  that  direction 
being  confined  to  seeing  that  their  receipts  and  expenditures 
and  their  financial  condition  are  reported  to  us  in  the  pre- 
scribed manner,  and,  so  far  as  appears,  correctly.  The  duties 
of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  the  several  States  are  as 
varied  as  the  exigencies  which  called  them  into  being.  In 
some  States  their  chief  duties  pertain  to  questions  of  rates 
and  tariffs,  in  the  fixing  of  which  they  have  been  given  almost 
absolute  power.  In  our  own  State,  the  plunging  of  a  passen- 
ger train  into  an  open  draw  led  the  Legislature  to  provide 
for  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  whose  duty  should  be,  at  their 
discretion,  or  on  proper  complaint,  to  inspect  the  railroads, 
"  their  rails,  switches,  road  crossings,  buildings,  stations, 
works,  bridges,  and  engines  and  cars,"  "and  make  any  and 
all  other  inquiries  needful  to  determine  whether  the  affairs  of 
such  corporations  are  managed  conformably  to  law  and  with 
public  safety  and  convenience,"  and  to  "  advise  and  recom- 
mend the  making  of  such  repairs "  "as  they  shall  deem  nec- 
essary to  the  public  safety  and  to  the  safety  of  the  operatives 
on  said  roads,"  and  some  other  like  matters.  Also  to  "  call 
for  accurate  and  full  returns  and  statistics  from  each  rail- 
road corporation,"  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  form. 
Though  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissioners  have 
been  very  much  enlarged  since  that  time,  yet  this  enlargement 
has  always  been  confined  to  matters  pertaining  to  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  the  public  and  the  employees  of  the  com- 
panies, and  never  has  been  so  extended  as  to  give  us  any 
control  over  matters  of  transportation,  or  any  authority  in  the 
regulation  of  rates  and  tariffs.  Our  own  duties  being  then 
so  clearly  apart  from  all  questions  of  transportation,  we  have 
thought  that  to  recommend  or  advise  the  General  Assembly 
as  to  any  matter  of  this  kind  would  be  to  arrogate  to  our- 
selves duties  which  you  have  never  intrusted  to  us. 
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For  this  reason  we  have  not  heretofore  made,  nor  does  it 
seem  to  us  that  it  would  be  proper  for  us  to  make,  any  recom- 
mendations in  regard  to  the  enactment  of  a  law  of  the  char- 
acter of  that  which  has  been  under  consideration  the  last  two 
sessions  of  the  General  Assembly,  known  as  the  "Short 
Haul  "  bill,  providing  that  no  railroad  company  should  receive 
for  transportation  of  freight  to  any  station  on  its  road  a 
greater  sum  than  is  at  the  time  charged  or  received  for  the 
transportation  of  the  like  class  and  quantity  of  freight  from 
the  same  original  point  of  departure  to  a  station  at  a  greater 
distance  on  said  railroad  in  the  same  direction.  Should  a 
bill  in  the  form  proposed  be  passed  by  you,  its  enforcement 
will  be  through  the  courts  and  we  should  have  nothing  to  do 
with  it.  Or,  if  a  law  is  to  be  passed  as  proposed  by  some, 
submitting  questions  of  freight  discrimination  to  our  decision 
either  absolutely,  or  for  the  purpose  of  recommendation,  an 
expression  of  opinion  now  on  what  might  become  a  matter 
for  decision  hereafter  would  be  manifestly  out  of  place.  In 
either  event  we  should  be  in  the  position  of  assuming  to 
advise  in  regard  to  what  had  never  been  in  any  manner  sub- 
mitted to  us. 

ASYLUM    STREET    CROSSING. 

A  special  commission  was  appointed  by  the  last  General 
Assembly,  consisting  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  the 
Hon.  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  Mayor  of  Hartford,  and  the  Hon. 
Henry  C.  Robinson,  also  of  Hartford,  to  whom  was  entrusted 
the  duty  and  given  the  authority  to  separate  the  grades  of  the 
tracks  and  the  street  at  the  Asylum  street  crossing  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  and  the  New  York  & 
New  England  railroads,  in  the  city  of  Hartford.  Mr.  Robin- 
son having  declined  to  act,  the  Hon.  fin.  D.  Bishop  of  Bridge- 
port, was  appointed  in  his  place  by  the  railroad  companies  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  resolution.  Several  meet- 
ings have  been  held,  but  no  final  decision  has  been  reached  in 
the  matter. 
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SUNDAY   TRAINS. 

The  General  Conference  of  the  Congregational  Churches 
of  Connecticut  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Bridgeport,  last 
November,  adopted  the  following  resolutions  : 

Revolved,  1.  That  the  obligation  of  the  Divine  law  con- 
cerning the  sacred  observance  of  the  Sabbath  as  well  as  the 
needs  of  humanity  demand  of  the  railroad  corporations  of 
the  country,  the  curtailment  of  all  freight  and  passenger 
traffic  on  the  Lord's  Day,  save  that  which  can  be  proved  to 
be  absolutely  necessary. 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  Conference  earnestly,  but  respect- 
fully petition  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Connecticut,  to 
take  this  matter  into  serious  consideration,  and  if  deemed  by 
them  best,  to  enforce  the  suggestions  of  the  foregoing 
resolution. 

The  Conference  also  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of 
the  Rev.  Amos  S.  Chesebrough  of  Saybrook,  Rev.  George  H. 
Griffin  of  Milford,  and  Mr.  John  N.  Stickney  of  Rockville, 
to  present  the  resolutions  for  our  consideration.  At  the 
request  of  the  committee,  we  assigned  the  fifth  of  December 
to  hear  them,  at  which  time  the  committee  appeared  and  were 
heard,  together  with  other  gentlemen  of  high  character  and 
standing,  both  clergymen  and  laymen.  The  importance  of 
the  subject  itself,  the  large  and  respectable  constituency  of 
the  body  by  which  the  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  the  wise, 
able,  and  temperate  manner  in  which  the  matter  was  pre- 
sented to  us,  alike  demand  for  it  a  serious  and  careful  con- 
sideration, and  would  alone  be  sufficient  excuse,  if  any  were 
needed,  for  such  consideration,  even  though  it  should  appear 
that  we  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 

The  early  settlers  of  the  Connecticut  and  New  Haven  col- 
onies needed  no  human  statutes  to  hold  them  to  an  entire 
cessation  from  work-day  occupations  on  the  Sabbath,  or  the 
Lord's-day,  as  they  universally  called  it.  The  Divine  com- 
mand to  remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy,  and  on  it 
to  do  no  manner  of   work,  was  sufficient  to  make  it  their 
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pleasure  not  only  to  refrain  from  all  servile  labor  and  vain 
recreation,  but  also  to  abstain  from  many  things  which  the 
most  devout  in  our  day  regard  as  altogether  fit  employments 
or  enjoyments  for  that  day.  When  however  others,  not  like- 
minded,  began  to  come  in  upon  them,  our  fathers  thought  it 
necessary  to  protect  themselves  in  the  rights  which  they 
enjoyed,  by  the  enactment  of  human  laws  for  those  who 
would  not  regard  the  Divine. 

So  early  as  1668  the  General  Court  of  Connecticut  passed 
an  order  providing  a  punishment  for  any  person  who  should 
"  profane  the  Sabbath  by  unnecessary  travel,"  and  in  1702 
the  statute  was  enacted  making  it  unlawful  for  any  one  to  do 
or  exercise  any  labor,  business,  or  work  of  their  ordinary 
calling  on  the  Lord's  day,  works  of  necessity  and  mercy  only 
excepted.  These  laws  remained  substantially  unchanged  till 
1882,  and  were  then  only  so  far  modified  as  to  make  traveling 
on  that  day  no  longer  unlawful.  Thajb  the  law  stands  essen- 
tially now  as  it  always  has  stood,  except  in  the  one  particular 
named,  and  this,  too,  notwithstanding  the  vigorous  attempts 
which  have  been  made  to  repeal  all  our  "  Sunday  laws," 
clearly  shows  that  the  people  of  Connecticut  still  desire  to 
retain  Sunday  as  a  day  of  rest  and  quiet.  True,  many  who 
would  oppose  a  repeal  of  these  laws  sanction,  and  themselves 
engage  in,  acts  which  are  in  violation  of  the  letter  of  the  law, 
but  it  is  rather  from  a  broader  interpretation  of  the  "  necessity 
and  mercy "  than  from  any  opposition  to  the  spirit  of  the 
enactments.  The  change  in  our  statutes  whereby  it  is  no 
longer  unlawful  to  travel  on  Sunday,  makes  it  none  the  less 
unlawful  to  run  a  train  for  the  accommodation  of  general 
travel.  It  is  just  as  clear  that  the  general  running  of  trains 
on  Sunday  is  unlawful,  as  it  is  that  it  may  be  a  work  of  neces- 
sity and  mercy  to  run  a  certain  train  on  that  day,  and  hence 
lawful  so  to  do. 

Twenty-five  regular  trains  appear  from  the  time  cards  to 
run  through  some  portion  of  our  State  between  6  a.m.  and  6 
p.m.  on  Sunday;  a  number  not  large  in  comparison  with  the 
number  of  such  trains  run  in  other  States,  nor  fairly  indica- 
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tive  of  the  amount  of  Sunday  work  which  railroad  employees 
are  called  upon  to  do.  It  is  not  for  us  to  say  how  many  of 
these  are  run  in  violation  of  law.  That  many  of  them  cause 
serious  annoyance  to  a  large  part  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
whether  church-goers  or  not,  we  do  not  doubt.  How  many 
of  them  are  justified  as  "works  of  necessity  or  mercy"  can 
not  be  determined  without  inquiry  into  the  circumstances 
applicable  to  each  particular  train.  Trains  for  the  carrying 
of  the  through  mail  have  long  been  included  in  this  class. 
Milk  trains,  trains  for  the  transportation  of  live  stock,  and 
perishable  freight  have  followed,  and  are  generally  regarded 
as  coming  within  the  same  classification.  But  that  many  of 
these  are  for  convenience,  rather  than  for  "necessity  or 
mercy,"  is  undoubtedly  true.  At  all  events,  at  this  point 
the  justification  stops.  All  other  regular  trains,  and  Sunday 
excursions  are  excluded.  We  know  the  plea  of  fresh  air, 
cool  breezes,  and  new  scenes  for  the  toilers,  which  is  urged 
as  a  defense  for  Sunday  excursions ;  but  every  city  and  town  of 
Connecticut  has  all  these  near  at  hand  without  the  weariness, 
expense,  and  demoralization  which  the  excursions  generally 
bring  to  the  participants,  and  the  unnecessary  added  toil  and 
deprivation  from  Sunday  rest  and  refreshment  which  they 
cause  to  the  railroad  men.  The  adding  of  passenger  accom- 
modation to  Sunday  mail,  milk,  and  freight  trains,  and  the 
putting  on  of  general  passenger  trains,  has  come  gradually 
and  come  about  through  the  desire  of  managers  to  yield  to 
what  they  believed  to  be  public  demand,  and  a  desire  to  pop- 
ularize their  routes.  Our  personal  acquaintance  with  the 
managers  of  our  roads  warrants  our  saying,  though  we  have 
had  no  time  to  canvass  the  matter,  that  none  of  them  would 
regard  the  slight  increase  of  revenue,  if  any  there  is,  coming 
from  the  running  of  Sunday  trains  any  reason  for  their  con- 
tinuance. And  we  are  certain  that  the  citizens  of  our  State, 
who  own  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  stock  of  our  companies,  or 
forty-four  per  cent,  if  we  leave  out  the  New  York  &  New 
England,  of  the  stock  of  which  only  $133,400.00  out  of 
118,120,000.00   is   owned  in   Connecticut,   would   certainly 
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gladly  forego  any  added  revenue  from  this  source.  Sunday 
milk  trains  have  been  put  on  more  for  the  convenience  and 
benefit  of  shippers,  and  comfort  of  consumers,  than  for  the 
profit  to  the  companies,  so  that  it  is  not  alone  the  railroad 
managers  who  are  responsible  for  this  form  of  Sunday 
desecration. 

"  Many  a  man  who  would  not  think  of  doing  business  or  of 
working  on  the  Sabbath  day,  has  unthinkingly  allowed  himself  to 
be  a  party  to  this  desecration  of  its  hours  by  demanding  that  his 
car  of  live  stock  should  be  on  its  way  to  market  so  as  to  reach  it 
the  first  part  of  the  coming  week,  even  if  the  car  had  to  be  run  on 
Sunday,  while  he  and  his  family  were  at  church,  and  much  exer- 
cised, it  may  be,  over  the  wants  of  the  heathen  who  have  no  Sab- 
bath or  Sabbath  institutions,  forgetting  all  the  while  he  was  doing 
his  best  to  make  heathen  of  the  train  men  by  making  them  break 
the  Sabbath,  that  his  car  of  hogs  might  reach  the  best  market. 
The  public  owes  it  to  these  train  men  that  it  so  regulates  its  busi- 
ness and  its  travel  that  this  class  of  public  servants  shall  have  the 
uplifting  and  healthful  influence  of  home  life  during  the  quiet  and 
restful  hours  of  the  Sabbath  day.  These  men  are,  from  the  very 
nature  of  their  calling,  almost  strangers  at  home.  How  many  of 
them  are  away  so  early  in  the  morning  and  back  so  late  at  night 
that  they  are  strangers  to  their  own  children.  Certainly  they 
should  be  allowed  the  one  day  in  seven,  that  God  has  Himself  set 
apart  for  rest,  to  be  with  their  families,  and  go  with  them,  when 
they  so  wish,  to  the  place  of  worship  of  their  choice."* 

We  have  in  former  reports  spoken  of  this  matter  of  Sunday 
trains,  and  however  the  religious  question  involved  may  be 
regarded,  there  can  be  none  to  whom  the  extra  labor  and 
deprivation  of  needed  rest  thereby  often  brought  upon  rail- 
road employees,  and  discomfort,  if  nothing  more,  to  their  fam- 
ilies, will  not  appeal.  At  present  it  is  estimated  that  of  rail- 
road employees  some  quarter  of  a  million  in  the  country  at 
large  are  called  upon  more  or  less  to  do  Sunday  work.  If  it 
were  only  the  men  on  the  particular  trains  run,  who  were 
required  for  the  work,  the  number  would  be  small,  but  the

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running  of  trains  calls  for  the  attention  of  train  despatchers, 
station  agents,  telegraph  operators,  signal-men,  switchmen, 
and  others,  till  the  number  whose  day  of  rest  is  thus  broken 
becomes  a  multitude. 

We  have  no  idea  that  the  extent  of  this  extra  work  is  real- 
ized either  by  the  general  public  or  by  the  executive  officers 
of  the  companies.  No  class  of  men  are  more  loyal  to  their 
employers  than  are  railroad  men ;  in  none  is  the  esprit  de 
corps  so  strong.  If  we  waited  for  them  to  make  public  their 
feelings,  or  indeed  their  judgment  on  this  subject,  we  should 
wait  a  long  time.  It  is  no  disposal  of  the  matter  to  say  that 
if  they  do  not  wish  to  do  the  work,  they  can  give  up  their 
places.     Hungry  mouths  at  home  forbid  this. 

This  question  has  received  more  marked  attention  by  reason 
of  the  action  of  railroad  men  themselves.  In  May,  1883, 
Colonel  Young,  president  of  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  & 
Chicago  railroad  company,  issued  an  order,  that  so  far  as  pos- 
sible no  work  should  be  done  on  Sunday,  that  passenger  trains 
would  be  run  only  for  carrying  mails,  and  that  efforts  would 
be  made  to  discontinue  these.  Freight  trains  for  perishable 
goods  and  live  stock  would  only  be  run  as  necessary,  and 
that  no  excursion  trains  of  any  kind,  for  any  purpose,  would 
be  run  on  that  day. 

The  Railway  Age,  which  always  looks  at  railroad  questions 
from  the  railroad  standpoint,  in  commenting  on  this  order 
said : 

"All  railway  managers  agree  that  the  entire  avoidance  of  work 
on  Sunday  is  desirable,  but  it  is  generally  felt  that  this  is  imprac- 
ticable. President  Young's  fearless  action,  however,  has  called 
new  attention  to  the  subject  and  may  result  in  at  least  a  diminu- 
tion of  Sunday  labor.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  a  total  stoppage 
of  railway  operations  on  that  day  can  be  effected,  because  there 
are  certain  mail  and  suburban  trains — the  latter  carrying  many 
church-goers  and  funerals — which  will  be  demanded  by  the  pub- 
lic and  which  have  come  to  be  considered  necessities.  But  that 
some  of  the  passenger  and  excursion  trains  might  be  taken  off 
without  public  detriment,  and  that  the  running  of  Sunday  freight 
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trains  might  be  entirely  abandoned — although  this  would  be  a 
very  difficult  matter  on  many  lines — there  can  be  no  doubt.  We 
also  fully  believe  that  the  physical  and  moral  condition  of  railway 
men  would  be  greatly  improved  by  the  recognition  of  a  day  of 
rest  in  every  week." 

We  would  call  particular  attention  to  this  expression  of 
opinion  in  regard  to  the  possibility  of  discontinuing  Sunday 
freight  trains,  as  it  is  these  trains  which  have  caused  the 
most  annoyance  to  church-goers  and  those  who  desire  a  quiet 
Sunday,  and  because  it  is  upon  that  day  when  most  passenger 
trains  are  off  the  road  that  the  opportunity  is  taken  to  clear 
the  yards  of  the  accumulated  freight,  and  the  "  extra 
freights  "  thunder  through  the  state.  The  Railivay  Age  did 
further  good  service  to  this  cause  by  sending  to  a  few  of  the 
principal  railroad  presidents  and  managers,  a  circular  letter, 
calling  attention  to  this  order  of  Colonel  Young  and  asking 
their-  opinion  as  to  the  practicability  and  desirability  of  the 
discontinuance  or  diminution  of  Sunday  work.  The  answers 
evinced  a  general  agreement  both  as  to  the  possibility  and 
advisability  of  a  large  diminution,  though  not  of  a  total  dis- 
continuance of  Sunday  work.  Some  of  these  replies  present 
the  whole  subject  so  much  better  than  we  possibly  can,  with 
the  advantage  of  coming  from  practical  railroad  men,  that 
we  give  two  or  three  of  them  in  the  appendix,  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  wish  to  examine  this  subject  further,  and  we 
commend  them  to  the  consideration  of  our  own  railroad  man- 
agers, in  the  hope  that  they  will  see  that  Sunday  work  on 
railroads  is  reduced  to  the  lowest  practicable  amount. 

It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  the  pecuniary  considerations 
are  on  the  side  of  seven  days'  work  in  the  week.  Work  without 
rest  is  against  the  laws  of  nature,  and  to  work  against  those 
laws  is  to  work  at  a  loss.  Not  only  is  this  true  of  the  work- 
man as  regards  himself,  but  it  is  also  true  in  the  net  results  to 
the  employer.  Especially  is  this  true  in  many  departments  of 
railroad  work,  in  which  the  strain  on  the  mind  and  nerve  is 
so  severe.  Public  safety  also  requires  that  these  men  should 
be  kept  in  the  highest  condition  of  efficiency.     Not  only  is 
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rest  necessary,  but  for  the  best  results  periodic  relief  is  essen- 
tial, and  the  experiment  of  France  has  demonstrated  that  one 
day  in  seven  is  the  best,  as  it  is  the  universally  accepted,  and 
Divinely  appointed,  apportionment  of  rest  to  labor.  For  some 
the  Divine  command  is  all-sufficient,  for  others  the  economic 
side  of  the  question  alone  has  weight,  and  for  such  it  would 
be  conclusive  should  experience  confirm  what  experiment 
seems  to  have  demonstrated,  "  that  metals  and  machinery 
absolutely  require  periodic  rest." 

"If  this  be  so,  and  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  it  is 
true,  the  argument  is  overwhelming  in  a  financial  sense,  but 
my  observations  prove  not  only  this,  but  that  no  man  can  safely 
work  seven  days  in  the  week  on  railroad  business,  because  he 
is  getting  in  a  dead  set  in  his  mental  faculties,  precisely  as  iron 
gets  a  set  by  strain  and  constant  use.  There  is  no  chance  for 
recuperation."  * 

"  If  there  be  in  the  very  constitution  of  nature  a  law  of  Sabbath 
rest — and  the  evidence  that  such  a  law  exists  is  very  strong — and 
if  this  law  extends  to  the  machinery  which  man  fashions  out  of 
wood  and  metals,  it  must  follow  that  man  himself  is  designed  to 
obey  a  similar — or  rather  the  same  law.  If  the  wheels  of  a  loco- 
motive need  rest  in  order  that  they  may  give  the  highest  possible 
percentage  of  service,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  necessary  conclusion 
that  the  locomotive  engineer  requires  a  periodic  rest  to  perform 
the  most  efficient  work."  j- 

How  far  the  discussion  of  this  question  has  led  to  action, 
we  have  no  means  of  determining.  The  result  on  Colonel 
Young's  own  road,  both  financially,  and  as  respects  the  con- 
dition of  his  men,  was  such  as  to  greatly  strengthen  him  in 
his  position,  and  President  Ledyard  of  the  Michigan  Central, 
issued  an  order  that  no  freight  trains  should  leave  their 
respective  divisions,  between  midnight  of  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day night,  except  such  as  had  perishable  freight. 

Now,  in  view  of  what  has  been  said,  it  will  be  asked 
whether  we  have  any  action  to  propose,  or  legislation  to  sug-

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gest.  It  was  not  claimed  by  the  gentlemen  who  appeared 
before  us,  that  we  had  power  to  prevent  the  running  of  trains 
by  direct  interference,  nor  did  they  ask  us  to  recommend  any 
specific  legislation.  It  was  rather  that  as  public  officials, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  recommend  to  the  railroad  companies  the 
adoption  of  such  measures  and  regulations  as  we  deem  con- 
ducive to  the  public,  safety  and  interest,  we  should  aid  them 
in  bringing  this  subject  to  the  thoughtful  attention  of  the 
public,  the  Legislature,  and  especially  of  the  railroad  man- 
agers. This  we  most  cheerfully  and  earnestly  do.  No  one 
asks  that  all  Sunday  work  on  railroads  be  prohibited.  All 
except  such  as  is  of  necessity  or  mercy  is  now  unlawful.  No 
statute  could  define  in  detail  what  might  and  what  might  not 
come  under  that  limitation.  Each  case  must  be  determined 
as  it  arises,  and  primarily  must  be  decided  by  the  railroad 
managers.  Outside  of  this  we  know  of  no  way  by  which  Sun- 
day trains  are  to  be  restricted  in  the  future,  except  by  some 
such  provision  as  the  law  of  1881  in  Massachusetts,  which 
provides  that  "  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may 
authorize  the  running  upon  any  railroad  of  such  through 
trains  on  the  Lord's  Day,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the 
public  necessity  and  convenience  may  require,  having  regard 
to  the  due  observance  of  the  day." 

This  act  gave  no  sanction  to  the  some  two  hundred  and 
fifty  trains  then  running  in  that  State  on  Sunday,  nor  did  it 
make  their  running  less  lawful  than  before.  Nor  would 
it  absolutely  prevent  the  running  of  more  such  trains  without 
permission  of  the  Commissioners,  but  it  was  an  expression  of 
the  sentiment  of  the  state  that  trains  should  not  be  run  on 
that  day  unless  some  disinterested  tribunal  should  find  that 
public  necessity  and  convenience  required  it.  And  it  was 
rightly  concluded  that  with  the  existence  of  such  a  statute, 
no  managers  would  care  to  run  a  regular  train  without  such 
authority,  nor  would  they  be  likely  to  offend  the  sentiment  of 
the  State,  and  conspicuously  antagonize  the  laws,  by  running 
a  train  for  which  such  authority  had  been  asked  and  refused. 
Legislative    interference   with    railroad    management   is   to 
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be  avoided  where  possible,  and  we  have  never  sought  for 
enlargement  of  our  powers.  It  is  for  you  to  determine 
whether  the  acknowledged'  evil  is  of  sufficient  magnitude, 
and  of  that  character  to  require  your  interference  ;  and  if  a 
remedy  is  needed,  you  will  decide  how  it  shall  be  applied.

Finding  on  the  Petition  foe  the  Approval  of  the  Location 
of  the  West  Haven  Branch    Raileoad. 


State  of  Connecticut, 
Office  of  the  Raileoad  Commissioners, 
Hartfoed,  April  23,  1884. 

Be  it  remembered  that  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1884,  the  New- 
York,  New  Haven,  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  their 
petition  as  follows,  viz.: 

To  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Connecticut: 

The  application  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,  a  corporation  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  said 
State,  and  by  law  authorized  to  construct  branches  from  its  main 
line  to  any  place  in  said  State,  respectfully  represents  that  at  a  legal

Petitions  for  Planking  of  the  "  Cotton  Road  "  in 
East  Hartford. 

State  of  Connecticut, 

Office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 

Hartford,  October  4,  1884. 

The  Selectmen  of  East  Hartford  having  presented  their  petition 
to  us  on  the  8th  day  of  August,  1884,  therein  representing  that 
the  '  Cotton  Road '  in  East  Hartford  crossed  the  New  York  & 
New  England  railroad  on  a  level  therewith,  and  that  said  company 
had  failed  to  comply  with  the  law  relative  to  protecting  their  rails 
with  plank  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage 
across  said  railroad,  and  requesting  us  to  examine  said  crossing 
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and  make  such  order  as  we  might  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  law  provided  in  such  case,  as  by  said  petition  on  file 
will  more  fully  appear,  we  visited  said  East  Hartford  on  said  8th 
day  of  August  and  examined  said  crossing,  and  on  the  9th  of  said 
August  we  wrote  to  the  Selectmen  saying:  '  Your  petition  in 
regard  to  the  crossing  of  the  "  Cotton  Road"  by  the  tracks  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  railroad  was  •  duly  received.  The 
law  of  the  last  session  requiring  railroad  companies  to  protect  their 
rails  so  as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage  across  their  roads  only 
applies  to  crossings  of  highways,  and  gives  the  Commissioners 
power  to  act  only  upon  the  written  representation  of  the  proper 
authorities  that  a  railroad  company  has  failed  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  that  act  in  regard  to  said  highway.  To  give  us 
authority  to  act  in  this  case  it  is  necessary  that  the  "  Cotton  Road  " 
should  be  a  highway,  and  your  petition  should  so  represent,  if  such 
is  the  fact.' 

Nothing  further  has  been  heard  from  said  Selectmen;  but  on  the 
30th  of  September  we  again  examined  said  crossing,  and  now,  on 
consideration,  we  are  of  opinion  that  as  said  'Cotton  Road'  is  not 
claimed  by  said  Selectmen  to  be  a  highway,  nor  being  in  fact  one 
so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  we  are  without  jurisdiction  in  the  mat- 
ter complained  of. 

We  further  find  that  said  '  Cotton  Road '  crosses  the  said  rail- 
road on  a  level  therewith  at  the  westerly  end  of  its  freight  yard  in 
East  Hartford  at  a  point  where  a  large  number  of  tracks  are  laid ; 
that  said  railroad  company  has  recognized  the  right  of  individuals 
to  use  said  road  by  placing  plank  so  as  to  'protect  its  rails,'  but 
not  in  a  sufficient  manner  'to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage 
across  its  road.'  On  the  contrary,  it  would  be  very  difficult  and 
dangerous  for  any  one  to  attempt  to  cross  the  railroad  with  vehi- 
cles at  this  place.  We  think,  therefore,  that  said  railroad  company 
should  either  remove  the  plank  already  laid  and  close  the  said 
'  Cotton  Road,'  or  else  should  plank  the  entire  width  of  their  road 
where  it  is  crossed  by  the  '  Cotton  Road,'  so  that  persons  wishing 
to  do  so  may  be  able  to  cross  the  road  quickly  and  easily. 

We  regard  the  present  condition  of  the  crossing  as  very  danger- 
ous alike  for  those  crossing  the  tracks,  and  for  travelers  on  the

And  said  hearing  having  been  adjourned  till  November  12,  1884, 
at  Memorial  Hall,  East  Hartford,  at  9.30  a.  m.,  we  met  at  said  last 
named  time  and  place,  when  the  petitioners  appeared  to  prosecute 
their  said  petition,  and  the  respondents  also  appeared,  and  said  par- 
ties were  fully  heard  with  their  evidence'  and  by  their  counsel,  and 
on  inquiry  and  consideration,  we  do  find  that  this  '  Cotton  Road  ' 
runs  from  Main  street  on  the  north  to  the  Tolland  road,  or  Burn- 
side  avenue,  on  the  south,  and  crosses  the  westerly  end  of  the 
freight  yard  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.  Co.  in  East 
Hartford,  and  is  there  crossed  by  sixteen  railroad  tracks.  At  the 
present  time  there  is  neither  planking  or  any  other  protection,  so 
'  as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage '  over  these  numerous  tracks. 
If  this  '  road  '  is  a  public  road  or  '  highway '  within  the  meaning  of 
the  statute  in  regard  to  the  planking  of  railroad  crossings,  then  it 
would  be  our  duty  to  order  the  railroad  company  so  to  protect  its 
rails  as  to  make  this  crossing  as  safe  and  easy  as  possible,  though 
from  its  location  it  must  at  best  be  very  dangerous;  and  public 
safety  requires  that  travel  should  be  directed  from  it  rather  than 
attracted  to  it.  If  a  public  highway  at  all,  the  '  Cotton  Road ' 
became  such  by  dedication  and  user.  Originally  traveled  by  the 
owners  of  the  land  through  which  it  passed  for  their  own  con- 
venience, and  closed  at  each  end  by  gates  or  bars,  it  came  to  be 
used  by  others  for  their  convenience,  till  all  '  who  knew  of  its  ex- 
istence '  used  it  whenever  they  thought  best,  but  not  always  with- 
out interruption,  since  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  there 
were  not  bars  or  gates  at  some  place  along  its  line  which  were 
occasionally  closed,  and  there  now  are,  and,  so  far  as  appears, 
always  have  been,  two  at  its  northerly  end,  which  the  owner  of  the 
land  closes  at  his  pleasure.  The  road  as  a  whole  is  not  therefore 
a  public  road  or  highway.     The  counsel  for  the  petitioners,  never- 
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theless,  claim  that  even  if  this  is  so,  still  some  portion  of  this  road 
is  a  highway;  hence  we  must  inquire  whether  that  portion  of  it 
which  crosses  the  freight  yard  is  a  highway.  However  it  may  be 
with  that  portion  from  the  railroad  to  the  Tolland  road,  there  is  no 
proof  of  the  intention  of  those  who  at  any  time  have  been  the 
owners  of  the  land  now  occupied  by  the  railroad  to  dedicate  any 
portion  of  it  to  public  use  as  a  highway.  When  the  Hartford, 
Providence  &  Fishkill  railroad  was  laid  out,  fences,  with  bars, 
were  run  across  the  'Cotton  Road,'  and  were  subsequently 
renewed;  and  though  its  single  track  was  planked  at  this  crossing, 
this  was  no  more  than  is  done  at  hundreds  of  private  crossings, 
and  no  warning-boards  or  cattle-guards  were  ever  maintained  at 
this  point  as  is  by  law  required  at  all  highway  crossings.  We  are 
then  unable  to  find  the  unequivocal  and  satisfactory  proof  of  dedi- 
cation which  is  necessary.  The  '  Cotton  Road  '  being  therefore,  in 
our  opinion  a  'pent  road,'  and  not  a  public  highway,  we  have  no 
authority  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners.

THE  SUNDAY  QUESTION. 

[From  the  President  of  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad.] 

Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company, 

Detroit,  Mich.,  May  14,    1883. 

To  the  Editors  of  the  Railway  Age  : 

I  have  your  letter  of  May  11th,  relative  to  the  action  recently 
taken  by  the  president  of  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago 
railway  company  in  ordering  the  suspension  of  all  trains  upon  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  note  your  request  that  I  shall  reply  to  certain 
questions,  as  stated  in  your  letter. 

1 .  If  all  railroad  companies  competing  for  the  same  class  of 
traffic  from  and  to  common  points,  were  in  accord,  it  would  be 
practicable,  to  a  very  large  extent,  to  abandon  the  running  of  rail- 
way trains  on  the  Sabbath  day.  The  chief  difficulty  is  that  in 
these  days  of  sharp  competition  time  has  become  such  an  impor- 
tant element  that  if  one  railroad  company  would  voluntarily  cease 
its  traffic  for  one  day  during  the  week,  while  others  continued,  it 
would  lose  largely  thereby.  Yet,  for  example,  were  each  of  the 
trunk  lines  to  absolutely  refuse  to  J  exchange  traffic  of  any  kind 
with  their  connections,  from  6  p.  m.  Saturday  until  Monday  morn- 
ing, it  would  be  a  simple  matter  for  these  trunk  lines,  as  well  as 
for  their  western  connections,  to  so  arrange  the  movement  of 
traffic  as  to  practically  do  away  with  the  running  of  Sunday  trains. 

2.  There  is  no  question  as  to  the  desirability  of  prohibiting 
Sunday  work  on  railways.  The  law  of  nature,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  higher  law,  requires  that  man  should  have. rest  one  day  in 
seven.  Is  there  any  reason  why  a  railway  engineer  or  conductor 
is  not  entitled  to  his  rest  as  much  as  a  merchant  or  manufacturer? 

3.  This  company  has  endeavored  to  so  arrange  the  runs  of  its 
trainmen  and  engineers  as  to  bring  them  home  on  Sunday,  but  lit- 
tle can  be  done  in  that  direction  without  the  concerted  action  on 
the  part  of  all  companies  interested  in  the  same  traffic. 
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,4.  I  do  not  "believe  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  loss  in  traffic 
would  be  appreciable,  were  all  Sunday  work  stopped,  and  in  the 
better  morals  of  the  men  the  railway  companies  would  be  abund- 
antly paid  for  doing  away  with  work  on  this  day. 

5.  While  the  public  would  no  doubt  at  first  be  dissatisfied  at 
the  cessation  of  Sunday  work,  and  would  claim  injury  thereby  in 
the  matter  of  detention  to  freight  and  delay  to  mails,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  such  injury  could  really  exist,  were  the  practice  of 
doing  away  Sunday  work  made  uniform  on  all  roads.  As  an  ex- 
ample, at  one  time  it  was  thought  necessary  for  each  of  the  Omaha 
roads  to  run  a  train  from  Chicago  Sundays;  after  a  while  this  was 
changed  so  that  a  train  left  each  Sunday  on  one  only  of  the  three 
roads.  Tnis  caused  at  first  some  dissatisfaction,  but  it  soon  passed 
away,  and  the  result  of  the  experiment,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  learn,  was  entirely  satisfactory. 

Looking  at  the  question  from  either  a  moral  or  economical 
standpoint,  no  candid  person  can  uphold  the  running  of  trains  on 
Sunday.  What  is  there  in  the  essence  of  a  railroad  company  dif- 
ferent from  any  other  business,  which  will  require  an  exception  to 
be  made  of  it,  and  its  employees  to  work  when  others  are  allowed 
and  expect  rest? 

The  effect  of  this  constant  and  never-ending  work  is  not  only 
injurious  to  the  men  themselves,  but  most  deplorable  to  their  fami- 
lies. If  it  is  true,  as  Lord  Bacon  says,  that  a  man  who  has  a 
family  has  given  a  hostage  to  fortune,  it  is  equally  true  that  he 
should  be  allowed  to  live  at  least  part  of  his  time  with  those  for 
whom  he  has  to  care,  and  certainly  should  have  at  least  one  day  in 
seven,  which  under  our  system  of  railway  labor  he  cannot  have, 
to  devote  to  his  own  and  private  matters. 

To  bring  about  a  cessation  of  Sunday  work  now  would  be  much 
less  difficult  than  it  would  have  been  a  few  years  since.  All  over 
the  country  railway  companies  are  grouping  themselves  into  asso- 
ciations for  the  exchange  of  traffic,  the  maintenance  of  rates  and  the 
better  carrying  out  of  agreements,  such  as,  for  example,  the  trunk 
line  committee,  the  joint  executive  committee,  the  southwestern 
railway  association,  and  many  others.  If  these  companies  can 
come  together  on  short  notice  to  arrange  for  any  and  all  questions 
of  mutual  interest,  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  were  this  question 
of  Sunday  work  properly  considered,  to  bring  about  a  reform  in 
the  same. 
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I  am  glad  you  have  taken  the  matter  up,  for  I  believe  if  it 
is  presented  to  our  managers  in  the  best  light,  whether  from  a 
moral  or  economical  standpoint,  a  few  moments'  reflection  will 
show  to  each  of  them  that  we  are  all  committing  a  fearful  mistake 
in  allowing  the  continuance  and  rapid  growth  of  this  Sunday 
work.

Sunday  Work,  from  the  Employees'  Standpoint — an  Admirable 
Presentation. 

To  the  Editors  of  the  Railway  Age : 

Being  engaged  in  a  western  city  as  freight  agent  on  one  of  our 
large  railway  lines,  with  a  good  many  men  in  my  employ,  and  be- 
ing also  one  of  those  who  believe  in  a  better  observance  of  the 
Lord's  day,  I  have  long  wished  that  some  steps  might  be  taken 
by  which  work  on  that  day  might  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  on 
our  railroads,  and  in  consequence  am  much  pleased  to  hear  of  the 
action  of  some  managers  in  this  matter,  and  also  in  seeing  the  sub- 
ject brought  up  for  discussion.  Although  not  one  of  those  especi- 
ally called  on  for  information,  yet  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  write 
a  few  lines  with  the  hope  that  they  may  add  a  trifle  towards  the 
consideration  of  this  question. 

However  desirable  it  may  be  to  discontinue  the  running  of  all 
trains  on  that  day,  it  is  evident  that  many  of  our  railroad  officials 
consider  it  impracticable  on  some  lines,  and  while  on  some  roads 
the  reform  can  be  brought  about  by  an  iron-clad  order  to  that 
effect  from  the  president  or  general  manager,  on  others  it  is  too 
formidable  a  matter  to  be  disposed  of  in  that  way,  although  there 
is  no  doubt  that  much  can  be  done  to  greatly  reduce  Sunday 
work  on  almost  all  our  western  roads  if  the  matter  should  thor- 
oughly be  taken  hold  of. 

Managers  look  at  and  demand  certain  results,  but  are  obliged  to 
leave  the  details  of  the  manner  of  arriving  at  these  results  to  their 
subordinates,  all  of  whom  desire  to  make  the  best  possible  show- 
ing, whether  it  be  as  regards  increase  of  revenue,  or  the  prompt 
movement  of  freight  and  passengers  ;  consequently  the  demand 
for  Sunday  excursions  and  Sunday  moving  of  freight  are  promptly 
acceded  to  with  the  hope  of  increasing  earnings,  or  in  the  case  of 
a  rush  of  business  a  large  quantity  of  freight  is  moved  on  Sunday 
5 
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for  fear  of  delay  and  blockades.  Those  on  whom  the  responsi- 
bility rests  of  having  everything  in  good  shape  hardly  see  how 
they  can  do  otherwise.  So  the  result  is  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  employees  of  all  grades  are  ordered  on  duty;  certain  results  are 
obtained,  managers  and  others  are  pleased  and  do  not  realize  how 
much  work  has  been  done  on  Sunday,  nor  the  amount  of  dissatis- 
faction that  has  been  caused  among  the  men,  nor  whether  it  was 
really  necessary  or  not.  While  they  are  aware  of  these  things  to 
some  extent,  the  matter  is  held  in  abeyance;  in  the  meantime  the 
evil  grows  and  the  problem  becomes  more  difficult. 

I  would  suggest  to  our  managers  that  they  require  a  system  of 
weekly  reports  from  the  various  departments  or  stations  of  their 
roads  showing  something  as  follows : 

How  many  men  worked  the  previous  Sunday  ? 

Where  employed  and  at  what  ? 

What  the  necessity  was  for  it  ? 

What  the  extra  expense  was  ? 

How  many  of  the  same  men  worked  the  previous  Sunday  ? 

And  other  questions  of  this  nature.  By  having  such  reports 
carefully  examined  and  the  results  laid  before  them  they  can 
arrive  at  definite  information  as  to  the  practicability  of  reform  in 
this  direction,  and  also  ascertain  just  how  many  of  their  employees 
are  deprived  of  their  day  of  rest.  They  can  also  fix  the  responsi- 
bility of  setting  men  to  work  on  that  day  and  judge  of  the  neces- 
sity of  it. 

On  behalf  of  thousands  of  my  fellow  railroad  men  who  are  too 
much  deprived  of  their  Sunday  rest,  I  would  enter  a  plea  with 
managers  to  give  this  matter  some  serious  consideration  and  re- 
ceive the  gratitude  of  their  employees  as  well  as  improve  the  mor- 
als of  their  forces,  for  as  a  rule  the  best  and  most  reliable  men  are 
those  who  greatly  prefer  not  to  work  Sundays.  These  do  not 
usually  get  drunk  nor  strike,  and  generally  can  be  depended  upon. 
Continual  Sunday  work  is  a  source  of  great  dissatisfation  among 
men,  who  often  feel  a  loss  of  self-respect  and  of  the  respect  of 
others  on  that  account,  and  who  also  consider  that  they  have  rights, 
as  well  as  the  public  and  patrons  of  the  road,  and  do  wish  the 
advantages  of  Sunday  privileges  of  attending  church,  or  at  least  of 
having  one  day  in  the  week  they  can  call  their  own,  to  be  spent  with 
their  families  These  claims  should  at  any  rate  receive  careful 
consideration  on  the  part  of  those  in  authority  on  our  railroads. 
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Of  course  it  may  be  said  that  those  who  do  not  want  to  work 
on  Sunday  can  seek  employment  elsewhere.  This  is  most  certainly 
true,  but  the  question  arises — can  managers  afford  to  dispose  of 
the  matter  in  such  a  summary  manner  ? 

Sunday  Reform.

Some  weeks  since  I  felt  impelled  by  various  reasons  to  order 
the  discontinuance  upon  the  Louisville.  New  Albany  &  Chicago 
Railway,  as  far  as  possible,  of  all  labor  on  the  Sabbath  day.  This 
order  was  not  the  result  of  an  impulse,  nor  was  it  issued  without 
the  expectation  of  sharp  criticism  and  even  unkind  misconstruc- 
tion; it  was  made  because  I  considered  it  right,  viewed  either  from 
a  religious,  political,  or  practical  standpoint.  It  has  provoked 
more  discussion  than  I  anticipated,  but  the  expression  of  a  neces- 
sity for  a  day  of  rest  on  the  part  of  other  railway  managers  has 
been  to  me  exceedingly  gratifying. 

While  admitting  that  this  is  an  age  of  intense  practicality,  and 
that  in  the  hurry  and  drive  of  the  present  of  our  country,  many 
are  disposed  to  forget  all  other  considerations  than  those  of  gain. 
This  discussion  has  demonstrated  that  upon  one  ground  or  other 
there  is  deep-seated  in  the  minds  of  the  business  men  of  this  coun- 
try a  desire  to  observe  a  day  of  rest.  For  one,  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  say  that  I  consider  the  Sabbath  a  Divine  institution,  and  that  a 
disregard  of  the  day  is  a  violation  of  God's  command,  and  that  the 
mere  fact  of  operating  a  railway  for  public  necessity  is  no  excuse 
for  the  dishonor  done  to  the  precept  of  our  Maker. 

While  I  have  no  desire  or  intention  to  force  my  particular  religious 
views  upon  any  corporation  or  its  employees,  in  this  Christian 
country,  under  the  laws  drawn  largely  from  the  inspiration  of 
Christian  training  and  command,  I  do  not  think  that  Christian  rail- 
way managers  can  ignore  Divine  teaching  on  this  subject.  Every 
state  in  the  Union  has  laws  requiring  the  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath; such  laws  are  hoary  with  age,  and  honored  by  the  experience 
of  the  wisest  and  best  of  our  race. 

Taken,  then,  in  a  religious  or  municipal  light,  there  can  be  no 
discussion  of  the  subject.     The  laws  of  God  and  the  laws  of  man 
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are  conclusive  on  this  point,  forbidding  labor  on  the  Sabbath,  day; 
and  every  railway  manager  operating  a  road  on  that  day  violates 
human  and  Divine  command,  and  by  forcing  his  employees  to  do 
the  same,  sets  before  them  a  continual  example  and  practice  of 
the  disregard  of  the  highest  obligations. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  business  of  railways  which  in  the  nature 
of  the  case  makes  them  an  exception  to  these  laws,  or  lifts  them 
above  these  considerations.  They  are  not  a  distinct  or  separate 
class,  but  incur  the  same  liabilities  and  duties  as  other  corporations 
and  citizens. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  railways  have  led  in  this  violation  of 
the  Sabbath.  The  two  classes  most  prominent  in  it  have  been 
railways  and  saloons.  The  railways  were  the  pioneers,  and  the 
saloons  only  followed  close  behind,  clamoring  for  the  same  rights 
in  disregard  of  the  Sabbath. 

It  is  not  pleasant  to  thus  associate  the  two,  but  no  observing 
man  can  fail  to  see  the  truth  of  the  charge. 

The  most  general  argument  urged  is  that  of  public  demand ; 
this,  however,  ought  not  to  prove  conclusive.  Railways  only 
yield  to  public  demands  in  so  far  as  interest  compels  them.'  Trains 
are  run,  fares  are  charged,  and  regulations  are  made,  not  so  much 
upon  public  demand  as  upon  the  basis  of  corporate  convenience 
and  gain.  A  train  that  does  not  pay  is  quickly  abandoned.  A 
rate  that  is  unremunerative  is  immediately  changed;  and  there  is 
no  railway  manager  who  would  consent  to  the  operation  of  the 
principle  that  railways  are  managed  solely  for  public  convenience 
and  to  meet  public  clamor.  While  railway  managers  try  to  accom- 
modate the  public  in  so  far  as  is  possible,  yet  at  the  same  time  the 
main  consideration  is  one  of  dollars  and  cents. 

But  if  railway  managers  were  satisfied  that  the  running  of  Sun- 
day trains  lose  money  and  good-will,  they  would  be  discontinued 
in  an  hour  in  spite  of  public  demand.  Thus  it  all  comes  back  to 
the  question  of  gain  or  loss;  and  the  question  fairly  put  is — "  Ought 
railways  to  be  operated  on  that  day,  in  violation  of  the  religious 
convictions  of  their  employees,  and  in  violation  of  State  laws,  for 
the  small  profit  involved  therein?  " 

As  religious  bias  must  more  or  less  affect  particular  views  on 
this  subject,  many  woald  be  disposed  to  put  aside  those  considera- 
tions and  demand  some  more  practical  argument  on  the  question. 
In  the  discussion  of  so  broad  a  subject  points  can  only  be  stated. 
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1.  Then,  I  suggest  that  without  a  day  of  rest  man  can  neither 
enjoy  health  nor  freedom.  The  Sabbath  is  essential  to  religion, 
and  religion  is  essential  to  freedom,  good  government,  and  pros- 
perity. History  contains  no  example  of  a  free,  progressive,  and 
successful  people  who  did  not  recognize  God.  No  thoughtful  man 
can  controvert  the  statement  that  religion  is  dependent  upon  the 
observance  of  a  day  of  rest.  Blot  out  the  Sabbath  in  this  country, 
and  with  it  the  influences  of  religion  for  a  period  of  fifty  years, 
and  the  face  of  our  social,  moral,  and  political  condition  would  be 
entirely  changed.  The  testimony  of  all  railroad  men  in  this  dis- 
cussion has  shown  that  a  day  of  relaxation  or  rest  is  essential  to 
the  proper  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  which  devolve  upon 
railway  employees;  and  if  this  were  not  so,  human  experience 
fully  establishes  this  principle. 

2.  Whatever  may  be  the  religious  views  of  men,  it  has  been 
universally  conceded  that  religion  makes  a  man  better  qualified 
for  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  and  that  in  every  sphere  in  which 
he  acts  the  impulse  of  Christian  life  is  for  good. 

If  railways  teach  their  employees  to  violate  the  Sabbath,  and 
also  with  it  to  violate  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  thus  dull  the  obli- 
gation they  feel  both  to  G-od  and  to  the  State,  they  must  necessa- 
rily have  less  respect  for  the  laws  of  the  railway  itself,  and  less 
sense  of  obligation  to  their  employers.  No  man  who  has  any  inti- 
mate connection  with  railways  can  fail  to  observe  the  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  employees  in  the  corporate  welfare,  and 
this  is  in  a  large  degree  attributable  to  the  indifference  of  the  cor- 
porate managers  themselves  to  the  rights,  privileges,  and  con- 
sciences of  their  employees.  With  the  eradication  of  religion. goes 
all  idea  of  future  punishment,  and  this  renders  men  less  controlla- 
ble and  less  amenable  to  reason.  Religion  is  a  safeguard  for 
property  as  well  as  liberty.  One  church  is  worth  a  dozen  police- 
men; and  the  social  and  moral  power  of  religion  in  the  discharge 
'  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  men  is  simply  immeasurable. 

3.  The  most  defenseless  property  is  that  of  railways.  Stretched 
out  along  the  lines,  reaching  sometimes  thousands  of  miles,  it  is 
simply  impossible  to  defend  it  from  sudden  or  organized  aggres- 
sion. The  riots  of  1877  taught  some  valuable  lessons  on  this  point. 
Railway  corporations  in  times  of  trouble  are  simply  at  the  mercy 
of  employees,  and  the  damage  done  can  only  be  determined  by  the 
extent  and  violence  of  the  passions  exhibited.     If  every  man  in 
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Ameriea  were  made  a  policeman,  it  would  be  impossible  to  defend 
all  the  railway  property  in  this  country;  and,  as  a  consequence, 
railroad  corporations  are  more  dependent  upon  the  protection  of 
the  law-abiding,  moral,  and  Christian  sentiments  than  any  other 
class  of  property-owners.  Are  railway  men  therefore  wise  in  thus 
doing  what  they  can  to  teach  and  train  their  employees  to  violate 
the  Sabbath,  and  with  impunity  to  break  the  laws  of  the  State 
made  for  their  protection?  Would  it  not  be  wiser  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  encourage  religion  and  a  respect  for  these  laws, 
and  thus  encourage  the  sentiments  which  go  furthest  in  the  protec- 
tion of  the  rights  of  property  and  life? 

4.  There  are  said  to  be  in  the  railway  service  of  this  country 
five  hundred  thousand  employees.  It  is  probable  that  more  than 
one-half  of  these  at  some  time  are  required  to  do  Sunday  service. 
The  results  of  thus  requiring  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  per- 
sons to  violate  the  Sabbath  solely  to  make  money  for  corporations, 
and  this  by  direct  corporate  command,  are  of  incalculable  injury, 
not  only  to  these  parties,  but  to  society  at  large.  Men  within  my 
knowledge  are  every  Sabbath  day  compelled  to  do  work  in  direct 
contravention  of  their  religious  scruples.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that 
one-half  these  employees  are  Christian;  and  this  evil  therefore 
becomes  the  more  appalling.  When  you  consider  how  these  men, 
from  fear  of  losing  their  places,  are  compelled  to  do  this  labor 
(much  of  which  is  totally  unnecessary,  and  is  the  result  of  indiffer- 
ence or  cupidity  on  the  part  of  the  managers  and  stockholders), 
it  becomes  a  monstrous  wrong  against  the  religion  and  family 
rights  of  these  employees.  And  this  compulsory  violation  of  their 
duties  as  Christians  and  citizens  teaches  them  to  violate  all  other 
laws  of  the  State,  and  prepares  them  not  only  for  indifference  to 
the  interests  of  a  corporation  itself,  but  for  the  manifestation  of  a 
disregard  for  all  wise  precepts  and  restrictions.  This  is  probably 
the  worst  feature  of  the  whole  custom.  No  man,  in  the  nature  of 
the  case,  will  be  true  to  an  employer  who,  for  mere  gain,  demands 
of  him  a  violation  of  his  conscientious  scruples,  and  who  forces 
him  through  fear  of  losing  his  employment  to  submit  to  service 
on  a  day  which  by  heavenly  and  human  laws,  he  feels  that  he  is 
entitled  to  enjoy  as  a  day  of  rest. 

5.  It  will  be  universally  conceded,  I  think,  that  men  who  have 
families  are  more  constant,  fixed,  and  faithful  in  any  service,  as  a 
rule,  than  those  who  are  not  so  situated.     Men  with  wives  and 
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children  have  given  hostages  to  society  for  good  behavior,  for 
industry,  and  for  thrift ;  and  the  more  a  laboring  man  is  permitted 
to  see  of  his  family,  the  more  certainly  is  he  to  be  found  subject 
to  those  restrictions  and  obligations  which  make  good  citizenship. 
In  the  nature  of  the  case  the  Sabbath  is  the  only  day  the  laboring 
man  can  enjoy  the  society  of  his  family;  deprive  him  of  this  social 
communion,  this  development  of  his  finer  emotions  and  feelings, 
and  you  take  from  him  many  of  those  qualities  and  inspirations 
which  make  men  faithful,  laborious,  and  true.  Nor  does  this 
wrong  extend  only  to  the  man  himself,  but  it  reacts  upon  his  fam- 
ily. The  separation  is  a  wrong  and  injury  to  them;  they  are  cut 
off  from  his  influence  and  from  his  guidance,  and  the  injustice  in 
this  phase  works  out  a  double  evil. 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  say  that  so  great  a  question  as  this  can- 
not be  considered  merely  on  the  basis  of  dollars  and  cents.  To 
determine  its  ultimate  results  it  must  be  sounded  deeper  than  the 
mere  surface.  And  the  question  of  a  few  dollars  more  or  less 
cannot  compensate  for  the  religious,  moral,  and  social  wrong  which 
compulsory  work  on  the  Sabbath  day  inflicts. 

I  see  that  in  one  of  your  late  issues  you  suggest  that  it  is  rumored 
this  order  of  mine  will  be  rescinded.  I  have  only  to  say  that,  so 
far  as  tried,  the  results  are  more  than  satisfactory;  no  injury  or 
loss  has  been  sustained ;  the  employees  have  in  many  ways  ex- 
pressed their  gratitude  and  thanks  for  this  privilege  which  has 
been  extended  to  them  in  the  way  of  a  cessation  of  work  on  Sun- 
day, and  that  so  long  as  I  remain  in  the  management  of  the  road 
no  change  will  be  made.         I  remain  very  truly  yours,

ties, shall  first  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  real 
estate  shall  be  taken  for  said  purposes,  and  no  railroad 
shall  lay  out  and  finally  locate  its  road  without  the  writ- 
ten approbation  of  the  location  by  said  commissioners; 
and  any  company  may  change  the  location  of  its  road,  or 
of  any  section  or  part  thereof,  either  before  or  after  such 
location  has  been  approved  by  the  commissioners,  pro- 
vided such  change  is  made  before  the  construction  of 
said  road  or  of  said  section  or  part  thereof  has  been 
commenced,  and  is  made  with  the  written  approbation 
of  said  commissioners;  provided,  that  all  damages  that 
may  be  occasioned  to  any  person  by  the  taking  of  any 
real  estate  for  said  purposes  shall  be  paid  for  by  said 
company  as  provided  by  law.

had  upon  such  notice  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable  to  way' 
the  railroad  company  owning  or  operating  said  railroad, 
and  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  mayor  of  the  city,  or 
warden  of  the  borough  within  which  said  highway  is 
situated,  and  to  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  said 
crossing,  order  such  alterations  in  such  highway  as  they 
shall  deem  best,  and  shall  determine  and  direct  by  whom 
such  alterations  shall  be  made,  at  whose  expense,  and 
within  what  time;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  more 
than  one-half  the  expense  be  paid  by  the  town,  city,  or 
borough  aforesaid;  and  provided  further,  that  such  alter- 
ations as  are  made  at  the  primary  instance  of  the  railroad 
commissioners  shall  not  be  ordered  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  one  a  year  on  any  one  railroad,  except  in  the  case 
of  railroads  now  having  a  double  track  throughout  their 
entire  length.  Railroad  companies  may  take  land  for 
the  purposes  of  this  section,  in  the  manner  now  provided 
by  law  for  the  taking  of  lands  by  railroad  companies.

use  of  such  bridge  or  causeway  of  such  company.

one  hundred  dollars,*  and  the  Comptroller  shall  not  per- 
mit the  bonds  of  any  railroad  company,  registered  in 
his  office,  and  uncanceled,  to  exceed  the  amount  limited 
in  this  section,  j-  Such  company  may  dispose  of  its  i860.

therein  included  as  aforesaid ;  and  may  be  foreclosed  in 
the  same  manner  as  ordinary  mortgages  of  real  estate; 
and  the  record  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
this  State  shall  be  a  sufficient  record  and  notice  to  protect 
the  title  under  the  mortgage,  notwithstanding  such  com- 
pany may  remain  in  possession  of  all  or  any  part  of  the 
mortgaged  property. 

Sec.  84.  When  any  railroad  company  shall  have 
mortgaged  its  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  any  per- 
son, in  trust,  for  the  security  of  its  creditors,  or  for  the 
security  of  any  class  of  them,  and  shall  have  made

for  whose  benefit  he  may  act;  and  any  proceeding,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  such  property  liable,  shall  be 
brought  against  such  trustee,  describing  him  as  such.

CONSTITUTIONAL    AMENDMENT. 


Article    XXV. 


[Adopted  October,  1877.] 

No  county,  city,  town,  borough,  or  other  municipality 
shall  ever  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad 
corporation,  or  become  a  purchaser  of  the  bonds,  or 
make  donation-  to,  or  loan  its  credit  directly  or  indi- 
rectly in  aid  of  any  such  corporation;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds  or  debts 
incurred  under  existing  laws,  nor  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  General  Assembly  from  authorizing  any  town 
or  city  to  protect,  by  additional  appropriations  of  money 
or  credit,  any  railroad  debt  contracted  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  amendment. 
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
